15 Jtnoftiy, 17S2| the wh^de of London wat 
thrown into h state of coLdtement by the im-

About two yeara^fore Che time above<men* 
tioniKi, there residA in Cock Lane, near West 
Sinithfield, in the house of one Parsons, lh4 
fiarish- clerk of St Sopa|phre*s, a stock •broker, 
named Kent The wife of this ^ntUman had 
(lied in child-bed durinn the previqiis year, and 
Ilia sister-in-law, Miss Fanny, had arrived from 
Xorfolk, to k(*op bis houae fur him. They soon 
conceived a mutunl aflection, and each of them 
made a will in the other’s favour. They lived 
for some months in the house of Parsons, who, 
lieing a needy man, borrowed money of his 
lodger. Some diiTerences arose between them. 
Olid Mr. Kent left the honae^and instituted 
legal proceedings for tlie recovery of his mon^. 

While this, matter was vet pending. Miss 
Fanny was taken suddenly lU with the small- 
pox I and, notwithstanding every care and at- 
tention, she died«fn a few dsys, and was buried 
in a vault under Clerkeii well Church. Parsons 
now began to hint that the poor lady hud come 
unfairly by her death, and that Mr. Kent was 
guilty of tier murder, from his too great eager- 
ness to enter into possession of too property 
she had bequeathed him. Nothing further was 
sdid for nekrly two yearn; but it would appedr 
that Parsons was of so raven^ul a character, 
that he' had never fiirmven Mr. Kent the in- 
dignity which he had pacsed upon him, by 
sumg him fot t^eborr^ed moni^. During 
the interval just alligled to, Parsons had bdu 
hatching s^einea^ reven^ but had (Usmiased 
them eneaRer the otfrer as impracticable, notll, 
at laat^ a j^oUble one snggested itself At the 
commeueemelit of the year 1762, the alarm was 
spread ovew alb the« neighbourhood, that the 
house of Pareoni was haunted by the rtost of* 
poor Fanny* ind that the daaghter.4»f Paraonik ' 
a l^ri about twplve yean of ags^ had several 
times eeen and Convened with the spirit^ who 
had, mereoven iiribnned herj that she had not 
died ff-tbe aniaE-pOK, as was corrimtly ra- 
portedi but of poami, administered by Mr.

negroes, when, upon a consultation uUh Pat 
hons, they received to sitaip the whole 
and await the ghost's urrivor. It wes ihfli ex- 
plained Igr Parsons, that aUhonU|lliia ^host 
u'ould never render itself visil^lr any body 
bgt his daughter, it would ansirer any question 
that mignt bo put to it, and that it dxpres<)ed 
; an affirmative by one knock, a negative by two, 
' and its displeasure by a kind of scratchiiig. 
‘ Ills daughter was then put into bed along wifn 
her sister, and the parties prosenl exSmIhed 
the bed and bed-clothes to satisfy thrmselvvs 
that no imis^sture was practined, by knocking 
upon any substancocdiicealed among the clothes. 
As on tlie previous night, the bed was objMirved 
to shake violeiitK . 

After sonic hours, the knocking was heard in 
(he wall, and the child dttlared tha*. she saw 
the ghost. The following (inestlonH were tlicil 
(gravely) put by one (‘f the clergymen, through 
trie medmin of one Mary Frtacr, the servant of 
Parsons, and to whom It was ssld the deceased 
hod been much attached. The answers were

Cock Lane was 
imlored impassable by the crowds that assem- 
bled around the house ; at last, it was fmind 
iiecessaiy, so clamorous were they f>»r admis- 
afonwlif iin the haunted precincts, to let any 
one in who w'ould pay a certain fee. Things ' 
had now taken a turn greatly to the satisfac- 
tion of Parsons ; he not oflly had hit revenin- 
fU feelings gratilied. but he a pFoflt\v 
their indulgence. T|g, ghost, of course, iiluyed 
its antids nightly, to^o amusement of some, 
bat to the perplexity of most of the vnltoi's. 

At last, the ghost was iuduced'to i|uike some 
promises which were the mealia of iminosking 
the impostoirs. It promised, in answer to the 
questions .of the Rev. Mr. Aldritch, of CXerkvii- 
well, ^hat it would not mily follow Paj-amsN 
child wherever she whuii, but woidd also attend

As a prelimioaiy, the mrl waa convo’ed to 
the hrnise of Mr. Aldritm, near the etnirch, 
where a large party of UIdies and jpntlcmen 
had assembl(>d. AlwUt ten o'clock of the night 
of the 1st of Fabnuuy, ^e giri wgs put 'to Md, 
a strict examination .-having h**^ previously 
made that nothing was hidden in the bca- 
dothra • >Vhife the gentlemen, In an adjoining 
chamber, weiedelil^eratlng whether they should 
proceed in a bodj^ to the i^ult, th^were sum- 
moned into the bed-room by the ladies, who 
affirmed, in great alarm, il^at the ghost was 
Vome, and that they heard the knocks and 
seratchesL The girl when asked whether she 
saw the ghost, replied ** No, bnt she felt it oo 
her back like a mouse.** She waa then re- 
quired to piEt her hands out of bed, and 
being held' by some of the ladies, the spirit 
was summoned in the nsual manner to answer, 
if it were in the room. *1110 question was put 
several times with much solemnity, but the 
customary knock was not heard in reply in the 
walls, neither was there any acratching. 

. The spirit Was now seriously advertised that 
the gentleman^towhoro it haa promised to ap- 
pear in the vmdit, was about to repair to that 
place, when he claimed the AdAlmont of lU 
promise. At one hour afoer midught the 
whole party proceeded to the flhurch, and the 
gentleman in question, with ‘another, entered 
the vault atone, and took up their position 
alongside of the coffin. The ghost was tbor 
summoned to appear, but It did not obey the 
request; sad the taro retired from the vault, 
flrmly persuaded that the whole was a decep- 
tion practised by Parsons and some confede- 
rates. The rest of the party, hoiraver, were 
not sarislied a8*to the impmture ; and Mr. Kent 
was requested to go down into the vanii, to see 
whether Ae would be answered. ^He went with 
several others, but this question was treated 
lAth riie same indignity as the first. The 
party then retbrned to ^echoos^f Mr. AU 
diitA, and ordered the ofil to get up and dress 
herself. She was stric^ examioed« but per- 
sisted in her statement that she ifiMd ifo darap- 
tion, and that the ^eat bod nll^appeared to 
her.

So many penons bad, 'by tlisir oitenly oat- 
pressed b^ief of the reality ot the visitation, 
ideiitifiod themtblvee with It, that Parsons and 
hw funiilv were farfoimi being tbo only persons 
interested in the continuance of the iini^sitioD. 
Tht rcstiit of the fXfierinient^onvuiced moat 
people i but these were not to be convinced 
by any evidence, howeyer positive, and they 
therefore spre^ a report that the ghost haa 
uot appoam iu tlie vault becauqp Mr. Kent 
luid taken care beforehand to have the coffin 
removed.r That ^atlemao, whose position 
was a very painful on^ immeduitety procured 
competent witnesses, in whose presence the 
vault was entered, and the coittn of the de- 
ceased ladv opened. Their deposition was 
Llien puhliHlied, and Mr. Keut indicted Famous 
and his with, hU daughter, Miify Fraser, and 
two other persons, for a conspir^% The trial 
came on in the Court of King's %nch, on the 
10th of July, before Lord Clucf- Justice Mans- 
field, when, after en investigation which lasted 
twelve honts^ tlyi whole of the penons who 
had lent themsdvet to the im^sture were 
found guilty. Parsons was sentenced to stand 
three times in the pifloiy, and to be imprisoned 
for two yeanj his wife to one year's, and his 
aerVaut to sia months' iinprisomneot in Bride-

TUB TBEIMDLB UfCdlDA'rtpTr OV 1824. 

“On the I9th of November, 1824, one of 
those ravages of which we have already spoken* 
blowing fhim the west ai^ south-west, with 
extreme violence, forced t&ck the waters of 
the Neva, and drove thoMc of the gulf into it 
ITie river rose four niea.surc«i above Its ordliiaiy 
level, and almost the entire city was sub* 
merged. The water flooded the streets, and 
rushed Into the houses, where it mounted 
almost to the first story. Horses and carriages 
were whirled around by Us fiiiy on its surflieo,, 
then sank to rise no moro; bridges were torn 
up, and small wooden houses wera washed 
away, and carried off as prey by the rogfog 
tide. The environs were, litoraily razed. At 
Cronstadt a ship of the line was horde into the 
great market-place, where it rested. Nothing 
could resist the shock. ^ From eight o'clock Iir 
the morning the alarm- guns were fired, afld 
until four in the aftcnioon the water continued 
to rise. The Emperor had recently returned 
from a long journey In which he had penetrated 
as far as the steppes of the Ktrghia is: now he 
found htiniylf besieged, as it were, in his own 
polioe, by an umyorsted enemy. Ho took biz 
station upon thb balconyji^lch looks upon the 
Neva to the north, aniWere, sarrouodeil by 
his weeping fkmily, he lyta Yhe griff or •eefog 
the river rushing upilkrds towaids its source, 
bearing upon its bosohi wrccki of ever} kind, 
and many small wooden houses, some of tlieni 
still teimoted ^ their inbahUants who were 
uttbring cries for succour which none couifl 
render.* Bridges and mewhandise were ooa^ 
ing away ; horses and other domei*iic animoli 
tti1ija;luig in'the togent, ?>arks sinking nndei 
the crowd of human v^tims who mght r^ , 
fugedti them; anfl some, who ^ ee<»md\ 
bydnfWniiJg, were tetoaUy dying ofwH

A CHAPTER ON CLUBS. 

BY THE KNAVE OF CLUBS. 

Whilst drery one is complaining of the 
grt'Et scarcity of money, the dearness of pro- 
visions, and the insupportable oppression of 
Taxes, there Is scarcely a mechanic, or a 
labourer, who Is not guilty^f the folly and 
extravagance of apeing the inoio elevated 
ranks of society, by being Moirbers of some 
Club. The desire of bolhg a Ciubbist, at the 
pnisent time sor'ms to have infected nearly 
the w hole natio.i, from tlie peer down to the 
mechanic; — and what is the consequence, as 
regards the latter^— Why, that one half of 
his weeklv earnings find their way into the 
pttrkels of the land loid of the public-house 
111 which his club is held. That there are 
exceptions to this, wo will admit; but gene- 
rally speaking, th^ money tint ought to make 
the poor man's home one of comfort and 
clean liness, is too frequently expended Ui 
dissipation. 

Derby Clubs, or Sweeps.— Uhder this 
title, there is a species of Club which has of 
late years increased to a frightful extent, and 
which must prove of serious injury to the 
w'orking classes All these, “Sweeps'* — or 
nv£ ly BO— w liich but too often tweep tbo poor- 
man 8 pofjiet clean, are lield ip public-houses, 
for the sole purpose of “'bAngiug ifidv. to the 
Licensed V xctuallek's Till.^ Some years 
ago, saluiary laws were passed (^id what is 
better enforced) against the vicb of gambling 
in lotteries: — why is this not followed up 
against the overwhelming multitude of lot- 
teries that now exist uiideg the title of 
“Sweeps?" Surely they offer far greater 
teniptatioD and oppcArtuuity to tlio lower 
classes to Ihrow away their megiey, thaii(pn7 
“ SfetesLottery^* that was ever drawn. It is 
to be hoped that some steps will soon be 
uken to put down these and St. Leger 
nuisances. * o ' ^ 

Clubs for Gambling.— Meetings of this 
des&ripiiuii are upon the wans. “ Croekfefedli 
paiideiino^inm," amf its neUghboui* “ 
House of Am</-age,'^ have had their day, 4iiid 
are nuA^red with tlu^ defunct. War 
been waged, and carried on with somesuoeen 
against the “ Hells" at the West-^Ed, amila 
the vlchiity of the Royal Rxehange. The 
progKMs of refinement is beginning to gra- 
bsiaUy change our eastoms.a'nd inodes el 
tiiinking, so likewise baa iite-eastinedy of onr 
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Club-liouHeif and thrown them into n totally 
(iiflft*rent, and bettor shape. In the olden 
times, and they were the timee of Knf^land'a 
"lory, ((ood fellowship was cemented by food 
livinf at the olnbs of our aristoeraoy; may 
we live to sd9 those d^ afaiu. 

Tfr liKBP-STEAK #LrB was once the 
rif phu ultra of a club : where honesty and 
kindJieartedness i%ere the aider of the day, 
and Ute sum of h#maii enjoyiiiont was eoii- 
••iderod a Bi»at at us board. At its iiicrry- 
MHvditfrft, mirth, jollity, and food- hum. >ur 
il.)W<ul round with every full cup, and at* 
4>v(^y round kindled a new spark of wit, and^ 
dmiv forth a frc'-h fUSt of iiierrlinent. Those 
davH are fono by-~-our opon-hecfted gaiety is 
gone ; we have gravity and cant in tho room 
of It, and after all what art' wo tho winners? 

^'oiiTICAL Club«. ~Wo have no want 
id clubs of this description in this vast me- 
tropolis; bnt iV politics aro at present nt a 
iiiscouiit, clubs for political purposes are fast 
going out of repute. ** The Cailton” — 
“ The Reform*’—** Tlio Coi^servativo,** and 
several others are gradually finking into an 
obhcurity from which they are not likely 
soon to recover. The ri*ason of this is, that 
in pi*oportloi»to the progress of knowledge 
in a nation iar the progress of rational and 
indepeiider^t thinking; and in the same 
proportion that men tliiuk for themselves, 
they discover tho folly as well as the 
danger of suffering any man or sot of 
men to think for them. ** Time was,” says 
an able uniter, in one of our magazines) ** when 
the mass of the community gave themselves 
no concern dbout who weg; their iKilitical 
rulers. Party was arrayed against party, and 
leader against leader, and all who busied them- 
selves vrith politics enhstecl under the banners 
of the one or 'the other, as their opinioiA or 
their interest dictafed.

Thb Four-ih-Habd Club originated in 
the paltry ambition of vivallitig the Mail-eoach 
and for a time created a stUI’o of aston- 
tolimeot, ana aftenyarda a smile of cpntiBnpt. 
It soon came to be considered as a sad libel 
on Ibe rising nobility, that the most eonspic- 
ngna among them were so Restitute of all 
true taate and real talent, thg^ time could 
ripen thorn into nothing bettor than rospeet- 
ableiSlUip^^eo^knien. 4fhey, Hke those whom 
they strove to imitate, have at last qniited 
roori. 

^ Thb Fat CLurif— N o allusion n meanb 
to the **Jlmitb6eliy Cattle Club.” Addison, 
111 his ** SpoctatoTf* roeotioos, ** a considi r- 
«ble market town in which there thege uas 
a 'Glab of fat men, they did notcome toget^pr 
<aB yon my well aoppoae^ to entertain 


each other with sprighiliness and wi\, Imt 
to keep one another in couiitiMianre^ The 
room where the club mot wAs something 
of the largest, and had two entiunreM, the 
one by a door of moderate stzo, and iho other « 
by a pair of folding doors. If a c^iudidate 
for this corpulent club could make lus en» 
tranee through the former he was looked 
upon as nut qualified ; hut if ho stuck in tlio 
passage, and could not force his wnv ihi ough 
It. the foldinf -doofs ware i mined Intel v ilnm wn 
open f »r his reception, and ho was saluted 
as a brother ineniber.” X have hoard that 
tills club, tjjough it couftlsicdof but flftedfl 
members, weighed abofe three toiis.^ 

Tub Lean Club. — '* In oppositiqp to the 
* Fat *unif ” there sprang uplpeocioty com* 
nosi>d of scare-crows, and sBoIetonfi, who, 
ueiiig v(^y meagreand envious did all in their 
power to thwart the designs of their bulky 
brethren, wlioni they reprrseined as men of 
most dangerous pi iiiciples ; till at lengtii they 
worked them out ef tlie favoui o/ the people, 
and consequently ol the magistracy, Tliesvfao* 
tions tore the corporation to pieces for several 
years, till at leiiglAi they came to ihisaccoiu* 
motlatiun, iliui tho two bailiffs of the town, 
should be annually ehuson out of tho two 
oittb*).”

He could make ••the 
table ring and roar bovondanyone I ever 
knew. His jokes wouid not bear a strict 
glance, sometimes; biA they were better than 
wit, winch is too s^ous. Wit sets one think- 
ing, but his did not £o this. He laughed & he 
talked; he told comical 8toi.es; he mlmlmed 
fnend and foe (good iiaturedly) ; he spoke bur- 
lesque inverse; he misplac^ epithets ; he k* 
concilefl contradictions ; he tacked extremities ' 
t > each other— the grave and the mv— eeiffte 
and nonsense. He had drawn •• the lung,** and 
was as absolute as a Fate. He ordered things 
impossible.

The origin of thii species of entertoinment 
will b« found oinutung and inptnictnf to our 
readers :—«ln ancient Rome, the Punianiimt 
were the the greatest aciore of tragedjy by 
their loukt andgesturean and in modern Italy 
rin* learned have nt»t dindaineiJ to rack their 
iiivi^tton tor their Xonerio, or ('hunt while 
Princes have known to make tiie moat 
famous of tliem their companions. It waa an 
alteration of later limea, though tao conturicK 
and n half nfitt, to change the dotards ot 
TerenM'and Plautus into the Venetian 7*at^ 
tnfwm ; and the J^u-er was ;ior meessitag 
added, to cotn|dete a drama sti^icient to etn- 
br*»i.e plot or intngiie. TUeae four character^ 
liavc non l>e(onic the casentifil!i of Pantomime ; 
ali tliii reel lieing cither idcntificsl with one 
or the other <•£ them, or entirely Incidontal to 
tliH luirtii'alar nioce in nhieh they apiiear. At 
Naples, in the l^rgo del Castello, there are tno 
theatres, Lu Keiier and bun Carlmn, which 
are chiefly devoted to Pantomimes fbr the 
amusemeiit of the lower cjjsws The per- 
formers speak the broad Neapolitan dialect, 
and there ydn see the Pnlicinella in liis genuine 
colours. ThigNcaiMilitan Vlou-u is somewhat 
ainiilar to tlia Ariecchino of Ikrgamo, and 
the l^ntaloon of Venice, but bo is not an ho- 
nourable siieciinon of the national character ot 
his country, of which he is intended as the 
caricature.* Puhcmclla is representeil us a ser-

most bv acceptable to the reading public T 
apd as the material^ from which this tale has 
been compiled is authentic, and t/as casually 
obtain Ai by the author at rarlous times 
and places during the last few years, he 
sincorely liopso that any slight faults or 
inaccuracies, which, perhaps, will q^aslon-* 
ally appear in the thread of the narratire, 
may be aitnlx ted to these causes. 

The complete uiirafelling of the mysteries 
of this bingular body is due to that ex* 
celleiit noMeman and unlightenod siatea* 
man, Lord Wllliain .Betitinck, Gorernor-Ge- 
nerai of British India; and when we consi- 
der the ancientness of the' order, fif wo may

The atrocities committed by some of the 
members of tills gang, arc without parallel 
in the annals of crime,^ either for clever-

' steel h^ad of his long and taper lance, which 
I latcnr giltteied swiTal fvft above 1| Is head- 
dress, the motion of the horse hnpariing to 
it the eccentric glancing of a meteor. 

The costume of tlie^arnor was evidently 
Mahometan, and from its richnuas, betokened 
the W'caier to be of* some rank. The toque 
and trousers were of crimson silk, nchiy 
lac4>d with gold; *'and the sheath of the 
c.lineter, which hung grUcefully from bis

Abiiur was ever readv to assist the dts- 
tresseJ ; there(pr« turning out of the path, 
he rode dosely up to the figure, and Ins 
interest was immediately more strongjy 
excited npon finding himself gasing upon a 
female of the most exquisite beauty, who 
appeared to be bewailing her hard fate Tn 
tones of bitter anguish. Wi^h groat solici- 
tude, Abdnr inquired the cause of her gnef,

IMPOSTURE.-N 0 . VI. 

ToWAnus the close of the year 1 1 26, one of 
the nihst extraordinary and impudobt impos- 
tures on record was carried into execution at 
Godalminf;, ih Surrw. Maiy Tofts, the im- 
postof. was the wife uP a poor journeyman 
cloth- worker. She is desenM as having;; been 
of a heaith y, stronff comditution, Mnall size, 
fair conftplexion,av^ stupid and sullen teinfier, 
and unable to write or read." Stupid as she 
was supposed to be, she had, however, art and 
tuuC enuuj^h to keep up the credit of her im- 
posture. 0 

This woman pretended to bring f^rthralhiU; 
.*ind she accounted for this monstrous deviation 
from the laws of nature, by stating, that 
she was weeding in a tielcl she saw a rabrnt 
spring up near her, after which she ran, with 
another woman that was at work just by her ; 
this set her a longing for rabbits, being then, 
as she thought, in the condition that women 
"like to be who love their husband^;" the 
other woman perceiving sha was uneasy, 
charged her with " longing "*for the rabbit 
they could no^ catch, but she denied it. Soon 
after another ral)bit sprung up near the same 
place, which she'eu^vour^ likewise to catch.

Xo doubt can exist ot his 
belief tluit, during the space of about a month, 
he had oasisttfddier to bring lorth nearly twenty

Tlie news of these marvellous births spftad 
like wildfire through the neighbourhood, and 
soon found numerous believers. It even at- 
tracted the attention ofithc king, George I . 
whQ.seDt down toGodilming his house-surgeon, 
Mr. Anlers, to inquire into the fact Ahlers wis 
duped, and he went back to I.<ondon fully con- 
vinced that he had obtained positive proof ofthe 
truth of the stoiy ; so. much so» indeed, that he 
promised to procure for the arch-ynpostor a 
pension. Mr. St. Andre, the king’s surgeon anTl 
anatomist was now despatdied to make 1 further 
examination. He Aso returned a firm believer. 
The rabbits, which be and Ahlers carried with 
them to* the metropolis, as testimonies, were 
dissected befiiM the f mg; and an elaborate re- 
port was puDlishod concerning all the circum- 
stances relativt to tkeir production and dis^}^- 
tioq, 


This report caused the public mind to ba 
agitated in an extraordlqa'r^anner. \(UrioiM 
controversy arose Wweeu the credulous and 
the incredulous in which the celebrated Wins* 
ton played a part, by writing a pamphlet, an 
which he showed that the iniratle was the 
exact completion of a pn^hccy'^hi E^dritf. 
Hogarth, the famous painter — (copies ofwUo'>e 
uurks are now being made liturully public pu>- 
lierty by means of the CAiirooNs issued os 
monthly HU|qilcmcnts do the Lw.ndon Juur.- 
nal) — took the opfiodle side, and publiMicdnn 
engraving called " Cunten/arti, or the IFka 
Men of dodltman,^* • 

The delusfbn, nevertheless, continued to 
spread, and even the king hims^ ]yus en- 
rulled among the oelievera The rent of rab- 
bit warrens, it is affirmed, were at a complete 
sliscottut, us no one would presume to oat a rub- 
bit. 

The imposture was not doomed 10 last much 
longer; and to ‘Queen Caroline, then Princess 
of Wales, is ascribed the merit of suggesting 
the measures which were successfully adopted 
to undeceive the people. Mary Tufts was 
brought to town, where she could be more 
closely watched than at Godaiming, and [ire- 
vented from obtaining the means for carrying 
on the imposture. Among those who took a 
conspicuous [lart on this^ occasion was Sir 
Richard Manningham, an cbiincnt physician ; 
and he at length liad the satisfaction of tho- 
roughly expo^lng the deception. Mary, how- 
ever, held out, till her courage was shaken by 
H threat to perfonn a very painful operation 
u|)on her, which threat was backed by another 
from a magistrate, that she should be sent to 
prison. She then conressed that the imposture 
had been suggested to her by a woman, who 
to'i her that she could put her into a wa^ of 
getting a go'xl livelihood, without being obliged 
to work for It os formerly ; and promised con- 
tinually to sufiply her with rabbits, for which 
she was to receive part of the " wages of ini- 
quity.” The farce tcrniiiiated by the Godal- 
iiiing miracle- monger being committed to 
Toihill Fields prison. 

Late one evening, in the spring of 1817, the 
rustic inhabitants of AlmoniUbury, in Glou- 
cestershire, were surprised by the entrance of 
a young female in strange attire. She wore 
leather shoes and black worsted stockings, a 
black stuff gown with a muslin frill at the 
neck, and a red and black shawl round her 
shoulders, and a black cotton shawl on her 
head. Her height laacf about five feet two 
inches, and she earned a small bundle on her 
arm containing a few necessaries. Her clothes 
were looiU[|y and tastefully put 011 in the Ori- 
ental fashion. Her eyes and hair were blacl^ 
her forehead was low, her nose short, her moutn 
wide, her teeth white, her lips large and fulL 
fier iiiMer lip a little, her chin small 

ail'd lEuiid, her haffds clean, and seemed unus^ 
to labour. She yppearCd about twenty-five 
years of agp w'l^ fatigued, and wa'ked with 
•difficulty. When spoken to she uttered | lan- 
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guage whi(‘h no ouf» could comprehend, and 
was therefore rompelird to resort to signs for 
the puiposr* of informing her nncstionera with 
her d^’sirc to sleep in the village The cot- 
^gers were afraid to admit her, and sought 
the (h*< ision of a Mr. \S^)rrAll, magistrate for 
the county, at Itiiolc, whose lady (uu^ed her 
owTi aCti ndant to aecoinpaiiy the stranger to a 
public house* III the sillage, with a request that 
slio should he provided with a supjier, and that 
a coiiirorluhle lied shohld he pn flared for her 
In the morning, Mrs Worrall Msited tlnj 
strange w’onian,- when slie toiird her witli 
strong traees I'f sorrow and di^itn-'S depicted 
oil her countenance/ She was taken to Knole,< 
hut she <^npeared to go s^ith relnetanec. It 
was Good J'Viday, ninl, at the mansion, observ- 
ing a cross-him, slic cut oft the cross, and placed 
it Til her bosom. * 

Papui aiui a piui w'ere handed to her to write 
her name. She shook her head, and when 
she aiipcarcd to comprchcMid what was meant, 
pointed to jierself, ami ciiod “ (Jarabw).** The 
neat day she was taken (o Ilrntol, examiued 
before the inavor at the (ouniiI-hou'<e, and 
committed to fc^t.

From 
that place Mrs. Worrall removed her back to 
Knole.

and being near land, she jumped overboard, iu 
oonsequciieo of ill-usage, and sirimmiag ashore, 
ibuud herself «>h this coa^ft, and liad wandeied 
for six w'ecks,till she found her w n\ to Almonds- 
bury.

The particuhiisioniicited with tiicsc iccitals, 
and her general conduct, w ere roiiuiitK in the 
extreme. At the end ot inonihs '•he dis-

And ullliough tluse au on]} liudc lor 
pastime, 31 1 the workmanship anil elegancy 
of them iiKiy Ju^tly claim some admiiation. 

The liistur^ of tlie ancient uiLb affords se- 
veral instances of these immiLc in j'-tor- pieces 
of human ingenuity. Culicrjtib, a stone cutter 
of Sparta, nude ants of i\ or}, with all their 
Iinihs, so siiiaP that the e}e could ••(..uedy 
di.seerii them. M} rlnccldL‘^, of Mil etas, made 
a chaiiot of ivor}, with h^)lse^ and ch.-iriotcui, 
111 so small a compass, that a lly i i.uld cover 
them w ilh hei| w mgs. lli* also in.ulo a bhip, 
with all her tackle, so small, that a bec could 
hide It. 

A waggon and oxen, ni^fiiof gla»s, so .small 

to be hidden a fly, m meiitioni'd by 
Cardan. That cunouii aniialid, John Stoiic, 
in his annals of Queen Eiizaboth, 1 dates, that 
Mr. Mark Sealhot, u blacksmith, of London, 
as a proof of his skill and UeiicAte workman- 
ship, made a hanging or padlock, of eleven 
.several pieces of iron, steel, and brass, and a 
pipe-kcy, all clean svrought, whi.ch weighed 
allogetlier only a single grain. He also made, 
at the same time, a chain of gold, of forty- 
three links; to which chain the lock and key, 
mst mentioned, being fasicncdK and put about 
*a flea's neck, it drew the same with ease. The 
total weight of tho flea, with its gold chain, 
ludlock, and kev, was piily one, gram and a 
lalf. Adrian Junius saw, at Mochhn, in 
Brabant, a cherry stone cut in^hc fmm of a 
basket, wherein w'ere fourteen, p|pr or dice, — 
the spots of each of which were so distinct as 
tofeu seen by the naked eye. !Schottu.s, in his 
tr^els into Italy, observes, that Mr. George 
Wliitehnad made a eJiip, w'lth all her tackl^ 
to move of itself on the table, the rowers plying 
their ours, a w oman playing on the lute, and a 
^lall dog crying on tiie deck. Cardfta also 
sneaks ot an artisan at L} uns, that made a 
cnuiii of gluM, ^0 ligl\t and slender, that if it 
fell upon a btoiie paxeiiieni it would not break. 

The cclebiated John Muller or Molitor,^or, 
as he IS Sometimes called, Kegiomuiitauus, is 
reporter' to have constructed an iron fl}^ which 
w.ia put 111 1110(1011*0}' w heel -work| and which 
flow about and leapt upon the table. At an 
cMUcrtaimncnt given ^^} this fihilosophcr, to 
some of hi** pariKular iricMJs,t^! fly llLwfrom 
hib hniid, and after pSrfonuing g considerable 
round, It rolurned again to the baud of its 
master. M. Maillardct constructed suvenal au- 
tomata, reprcaeiitiug insects and other amihals.

One of these was a spider, entirely made of 
steel, which exhibited all the movement** of 
the* animal. It ran on tho surface of a table 
during three minutes and to prevent it from 
runiiiiig otf. Its course always tendtKl towards 
the centre oT the table. He constructed, like 
Vise*, a caterpillar, a Ihiard, a mouse, and a 
serpent.

granted by tliu En^eror Chariot v. i» Ms 
faithful peoplo of flaplcs, had oMtittM^y 
incroasod fioin his time. Th^ goeenMSMit 
'also extorted largc.tumB, ereryyear this 
Impovorislied^iutioii, to somi tnlhelr inastoi, 
the Spanish monarch, under the specious title 
of prtsentt. Nearly ovory necessary of life 
was already grievously taxed, and price of 
bread trebled^ and there was scarcely any 
j money in circulation. Iq 1646, the govern- 
ment, wishing to make a<« fresh donation, 
impoaod a now ffahella, or duty, on |ill fruitq 
and TCjfttablcs. TJio patience and forbear^ 
anesUpqllBe people yrero at length exhausted ; 
ad'd Shfly were ready, to make any effort to 
relieve themsolvos from such intolerable suf- 
fsiiiif* A| yet. no one had offered himself 
Up leader; and their only efforts were pray- 
•ciy apd supplications, and tears, poured out 
.liplliA Viceroy, whonercr he appeared abroad,^ 
b« i^ieh lie hoard, saw, and forgot.

At tine when the Viceroy proposed 
to tiibetltvte,a duty on corn and oil, in lieu 
of the gnhcHa on fruits and vegetables.

AnMlo’s fish were taken from him in tho^

about 2000 youtlia, well armed with' etlcke. 
On t,h« 7t1i of July, adayof festival^ the fthwt 
outbreak took plaee; erery tl.ing iu t^i 
markcie weio detnoHalied, etoept* the aUrF| 
fruit, aiid the represeRtatlNe of 'he eltj was 
pelted when bo made kfitapiiearanGO. After 
tins dapbdt, Mho’ A^tlo aadrersed Ills fol- 
lowers at great leng^. His speceli Indamed 
the minds of the people! They set hro to the 
office of the galx^lla, and every office of Cus- 
tonisin tliooity } and assailed the Virerny in 
hispalace, with cries of ** Long Inc the King 
of Spain, and perish tho bad government.** 
In the house of a Genevese contractor they 
foUild 4000 mhskets and from the hmise of 
a merchant they took nine pieces^ cannon, 
and nine more fl*om two armed vlRols. 

The persons of greatest weight in this 
rebeUlou, afleir Mas* Anietio, were a bandit 
named PerronOk and an old priest, named 
Guilia Genovino. After one or two days of 
not and confusion, the pooplejwero htglily 
mtidsd ou observing that fruit wat'sold in 
immense quantities in the market, without 
gabellaf and thutPtlia woiglitof the loaf w'as 
increased from di(renty-two to tliirty-two 
ounces. Viceroy sent a deputation to 
wait on Mas* Aniello, Informing himtliat all 
lie had asked was gran tcMl.

*\Vb fihaU now fairiafly reUto th% oatUnos 
of ootf of tbe moofe ainpenUoat mixfearpa of 
fanaticijim and impostaro that ever agitated 
tbe world we allvde to |^e career of Mo- 
liamfkied, tlio Arabian.* 

Mohammed (Illuftriom) gras the son of 
AbiU Allah. (J^vantmf Chd) a noble Arab 
of the tribe of Koreisb, which had the guar- 
diaiisbip of the Kaaba.* His mother was 
Auiineb» the daughter of a chief of princely 
rank. He was eoi'ly left an orphon, with 
the slender patrimony of fire camels and a 
female Ethiopian slave, llis un%le, Aboo 
Talib, brought him up. At an early age tbo 
young Mohammed accompanied his undo to 
the lair of Boara, on the verge of Syria, and 
in llis eighteenth year ho signalized his va- 
' lour in an engagement between the Kot cish 
and a hostile tribe. At the age of tweuty- 
fivo lie 'entered tbe service of Khadijah, a 
wealthy widow, with whose merchandise he 
visited oilo of the great fairs oi Syria. Mo- 
hammed, though poor, was noble, handsome, 
acute, and bra%. JlLhadijali, who was 6ftecn 
years his senior, waa^nspired with love ; her 
uassion was retufued, and the gift of her 
iiand and wealth gave Mohammed affluence 
and obniideration. 

Ills original turn of mind appears to have 
been serious; and it is not unlikely ilia} the 
groat truth of the Unity of the i)eity had 
been early impressed on his mind by his mo- 
ther, pr ills Jevrisb kindred. The Koreish 
and ton rest of xiiis conn try men were idola- 
ters; Ol^ristianity was now dbrrupted by 
the intermixture of many gross suporsti- 
tiona; tbe light* worship of the Persians wasf 
a wonhipplng of the Deity under a material 
form ; the Mi^aic religion hai^hoen debased 
by the dreamt and absurd distlnctions-of the 
Rabbis. A simpler form than any of these 
seempd wanted for man. Qod, moreover, 
was bdiored'imliavc, at sundry times, sent 
prophets into the world for its reformation, 
and might do so again ; the Jews still looked 
for thKir promiMd Messiah. Many Ch«^ 
tianfl held that tmaPtraclete was ybt to con\ 
Who can take upon lilm^o assert that Mo-

hgmmed may net (at least at first), have^bew f 
llovdd himamf to m set apart to the s^li^ 
of God, and appointed by the divine decree 
to be tbe preacher of a purer faith than any 
which he then saw rxlating? \V1 m> will 
that in his annual seclusions of fiftoiMi days 
In the oave of lllra, ho may not have fallen 
into ecstatic visions; and that in one of 
tliesu waking dreams tho angel Gabriel mSy 
not have appeared to ills distempered fancy, 
to descend to fiominatetilm to tne offlcc of a . 
oi'opbet ot God ; and present to him, in 
visible form, that portion of .bis future law, 
which bad, prgbably. already oassed through 
tins mind. * 

A certain portion of selMelusion Js al- 
ways miiiffled with tutetsnful rel^ious tm- 
^Hure ; the Impostor, as it wore, makes his 
firbt oxpeitment on himself. It is much 
more roosonable to conoliido tMil Moham- 
med had at first Tio other object than tho 
dissemination of truth by persuasion ; and 
that ho may have beguiled him^lf into a 
belief of his being the instrument scl^ted 
for that purpose, than that tho citizen of a 
town in the sccludel region of Arabia, be* 
held in ambitious vision from his mountaln- 
eavo, his victorious banners waving oa tbe 
banks of tho Oxus and the Ebro, 
namo B%lutod ns that of the,prophejij|^^od, 
by a fourth par tof the human race, n Is, how- 
ever, at the same lime undoubtedly evident, 
that w'hon he saw his entorpribO crowned 
with tho desired siiccess, he mode use of im- 
pious frauds to establish the work bo had so 
happily begun, deluded tho credulous mul- 
titude by various artifices, and even forged 
celestial visions to confirm his authority and 
remove the dlfflcultics that frequently arose 
In the course of his affairs. This mktura , 
of impostui'k is by no means Incompaiibld 
with a spirit of CBthusiasm ; for tho fanatic,, 
through the unguided warmth of zeal, looks 
often upon tbe artifices that are useful to 
his cause as pious and acceptable to the ^a- 
proruo Being; and, tlieroforo, 'deceives when 
he can do it with impunity. 

Wiiatovcr tho ideas and projects of Mo- 
hammed may originally have been, bo waited 
till he had attained his fortieth year, (the age 
at which Moses showed himself first to the 
IbravUteS), andAfaon revealed his divine com- 
missioa to bis wife Khadijah, Bis slave Zold, 
his cousin All, the son of Aboo T»lib, and 
his friend, tho' virtuous and wealthy Aboo 
Bekr. It speaks notk little for the purity 
of tbo previous liiB of tho new Piophci, that 
ho could venture to claim tbe faith of those , 
whowqre*mb8t intimately acquainted with 
him. ^ 

Vho voice of wisdom has declared to us 
riiat “a prophet hks no hoiiqur in lih owh^ 
coiktitry and a*i1?»ng his own kindre4i*fand; 
the example of Mohaiurtcd testified thotr|dta 
of the assertion. * During thirteen yeatf ihc, 
•new religltm made but slow progrefo 
town (tf Mecca but the people olJlYiathlbb, a 
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town nftorwards dignifioil with tho appell^ 
^lon of MfKiioat-cn-NAbi (lA« 6 »fp of i>o- 
phu^ word inoio Bttsuptivti uf faktb» and 
when, on tbo d«>atlj of Aboo Talib, who pro- 
^iooted hiB tirplit w, thou li ho irjocted ins 
^aiins, his ct lobiAttfd 11 • ^ ii i brought 

him to Yatlirib, tho p« oplu oi that town took

Tho Arabs of the days of Mohammod were, 
as wo ImVe all tady stated, idolaters, time 
fauuiirid imxgcs aru i.aiil to ha\o cUlniod 
tbeii adoiaUoii in tho Kauba. A gross liian- 
tlousncbs, *luo, prevailod among tlu m , and 
tbeli polygamy had no limits assigned to it 
!For tlieso, tho Prophet (•ubstitiitod the wor* 
Bhlp of one God, and placed a check on the 
sensual proponsitii s of his people Kis 1 1 li- 
glon i^ntainiid desi iiptions of the futui estate 
of reMNIs and piuiibhinents by which he al 
luied to obodienfo and ten ified fiom contu* 
moej or opposition Tho pains of hell which 
lio men iced were such as woi o most offensive 
to the body and its oi gans , the joys of Para- 
<li8e wei 0 verdant meads, shidv tiees, nmr- 
muring brooks, gentle airb, piecious wmi s in 
oops of gold and silvoi, gtatel) tents, uud 
agileiidid sofas, the melody of the songs of 
Mgels was to ravish tlie boulsof the blessed, 
ue blaok-evod llomis were to be the ever- 
blooiniiig biides of the faithful servants of 
God. let, though bensual hliSb was to be 
Ills ultiiiiate lOMuid, thevotaijwas taught 
ihat its aitainmunt demaudid stlf-denial on 
aarth, and it has justly been observed by 
Hallain (Muldk voL 2 , p. 105,) that 
devout Musbuliuan exhibits more of the 
Stoical than of the l^picuiean character*’ 
As the Piophct had rtsolved that the sword 
ohould Ik uii*«paringly employed foi the dif- 
fusion of hib itligum, the highest degree of 
tke future bliss w is to be t{u porttm of the 
martyis, or tliose who fell ir^lie wais waged 
lor the dissemination of the faith. **ParA- 
<diOO,” says the Prophet, *'i8 beneath the 
■)}a4ow oi swords ” *Aa the day of judgment 
tlio wounds ot the fallen %ainoi weio to be 
vonplOBdeD t us vtrri illion,and odortlerous as 
musk ; and ibe wingi^p^ angels were to sup- 
bply the loss of limbs. ' 

The religion ot Mohammed was entitled 
hlam, (iSetfignation) win nee us votaries woip 
Oalled by ilip Aiabs Mip»/et)u^id in Persian 
iifttisu/iaans. lis uruoles oi belli f w etU tire, 
-«-beliet ill God, in his atigAl*^ ip his Prophet, 
fn the last day, ind fn piodestiaajtioo. Its 
duties worg ulio jfiTp-«-pttdioation/ 


prayer, fagtiug, alms, and ilia pilgrimage to 
Meeca. Tarions rites and observances tvhich 
the Arabs had hitherto proatised were re- 
tainid by the founder of the new religion, 
either out of regard for the pujiidices of his 
follow ers, or because he did not, or could not, 
duost his own niiod from roSpict for usages 
111 which he lisd Wn educated. The book 
which coiituiisthe revelations and doctrines 
of Mohammed ill called the Koran (Reading), 
It was composed in ddCechod pieces, dm mg 
a long serieb of ytftrs, by the Prophet, and 
taken down fiom his lips by his scrihcs. His 
own account of its origin was that ei^sura, 
01 chaptei, was bt ought to him from heaven 
by the angol Gabriel. It Is universally al« 
lowed to be wiitten with the utmost eleganoa 
and put itv of language, m the dialect of the 
ti ibo of Iv >1 eish, the most noble and polite of 
ill the Al ihians, but with some mixture, 
though >€i> rartlv, of other dialects. It 
coufjsbcdly the standard of the Aiabic 
tongue, ami, as the moi e orthodox believe, 
and uie taught bv tho book itself, inimitable 
by anv human pin, and thcrefoio hioisted on 
as a pi I m iiii nt miracle, greatei than that of 
raibiug tho diad, and alone suffidcnt to eon- 
Mild tlu world of Its lyvnc oiigmal And 
to this mil acic did Mohammed Inmself chiefly 
appeal foi tiie coniiimation of his misidon, 
publicly chalk nging tho most eloquent men 
111 all Arabia, which was at that time filled 
with many thou&ands, whose whole Study 
and ambition it was to excel in elegsiiee of 
stylo and composition, to produce even a 
biiigle chapter that might be compared with 
It* 

Before concluding tliis^dhapter, may we 
be allowed to say, that Ohnstianity itself 
appears to have derived advantage fiom the 
^mpostuie of Mohammed, ^anfi that the dear 
and open profession of the Dyrioe Unity by 
their Mohammedan enemies seems t 6 have 
kept the Christians of Hho dafk Vges from 
smothering it beneath the mass of supersti- 
tion and fable by which tfaey*eoiTU)>ted and 
defoi mod bo much of the majkftic simplicity 
of the Gospel. No one, certainly, would 
dieam of compaiing Mohammed, the Im- 
pg^toi, with Jesus CbriBt,-s|^ setting daik- 
iwbs by tho side of light ; mA still we may 
confess^ him to have been an agent in tho 
]|^nds of the Almighty, and admit that his 
assumption of the prp^etio office vtas pro- 
ductive of muoh good as well as of much 
evil.

At* midniglit Julian sallied 
out of the trenches witii a thousand armed 
tnen, iqiQStly pikefi, u ho foicud all the guards 
tliat they found in their way into the place of 
arms before Uie prhiee s tent, and killed two 
of the seeretarles, tlie prince biinself escap- 
ing very narrowly , i<ii 1 have often beard 
iifm say that, as he thought, but for a dog, 
he bad oithor boon taken or slain. The at- 
tack was made with such resolution, that 
ilie guards took uo al.irm until their tallows 

('I c running to tbo place of arms, vifitb their 
ciitMuies at tlioir heels: when this dog, hear- 
mg a givat noise, fell to scratching and cry- 
ing, and as^akefted him bofor e any of his men ; 
unci as tbs prinoO laid In liis arms, with a 
lacquey always bolding one of his horses 
retdv bi idled, yet, at the going out of the 
tent, with niqic.h ado lie recovered his horse 
boforo the eucdu^iy^rited. Ne\erthel6b8, 
one of bis equoiiies^qiilLl^, taking borno 
pieseptly after him, as werllll^ivers o6 his 
sorTaota. The prince, to show nis gratitude, 
until his dying day kept oue of that dog's 
ra'*e, and so did many ol his friends and fol- 
lowers. These animals W«ve n<it remarki^hle 
for their beauty, being little w^itedogs, uicli 
crooked Rat uoses, called cam uses.'*

STOXE. I I 

Titk following is a deacripUon*ef Mr, F. Ran- 
^ aonie’s process ior making “artificial strne":— 

' broken s'cees of silica (common Hint) being 

aubjcj^J fur d ^Uipe to tha action of caustic 


alkali, boiling under pressure in a ch>M vessel, 
form a transparent silicated solution, whkli 
evaporates to a spcciiic gravitj of 1 600 (dis- 
tilled water being J.OOO) and is then intimately 
mixed with giiron proportions of well- washed 
sand, broken granite, or other nditerials, of 
dtiicrent degrees of liardhiess. The paste thus . 
constituted, after being pressed Into moulds, 
from which the mostf delicate impressions are 
readily received, in Mihjected^o a red hea|||n a 
•'tove or kiln, by which operation the free or an- 
cfiinbined silica of the raw materials unite with 
theexccis of alkali existing in the solution, thus 
forming a scnn-vitn^oiis compound, and ren- 
d(‘i?rig the artiflciat stone perfectly insoluble. 
Tins production is said to he adapted to a very 
coinprehcnsivc range of objects ibr decorative 
ir. t, and for architectural purposes : busts, vases, 
flooring- tiles, stop^, balustrades mouldings, 
capitals, shafts and buses of columns, &c Even 
grinding-stones, aiut whetstones for scythes, 
have lieon made. It is already extensively 
manufactured at Ipuwich.

Tliciwater is satd to abound with 
tine tmrticlespot a nitrous earth, which it de-^ 
poMts; hut hell in a liquid motion only, it 
leaves its mcrustations on the l^yes, ma»s, Ac., 
which it meets w'ith in trickling slowly through 
t|ie cavities ol the rocks. This spriiiig is esti- 
jinated to send forth tweutybgqflons of water in 
one minute. Here are to be seen' pieces of 
moNs, birds'-ne^ts, with the egga, and a variety 
of otbes objects, some of them veiy curious^ 
which have 'been mcrusted by the petntylng*’

A MOST disgraoeful imposition on tbo good 
people of Le«'dH and itA'neigiibousliood was 
pruciisud 111 Xb06. A hen, in a Tillage close 
hy^ lain eggs, on wiiioliswcre inscribed, in 
legible cburactcrSi tbo w'onls ** Chrut u 
coming f '* Groat numbered msi ted the .spot, 
and e||niin«d tliefb wondrous eggs, coii- 
Tiiicedlliat the day of judgment was near 
at hand. Like sailors ^ a storm, ea|>ccting 
every instant to go to the bottom, the be- 
lievers suddenly became religious, prayed 
Molently, and flattered thomselviw that tiie^ 
lepented them of their evil courses. But 
the imposition being discovered, their reli- 
gion was quenched entirely. Some gentle- 
men, hearing of the matter, went one fine 
morning, and caught the poor hen in the act 
of laying one of her miraculous eggs. They 
soon ascertained beyond doubt that the egg 
had been inscribed with some con osivo ink, 
and cruelly forced up again iiUo the body of 
the hen. At this explanation, Those who had 
pra)cd, now houghed, and the woi Id wagged 
on as men ily as c€ ypre. 

In 1749, there^ppeared, about the middle 
of January, the following advertisement in 
some ot the newspapers : — 

*' At the new theatre in the Haymarket, 
on Monday next, the 16th inst., ih to be seen, 

A person wlio performs the seveiiil most sui- 
priBirig things following, vir«—Fir 8 f he takes 
A common w*uiking-cane fioni any of the .‘spec- 
tators, and thereonplays the ratisic of tvery in- 
strument now m*use, and likewise sings to 
••urprisijig perfiMSlion. Secoinlly, he presents 
you with a common wine-bottle, which an^ 
one ‘present nAiy first uxamiue; this bottle 
is placed on a tdbK‘„in the middle of the 
stage, and he (without any equivocation) 
goes into R, in the sfght of .ill the apt ctaturs 
and sings In it : during his stay in tliu bottle, 
any perlon may handle it, and see plainly 
that It does«Bot exceed a common tavern 
bottle. Those on the stage or in tlie boxes 
may come in masked habits (if agreeable to 
tliGin), and the performer (if desired J will in- 
form them wh 0 they arc.” 

The display of these wonders was to occupy ' 
two hours and a half. The .idvertisHmeiif 
also promised that the conjuror, after tlie 
performance, would sliow to any lady or j 
gentleman, for, as Trapbois phrases it, a 
proper con-si-do-rq-tion,'’ tli <9 likeness ot 
any^eeeased friend or relative, wii^ winch 
they might also converse ; would tey their 
most secret thoughts ;*aiMl would give them 
a Jull view of persras, whether dead or alive, 
who had injured them. 

At the same time^hftt the above ad vertise- 
meut appwfld, there «ame forth another, 
winch puiforted to be issued by Signor 
Capital io Jnmpedo, lately arrived frpm 
Italy, ** a surprising dwarf, no taller than a 
tobacco-pipe,'* who could perform many 


wonderful pquilibrcs on the tight an<Lslaek 
rope, ti'iiiiHforiti his Imdy into aho^ ten * 
thousand different shapes and postures, and 
who, after having diverted tho spectatoiv 
two hours aud a half, would **open bis 
mouth wide, and jump down his own throat.” 
This most ** wonderful lest wonder of all 
wonders as ever tlio world wondered at,*’ 
oxpresced his willingness to join Ip perform- 
ance with the Bottle Ck>njuivr Musician. 

On the night when these w onderful doings 
•were to be peitormed, the theatre was 
thronged with peopio of^iill ranks. They 
waited long %nd patiently; but when they 
found that the conjuror wus not fortlioomlng, 
then commenced cat-cnlls, vociferotioiis, and* 
beating of feet and sticLs on the floor. Thost 
olomoiibtii^iotis of anger caused a roan to 
come from behind the scenes, w)lo bowed 
and announced that, If the performer did not 
appear, the money should he returned. This 
aiinounrement was snrecodod by a person 
starting up in the pit and staling that, li 
double prices wore givon tho conjuror would 
get into a pint botty* ! 

This seems to have brought the people to 
thoir senses ; and now tb.il they disco vereii 
they had been imposed on, determined to 
take revenge on the impostor. Tho throw- 
ing of a lighted candle froilToneof the boxes 
into tho pit was tho signiil for riot. Ail who , 
thought that, iii such cases, ” tho hotter half 
oi valoui 1 $ discrethiii,” now became aiixiona , 
to secure their retreat. A i ush acoordiiigly 
took place tow'ards the doois, and numerous 
weie the wigs, hats, BwoHiR,>>lioos, and canes 
that were lost in coiibeqinMice. Ms the more 
timid and discreet part of the crowd forced 
their way out, the mob wlwcli snrrouoded 
tho house forced their way io. Joined by 
these al lies, \hc parly whn.li had remained in 
the theatre began, aud soon completed, the 
work of destruction. Tlie benches wwe torn 
up, the boxes pulled down, and'the Wnos 
broken to pieces; the fiagincAts were then 
taken into the street, and a huge bonfire 
was made of them. It wus never dlscdvere^j^aw 
who was the cheat.

r. Blackburn was ui the habit of using a 
rerv niaguiticcnt and curious anuiT-Lox, and 
on this occasion it was much admired by^ tha 
party, and hfuided round for inspection from 
one to the other. 

Mr. Blackburn soon after left the Iniu and 
returned to his lodgings, when ho missed Ins 
box, and immediately retarned to inquire for 
iL . The gentlemun with whom he bad bpeiit 
the aveuing had allretiicd to bed; but he left 
word With the porter to mention to the ollicers 
early the next.di^ that he hud left the box, 
and to request; them to restore it to him when 
found.

gently until lightly bruvtn, then add two 
ounces of turnips, two ouncus of cat ruts,

Peppermint Luzeno es.— Dissolve a q uar- 
ter of an*oaiice of gum arable, ana half as 
much isinglass iif a quarter of a pint of boil- 
ing water; let it stand till quite cold ; fdis- 
solved gam, arable may be used alone, or 
gum arh^Sind g&mdrsgon together:^ then 
mix intent ten or twelve drops of the oil 
of peppormiiit. Add to it one pounj and 
tliree quarters of sifted loaf sugar, or more,* 
work it all woll together into a Aiifish paste; 


roll it out thin oo q;narble slab, dusting It 
with starch powder: out it into lozenges 
about the sizo of a ibiUiiig, with a tin out- 
toi ; and put them on paper or trays, (vpd 
dry them in a pioving oven or stow. 

RobE, TjEMUN, Hinuek, and other IjO- 
ZENGES.— These lozenges are all made tho 
same us Dcpporniint lozenges, excepting 
that, instead of mixing oil of peppiu'iuint ' 
with the gtm-water^you mu<>t use, to make 
rose lozenges, ten or twelve drops of tho 
otto of rose, to mako lemon lozeugi'S, ton or 
twelve diops of esseiipal oil of lemons; 
to make gii^er lozenggs, ten or twelvo drops 
of cssoQCo of gingur, or a spoonful of the 
best ginger, gioiind. You may iifako any 
otlier lozenges in the samu way, by flavour- 
ing tlieiig wiili the essence you intend to umu, 
and as thesu ebSone.es nro in general vuiy 
strong, ten or twelve drops will mostly bo 
found sulTicient; if not you can add a fewr 
diops more after you have mixed the liigru- 
dients, and then well mix it vovor again.—

Taraoon Vira.uAR. — To one gallon of 
best vinegar add one pound of tlie grocn 
leaves of taragon, which you can get at tho 
herb shops in Coveiit (riinien Maiket, In tho 
months of July and August, atuibout three- 
pence per buiitih*. This fltragon und vinegac 
must not be lusited, but thu flavour Will 
eoiiiH to purfeetiuii cold in a short tlmsb 
This is a fino flavour in mixed or dresgod 
saiads, and a fine picquaiito flavour for many 
other purposes. 

liuEAKFAKT Cakl. -Put a tea-spoonful 
of good yeast into two pounds of flour; niU 
till* yeast and a little of the flour, with half 
a pint of warm milk to about the (^nsisteney 
of batter; when your paste has risen well, 
take a Httib milk, melt thi ee ounces of butter 
lu it; put a tea-spoonful of sal^ and the 
yolk of eight eggs,Jiito thu flonr and yeast, 
and with the milk a\id butter roil all into 
dough.

It has been beautifully 
said of dowers, that tlicy star.t up in the 
most unexpreted pKieca, where there la 
hardly a handful of soli, and eteii where 
there is none, sti iking their tender yet vlrar^ 
ous 1*00 1« into the rrcvicos of the naked rSelu 
Tho same thing may be said of newapapers. 
Tlioy seem to be sown, like certain seed!, by 
thocapiico of the w'Inds. Wherever there 
lb a Ecttlenunt of a dozen people, you may 
look out for a newspaper. The first neees- 
sity of a new popitlauoii is a newspaper* 
It inverts somciiuies tho vulgar principle of 
poluical ocononiv, which will Insist that 
tliq demand produces the supply; for it 
happens with newspapers, evefV now aud 
then, that the supply produces the demand. 
The new'Bpaper of a little colony often 
comes inu» existence before tlu readers; 
some far-sighted speculator being always 
in advanco with an article of TOnsumptioa 
which ho know'B well enough il^ll become 
indispensable by-.ind-bye. Even New Zea- 
land, while it was yet undergoing the early 
stages of an exciucialing experilneut, bod a 
newspaper; and Hong- Kong, where the fa- 
tality of tlio climato might be supposed to 
deter any spusible mau from risking more 
than a month's subscripUon, has its Oozate. 
Indeed, wo are not quite sure that a news- 
paper is not a sort of social instinot. People 
get up newspap ^rs where there ts nobody to 
read them but themselves. Passengers oj 
a long vo'.agp, who have no news to tell, 
except th.Lt which they get from eaeb other, 
and uobiKiy to toll it to when they get it, 
ficquently amuse themselves by playing at 
newipnpers. This is more remarkable ihau 
the niDbt our-of-the-wUy birth Lf flowers. 
A hare-bell on a rock Is npt hal? so sur- 
prising as a newspaper on board ship,—

AOUUT R century end e lielf linee, it wee 
the fashion, emong the would-be pretenders 
HI luetters of toatei to deory the works, end 
ueprecete the |elentff, of the ongreters of 
thet time, in compeiison with tlte oerlier 
artiits. This induced Mous. Bernard Picart. 
a distlngnished eiigraTer, tg undertalce the 
task of exposing tlieifallaeious roii«oning of 
these eo^nofsenC^ who essei ted that they could 
easily distinguisV the works of the uarher 
painters, which had been engraved by them- 
selves; and, secondly, that, as an (‘ngraver 
could never attain a picturesque the)|^ 

could easily distinguish whether au eii grav- 
ing was the work of a painter, oi of mcreh 
an engraver ; and, thirdly, .that the modn u 
engraven could not copy the paiutiug'^ ui the 
older masters so well as the contruipoiaiy 
engraver. 

In opposition to these eoiici'iU, Picati as- 
sorted, tiiat the plates eiigta\cd by Contaiini, 
after Guido, weic far superior to those ac- 
tually engraved hy Guido liim^lf; and, also, 
that the works of Gerard Audraii, an en- 
graver by profdssipn, were executed with as 
much spirit and ^oBSacy, as could have been 
given to them by a painter. To put it to the 
tost of experiment, however, Picart chose 
some designs of the earlier painters, which 
bad not been engraved, cngiaved thorn in 
secret, woikcd some of them off on old paper, 
and dispersed them quietly; and no one 
doubted in the least but that they had been 
both engraved and printed m Italy * Having 
by this artifice * sufficiently disproved tho 
validity of those assertions which tended to 
depreciate the modern engravers, Pic.*it t col- 
lected into one volume, all the plates he liao’ 
so olrculated, to the number of Hv^niy-exght ; 
and they were, aftef his death, published at 
Amstordan, pnder the name of ** Imposture 
JnnocenUM ” — " Innocent Impo»tor$” 

Henry OoUsIds, a celebrated Dutch en- 
graver, of an^arlier period, had recouise to 
a somewhat similar artifice to convince the 
world of the malevolent detraction of cortiiin 
rival artists, who asserted that his woiks 
were not to oe compared with those of 
Albert Duror,t>r of Lucas Van Leyden. He, 
tlierefore, engraved the “ O^ircnmcMion,” after 
tho manner of Albert Durcr, stamped below 
with bis own name and mark ; some impres- 
etons wege taken off on old and discoloured 
paper, and his name was effaced. This plate 
went thus *' in masquerade” to llome, Venice, 
aim Amsterdlam, and was received bv all the 
connoMseur/ with astoqisjiment and |fieabure, 
and was purchased at a very high price, hy 
those who esteemed themselves fortunate 
in having an opportunity of possessing an 
engraving of^lbert Dqrer. Soon after, the 
same plaUf appeared entire, and freshly 
stamped with the name and mark of Goltzius. 
Those who bad been deceived were of cofirso

The same 
appeal .Hire has been produce^ in more 
moduli! times by using a dark varnish to 
new pictuics, and baking them in a slow 
oven. • 

Oil the subject of picturn-iraposture, tfaoro 
appealed in the Weekly ISmee a few weeks 
since the following paragraph * — "A notori- 
ous maker of * old niastercfl who has gene- 
lally a modern artist of renown for sale, 
wns a short time ago at Noiwich, where ho 
exliibitcMi a very beautitul * K.tty,' for which 
he demanded a laigo sum. A gentleman 
took the bait, offeied * pounds instead of 
guineas,* and the offer was declined. Next 
day, howevei, the gentleman resolved upon 
tho pui chase; but on application to tho 
vendor, was much chagrined to find the ple- 
tuiQ upon wliirh he hud set his heait had 
been 'just sold.' Upon fuithcr inquiry he 
heard that ' put Imps * the pin chaser — a con- 
noiHscur and bhoemaker in the vicinity — 
might be induced to part with his bargain

O: all the pictures ’of this great artist which 
we have enumerated, besides many others 
which he subseiiuently drew; ana of wkiph we 
shall have ixicasiuii to speak in a future and 
continuous notice of Wdkie, that which chiefly 
conics home to the CngUsh heart is the oele- 
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hratcd picture of the iJcwf-Toy. The evei 
never ifearies in looking at that admirable I 
picture, nitb its Fignificant and aflfctjng tale ; 
of homble life. The scene is full of poetry, 
and'tbe narrative it lAifoIds tn the moistening 
eye of the beholder is as s^ple as it is striking

21or beauty readied the ears of King Henry 
II., through till' luiidverWiice of the lady’s 
flocle, who, healing his majesty one day 
liighly tttul the features of a lady, said, 
bavo a mere, tluiugli hut young, who in my 
liniall judgment of beauty, as far surpasses 
tldf lady as she eaods the inoanest bedUty of 
pour court. Her eyes sparkle hke tu'O twin 
elm, with sueli ]iiercing lays that dazsio 
\dihdoo who ventute to gaze on them ; and her 
,|||ld|>roWs shine like jet, and me arched like 
— a sprig ot 1 osej. and lilies are in

In what comer of the kingdodk so great a 
beauty could be hid ; so^ fearing the king’s 
displeasure, the courtier said, ” there is 
such a lady, daughter of Walter Lord Clif- 
ford, and of my sister his lady, living at 
Oodsto w, in Oafordshire ; her name is ^sa- 
mond ; and she is rightly named ; for she is, 
if I have any skill in beauty, tbh peerless 
rose of the world ; and this 1 affirm is fbe 
tiutli, on the forfeituieof my bead.” The 
entrance of Queen Eloanor,.^is said to have 
! broken off all further talk 'about ibis fair 
j maiden. So great it as the desire of the 
i king to sec this pecfless beauty, that ho 
I could not sleep at night for thinking other. 
He sqon after^ this mado a libit to Lord 
Cliiford and his lady; but their fair daughter 
not appearing, he caused Ins servuntB to in- 
quire if the maiden was fiom lioino; finding 
bhe was nut, he demanded to see her, vowing 
he would not dim till he had. At the first 
sight she appeared In his eyes like an angel ; 
w'hereupon ho eagerly saluted her, and 
I caused her to be placed directly over against 
I him, at dinner, that he might feast his eyes, 
j and drink in longd'auglitsof love — whichia 
the end proved the rum of Fair Rosamond, 
Lord Cliifoid soon after this, sent his lovely 
daughter for better security ,*td a kinsman's 
m Cornwall. The king hearing of this, sent 
for the Tady*s uncle, and commanded him 
to proceed to Cornwall, and bung the Fair 
Rosamond to rr>urt. Rosamona and her 
governess Alethea, are at last safely lodged 
at court; and Henry in his first interview, 
after iheir arrival, is said to have almost 
sucked away Fan Rosamond’s breath by 
kissing her. The king having visited her 
several tiroes, at Iciigth began to grow impa- 
tient, and importuned her very much to yield 
to his embraces, protesting that the wounds 
he had received in battle could vot he cured 
without that enjoyment” Here Rosamond 
interrupting him, said, — *‘Ask foi^m^life, 
great sir, and you shall have it ; or any thing 
that IB ID my power to give ; but a^k not for 
my honour, not to give up my vlrglo jewel ; 
for that lb so greatly preeions and valuable, 

I can never part with it, but to my husband. 
My outward form is but the casket only, ’tis 
viitue is the jewel; and when tha^ is gone, 
what worth is in the olher? Not a poor 
peasant w'ould esteem that; much less is It a 
present foi a king. Nor would your majesty, 
if 1 should part with it, regard me afterwards 
but as a strumpet. She that has lost her 
honour, is but a fa^ed flower, how gay soever 
she appeared, before; and like a clouded ^ 
diamond, of ao value, 'Tis virtue only is the 
piecious jewel, that over’shinqs with AB un* 
clouded lustre.”— -And then kneeling down, 
sai(l, ** let me bog of you, sir, to ask no more 
for that which I can never grant bat to a 
husband.” * V 

The king was greatly surprisod at these 
I words, for he had antidpatM an easv con- 
quest; and was as much in lovewitli her 
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good ports and Tirtno as lio w%8 nriih her 
beauty, liia majesty having taken leave of 
Rosamond sped away to her goveroess, 
and related all that had passed. Alethea j 
was one who was ease*haraeiied in wicked- 
ness; she told tho king to follow her advice, 
and that she would point out to him a short 
pith to the happiness Tie desired. ** May it 
please your majesty, the way 1 would take 
is this. Gome t9 my bed-chamber to- 
moriow night a little before bed- tunc, and I 
will leave you thbre awhile till 1 have got* 
my lady Rosamond to bed, and wliereas I 
lie with her every night, 1 will delay tho 
time of my going to bed till she is aslo^, 
and then I will bring your majesty into the 
chamber, and you shall go to bed to her in 
my stead; and I doubt not bcfoie tho morn^ 
ing light yoor inujosty will so well satisfy 
her that her anger will bo over, and for tho 
future your admittance will be easy.'* When 
tho evening for this precious plot arrived 
the king was true to his appoiiitmeiit, and 
went to bed with Fair Ro6.\inoQd, who was 
fast asleep, not di earning of the treacherous 
part that hev governess had played. It is 
not easy to ima^ng how groat was tho sur- 
prise that RoShmond was in at this dis- 
covery,— Wo draw a veil over tho rest of 
this part of tho story. Rosamond found n- 
Bistauce to be in vain, and after a severe 
straggle, thought that binco things had gone 
80 far she had better yield witii a good giacc 
than longer deny the king that winch ho 
would take by force. 

King Henry; i/i order to secure the rah* 
Rosamond from tho rcsentmsut of las queen, 
who from having been forinoily incoiiUiiunt 
lierself, now^ became jualous ot liia iiieonxi- 
nence ho concealed h< r in a labyrinth in 
Woodstock Park. *This bower is said to 
have had«many entries and passages under- 
ground i|it<f which light came thiough nar- 
row BtODO cvovices Within tins stately 
bower were* intricate mazes and windings 
through long entries, looms, and galleries, 
strongly secured with one huudred and fifty 
doors, so that to find the way into tho i e- 
mote apartments, the skilful artist had left 
a silver e1ew^>f tin end, witlmut the gutdanco 
of which it was impossible to be done. About 
this bower were curious gardens, fouiitaffiS, 
a Wilderness, and all means of delight for 
pleasant recreation — in short itwasan eurthlp 
paradise, inhabited by the Qu|oa of ilcauty. 
^he intercourse of the king and his lovely 
pBamour, was not so closely coi^aled but 
that Ueaiga to the queen’s knowledge. His- 
tory iells QS, tbdi during Henry's absence 
in France, the queen, guided by tbo clew of 
ailver, found her way to her fair rival's re- 
treat, and obliged* her, by bolding a drawn 
dagger to *n6r oreast, to swallow poison. 
Whatever may bo the truth of this gtory, 
certain tt is, that the haughty Eleanor first* 
■owed the deeds of dissention between the 
king aad his eblldren, • 


King Henry having wreaked his vengsaaitt 
on those who aided and abetted in tlio itturdoF 
of ills beloved Rosamond, caused tho queoia 
to be confined for life in strict iinprlsonmeJl^ 
commanding if she died there her body should 
not be buried, but there monlder to dast;-«» 
nor would ho forgive her at his death— for 
she outlived him,— and, as the story goos, was 
set at liberty after his decease, by her SOtt 
, Richard, v^io succosded bis father. 

\ King Henry caused tho body of Fair 
Rosamond to bo taken out of the obseurr 
; cave, ill which the que^ had commanded ib 
to be laid, tfod buried her with great funereal 
, pomp at Crodstow, near Oxford.^ On her 
tomb, it is said, was tho follswin'g iuaorip* 
, tion : — 

' *• Witluii this toinh lies tho world's chlefest rose, 

I She who H as sweet will now offend your nosu.'*

clear, trail ««pnrcnt liquid, with a specific gra« 
vity uH high as 1.18. It is not inflammable^ 
Ituvapoiatcs readily, and boils at 141 deg. 

It possesses an ogrceable, fragiant, fruit-lik# 
odour, and a saccharine pleasant taste. 

Those of the medical profession who havo 
performed experinients with this now agent, . 
state, that it possesSos all tho advantages of^ 
sulphuric ether, without its princiipal disad* , 
vautagos. A greatly less quantity of it thatt'* ' 
of ether is requisite to produce tho ancss* 
thetic effect, usually from a hundred to U 
hund^*d and twenty drops of chloroform bo* 
ing sufficient, and with some patients much 
Jess. A stfoiig person has been rendered ^ ' 
completely insensible by seven inspiration! 
of thirty drops oiily^f tho liquid. Its actioS' ^ 
is much moie ra^id andeomplote, and gene- 
rally moibe persistent. Geiier.blly from ten ^ 
to twent/ iiispiratioDS are suflieioiit ; some* 
times fewer. Hence, the time of the sarg^ott * 
is saved, and that preliminary stage or eina 
citement which pertains to all narcotlsll^^,. 
agents being curtailed, or, indeed, 
call^ abolished, the patient bas not tfee §u^% 
dogree of londepcy to exhilaration and tltllCli^^^t^ 
mg. The inhalation aud influenoe of 
roform, too, are far more B|reei^U!^ Uidf' i 
pleasant than thoso of etjior. It! 0^loink.<v 
also, doog not remain for any length of '

lUj^ns with sulphuric ether. 

‘ Dr. Bfmpson, of Edinburgh, says, that no 
apecial kind of inhaler or instrument is ne* 
'Cessary for its eahibltion. “ A little of the 
liquid difTused upon the Inteiior of a Iiollow- 
thaped sponge, or a pocket handkerchief, or 
m piece of linen or paper^, and hel^ over the 
nouth and nostills, to as to bo fully in- 
hded, generally suffices in about a minute 
or two to produce tlip desired effect. ” For 
our own part, we consider tliAl a small 
napkin is preferable, as being suffer; it can 
be rolled Into, a conir^l shape, but leaving 
an openluihat the apea ; it can be holds short 
dlstanee off at first, and after two ot three 
inspirations ijie base can be brought so as at 
once to cover the nose and mouth ; and, be- 
ing adjusted by the tingera of tlie loft hand, 
It will fit the fane sufficiently for the air n*- 
•pired to pass •chrough the opening at the 
apex, 

Ohlorofnrni has alieady b/ien used in nu- 
^ merous surgical operations ; such as removal 
^ of tumourh, of necrosed bone, partial ampu- 
tation of the great toe, Ac. ; and in tooth- 
drawing, openv.i"^baceaaes, Ac. A young 
dentist, who has liiniseif had two teeth ex- 
tracted lately,— one under the iiifluetire of 
other, and the other under the influence of 
chloroform, —hai. written the followingstate- 
ment of the results * — 

** About six months ago I had an upper 
molar tooth exit acted uhilst under the in- 
fluence of ether, by Mr Imlach The Inha- I 
lation was continued foi scieral miimies 
before I pieseiited the usual appearance of ' 
ooniplete etherization ; the tooth tjc as ex- 
tracted, and, aliliougli 1 did not fuel the i 
least pain, yet 1 was conscious of the opeia- 
tion being performed, and was quite aware ! 
when the crash took place. Son e days ago 
X required another niolui extracted on ac- 
• tQUill of toothache, and tins operation was 
agaill performed by the same gentleman. J 
ighalod the vapoui of chloioform, half a 
drachm being pouted upon a liaiidkorcbief 
for that purpose, and held to my noseband 
^ mouth. lnsent>ibilily took place in a few hc- 
fiimds; but I was so coinpletuh dead this 
Vme tliat I was not m the lory slightest de- 
groo aware of any thing tl^at took place. The 
Bubseqaent stupifying effects of chloroform 
'went off more rapidly than ^ those of other, 
and I was perfectly w'ull and able ^ for my 
work in a few minutes.*' 

As further illustration of the influence of 
this new agent» we select some operations 
performed with It by Professor Miller: 

8 ** A boy, four or five years old, with necto- 

■is of one of the boae# di the forearm. Could 
^ qpeak nothing, but Gaelic. Ko megns, con- 
•e^ttpn^y, ortexplalning to him what be 
W4MI required tojflo. On holding a bandker 
, dmi^ on whiqh eomo ebl^form had been 


sprinkled, to his fsce, be became frightened, 
and wrestled to be away. He was held 
gently, however, by Dr. Simpson, and ob-^ 
llged to Inhale. After a few inspirations he 
ceased to cry or move, and fell into a sound 
snoring sle^. A deep Iticisiop was new 
made down to die diseased bone ;* and, by the 
use of the forceps, nearly the whole of tho 
radius, in the states of sequestrum, wss ex- 
tracted. During this operation, and the sub- 
sequent examination of the wound by the 
f.nger, not the slightest evidence of the suf- 
fering of pain was given. lie still slept on 
Bftundly, and was carried back to bis ward In 
time state. Half an hoar afterwards he was 
found in bed, like a child newly awakened 
from a refreshing sleep, with a clear merry 
eye and placid expression of countenance^ 
wholly unlike what Is found to obtain after 
ordinary etherization. On being questioned 
by aCiaelic interpreter whowasfonnd among 
the students, he stated that he had never 
felt any pain, and that he felt none now. 
On being shown his wounded arm, he looked 
much surprised, "i&ut neither cried nor other- 
wise expressed the slightest alai;m. 

** A young lady wished to hive a tumour, 
(encysted) dissected out frOM beneath the 
angle of the jaw. The chloroform was used 
in small quantity, sprinkled upon a common 
operation sponge. In considerably less than 
a minute she was found asleep, sitting egsily 
in a chair, with hei eves shut, and with her 
ordinary exprc'ssion of countenance. Tho 
tumour was extirpated, and a stitch inserted, 
without any pain having begn. either shown 
or felt. Her seq^ations throughout, as she 
subsequently stated, had been of the most 
plflCsIiig ua'tare; and her rnanagoableness 
duiing the operation was as perfi^ct as if she 
had been a w'ax doll or a iay ngurc. 

“ No sickness, vomiting, headache. Baliva- 
tion, uneasiness of chest, in any of the cases. 
Once ox* twice a tickling cough tpok place In^ 
the first breathings ” 

And Mr. Walton has, within the last few 
weeks, made public the following cases: — 

** The first case was that of a tt^male, aged 
forty-fi\e, with external hemorrhoids. Six 
ligatures were applied for' their strangula- 
tion. It is useless fob me to comment upon 
the vein with which this operation Is at- 
tended; it is obvious that it was one well 
eglonlated to test the success of this agent 
in deadening ppm. The patient was weak, 
hysterical, andr rather emaciated. About 
one drachnf of the chloroform poured on tUI 
handkercDief was plaQBdover her mouth and 
nostrils. She inhaled it fllsely aiA easily, 
without experiencing any anptoasanC sensa^ 
tion. In two minutes and ten seconds iho « 
was wholly insensible# when the bandker-^ 
chief was removed. The volfintiwy musdeB 
becamjB quite relaxed, the pnplU dilated, andr 
quite insensible to light ! her efarenUtlott wiB 
quickened. She remained for fifteen fbln*- 
utes under its Influence. Just before Mho 
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recovered, her eirealttion heeame ctlU more 
rapid, bein[( one hnndred and sixty In the 
minute, and very feeblei No stimulant was 
used to rouse her; she expressed entire 
immunity fhim pain, and was not aware that 
any Ithing had bMo do^e to her. 

** Second case, a femU^ aged twenty-six, a 
stout, healthy w^man, with polypi in the 
riffht nasal cavity. Half a drachm of the 
chloroform was inhaled by the mouth ; shr 
became insensible in a minute and a half. 
Unlike the foregoing patient, there was not 
any relaxation of muscle, but r* rigidity if 
in spasm. She became insonalblo in ton mi- 
nutes. Her circulation was also increased. 
She was quite unconscious that the polypi 
had been removed. 

** The third case was a scrofulous child, 
aged five years, whose right nasal duct had 
been obstructed for two years, and in whom 
also, there was true fistula lachrymalls. 
Twenty drops were given. Ho became in- 
sensible in about one mibUtc; Ills muscles 
were quite relaxed. He roinainod under the 
inflnenoe about six minutes, during which 
time a style was i^assed into the nasal duct. 
The little fellow walked away immediately 
after his recovery in a laughing mood, and 
saying we had not hurt him ; of hia own 
accord he shook hands with all tho by- 
standers.” 

Some eiperimenis with the chloroform, 
were made for the first time in Pans by 
H. Velpeau, a( the Hospital of the Charite, 
a few days ago. * A woman from twenty-five 
to thirty years of age, sufiering from a can- 
cer of' the breast, was made to inhale abJut 
a dozen drops of tho chloroform on a hand- 
kerchief. At firs^she was merely affected 
with giddiness, but at the end of four or five 
]iiiDate8''sbj fell off into a sleep. M. Velpeau 
then made some superficial incisions /n the 
breast affected, and which is subsequently to 
be amputated. He next cut off a large wart 
-from her hand with a bistoury; and the 
wound tbnsmade, when bleeding abundantly, 
was deeply cauterized. The patient awoke ; 
la about tu^o minutes^ without having felt 
any thing, and' without any of that agitation 
which characterizes the awakening l«om 
ether. The chloroform was next applied to 
a woman of about fifty years of age, who 
had to undergo the opening of in abcess in 
the breast, and with preelbsly the same 
*«»sffeet The followings however, ois a more 
interesting ease, altbou|fh the results ob- 
tained btfre beeoi parfly negative A man 
of thirty yean of age, who wme attacked 
. with tetapnt two days before, in conlbquence » 
of a wound in theAom, wae made to inhale 
ether ie? eiA times without effect. At last 
tj^s chloroferm was Uled, and at the end of 
two or tluW minntes be beeame ioeedsiblef 
without uttypiovions agitation. The inhal- 
^^lon won. continued atent a quarter of an 
nonr, abd the sleep lasM aboi^t double that 
lieikiil The tunsdee, which were prevloasly 


the eeat of tetanic convnlaionr, soon fell 
Into a state of complete relaxation ; .dM 
month opened naturally ; the musolesof the ' 
trunk became supple, and the breathing waS 
easy. When ho awoke bis state was evi- 
dently much improved, but after a time the 
eonvulslons recommenced. Several new at- 
tempts tc'make him inhale were made, and 
each time in the sdiihe way, with thh dllRir- 
enco, that on each successive trial the eon* 
traction of tho muscles yielded less com- 
pletely to the stttptfying influence. On 
Friday lus state was decidedly worse; the 
totanle convulsions hod reached* tho lower 
extremities, and it was thoughtn^ikely that 
death would promptly end his sufferings. 

It is evident from this case that cliloroform 
exercises a manifest action on Ifbe convulsed 
state of tho muscles ; and the persons who 
wore present at the experiments were struck 
with the fact that the patients took it with 
perfect calm. 

In concludins' this account of chloroform, 
wo have to state that an interesting and sue- ^ 
cessful experiment wltl\ it has just been ^ 
tried on a lame horse, belonging to Mr. Reid, 
Drew, East Lothian : — _ , 

About two ounces of tho chloroform wore 
poured on a piece of flannel cloth, bolovr 
which was a sponge, tlio whole being placed 
in a tin case, which was tied over the norso's 
nose, and surrounded with a flannel bag. 

In three minutes and a half the animal Ml 
over, and In five minutes it was porfmdy 
insensible. When In that condItiOD, Mn 
Gockburn, veterinary surgeon, Haddington, ‘ 
performed the usually painful operation of 
cutting 4ie nerves of Bcusation in both of itt 
fore feet. On cutting the second nerve, tho 
poor beast made a slight movement, showing 
the chloroform was beginning to loso Its ef 
feet, but a second application of another 
ounco allowed thb other two romalnlng 
nerves to bo cut withont a quiver. In twenty- 
five minutes from the commencement, tho 
animal was again on Its legs, now perfectly 
sound. Had It not been thus reduced to 
fnsonsibilily, it would have been bathed hi 
pers^ratiun by violent struggling from in- 
tense agony; while, in this case, there waf. ^ 
'not a turned hair on it, the operation, too^'^' 
being much more eqsllf and quickly per- ' 
formed.

Charles Duke of Orleans, whom the for- 
tunes of Agincourt made our captive In 1415, 
wrote from the Tower, the first poetical Va- 
lentines upon record. They have escaped the 
ravages of time, and, although la manuscript 
fin the Royal Libraryr.t the British Museum^, 
they remain a monument of his genius and 
fidelity. Perhaps the iiei^ Valentines which 
i have come down to ns In fwirj were written 
' ^by tbe famed monk of Bury, named Lydgate, 
oi whom it was said, ** be was not only the 
poet of ins monastery, bnt of the world in 
general.” 

It IS pleasing to contempTato the changes 
mighty in tlieir cbaractcT, though almost im- 
perceptible In their carc'cr, which has been 
intiodiiced by the reign of religion, and by 
the contact of enlightened minds with the 
prejudices of other days. Anciently on 
Valentine’s eve, nothing was heard but 
strange stories of stranger ghosts. In tbe 
calendais of tbe time tboro was this entry 
opposite to l*of. 14: — JIanen noete vagari 
credutHur^** ‘Hlbosts are believed to walk to- 
night.” But no hobgoblin tales now frighten 
out anxious maidens from ^eir sleep’s pro- 
pi iety. Some oen now, for mirth, but not 
toi a divination winch they credit, may, as 
their far remote grandams did, pin a bay-leaf 
to each corner of then pillow, and a fifth in 
ilie centre of it, in order to know by him of 
whom they di cam, who is their lover ? Many 
of these love divinations were practised on 
tho continent during Advent, or the four 
weeks preceding Christmas^ but there, as 
here, they are iibw little regarded, and they 
ui|' regarded cliiefly as natters of joke and 
amusement. There is another o\d tradition, 
a remnant of wliich is SUH preserved by the 
laughing girls of our villages, — and by which, 
leaving all to chance, they pq^te%» them- 
selves of a '* Valentine,” without writing one. 
Tho first youth whom the miAdea es^es is 
tbe Valentino for her, and vicl vend. But 
if the youth, who is early faithful to his flock 
or his duties in the fields, is the first swain 
whom several waiting maidens see from their 
casement or the garden gate,^ we are not 
aware of tho mode. "by which, if all should 
clajm him, tho claim should be determined. 
Tbe determination would most probably rest 
with himself. In an old English ballad, 
girls are directed to pray crouHtgged to St. 
Valentine for good luck. . 

Some Indies have turned Valentine’s 4*9^ 
to profitable account. Mrs. FepySk for ex- 
ample, who was the Wife ^ tbe Baoretary to 
the Admiralty in the reign of Charles II., 
had tbe^ollowing presents, as wa are told, in 
the well-known ” diary of her husband 
In 1661 for Valcnilneft she had fiQEt Sir Wm* 
Batten, ** half a dozen pairs of gloves, and a 
4 >air \>f silk stockings and garters." Next 
year she was less fortunatai as she reedved 
only ** her name written upon bine paper in 

e d letters, and thdreupon hsr hashind gave 
SL to .bowl* bui tU jmt tim- hue ■ 
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VaflenUncs wer« worth 150Z.” A Mrs. 
Stewart rcppived as a Valentine from the 
Duke of York, a jewel worth 800/., niid in 
tho year following she was presented by Lr»rd 
Manderillo with a|^ng worth 300/. As com- 
* pared with those days, tho raliie of V'a/imtenrs 
are at discount. But*thoro is still much of 
feolmg — of gerRiine real condensed and subli- 
mail'd feeling — hansing round them. 

What a charm tliere is in the trisylfahic 
found of Valentine.” Elia calls Bishop 
• Valentine — “Venerable aichflatnon of Hy- 
men I ” and we will styld him “tlupid's 
outrider 1 How many hearts palpitate more 
qmckly than usual on Valentine’s mom! 
How much more heavily are the postWii 
laden; how laggingly do they limp along b<^ 
ncath their love and lyrics, — sighing over tho 
follies of youth, and bomoaiung the tacilities 
afforded by tho polite Penny Postage Act.

TREATMENT OF FROST-BITTEN 
PARTS. 

Persons, such as pqlicemen, gasrds to 
railway-carriages, Ac., exposed, for a length 
of time to severe degrees of cold, are liable 
to liave their fiogere and hanls, toes and fret, 
no^c, ears, and lips frost-bitten, and some- 
times mortified. The treatment must be 
that the natural heat must be restored onfy^ 
v€ry waduaily^ Few persons have not ex-’ 
periencod the excruciating pain which fol- 
lows liolding their fingers before tbc fire, 
aft^r having been so numbed by cold as to 
bo utterly without feeling, till thus sud- 
denly brought to the fire. Plunging the 
part into warm water is roost dangerous, 
bir Astley Cooper mentions the case of a 
person who, having been shooting and got 
his feet very cold, put them into warm 
water, and both mirtified. Dr. South knew 
a man who, whilst sorting wet skins in rerj 
cold weatiier, had his hand stiffenod with the 
cold : on reaching home he pat^his hand into 
lukc-warm water, but the agony it produced 
was so great that he quickly withdrew It, 
and could not even bear the warmth be- 
neath the bed-clothes during the night. 
Noxt day his nails were black, but he was 
free from pain, and the band was cold tn4 
numb ; he tried the warm water With the 
same result, and also on the following day, 
but the pain came on as ab first, and the 
end-joints of all toe fingers and thumb bad 
bf>c%nio black— » in short, were mortified. 
The morlifioatiou spread, and, in,the course 
of a week, the band was mortified up to the 
wrist, aud some little fime after it was 
necessary to cut it off. We mention these 
cases to show the importance or not sud- 
denly attempting to heat rery cdM or frozen 
parts. * 

The very cold or frozen psxt should, 
therefore, either be bathed with Very cold 
water, or rubbed with a handful of snow, 
till the circulation in it he restored; 
even after that, cold Abater sbonM be 
for qpme Ume, so that the natural heat nay 
»bo recoTered very slowly.

The ambassador 
graeionslj iqpepted the proffered exhibition, 
and TMwed all that was to be seen, with 
marks of surprise sod commendation, inter- 
preted to the comptrolleis of the works. 
When the ambassador’s cariosity had been 
satis^, the grholer par^y returned to take 
their "ease at their inn;" where extraordi- 
nary preparations had, in the meantime, bgen 
madeu Every bit of plate that could be got 
together, not only belonging to the house, 
but from the neighbourhood, was displavcd 
,,in gorgmioa array, to grace th^ visit of so dis- 
tijg^nished a The landloud and bis 

family* and his servants, were tricl?ed out in 
their best attire, ts wait upon the great man, 
whoai Ihey were all drawn out to greet upon 
his nmn, curtesylng and bobbing to him; 
all cf wUejh the llUiftooiii foreigner ackoow-

won an hcdits. He talked uneeasingly, 
bat they cCttld only dyreU upon what his in^ 
terprefer Was kind enough to render intelli- 
tiUe.

** Tanks ! " and such like comfiu sweetened 
i their laborious attendance. 

It was averred that his oxcoUency's habits^ 
differed very strikingly from those of the 
English: that, amongst other ppcullarilies, 
he required every article of use In vast quan- 
tities; hundred of napkins spoons, forks, 
and plates; ^ fact, no man that had not 
lived 111 Spain could baswai'C of such inordi- 
pate demands. Tho first view of his bed- 
100m presented to his excellency about twelve 
do/tMi towels, piled up uppn a table by tbC'^ 
washing-staiffi, for his one niglit's use. 

The next morning the same ceremoniefl 
were performed, After a tnue, however, 

eparations were made for a removal, which 
at length took place amid aurowd, assembled 
to hoe his excellency depart, j^d whioff 
cheered him as he drove off. * 

A water excursion followed, and a Shiall 
fishing smack was hired for the purpose of 
a sail. Tho master of it, a simple, illiterate, 
freali-water tar, was duly impressed with ilia 
honour bestowed his little craft by the 
noble freight it carried, and was all deference 
and delight. The ambassador expresiod great 
respect and atfectlon for the noble “ British 
CapiUine," and directed h*B-*^erpreter to 
inform him that he should boast of his ac- 
quaintance to Ferdinand, and predispose the 
whole of the Spanish nation In his favour. 
The old man shed tears of graUficatlon at all 
this, and his excellency would*not suffer the 
Capitaine " to move from hit side, llefreth* 
metits had been carried ofi board, and amoogit 
theso a can, said to contain a quantity of 
lamp-oil for the ambassador’s exclusive drink- 
ing. His excellency, happening to drop bit 
tooth-piclAn a dusky corner of the boat, di^ 
manded a light from bis interpreter, who 
presented him with a lighted candle, and hia 
excellency, having searched for the tooth-pick ' 
and found it, blow out the candle, and after 
a minute’s pause of hesitation where to place 
It, put it into bis mouth with unconcern, and 
ate the whole of it ! The ** Capitaine'* looked 
wonder and disgust at this, and more espo- 
cially when his excellency, expressing a de- 
sire lor some lamp-oil to wash it down, a 
glassful of yellow liquid was poured out ot 
xhecan; and be swallowed it with much relish. 
The master’s chest absolutely heaved at thif 
finishing proof of a depraved taste. How- 
ever, the time game when the ambassador; 
and suite wished to land at their dininfir^ 
pises, and it was agreed that tlie rnoMtu* 
should wait to take tlien back to Woolwich^ 
where the carriages were left» to convey 
to town. 

We need scarcely inform our readers that 
the whole of aboie was but a pUgfjitliil^ 
position. Tbef"ambaMador,’* lttd«ed» «ag 
Mr. Mathews, the celebrated ^madlan; Ui 
** interpreter,*' was Mr. Hill, %he pMristoT 
of TAs Mcnthly Mirrors thq^rest of the 
amounting to some five Or six, were alio hhi 
intimate firiends. 
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Aftrr thf* liOatini' excursion, Mr. Matlicws 
bccamu tiiod of bis .dif^nity, he tboreforo 
*■ resigned his honours, resumed his mother- 
tongue, and left his title behind him. Doff- 
ing Ills speetacles and medals, and c'xchang- 
ing Ills gieen for a blue coat; in fact, bc- 
roining liimself, he ro-eutend the boat as a 
BtrangcTy who dtMied to bo tikcn to Wool- 
wich ; and, as it sfas understood by the 
master that his noble pation, the ambassi- 
„,,ilor, was not to return, ho asked leave of 
tho party to adntkt the gentleman applying. 
On the voy.ipo back, very fittlo eKo was 
talked^ of on board but ** tho Spanibh Am- 
bassador , ^ and us tho stranger expiessed 
an interest in tbo particulars of “ his excel* 
^loiicy’s” trip, tno master undertook tho rc- 
^ lation. Vhis was by far the better part of 
tlm whole alTuit ; fur tho vanity of the poor 
little man iiidiieed such exaggeiatioiis of his 
intimacy and favour wltli Ins noble friend, 
that Matho^s was inwardly convulsed while 
ho listened to tho ac<‘ouiit. JIo described 
"his excellcney” ns a * worry personable 
man; not wiiut in llingland we should call 
’ansome, but fcciTt/pcmmia^/c, and tho Aojfti- 
hlett cretor I e>er seed in my life ! Wliy, 
air, he treiifVS'lhe more like u bi other than 
any Min/ elso: called mo (\iptatn, and pro- 
mised to mention me kindly in •Spam; and 
offered to mterdoos me to King Verdiiiand ! 
(Dut^ Lord, 1 couldn’t beui to live with such 
nasty devils!) What a hnppetito ho had, 
too! 1 couldn't Uve with Spaniards, I’m 
■uro, if they all cat like ‘Jus excelloney.’ 
He made mo qulto sick, old as 1 am, with his 
dirty Spanish ways. W by, if you’ll bclie\o 
mo, lie swallowed at one draui^it a whole 
quart of lamp %le, and eat up a large taliy 
candlo at a mouthful ' * 1 seed him with,niy 
own eyes, or I wouldn’t have believed it. 1 
Boed it alt go down his Spanish throat ! I’ro 
•inoo been wtury luueh pu/zled, though, to 
think whatever ho did w ith the et< A ' ” 

When tho party reached Woolwich, they, 
found their carriages ready to receivo them ;

THE FIDELITY OF THE HIGH- 
LANDERS. 

Tun fidelity of the lUj^hlaiider is well 
known, and cases have be^ relatqd almost 
beyond tho powAr of conception. 1 could 
advance several instances to prove this as- 
sertion, but will herqireUte one or two that 
1 have had from the most respectable autho- 
rity. After the celebrated battle of Culloden, 
in the year 174r>, the Pretender, commonly so 
called, after many unsuccessful attempts to 
effect hi\ escape into France, was under the 
necessity of wandering about alone and in 
disguise, every moment in danger of being 
taken by the 'soldiers who overspread the 
country . and a very large sum of money was 
even offered to whoever would betray bim. 
Tliougli tlii« reward was universally known 
to all the Highlanders, not one of them ever 
attempted to betray him, though he was fre- 
quently in the humble cottages of several of 
them, who kftew his rank and person per- 
fectly well, having served under him in tho 
Rebellion. This circumstance well deserves 
our admiration. Afte^ the royal army had 
won tho battle of Culloden, the Dnke of 
Ciimborlatid sent out a great number of 
different parties, to take up all those rebels 
and disaffected persons who bad distin- 
guished themselves in the Pretender’s canto : 
amongst the latter was a Captain Stuart, 
who had on many occasiona manifested his 
zeal, in an eminent degree,, for the advabce- 
ment of the Rebellion ; a*party was sent out 
for tbe exprels purpose of discovering tho 
fdaco of his concealment, and if possible, to 
take him prisoner. He badT been danger- 
ously wounded in battle ; *bnt he was liioky 
enough to escape to his father’s hpusc. His 
friends thought it expedient fdt his safety to 
send him to the mountains, Ybere be wonld 
run the less chance of being fgund oat, and 
accoi dingly he was carried to a spot where 
tbe heath was very long ; he bad only a girl 
and a shepherd-lmy as bis attendants, to 
take care of him In his dangerous and 
wounded situation^ Tire soldiers arriving 
four days after his vreraoval, upon searching 
hif father’s house, found a letter that was 
to have been despatched that morning, which 
informed them where Captain Stuart had 
been placed, and they immediately bent tlteir 
course to thf spot where they thought 
most prehable to discover him, from *tho 
account^ontained |n,the paper they had 
seized. Tbe girl perceived tbe soldien at a 
disUnce, and, frightened at the daagtir of 
tbe captain's being seen, bagaa crying and 
tearin^hlr hair in a ;moat lamentable gun- 
ner. The young ah^berd, hSirever, who 
was only thirteen years of age, saw the 
•danghr, and by Ids preaenee Si mind and 
fidelity saved the man they sought after. 
Oa being asked by .the soldiersi emat made 
the young girl ery ee bitterly, he quiekly 
ftpUed in a confiidfutial maimer^ tbst ahe 
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bad lofit one of her flock that morning, 
whicdi was the cause of her Tloleni grief. 
The soldiers resumed their inaich, and 
passed within six yards of Captain Stuart, 
without percciTing where he lay : in this 
nantier was the life pf this gallant man 
pfeterred. Thopgh this anecdote in itsrlf 
is Inoonsidorablc; yet itatends to show to 
What a length the Uighlandcrs carry fidelity 
ind secrecy In any cause they undertake. 


THE GARDEN TOR FEIfRUARk^ 

Dvrtno tlic remainder of this month no 
time should be lost in the Kitcheii-gaidea 
by those who have not yet got in thoir crops 
Sow peas, cabbage, radi<ih, carrots, pai snips, 
beet, and a full crop of parsley , alni plant 
beans. Clean strawberry bed.s, preparatory to 
* dressing them. Select graRs from fruit- 
trees— strong wood of lu|t year’s bhoois; 
tie them up in bundles, each sort separate, 
nnd put tho 4ower ends into the giouud iii a 
warm border, tliare to bo kepi till wanted 
Ijook well to Iho cucumber plants in hot 
beds, and giro them air daily, wheneTor the 
weather will peimit, keep up tho heat in 
your frames with fresh linings of hot dung 
The impregnation must also be ailended to, 
bT inseiting the pollen or powder fioiii those 
blooms which hate no fruit at the base, in 
those flowers which havo fruit at tho base. 
Take care to 'shade flora the mid-day sun, 
the young and thriTing phmts, it is iiiglily 
injurious to them, and will burn them uu in 
a shprt time. During tho latter part oi Xliis 
month grafting may he commeiicrd in all its 
Tarieties. Sow cabliflower seed in a light 
hot bed o( about tw'O feet of dung, and a 
frame orer it ; lay six inches of rich earth 
on the dui^. Sow onions in good open 
ground, which has been prepared well by a 
good dressing of dung* divide the piece into 
four-feet beds, that they may be the better 
reached for weeding. Cover tulip beds with 
hoops and netting, if not previoubiy done, 
and lajf lUhtting rcljly to cover against 
storms at a moment’s notice ; and cover at 
nighty within a foot of the ground, unllss a I 
wery herere frost is expected, when they may 
reau close to the ground. Piepme for 
potting carnations and pico^es, by obtaining 
]|Wgotwel?e-Bi£ed pots, and turning over and 
sxamlniog all the soil in whiclf^hey are to 
bloom. Jiet not a oingle wire-worm or grub 
OSOape. Top-mss auriculas, removing the 
anifaoe of the old earth, and filling up the 
pots with rich compost. They ^^y be afteif- 
wards rignlarly* weltered, but not kept too 
wet^ ana must be well covered in frosty

The article to be marked, 
should first be wctlkd with the mordant; 
wl^en dry, rpb it with any smooth hard snb* 
stance; you may then write with a pen 
without the ink running. The mwk should 
bo exposed to the light for some time to be- 
come black. 

French Polirii.— To one pint of spirits 
of wine add half an ounce of guih shLliao, 
half an ounce of gum lac, a quarter of an 
ounce of gum sandarac ; place the whole in • 
a gentle heat, frequently shaking it, till the 
gums arc disso.vcd, when it is fit for use. 
Make a roller of list, put a little of the 
polish upon it, and cover that* with apiece 
of soft linen rag; which* must be allghtlj 
touched with cold drawn linseed oil. Rub 
them in the wood In a circular direction, not 
covering too largo a space at a time, till the 
pores of the wood are sufficiently filled up* 
After this, rub in the same manner spirits o€ 
wiiic, with a small portion of the pofish 
added to it ; and a most brilliant pollan Will 
be produced. If the article shquld previously

their reverend liiethieii for learning, ability, 
luid zeal, as w'eil as for some of the faults 
and eirors closely allied to these excellent 
piopertles. To le.vl, supei intend, and con- 
iiol a body so ctrcumstanced, and so consti- 
tuted, dcnitinds qualities which perlitipsinny 
not bo extiaordihgi V in their sep.xr.ite excel- 
lence, though in liieir coiiihinatioti they arc 
alike valuable andi rate, rifteeii yeais of 
succi'ssful administration in tJie sec of Lon- 
dmi attested at once the prudonra* and piety, 
the mild fiiinnsss and leguluU.**! energy of 
ihsiiop {iow'icy. liliin that pciiod many 
iiiipoitaut ovoiitg oc.cuired ot which bo was 
not altogetlier an uneoncoined spectator. 
The close of the W'ar, the ugitatiou of par- 
liainentary mfonn, the Queen's trial, and the

AVlicn tho ^deceased prelate w’as raised to 
the Primacy of All England, the Duke of 
Wellington stood at tliHicad of tho Govern- 
ment, but 110 compact involving political 
subserviency w’as ** concluded between tho 
high conti acting partiot.*' The new Arch- 
bishop entered tho upper hhuse free a 
lord of Pai liaiuoiA as if an hereditary peer- 
age ha 4 descended to him through a line of 
twenty generations. Wiiiiin right montbi 
of ilk elevatiou to the clpur of St AnsUo 
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be proloeted agaluei tbe peliey of the mloie- 
ter from uliom ho had rccidrcd hie appoint 
raont ; and whcni thu principle of tkio great 
GoTcrnnicnt moaeurcol iliat 7 oar(lhr ilouiau 
Catliplic Berief Bill of 18:29) canvu undoi die- 
cuBsion in the llouso oPljurde, hu moved that 
tiie bill be road a ecouo4^time that day aia 
months i^uoii u uep may liave been eallod 
pursoiially .ind pdliucally uiigiatofal, but our 
Frimate ba.ii thai at hib ouuscciation he had* 
sworn to sUnd by tlie Church of England.

But lie liad other diihrulties a ith « hich 
to conU'iid, uud othei painful duties to per- 
form, lie hud baptised the Qu^^cn , he had 
bolumnibed hci iiiaiiingc, he iiud placed the 
Cl own upon her head ; he wJtthebibt eccle- 
siastic 111 the lealm; and when it appealed 
to him as vr<dl aa to other distinguished 
members of the liiisaixhy, that, in the palace 
of the Sovereign, Stiiid<iy was obsened In a 
maimer rather in accordance with the gaiety 
of continental tastes than with the quiet re- 
serve of English and Erotestaut habits, he 
did not hesitato to cull hvi Majesty's atten- 
tion to the subject, and it lias been staled 
that moiu than once duiing the Melbourne 
ministry, he respectfully tendered to ilu* 
Crown adMce not quite m accordance with 
the wishes of those who at •that time sur- 
rounded oiii then youthful and luexperieuce#

mild and unassuioitig manners, he was by no 
means deficient in mbral courage, nor likely 
to be deU'iied by any set of courtiers fiom

For many yeui-s past cvei y one wiiliin the 
sphere ul the Archbishoji's influence has 
been accustomed to regal d him witbagreatii 
or less degree of vuncralioa, if on no other 
ground, at leMt on that of age ; foi amongst 
the great functionaiies of the state he had 
Ined tluough more years of public seniA; 
tliau any other, with the single exception ot 
the present Coinraandei-iu-Cliier Hence the 
mure duration of his eaistenci^impai ted no 
inconsiderable weight to every professional 
or official ptoceeding in which he^gagodi 
and amidst all liU app^qnt gentleness there 
might at aA times ^ svea a certain fuicc of 
character which tended to augment the de- 
ference that his dt€ta commanded, while the 
moral purity of hts Ufe,^od tlio eminence of 
bis station, *|^v« a sort of prettige to his 
sermons, whenever it happened to be Jthe 
pleasure of Us Grant to occupy a pulpit. 
That which formed the basis of his diaraeter 
was his deep and unfeign^ piety ; aud one 
of his chief eioellenccB was his £rm ocUicr- 


enee to tbn piinriplea of iIm^ PrMettanu 
Vhftrth of Enphmd was among tbe firm of 
th«»a«‘. Wo admit that one or two of Dr. 
Pusfr'v's Ultimate^ gained access to Lambeth 
Palace, and Boiiietiiiirs u<uh 1 their advantage ; 
hut we aie not awaio that they ever suc- 
ceedod lu drawing tlie Archbishop into a 
single act which coiijd bring his Piotestanl- 
iFiii into just bUhpirioti. A main ohjoct w itb 
the Tractaiian piiity has ever been to pro- 
iniito nn alliance wilh K^o, as having ** the 
H)K)stolic f wcrcbsion/' — and to treat foreign 
Churches and Pii sbyterian Churche*^, .iS ** no 
pai*t of the Cli 01^11 nf Christ.*’ ‘But Dr 
flow ley never fell into this snari'. It lins 
been oftgn stateil, and we believe on good 
authority, that bring on a visit, ^nny yearn 
ago, to u uuhirmaii in Scotland, he joined in 
the coiiin uiiioir sen ice of the Church of 
Scotland. In like inaiiner, when cnllrd upon, 
a few ycais back, to nddiess the CliurcL of 
Geneva, he lehnked, not Ihiir W'ant ot *'apos- 
tolic suffsssion,” Ji»ut Ihiir drpaciuru from 

apostolic dortnue." And, still more re- 
cently, in joining with the l^otrstBiii Church 
of JVusBta, 111 ei< Cling an episcopate in Joro- 
salein, ho took a step the most golliiig and 
hateful to th* whoiu Tractaiian body tliat 
con'd possildy he concuivcd. Eveiy kind of 
engine was set to wik bf the party, to 
trnstrate tlie plan , and nothing but the re- 
solute pviM‘verefifM> of the Arcbbisliop saved 
It fioin I uin. .Viid iigain w hen the death of 
the tnsi l/ishop re\ivtd I ho hopes of tbo 
llamaniseis, and they a«isailed the orthodoxy 
of the pi CM nt bishop, Dr t>ohat, the firm- 
iiesb ol the rriniate biicenioie frustrated all 
tlieir 4 iideoJOUlB 

Uf Ins public 01 his private life little more 
leinaius lo he reUled. lieforo ho beesme 
Bishop uf London ho marrud Maiy Freuees, 
cldi>t duuglilei of John Be Ii, Esq., of Bouth- 
iiniptuii. The itsne vf that inariinge wore 
two sons and thioe daughters. Unc of the 
Ainl.hiihop's son's was lor a short time au 
ofiici I ill till* G uui ds, but he died of consuro 
ti«>ii ut the age of twenty, iiis other 
only lived to ho twelve years of age. 
Aiclihithop’s eldest daiighiei mauled, in the 
real 18J5, 8ii Geoige Beaiiinont, liart,, and 
oiedin ten yeuis altei hei marriage. Another 
of his daughti rs was iiiai j led to a Mr. W right, 
aud a third to a Mr. hmgsniiii The hitter 
years of the dtceasigl prelate Weie not much 
diMiiiguisIii’d Apini ihegeiieittl tenor of his 
lite. flic (ixirSine quietude of his character 
induced some of Ids ax'quauitenancos to say 
that be hao never bei n young, therefore^ 
when he was teally overtaken by old age, hia 
habits uiidei went little change.

TiiB swell mob, in this Tsst metropolis, 
have recourse to piany tiicks and strata- 
freius in order to obtain possession of the 
property of their intended victims. Scarcely 
a wee'e passes without some successful trick 
being recorded under the police nows. The 
newest plan adopted of late by thieves of 
this class i^, by some plausible story' or other, 
to induce persons left in charge of houses 
containing property, to quit tli^^in for ii short 
time, whilst under bkiitut hsWs the work 
of plunder i« destorously and quickly per- 
foi uied. This plan, however. Is not so new 
us many of my readers may imagine, and as 
the following tiEgic tale wSll show.

. Colliei, who, at the time of our story, is said 
'to have employed upwards of two handled 
workmen, aud to haio turned-out one new 
carriage every day iu the year. This was 
aqmf timu bei^ure “ the Union." Tl^s trade 
has undergone a groat change since those 
days Dublin's prosperity. 

The west quarter of the city is now tRe 
«bo4o 9( UiaiiklosB toy— of famine, disease, 
misery,, and sin. During the latter part ot 
the last century, one of me most retired and 
perhaps gloomy streets In this quarter, con- 
tained several of the wealthiest com Acrclal 
houses in the city. Since a few years after 
this period^ when business began to fail, one 
of the houses in this street remained uniii* 
habited until It became too Aiinous for even 
tlio po oi-est of the jrish pooi^and, heaven

knows, that Is poor indeed ! A foolish story 
bad gone nbroau that it was haunted by 
s/>irt>s— Of any nt that time dwelt therein, 
they were the ** makers of illicit whiskey") ; 
for X am of opinion it bad its fbundation in 
an event which oncSi happened in it/ and 
which I am now qbout to narrate as 1 had 
It from an aged person w^o was alive when 
It occurred. 

' The house of which I speak was well 
known as the ofTice of the B.mking firm of 
Messrs.——; it stood batw*eer. two im- 
mense massss of building, exclusively appro- 
propriated to the storage of goods, with loft 
above loft to the hoigbt of seven or oight 
stories.

Haring in- 
scribed a magic square upon the palm of the 
right hand of any boy not arrited at puberty, 
Tirgin, black female Blare, or pregqpnt woman, 
and poured into the centre of it a little pSol 
of in k, he pretended by means of the repetition

burning some small strips of paper inscribed * 
with Bimilar Inrocatlons, in a chafing-dish 
ronuining lire coals sprinkled with frankin* 
CiCnse and coriander seed, or other perfnme, 
to make the boy, Ac., see In this pool of ink 
the image of any person, Bring or dead, called 
for by his employer. I 

* On one occasion, in Englishman present 
ridieuled the* performance, and said that 
nothing would satisfy him bat a correct do- 
serlption of the appearance of hla own father, 
of whom, he was sure, no one of the company 
had any knowledge. Tho boy, accordingly, 
haring called by name for the pmon alluded 
to, deseribed a man in a Frank dresa, with 
faishaod placed to his bead, wearingspectaeles, 
and with one foot on the ground, and the 
other raised behind him, as If stepping down 
from a seat. The desriptlon was exactly true 
in erery respset ; ihe peeuliar^posltlon of the 
hand was occasioned by an almost consUia 
head-ache ; and that of the foot or leg, by I 
stiff knee, cdhsed by a fall from a horse, iii 
hnotiog. On anbtbar ocosaion, Shakspeare 
waa described with ihe most minute eorrect- 
ness, both as to person and dress; and 1

USEFUL REGIPES. 


Red Ink. — Boil an ounce of brazil wood, 
fin fine ebips) and half a pint of water, and 
add three drachms of gum arable^ and half 
an ounce of allom. 

Blub Ink. — Dissolve a small quantity of 
Indigo in a little oil ^f vitriol, and add a sul- 
ficient quantity of water, in which is dis- 
solved some gum arable. 

Yellow Ink.— Dissolve gamboge in a sv 
lution of gum. 

Scarlet Ink.— Dissolve vermilion in gum 
water. 

Ginger lyiNB. — Take four gallons of water 
and seven pounds of sugar ; boil them half 
an hour, skimming it all the time; wheu 
the liquor is cold, squeeze in the juice «t 
two lemons ; then boil the peels, u ith two 
ounces of white ginger, in three pints et 
water, one hour; wlien cold, put it alto- 
gether into the cask with one gill of finings 
and three pounds of Malaga raisins; then 
close it up, let it stand two months, and then 
bottle it off. >N.B.— A lamp of unslocked 
lime put into your cask, will keep wine from 
turning sour. » 

To Stain Leather Gloves. — Those 
pleasing hues of yellow, brown, or tan colour, 
are readily imparted to leather gloves^ by 
this simple process Steep saffron in boil- 
ing s^t water for twelve hours, then having 
sewed up the tops of the gloves, to prevent 
the dye from staining the iasldes, wet them 
over with a sponge, dipped lato the liquid. 
The quantity of saffron, aa well as of water, 
depends on bow much dye may be wanted, 
and their relative proportions on the depth 

colour required. A common te^up will 
contain sufficient In quantity for a single pair 
of gloves. 

To Take out Mzu>bW fbom Glothbs. 
— MIz some soft soap with powdered starch, 
half as much salt, and the juice of a 
lemon, lay it on the part w^th a brush ; let 
it lay on the grasR day and night, till the 
stain comet out.— Iron-monldt may be re- 
moved by the salt of lemons. Many staina 
may be removed by dipping the linen in sour 
butter-milk, and then drying it in a hot sun; 
wash it in cold yrater, repeat this three or 
four times. StaiM caused by scids may ^ 
crcinoved by tying some pearlssh up in the 
stained part ; scrape some soap in cold soft 
water, and boil the linen till the stain is 
gone. 

ToMaxbOld WrxtinoLboiblx.— T ake 
sU bntised galls, and put them to a pint of 
strong white wine; stand it la tM sun forty- 
eight honrs; dip a' brq/ih into-lt, and wash 
the writing, anu by the colour you will dto- 
eover wbetiier yonr mlztnfo is atrong enough 
of the galls. 

LAVBNDBR-wAtBB,— Takea quart of rec- 
tified spirits of wine, essential oil of laven- 
dlr two onnoea, essence of amhergiig five 
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drachms ; put all Into a bottle, and shake 
till incoi^orated. Or, pat two pounds of 
lareoder blossoms into half a gallon of 
^atrr, and .sot tlem in a still OTor a alow 
fire, tlistil it oflf gentljr till the water is all 
exhausted , repeat the procoas a second time : 
cork It closel j down in booties. 

Rosb-watbr.— ^' ben the roses ai o in full 
bijom pick tho leares carefully off, and to 
every quart of water put a peck of them *! 
put them in a cold still over a slow fire, and 
distil gradually ; then bottle tlpi watei ; let 
It stand in the bottle three days, and then 
cork it close. 

Milk of Roses.— Mix four ounces of tho 
oil of almonds, with half a gallon of rosd 
water, and then add forty drops of the oil of 
tartar. 

To WaSB Ci1INT8,8> as to rRESEBTE 
Gloss and Beauty.— Take two pounds 
of rice and boil it in two gallons of w ator, 
till soft; when done, pourgbe whole into a 
tub; let it stand till about tho warmth you 
in general use for coloured linens, then put 
the cliints in, ami use tho rice instead of 
soap; wash it in this, till the dirt appears to 
be out ; then boil tho same quantity as above, 
but strain the nee from the water, and mix 
it in warm water. Wash it in this till quito 
clean ; afterwards rinso it in the water tho 
rice was boiled in, and this will answer the 
end of starch, and no dow will affect it as 
it will be stiff whilo It is wore. If a gowu, 
it must be taken to pieces, and when diied, 
bang it as smooth as possible , after dry, rub 
ft with a sleek stone but use no iron.

An Eciio^An echo is to the ear what 
recollection is to the mind ; and brings back 
the past, roBtoies lost enjoyment, augments 
our Batlsfiiction, and enriches our mental 
stole.

Artificial Fuel.— A patent has lately 
been enrolled for ImproTements in the 
iDinafacture of ohareoal and other fuel.** 
!rbe Inrefition relates, first, to the manufac- 
ture of eharooal, to arold waste caused by 
breaking it. This iscoffeotcd by reducing 
the waste to powder, and then compressing 
bx J^hydraullc press or other apparatus, 
lilfepils, until the mass is reduced to from 
one eighth of its original bulk. 
Wlm|^mad inrentlon relates to making fuel 
breese, coke, and cinders, with 
or sn^out charcoal, by pulterising the 
whole, and then compressing the pou’der 
into blocks. The third inTontion relates to 
making a fuel for lighting fires, by mixing 
charcoal ponder, sninll coal, breeze, coke, 
and cinders (all or any of them'), with tar, 
pitch, resin, or other suitable iinllammable 
substance, and ooniprosslng the mixture in 
moulds ; and when taken fram the mould, 
the block is dipped iu the tar, &e., and 
eorerod with 8aw<^Ust and wrapped in waste 
paper : a block so prepared will readily ig- 
utte on the application of a lighted match.

As the amhassadoi thought 
that thu eiigiiieei would he kille , he !«• 
qiiustid they would not peiioriii this best 
tnastei piece, and that he was ahead} widl 
onturtamud with wliat ho had been, but 
they told him ho need not be under any 
apprehonsioo for the oiigiiioGr’s life, ns Iio 
would suRer i.o injury; on this their as- 
surance, the oinpoior garo his asst'ut. Ac- 
cordingly a cask was brought, on the head 
of W'hlch the engineer seated hinibolf, ha\ing 
111 bib band a machine, which pio\ed aiiei- 
wards to bo a laigc umbiella, some giiii- 
pow^dor was placed under the cask, and on 
a signal given it was si<t on P.ip, and the 
cask, with the engineer tlieieon, lebu liiirii 
into the air ; and, when at the highest eio- 
^ation, the cnginoer opened bis uinbielld 
ond de«cendod without iiijuiy.” 

As evu.y one knows that no such explo- 
sion of gunpowder could artnully have 
taken place without blowing the engineer 
to atoms, it has been pl.iubibly conjectured, 
that in the inside of the cask there inubt 
bare been nii air balloon, by wliicli it was 
raised bo high; that the filing of tl?e gun- 
powder was but an aitiliciul trick to veil the 
real moans of assent ; and that the umbrella 
’ifOB nothing else but oui modern paiaclnit/’ 
If so, wliat brcomes*al our modern iiiveu- 
tioue in aerostatics ? Thi| exhibition at Siam 
must hove taken plare a hundred and bixty 
years ago. The embassy to whioli tint two 
monks who g.iTe this nai lative were attached, 
is the same as that which M. \oltairo has 
described in his works, and which took 
place in the rear 1G84. ^ 

The first in inoderp times w ho succeeded

clironfrio spevks truth, in the year 1743, 
there litfd in the city of liorao a gentleman 
Of jrood repatat'OD named Ogilrie; be wrs a 
8Ui gtton, and had acquired some fame in his 
prorefcsion in the imperial city, ilis residence 
was close to the Piazra di Spagna, and w.i> 
well known to the humbler classes, from the 
circuuistaiicc of his givtiHT ftdsice gratis m 
(Crtaii hour every morning. Oiw nnrlit, 
soon after the hero of our talo had retiiod to 
rest, liH \\as arnusc4 from his slumber by a 
sioient knocking at his door, and a loud , 
calling fur profeasinnal assistance fiom some 
sti angers fiom without On bis going to the 
door, he found two men in masks, ^iid a conch 
in waiting ; he was requested to outer Hie 
cainage, and accompany them immediately, 
as the case which bi ought them was one of 
life and death, and admitted of no delay.' 
The surgeon was also required to bring lan- 
cets witii liiin ; he complied, and entered ilio 
carriage, which instantly drove off at a rapid 
pace. The party had scarcely left tlio street 
in which the doctor resided, than ho was in- 
lormed that ho must,tto/<;ti< submit to 

liave his eyes closely bandaged, as the peison 
to whom ho about to be conducted was a lady 
of rank, whose name acd place of abode it 
was indispcnsiblo to conceal. To this luqiii- 
sition, after much persuasion, he reluctantly 
submitted ; and, having been diivon through 
several streets, appaiontly with a \iew to 
prevent his forming an accurate idea of the 
part of the city to which lie was being cou- 
duetid, the carriage at length slopped. The 
two gentlemen, hU companions, then alight- 
ed, and each Uking him by tlin arm, con- 
ducted him into a house. Ascending n nar- 
row staircase, tliey entered an apirtment. 
where the bandage was removed from liis 
eyes. Ooo of*tho gentlemen in mask then 
acquainted him tliut was considered neces- 
sary to deprive a lady of life who liad brouglit 
dishonour and.disgrace upoi her family, and 
that they had djone him the honour to bulect 
him for the uerformance of the ollicc, know- 
ing his grear professional skill. lie was 
informed that the lady was in the adjoining 
chamber fully prepared to meet her fate.

Bistance to the object o(hls compassion ; iier 
doom was irrevoeaolo; and unless he chose 
to participate a similar fate, he must submit 
to execute the office imposed on him. Thus 
situated, and finding all entreaty and re- 
monstrance vain, be entered the loom, where 
he found a lodj of a most interesting figure 
aud appearauee, apparently in the full bloom

FosHcsAng no moans of extrication or of 
escapo either for the Indy or liiiifsolf, and 
being tiioi cover uiged to u.\pe(llto his woi s: 
hy the two persoTii- wilhoiit, who, imputiont 
at lus del.iv, thieateiied to exeici&e Vioieiico 
on liiin il ho pionabliiiaiod, 3.>gilviu took, 
fiom his caso lus lancet, opened several 
leins, and bled tlfo lady to death in a short 

tiiiifl. 

Tlio men in ilio masks, having carefully 
examined the hod} in otd« r to nsceriaiii that 
she was no more, uftei exprcbsing then satls- 
f.ictioii, ofleied hitnapuiso ot 8e(|iiiiiH us a 
leiinineiariOM ; hut ho declined all recom- 
])on$e, onl} re(|ueBting to be conveyed fiom 
a f'Ceiie on which he toiild not reflect with- 
out honor. With tins cntieaty they com- 
plied ; and having again ap|diiHl a bandage 
to lus eyes, they led Iniii down the same 
Ntaiic.iSo to Ins ruiiiage, hut it being nar-

THE GARDEN FOR MARCH. 

Early this month, sow all the hardy an- 
nuals, not already In the ground, upon light 
hot-beds, as described last month. Give air 
to nil productions in the frames. !Sow melons, 
and prepare beds for planting them out. 
Prune a portum of the rose treos, cut them 
into one m* two even, at most; leave other 
lose trei^Pto be cut lator, that they may come 
into bloom in sueobssioii. About the second 
week, if warm showers coitie, auriculas should 
he exposed to them, — it will do them good. 
•Stir up the surface of tulip beds, and if any 
have not come up, oxamine carefully to see if 
they have been removed, oi uro rotten, or ob- 
stiftciod by any stooe or ether substance. 
Wtud spinach; earth up a<paragos; continue 
sowing peas, onions spring spinach, carrots, 
\iiinips, ftc, for suceesMVi) creps. All the 
slot k of diill(i^s may now b«‘seton, that cut- 
ting*; may bn «;;ruck, or tlio roots patted for 
planting C unelims may now be inarched 
oi grafU'd ; choose healthy growing stocks. 
As the month advance^, «ow melons and 
cucumbers. Tra isplantcabhngos of all kinds 
whi‘10 they^re toiern.iiii. Sow red cabbage 
seed ; savoy seed Plant out lettuces fiom 
the frames where thev Ijave stood all the 
wiiitei. Sow all tho kinds of lettuce for 
succession; also radislms tor constant use. 
Spi ing'di ess all the asparagus bods ; be care- 
ful that, in forking, you do not touch the 
roots. Prepare beds for asparagus planting ; 
p*atin the roots, a foot apart, in rows; uso 
two year old plants, tor though many prefer 
one year old, two are bolter. Sow berrios 
where you intend to raise plants, yoorsolf. 
Plant more beans, and sow peas ; eai th those 
f^fready forward enough, and stick such as 
are sufllciontly advanced. Make herb beds 
with slips or young plants. Lei.the-fardcner 
recollect that mint will bA wanted as soon 
as asparagus ; and a few pots take no room 
in the stove, and not much in a>frame. Sow 
nnstui tlums ; plant garlic andfShalots. Plant 
potatoes, par ticul ally early fra^e, ash-leaf 
kidney, and any other early Tarleties. To- 
wards the close of the month, complete the 
pruning of roses; those now eat back will 
be at least three weeks later than sueli as 
werocut at the commencemeni of this month. 
Water auriculas occasionally, and protect 
tkem from tho sharp winds, by keeping the 
glasses close on the windy side, and giving 
air by tilting them opposite. Tulips should 
be carefully covered against frost and hail ; 
but thoDgh t^ie covering should bo always 
I ead y to be thrown over them, t hey should havo 
all the mr it is possible to givo them. Car- 
nations : the pottiifg wf those into blooming 
pots, a pair in sixteen-sized pots, or three 
plants in twelve-sized pots, of rich, light, 
and well-dried composts, and placed on 
raised stages, out of the way of slugs and 
earwigs. Pink-beds should be stirred on the 
surface, and dressed with wcll-deeoiBpo^ 
manure or leaf-mould.

OUR NATION’S BUT DBFBNOV. 

The reernt demonstration of our merchant 
toRors, on the Thames and on shore, was a 
▼crj noicl aiid imposing sight. The n>ason 
of the demonstration on the part of our Blue 
Jackets, was the pruKentation^f a memorial 
to Her Majesty against the repeal of the 
Navigation Laos. A more bnlliaiit display 
has not taken place upon the Thames ^iice 
the opening of London Bridge hj llis lato 
Majesty King 'William lY. The aquatic 
procession was divided into, three bodies, of 
which one, headed by a steamer, oaite fiom 
Northfleet Hope. This divisiun consisted of 
about foity boots. Tho second division, 
called tho Long-Reach division, consistfd of 
about fifty boats , and tho third du isioii, from 
Shodwell and Limehnuse, numbered about 
Olio Imiidred boats. Each boat caiTiud tho 
Union Jack, and contained fiom six to ten 
seamen, ulio vioro a blue ribbon lonnd their 
hats, and ar oilier on tli^r left ai ms:— on tlio 
ribbon Has painted in letteu of gold “Tho 
Navigation Laws.” W'heif the procession 
I cached Westminster Biidge, the masters and 
matis left the steamers, and the ^eamin their 
boats, and a walking piocession was formed 
in Biidge Stieet, >Kiiich Mended its May up 
Parliainoiit Stieet to Tiafalgar fciqiiarc. Each 
boat’s crew carried tho Union Jack, at the 
head inaiched a band of music, playing ^*Uulo 
Bntanniti,” “llcaitsof Oak,” and other na- j 
tional aiis. On passing tho Adiniialty, tliieu 
cliccis Moi,c given foi the Navv, and a simi- 
lar compliiniiit Mas paid to the Duko of 
Wellington at tho Horse Ciuards, aniL three 
clieerb tor the Queen wlien opposite White- 
halk The number of <>oainen who took part 
in the procohdings of tho day, was about four 
thousand. The processicn returned to West- 
minster Bndgo in the same order as before. 

It IS no| our iiiteiition to offer any opinion 
on tii^subject of the *' Narigation Laws,” 
but wo cannot help quoting the following 
passages from the memorial of the seamen, 
as M'e consider them highly impor ant to the 
nation generally, and deceiving the serious 
attention of tho Government.

Among tiic multiplicity of professions and 
tiades which onga^ie the time and attention 
ot muidiind, and seem to fill up tho measure 
of their existence, tho life of the sailo(*ls per- 
haps tiie most hsKordoiis and the most useful, 
at particular seasons, and rerolVhig iiiiervals 
of ume. The soldier bears tho brunt of the 
battle and the sliock of arinswand when the 
gallant waifaro is accempllihvd, the wairlor 
tails back into comparative security, lioused 
within tho safe lotreat of the eomfortahlo 
barrack or cantonment, iwitil tho service of 
his Queen or country once again calls him 
forth to congpoto for tho lam els of vietory 
over a crafty foe. But the hardy cold-proof 
Biitisli sailor knows no interval of repose, 
save the periodic lulling of the breeze, and 
tho unfiiquont subsiding of the angry billow 
iiito calm. True It is — 

“ Thu liaidj sailor biaves the ocean, 
Fearless ot the dangeis nigh.” 

Wherever the sailor steers his May, danger 
faces him, and his natiiial and moral courage 
feaileshlj faces it, and be.irs him on triumph- 
ant; like the mighty eonqnerer o’er the deep, 
the immortal Nelson, “ho never sees fear,’* 
and amid the crashing of elements, the ship 
holds on her course. By day and night the 
; sailoniB rx{)os«d to iisk, yet blow high, blow 
low, Jack’s home is on ilie deep ; and as the 
vessel pai ts the bieakors, or “gaily dances 
o’er the curling waves,” the honest tar feels 
as contented aiM secure as tlio landsman-— 
“—Who sits at home at cue.” 

How beautiful is the gallant sbip,^'’with her 
wliite canvass spread to catch the freshening 
breezo! she 

'* Walks the waters like a thing of life, 

^nd aeoms to dare tho elements to strife.” 
But the sky is orereast— an appalling acci- 
dent occurs, end le I she becomes in a mo- 
ment tlie sport of winds end waves. Bhosll 
and quick B.indB may Inrh beneath, lee shores 
and beetling cra|l present an awful aspect^ 
liiddi n rr cksdio bolow the surface; many sri 
the mijihty obstscics to obeek the bearing of 
Alts {ftllsnt ship, which seem ss so many 
grim Ansters, eager to seize tho deroted tle- 
tims— still the British stilor braees up to 
brave the peril, llismind, though ill at esss^ 
is bcliooWd to meet emergency— be sees that 
every thing is made riglit aloft, ofk deck, be- 
iow— and, ubder the msnsj^meut of s master 
spirit, brings her throngli the impending 
danger; or, when all hope of odfety iefled, 
and “whistled down the wind,” be either 
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takes te the long boat|Or, in affertlon for his 
dear pi ized craft— Tom Coflin like — sticks 
to the last p’ank. Jiut, oh, what inhabitant 
ij thtii'o of term firma laho has not felt, at 
some, time orolluT, inward rejoirings amidst 
penis to which ho is exposed, when his busi- 
ness and vocation summon him orer the 
waters — when he remombors thata few nar- 
row, slender timbers, put togothe\i by the 
skill »nd ingenuity of man, alone diTidod him 
from the wide gulf, and coiis.'quent death and 
eternity ? Does lie not, or should ho not at 
least, feel thankful (under the kind prori- 
dence of Ciod) to those* gallant mariners, by 
ineans of whose soamniiship ho has Iwcn pre- 
servud^n safety i When, of a wintry night, 
tliu wind blows fresh, the landsman retires, 
siek and dissiurited, to Ins rocking berth, 'soon 
he fuels the lurching of the ship", the plung- 
ing Into the trough of the sea, the breasting 
the wave, the foamy spray dashing off the 
sides or bursting oxer the bulwarks and 
washing tlio deck — ho hoars the sailor shout- 
ing that cTCiy thlag aloft is **taut and trim," 
the hatchways are f^astoned down, the dead- 
light up, all goods on dock enado to, the 
Steel small is lashed to the helm, and mid the 
creaking of the timbers, the rattling of the 
cordage, the straining of the ship, the bump- 
ing of her bows, (the technical language of 
the seamen, ) ho perhaps thinks of the passage 
of Holy Writ — "They that go down to the 
sea in ships, and do business in great waters,

Mr. Mow ITT was a respoctabU^oss ahoe* 
niaki ‘1 «)f Now York, who kopt aoToral moo 
f iiiployod, aiitt amongst the rest was John 
iMsing, w'lio had ingiRtiatod himself so 
iniuh in his favour by his faiUifulnoss, in- 
dustry, and sobrioty. that He took him into 
partnoiship, and him no caui-e to regret 
‘ Ins kindness. Thoy now became constant 
companions, and boarded in the same house. 
<»no day they were subpoened for a coroner's 
iiiquoM, i%hich was to be held on tiiio body of 
a iimn that had been taken out of tho Maidtn 
Land Duck. Tho daeeased liad all tho ap- 
pc.ir.iiice of having been a regular dock-loafer, 
. 111(1 it w as the opinion of all present that he 
had fallen into tho slip while in a state of in- 
toxicaiion ; hut the verdict, which was given 
III a lew Tiiinutos, was merely, Found 
ill owned.'* The jury being dismissed, Mr. 
Mow lit luiiicd round to look fbr his friend 
and fellow-juror, who had bJbn at his side 
till that moment, but he was gone; and he 
ll.ought he saw him running at almost full 
*peed up Malden Lane. This struck him aa 
being curious ; and It also reminded him of I 
another curious fact (at least curious as 
taken in conncaion with his sudden flight;, 
iiani.ly, that when Mr. Pelsing had first 
t^Kanced at tho face of the corpse, he started 
and turned deadly pnle. Mr. Mowitt then 
proceeded to his lodging-house, and thence 
to his “ store," to look for his partner, but 
ho was to be found at neither; nor did he 
ictuin that night, nor the next; indeed, two 
months passed awry without bringing anf 
intelligence of him ; during which time Mr. 
Mow lit had fulix male up his mind that 
there was some mytftirious connexion be- 
tween Ills friend and the man that had been 
found diownbd, and th.it, in consequence 
thereof, Mr. Pulsing had, in all probability, 
made aw^^ iih himself. 

Mattel s so rested until a certain day in 
June, 1812, when a lady railed upon Mr. 
Mowitt, and asked for Mr. Poising. She ' 
was told tlie particulars of his story. — " And 
hasn’t he been here since f ” she inquired. — 

** Not since," replied Mr. Mowitt.—" 1 know 
he has," said the lady.—" Ho has not, I us- 
curo you ; at least to my knowledge," an- 
swered Mr. Mowl||.— « But I am positive,” 
said the lady, sMtohat smartlBh.— " What 
proof have you Wit?" inquired the shoe* 
maker — " The best in the world," ireturned 
the stranger, " for I am Jiere, and fand Mr. 
Poising are'ono aii4 the same person." And, 
strango as it may appear, such was tho ac- 
tual fact. 

Tho question noT w%s, whether Mr. Pels- 
ing was a ^Btleman or a lady; and it turned 
out that she was a lady • and more than that, 
her name was not John Pelsing at all,* but 
Charlotte Conroy; and fnrthermore, that 
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she was tho w idow of the man that hAd been 
found drowned. Slio then stated tliat her 
husband was a shoemaker in Philadelphia, to 
whom she had beon man ied about two years, 
and wlio treated her very badly; the conse- 
quence of which was, that sho pmked up his 
trade by stealth, and when sho thought sho 
was sufficiently perfect, equipped heiself In 
men's clothesd ond ran off to New York to 
bo tlic more safely out of the reach of her 
lord and master. Here, as we liavu seen, sho 
•got into the employment and remained in the 
I confidence of Mr. Mowitt until tlio time of 
I tho coroner's inquest, •hnmediately after 
which she p#bcecded to Philadelphia, wliorc 
she loai nod that her hnsband (who had be> 
come a wandering loafer) had, on the hint of 
some friend, set out to New Yoik about a 
‘ week befoOe, to look for her; but whero, in- 
stead of an injured wife, ho found # watery 
grave. 

Tho end of this romantic afTair may eaally 
be conceived. Mr. Mowitt requested Mrs. 
Conroy to make his house hor^iomo; after 
a while he found that ho liked her yet bett«*r 
as Mis Conroy than as Mr. Ptlsing; and 
by virtue thereof, he proposed a leiiewal of 
their tenns of partnershtpt which was ac- 
cepted, and they becainu man and wife. Thu 
lady, by tho way, is said to have been very 
good-looking, and on the safe side ot thirty. 

The next cliaracter who claims our atten- 
tion 18 the celebrated Chevalier, generally 
known as Madame D'Eon. This individuat 
w'os horn at Tunnerre, in France, in 1728. 

D Eon was a man of brilliantparta, a respect- 
able author, an accomplished diplomatist, and 
a bi a\ e officer. At one period he was minis- 
ter plenipotentiary to tho British Court. A 
serious quarrel with the Comte do Guerchy, 
who succet^ed him as ambassador, is stated 
ns the reason for his not returning to France. 
D'Eon continued to reside in London for 
foul teen years, and was on terms of Intimacy 
with many of the mobt distinguished persons 
of the time. 

Now comes the mystery. RumourilS at 
first faint, but daily acquiring strength, had 
long beon floating about that D'Eon was a 
woman. There were certain feminine indica- 
tions in his voice and person, and it was 
notorious that he manifested extreme caution 
with respect to females. At length it was 
generally believed, both in England and 
Fnncc, that ho had no title to wear tho 
dress of a male. tvKgers, to a very largo 
amount, were laid upon this subject; and, in 
1777, one of them produced a trial beioro ^ 
Lord*Man^eld. The action^as brought' 4 
by Mr. Hales, a surgeon, against Jacques, 
a broker and under writer, for the recovery 
fit seven hundred pounds; Jacques havltig, 
abou^ six ycai^ before, received premiums 
fifteen guineas per ccut,, for every one of 
wbich ho stood eitgaged to retuun u hundred 
guineas, whlR< vrr it should be proved that 
tho Chevalier D'Eon was actually a iv^maiu 
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Daring iho trial, tbrce witnessea (two of 
them of the mediral profcaaion) a wore that 
they bad obtained positive proof that D'Eon 
was of the female sex. A verdict was coii- 
sequciitlj given for the plaintiff; but it was 
afierwaids sot aside on u point of law. 

Thu manmr in which, bj this trial, he 
was brought boforo the KiigUsb public, in- 
duced D'£oo to quit ibis coin tiy. It is a 
Singular circunistauce^that M. no Vergeunes, 
one of the Fietirh iiiiniUois, in a letter which 
bo wrote to D'lDou, declared it to be the' 
king's uili that bq “ sbould resume tbu dress 
of his fiex,”^iiieuiilng tho dres^of a woman 
-rand that this command was ri prated on 
tiid arrival of the Chevalier in Franco. It 
was obeyed, and, till tiie end of Ills long life, 
D'Eon dressed, and was cousldeiYd, as one 
of the Slater sex. Early in the French Revo- 
lution, he letuined to England, still ns a 
female, and remained lieie till his death, in 
1810. An un.itoniicat examination of the 
body placed tbu mauhood of the Chevalier 
beyond all ^oiibt. W'hy he was motamoi- 
pliosed, and uliy lie continued to aequieics in 
tbu change, when lie^iigOit have safely as- 
serted Ills sex, aio mysteries vt Inch are never 
likely now to he solved. 

We shall now i elate an event which is 
Stated to have iiitoiiuptcd lliu much vaunted 
sucoesbioii of regulai bushops in tho see of 
Romo, from the ffi.st foundation of that 
church to the present tiroes, lietwrou the 
pontificato of Leo IV., who died in the year 
806, and that of Benedict ill, a certain 
woman, who had the ait to disguise her st*x 
for a considerable tiiiir, is said, by leainlng, 
genius, and deiteiity, to have made good her 
way to the papal chair, and to have governed 
the church with tho title and ^dignity of 
Pontiff. This extraordinary person is yet 
known by tho titlo of Pope Joan. 

Historians wiite that Joan for, as some 
say, Agnes) w*as born st Mayence, of Saxon 
or Kuglisii parents, a.d. S'J6. From her 
emWst youth she was wonderfully addicted 
to literature; and fliiding her sex an obstae'e 
of no small importance to ber pursuit of 
Itarning, she adopted the masculine habit, as 
best suited to her vigorous range of mind ; 
ajid following with intense eagertfess the 
footsteps of knowledge, she became very 
celebrated among her contemponincs, not 
only by tbo amount of learning she had in- 
quired, but by tlio originality of her talenm, 
and her energy and boldness in the applica- 
» tion j|ybein. Having c(>mpletcd (ho course 
' , of snHff usually undertaken at,, that, time, 
'^ slic tnpilU*d through Europe ;iiiOu her re- 
^ turn, sne settled at Rome, and devoted her 
atHfention to an ecclesiastical life. In this 
^Voeatton, her great learning ^and easy elcnv 
qucnco, combined with a most melodious | 
voice and wperb efeganc/) of gesture — all 
tended to advance her r&pidl|Lin the pro- 
fossif 11 she had selected. Aud^e read that, ' 
gradually bat surely, slio rose In tho ranks 


of the Romish Church, until she was made 
professor of theology In the college of that 
city; and that, some time afterwards, she 
was called to All the papal chair. Little 
more is said of this female, save that she oc- 
cupied her high station for abont two years, 
and that an accident happening which dis- 
covered her sex, siM was deposed.* 

One of the mqst infamous impostures on 
record is that perpetraq^ by Mai v ilateiiian. 
The Wile of a roan named Perigo being ill, 
Mary Bateman was sent for to cure hei. 
Bateman declined the task, but said timt she 
h.id a friend at Seui borough, a Mlb^ Biytb, 
w^io coulcf " road tho stars," ard rnnove all 
ailinen ts, whether of bod y or mind. To enable 
tins leader of the stars to gam a knowledge 
of tbo disease, it was said to bo iiecessaiy 
that the sick woman should send her petti- 
coat; it was accordingly delivered to Bate- 
man. Mibs tiiyth was, in truth, a similar 
personage to Sal ah Gump’s “Mrs. llairis;'' 
but a pretended answer from bei was read 
to the rreduloi^ Purigos, In which they w*ero 
told that they must comninnicatu with her 
thiough the medium of Bateman. As a 
eomineoecment, they wero dfiecied to give 
Bateman five guiaon-notcs, who would ro- 
tarn an equal number in a small bag; at this 
same time they weio threatened, that if curi- 
osity induced them to look into tbo bag, the 
charm would be bioken, and sudden death 
would ensue. In ibis manner forty guineas 
wero at vaiious times obtained, all ot winch, 
they were told, would bo found in the bag 
when the propltlons moment came foi It to 
be opened. Discovering what credulous fools 
she had to deal with, M.iry Baiomaii's de- 
inands were made without intermission; 
clothing of all kinds, bedding, a set of china, 
edible articles, and thirty pouadsmoro, wero 
among tho sacrifices made to tlio^rapncious 
impostor. On one occasion, . the* fictitious 
Miss Blyth ordered Perigo tcqbuy her a live 
goose, to be offered op as a buri^offering to 
her familiar, for tho purpose oT destroying 
the works of darkness 1 

The work of darkness was, indeed, about 
to be eonsummated. Beggared by the nu- 
merons calls which liad been made upon his 
purse, Perigo became anxious to open the 
bags, and regain possession of the contents. 
Unable any longer to put liiiu off, the wretch 
brought a packet, which affirmed came 
from Scarborough, * potent ch arm 

e During the five stiMeedlng eentunes the Pen- 
tIAoate of Joan was generally believed, and a vast 
nunil»er of writers bera testimony to Us troth ; 
nor, before the Reformationli* undertaken by Lu 
tber, was It considered by any either as Incredible 
in ftself.or asignominous tothe Chnreh, Butin 
the eighteenth century, the elevation, and indeed 
the existence, of this female Pontilf became the 
subject of a very keen eontroversy. *WageneeliOS 
has given an excellent view of the arguments of 
the vUspnterii, which is to be found in tlie * Amm- 
iiltates Litterariss,** of Sebelhornios; and alsolm 
the “ Historic de PEgllse ,** by Basnage,

Tro or tiiree days afior the wife had ceased 
t ) f \i^r, a letter vtnie, purporting to be from 
V.iss iiiythe, in which the writci, instead of 
V \{)r<*8kiiig the elightvst sorrow, atiributld 
li • death of the woman to her having dared 
to toucli the bags; adding jthe following 
ti.rcat: — " Inasmuch as your wife hassdone 
t! IS wu'Led ihing, she shall rise finm thu 
,:iaTc; stioke your face with the cold hand 
ot death; and you shall lote tho use of <^e 
a threat which w*as not unlikely to 
send the weak*iniuded man to join his inur- 
di icd paitner. 

The wretched gull still continued to yield 
a liiiiid obodienco to the iniRimous impostor, 
who fleeced him without|mei cy ; and it was 
not till his creditors clamoured on ail sides 
that he veptured to open the bags. He, of 
course, found them filled with trash. His 
neighbours, to whom ho bewailed bis hard 
fate, Wtfiu possessed of more courage and 
sense than he was; and they accoidirigly 
c.iTitfi Mai y Bateman before a magi*<tiale.

IXC’LEDOX’S MADEIRA. 

Inclldon, the singer, was notoriously a 
Yam iuua<^an egotist in tho most liberal 
sense of the ^or<^ He talked rery much of 
hiinself; and he also boasted of what ex- 
ternafiy belonged to him. In short, ranity 
woa poor Qliaiies Incledou's besetting sin. 

It become a habit during a rery fag- 
ging run of a new opera at Gorent Garden 
Theatre one season, for certain performers 
to club together for a batch of madeira, of 
which they occasionally took a glass or two 
in thoir dressing rooms, in order to sustain 
their mudli exercised strength and spirits 
during those nights of unusual exgrtion. 
Incledou was one of tho members of this 
clubhand B^ry liberal partaker of tlu^ 
madeira, wbpL nevertheless, he indulged 
in the abuifW, continually finding fadit 
with its quaoty; and while bo invariably 
swallowed two glasses, at lean, to the one 
ef any* other Qjsrsenf he hever failed to exe- 
crate its nauseous flaTonr. 

As the close of the season drew near, bis 
brother-performers, long wearied with inefe- 
don*s yaseless'and transparent folly upon 
this print, meditated some revenge upon his 
persevering dlaootttent and eontiiiBoas fanlt- 
nndiog of a wine which ail knew to be ex* 


oellent. Invariably, while nndeieratlnf Iba 
madeira In question, be boasted of bis own 
wine, averring that wbat the club provided 
was not oomparablo with that be bad In bit 
cellar; that, in fact, theirs was trash, unfit 
for a gentleman's drinking, and not worth 
the rinsings of the glasses sent away from 
his table, he. he. 

On the ^t night but one of the Season, 
Incledonmad been more than nsunlly dis- 
contented with tlm madeira he partook 
of so largely, — still bragging of his own. 
While he sipped and sipped, ho mingled 
with his sips the mos^vloleiit execrations of 
Its infutupus qualHy; declaring, ns glass 
after glass coursed rapidly down his throat, 
that ho had the utmost difficulty in swallow- 
ing the poisonous eoinposltion. Tho next 
night, a>ne of tho club perceiving a largo key 
lying upon Incli'don’s dresslii'p table, with 
an iron label attached, upon which tho word 
** cellar " was engraved, it struck tho plotters 
that It was tho “open Seeame'* to tho so 
much vaunted madeira. Asd Incledon hap- 
pening at the time to bo engaged uppu tbe 
stage until thq^lose of tho opera, tho tiaitois 
dospatohed his dreuor in a hackney coarhto 
Broinpton Crescent with tho precious key, 
and a message to Mrs. Incledon fiom her 
husband, requesting that sho would send 
forthwith by tho bearer (known hy her to bo 
Ins theatro-atteiidanO one dozen of Me bo9$ 
madeira. Mrs. Inclodon, wholly unsuspieloat 
of any tr.ck— tho delivery of thu key being 
sulhcient warranty for the genuinenoss of 
the order— caused tho wliio to bn promptly 
delivered, and placed In tho coach : and tbe 
dresser ainved at tho tlicatro with it ere 
Incledon returned to his room. When thero, 
it was formally announced to him, that In 
conseqgenco of his continued distaste of tbo 
wine hitherto provided, which had been con- 
sumed to thu last bottle, tho club had pro- 
cured a dozen of a superior quality, In order 
to gratify Incled6n*s fastidious taste; and 
as it was thu lost night of tbe season, they . 
had invited two or three performers, not of 
tho club, to partake of the treat; for tho 
wine had boon tasted by some unerring 
judges, and pronounced unequaiUd in its 
flavour. Incledon's sclf-ronccit, it may bo 
imagined, was somewhat piqued by the de- 
clared existence of any wiiio not hit “ un- 
equalled "in quality; and he looked grave 
and dissatisfied. Ills judgment thus ap- J 
pealed to was tendMous and deliberate. Ho 1 
poured out slqwly a glass of the boasted t 
wine, and held it up to the lighrwith moil 
rritica>cxaminatfon ; he then passed it Utidir 
bis nostrils, scrupulously repealibg the ope* 
ration several times, with an oroinoujLshaJW 
of the head, which reminded all preillfctkill 
Lord Burteigh in the Oritio: tbciSputtti^if' 
&ste of the winis upon Lis tongue, and 
moving it abqut for a Bhoh intervU before 
he swallowed It, and repeating again and again 
tbislast test, witbasudden shuddei^^ dlegnsi 
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and eontempit he ultimately threw away the ; 
remaining drop from tho defiled glass, pro- 
testing with a Tohement oaih tliat it was 
stuff, and nut worth a shilling a bottle ; in 
fact, eape— nothing but cape” to mliicli ho 
pronounced tlic previous samples infinitGly 
Bttpcn'Qr 1 Ills bietliron e^piessi'd tliem- 
Befves “disappointed,” and they veie “sorry 
and Toxtd ” that Mr. Inrledon did not liko 
tho wine, M hick cvoiy other per£>(\ lauded, 
and spurdily disposed of. ^Inrledon becamo 
Bulky, liaving for consistcney sake abstained 
from taking his sliare of the “execrable 
trash,” and moodily pi**^pared toretuin homo 
—0110 of the pai ty , ho nil at once lyJTected to 
agree with him in opinion of that night’s 
Wine, accoinpunyiiig him thither, /elf ntvttcd 
for tho piutes*<ed puiposo of tasting tho 
“ particular madeira ” so often vaunted by 
its fortuiial^ possessor. As they entered 
the suppei-ioom, tho master of the houso 
put his liiind into Ins pocket for the key of 
the cellar, M huh not finding, ho expressed 
his fear that he had left it behind hint in his 
Btage-clothes , nut, in the iiist.int, Mis. 
Indcdoii smilingly pioduced it, obsei\ing 
that, “ill the hasto of his leturii 

to the theatro with the saino. she had omitted 
to Bond back tho key.” “ AVliat messenger? 
what wine?” osked the astonislied liiis- 
hand. The Mbolo mattoi in as soon ex- 
plained, and tlie boaster, inoio angiytban 
httiublod, was left by bisTisitoi, the uiipitied 
tlotlm to his own sanity, justly saculiced 
upon the altar he himselt hud eiectod.

Take a piece of flannel, dip it in the milk, 
then lui) off II good q^taiitity of soap to the 
wetted fianiul, and commence to mb the 
glove downwards towai'ds the fingers, hold- 
ing it fit inly with the left hand.

from the north; particularly n great enter- 
tainment and lodging was ouec given to 
King llicliard 11. and his queen, Wtth their I 
rotinge, amongst wliieh was tlio Duke of I 
Ireland, Earl of Saflolk, Aichhi&hop of 
Cantmbury, Bisfiop of Cljidiehti r, Ac. The 
principal ohapol, dedicated to the Yu gin 
Mary, was oriiaineiiteti Aaith piuntiiigs, the 
gift of William Gri y II, some time tieasurei, 
who built a new ceiling to the chon .iiul body 
of the church, and had the whole painted 
and ornamented. 

Mr. Caite pays* “ Upon my inqniiiesabout 
the place whore Cardiiiiil W'olsey was buiicd, 
lie having died at Leicester Alihey, the 
most probable is that it was in the ehurch 
nrhicb stood part of it in is hat is now a little 
garden, and the ekst end ot it in ilie orchaid,

Ko atone or meinoiial inaiks spot wli«‘re 
the remains of tins once-pouei fnl prelate 
reft.

^ WOLBBT'S FAI.L AND DEATH. 

Thomas Wolscy, afterwards Caidinal Wol“* 
ppjf Is described by some w liters as “an 
lioaeitpoore mans sonne of Ip^^ich;” and 
this pOfW wan ’p son was generally supposed 
to have been a butcher, Shak^eare calls 
JIFoldey *'ibe butcher's cur;” and a painting 
of a dog gnawing the bladi*, or as it was 
properly oallod, the spai'fr-bone of a glioulder 
of mutton, was placed in a window at Ox- 
ford, for the purpose of annoying the futiiie 
Cardinal, who was at that tune a member of 
the niilwslty in that city, iihero he was 
then known as the “ boy bachelor,” frqm 
the clreumstant^ of his*havlqg been sent to 
Oxford at bo early an age that he became a 
* bachelor*’ when only fourteen years old. 
"^Flddei ln his “ Life of Wolsoy,” says : «The 
oricB of Wolsey having been a butcher may 


be fairly doubted.” Wc ^lievo the trntli is, 
tliat Wolsey was the sotflll a pnvato gentle- 
man of Ipswich, where he was born in the 
year 1471. Be this as it may, the talents of 
this extraordinary man soon set all the dis- 
advantages of his birth at defiance"; and bo 
proved this ti uth — tlif«t birth was by no 
means necessary to qualify a man for the 
highe«*t distinction and honour, even at that 
pel to J, in the woild. " 

The fall of the mighty Cardinal was 'partly 
owing to his uinhitioii, and lus gieat .ind para- 
iiioiiiit desire to be made Pope, as well as to the 
envy excited WV his enormous wealtli, and, 
pel haps, above all. to the hati ed of ii woman — 
Anua Bullun. Whatever faults the Caidiool 
inav have hal, it is impossible not to feel 
lot him 111 his reverse of fortune, especially 
as that loerski was broiiglit upon him by 
Ills conscieiitioni. refusal to sanction King 
lleni> Vlllth’s divorce from Ins royal con- 
hoit, Kdthciiiie of Arragon. In this respect 
he ce* tuiiily sliowed^inflexihlc virtue and con- 
siaiiey, and saciilid'd lus great fortune, his 
powei, and lus anihitien, to a faithful dib- 
cliiige ot what he eonsiderod to he his duty, 
thus pioving himself to havo been a man of 
iionoui and probity. It is certain, also, that 
dm mg the Cardinal's power, he kept hib 
loyal inastei from committing those enormi- 
ties w'lueh afterwards so much disgraced his 
charnotei as a man and a king. 

Amongst the earliest, and certainly far ex- 
ceeding most memoirs In interest and import* 
anc/Ojis *' TlicLileof Wolsey, by George Caven- 
dish, lus gentleiiiau usher.” Ii was long a 
question ivrote this remarkable book ; but 
the boiiht ^^i^rleared up by Mr. Hunter, who 
found tliiit it was written by the brother of 
Sir William Cavendish, a fuithftil follower of 
the great Lord C irdinal. There arc ten UBS. 
in exibteiice of this ancient work, but-dt Iwb 
been very carefully edited by Mr. Singer. A 
few extiacts of the most strikiUg passcgCA 
which relate to the great Card inaPsxiiri ffSSn 
power, iiiul death at Leicester Abbe^ will 
not be unintei cstiiig to the readers of ** Tracts 
foi the iVople.” 

*'The courtiers of Henry VUI. lisd pro- 
cured the Cai'diiial’a dismissal from Iioiidoii 
to the archbishopric of York, and Wolsoy 
comiBenced his journey to the north in the 
bfginuiiig of the Paaaion-wcek of the year 
^1531). He travelled on horseback with his 
attendant F, perf|>riniiig the ofBoes of the 
cliuich at Pi-torbnrough, atfd other places on 
tb^* road, luring his route be was sumptuously 
el .ertuiucdhy the nobles and gentry: and on 
his vray from Smmby to Cawood Castle, which 
IS about bcvcn miles from York, the Cardinal 
€onliimi.d many hundred children, and per- 
formed various acts of charity. After SYolsey 
had resided for some time at the friaee of 
Cawood, lie settled to be installed in the Cathe- 
dral Church, according to the cuatou of bis 
predecessors. Great preparations were made 
for the mstallation of the Cardinal* vtdiuh 
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never 4 <nJi piece. erreeted some day^ 

before that which was fixed for the ceremony. 
The narrator of Cavendish says : — “ Or ever I 
wade any further in this matter, 1 do intend 
to declare ifiito yen what chanced him before 
this hts last trouble afi Cinvood, u-' a sijrn or 
token given bv God what sU"uId follow of his 
end, or of trouble winch difl shortly' ensue, the 
sequel wlicreof wa? of no man then present 
either preuiediato or imagined. Therefore, top 
as inueii as it is a notable thing to be consi- 
dered, I will (God grilling) declare it as truly 
as it chanced, according to mv sifliple run|em- 
brance, atthe which kmvseh was pr- senl. My 
lord sitting at dinner upon Allballown da>, in 
CawQod Castle, baring at Ins boanPa end 
divers of liis most worthicKt chaplains, sitting 
at dinner to keep him company for la<’k of 
strangers, ye shall understand that my lord's 
great cross of silver accustomably stood in the 
corner, at the table's end, leani^ig against the 
tappet or hanging of the chamber. And when 
the table's end was taken up.Vnd a convenient 
time fur them to arise; in arising from the 
table, one Doctor Augustine, plnsicinn, being 
a Venetian bom, having a boisterous gown of 
black velvet upon bun, as he would have come 
out at the table's ejid, hi<i gown overthrew the 
cross that stood there in tlic corner, mid the 
crotis trailing dowm along the tappet, it chanced 
to fall upon Doctor Bonnor’s head, who stood 
among others by the tappet, making of curtsy 
to my lord, and with one of the points of the 
cross razed his head a little, that the blood ran 
down. The c(jsnj>any standing there weio 
greatly as^onied witli the chance. |Aily lord, 
sitting in his chair, looking npoiv tnem, per- 
ceiving the (haoce, demanded of me, being 
nc.xt biin, what ^le matter meant of their sud- 
den abashment. I shnwed li*in Irow the cross 
fell upon*Doctor Bonner's head. ‘ Hath it,' 
qu>th he, ‘dtawm any blood?’ ‘Yen, for- 
sooth, my lord?' quoth I, ‘as it secineth me.' 
With thaViie cast down Ins head, looking very 
soberly upon mo a good while without any 
word speaking; at the la t, quoth he (shaking 
of his head), ‘ A/a/um omen / and therewith 
said grace, and rose from the table, and went 
into his tffid-c^amber, there lamenting, making 
his prayers. Now mark the signification, how 
iry lord expounded this matter unto me aflifi*- 
ward at Pomfret Abbey. First, ye shall un- 
derstand, that the cross wdiich belonged to the 
dignity of York, he underst^iod^to be biiiiself ; 
and Augustine, that 'overthrew* the cross, he 
understood to be he that should ac%is« him, 
b^’ means whereof he shqtUd be overthrown. 

1 lie {aibng' upon Uaster Bonner's head, who 
was master of my lord's faeulties and spiritual 
juribd^ions, who was damnified by the over- 
throwing of the cross by the physician, and I 
the drawinj^of blood, betokened death, winch 
shoctl^ afitor came to pass; about the yery 
some ume of the d^uf this mischance. Master 
Wotabe took hia horse at the court gate, as 
nfgh as it could be judged. And thus my lord 
took it' for a very sdgn or token of that which

after ensued, if the circumstance bo equally 
considered and noted, all hough no man was 
there present at that time that had any know- 
ledge of Master WaUlu*** coining dow'U, or 
what should follow Wlicroforr, ns it wiw sup- 
posed, that. God showed him more sopret 
knowledge Ci lus latter days and end of his 
troiihlc than all nieu gupposed ; anIiicIi appeal^ 
right well by divers talk that he liiul with me 
at divers times of his last end.” 

The imiratne thus p^fji'ecds The time 
drawing n^Mi for lii.s stallation, mttmg at 
limner, iijion the Friday next before Monday 
on which he intcinlcd to bo stalled at Yor^ 
the I'arl of Nortliumbcrlind and Master 
Walshe,^Mtli a gr'iit conqiany of gentlemen, 
as w'oll as (hr carl's sei rants, camg into the 
hall fit Caw 00(1. The earl having retired ivitb 
WoIkcv mio ins bedcliiimbet, he laid Ins hand 
upon the Gardmal'.s arm, and said, in a trem- 
biitig and Inint voice, * I arrest thee 

of high treason.* 

“ On the following Sunday the Lord Cardinal 
propaicd limisclfTo tide when he should be 
commanded " Ills parting from his faithful 
domestics IS most ullcctiiigly dcscrilied. Hav- 
ing shiilnui each of them by tim hand, the 
cavalcade departcsl just as the night was 
drawing upon them 'I'iiat ho was kind to his 
poor neighbours cannot be doubted, for we are 
told that, when he was ready to set forward 
on Ins journey to London, the porter hod DO 
sooner opened t he gates of ins palace but thara 
were seen axsiimhlud iiefore it a multitude of 
people. 111 number about 3,000, crying out 
with a loud voice, ‘God save your grace I evil 
be to them that have takoii you from us!'*— 
and then t^ey ran after him through the town 
of Gawood, for lie W'as there well beloved both 
by rich and poor. They rode (hi, in tribula- 
tion, till they airiviul at Pomfret Castle, where 
they that night lodgeifc The next (Uy they 
removed with my lord tuwMrds Doncaster, 
desiring that he might come thither by night, 
bccaii-e the people followed him weeping and 
lament mg, and so they did nevertlielcHs al- 
though became in by torehliglit, crying, ‘(iod 
•^ave vour grace, niy good lord Cardinal.' . . 

And tlic next day we removed to Sheffield 
Park, where the Karl of Shrewsbury lay with'n 
the lodge, and all the way thitherward the 
people cried and lamented, as they did in all 
pfuces as w'c rode before, f . . And my lord being 
there, continued tlmre eighteen '^days alter. 
Here the Cirdinal Veil ill; and it is evv- 
dent, J'rom the cautions observeiJ, that thoM, 
about him suspected that ho intended to poismi 
liiinself 111 as he was, the Farl of Shrevi* 
bury put the fallen man under the charge of 
tsir Willum Kingston, the lieutenant of tho 
Tow when tho king haikHenl for the Cardiiia)|| 
with twenty- four ^f his guard ; snd withtld^ 
escort he departed on his last journey. And 
rthe next duv he took his journey with Jiftiter 
K ngston and the guard. And aa soon oa t)h ty 
e-pied their old master in eueb a I gt n fffit fthw 
estate, they lamented him with woepipg eytt. 
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Whom Illy lord took by tlio liand-^, and divers 
times, by the way, as *110 roile, he would talk 
with them, sometime with one, and soine- 
timo with another; at iiit(ht he was 
0 bouse o^' the J'^arl ol Shicwshury’s tailed 
llardwicKu Hall, in N o' lintiliam‘'lnrp, very evil 
at ease. The next day he rode tu^Nottingham, 
and tlicrc lodged liial nig'it, more sivkcr, and 
the next ilay ite rode to Leicistei Abl)ey;aiid 
by the way lu* wuxod so sitk that lie was 
divers times hkelv lo ]ia\c lalleii from his 
mole; mid bciii:; night before we tame to the 
abbey of Leu e'ltei , wheie at his coming in at 
the gates the ahbut ol the {dace with all lii<) 
consent met him with the light of many 
torches; whom i1k\ right hoimurublyreceived 
with greuP.'cverence. To wliom my loidsuid. 
Father Abbot, I am come hither to leave in\ 
bones among v ou ;* wdioiii tlie^ brou^^ht on his 
mule to the stairs, foot of hi^ < h.nnhiM, and 
theie alighted', and Master KnigHton then 
took lam hy the arm, and led him up (li(‘ 
stairs; who told me at ler win;! ^ tliat lieinver 
carried so heav} a burden m all liis life And 
us soon as ho was in his iiiamh<‘i, he went in- 
continent to las bed, veiv snk 'iias was 
upon Saturday at night, and tlicie he con- 
tinuc<l Mcker ami 'lekei. 

“Upon Monday in the mo* mng, as I stood 
by las bcdsule, about eight ol the UckIv, the 
windowS*bcaig eloae shut, having wax lights 
burning upon the cuphouni, 1 beiield lam, as 
me seemed, drawing tust to his < ml. He {ler- 
ceiving my almdow upon the wall bv liis bed- 
aide, asked who was Iheie ' I am heie’ ^ 
qUoth I. ‘How' do joii?’ ([noth lie to me. i 
‘Very well, sir,’ quoth 1, ‘ifl might ste \our | 
grace WuoU.’ ‘ Whul is it ol the clcili,''’ said he 
toma^ ‘Forsooth, sir,’s.iid I, ‘it h p.ist eight 
of the clock m the morning' * 1 iglil of the | 
clock?’ quoth he; Mlmt cannot be,’ rehears- j 
‘ing divei.s timcH, ‘eight of the clock, eight of j 
the clock:' ’Nay, nay,’ quoth he at last, ‘it 
cannot be eight of the clock , lor by eight ol , 
.'thu clock ye sliall lose voiir mahtcr, lor mv' | 
'time draweth near that 1 must deiiai t out of ' 
, tibis world.' i 

“Howbeit im b-rd waxed very -sick, and 
9 oftea swooned, and, as me thoughi, diew laNt 
toward las end, until it was foui of tlie-ihn’k ^ 
in tbe inonung, at which lane 1 n’^kid him ' 
, how he did : * SVcll,' q^iioth he, ‘ if I had aiij' j 
meat | I pray you give me some.’ ‘ Sir, lliere 
is none ready,'' said I. * Itfvis,' quoth he, ‘ ve 
!)• tbe more to blame, for } ou sliould hav o al- 
ways some meat for me in a readfnes.s, %o cat 
when my stomach serveth m«; therefore 1 
prav you get me i|omp ; lor 1 intend this day, 
Goi willing, to make me ‘«trong, to the intent, 
I may occupy inv'i'df in confession, and piake 
me ready to/bHl.*” •The dying man ate a 
spoonibl or two. “ Tlicn wds ho in confession 
the SMce of an hour. And when he had ended 
his S^fession, Master Kingston bade him 
good- morrow (Ibr it was seven of the clock in 
the rooming), and asked him how he did. 
*8ki* quoth ho^ * I tarry hut the will and plea- 


sure of God, to render onto him my sisiple 
soul into his divrine hands.’ ‘ Not yet so^ sir,* 
nuotli Master Kingston ; ‘ w'ith the grace of 
God ye shall lire, and do very well, if ye will 
be of good cheer.' ‘ Master Kingston, my dis- 
ease IS such that I cilhnot live ; I have had 
some experience in ,niy disease, and thus it is: 

1 have a (lax, with a continual fever; the na- 
ture whereof is this, that if there be no altcra- 
fioii with me of the same within eight daj's^ 
then must either ensue excoriation of the en- 
trails, or frci^zr, or else present death; and 
the 1; est thereof is death. And as 1 suppose, 
this IS the eighth day ; arftl if ye see in me no 
alteration, then is there no remedy (although 
I'lnav live a day or twain) but death, which 
H the bc-t icnicdy of the three.' ‘ Nay, sir, in 
good hath,’ q'lolli Master Kingston, ‘you be 
in such dolor and pensivencss, douliting that 
tiling tliat iiuleod yc need not to fear, vv bich 
m.iketh vou miii h w'orsc than ye should be.* 

‘ Well, vVell, Mas^^r Kingston,* quoth he, ‘ I 
.see the matter against me liow it is framed ; 
hut it I had served God as diligently as 1 have 
done tlo‘ king, he would not liave given me 
over III my grev hairs. Ilowbeit thw is the 
lii*>t lewaid that I must reenve tor my vvoildly 
diligence and (la.ns that 1 hav'e had to do him 
service; oiilv to satisfy his vain pleasure, not 
regarding mv godlv duty. Wheicforc I pray 
>ou, with all mv licait, to have me most 
humbly eommended unto his roval majesty; 
beseeching him m mv behalf to call to his most 
grauous lemcmliraiKC all matters proceeding 
between Imn and me, from tbe begmumg of the 
w^'ild unVthis dav, and the progress of the 
same, and ino>t chielly in the weighty inattiT 
vet depending (meaning the reattor newly 
beg.*iri hetuien Inin aqd Hie good queen 
Kaiherino), then shall his consLieiico declare 
whether I li.ive oftended him of nd. He is 
sure a prince of loyal courag^, and hath a 
pi nicely heart; and’rathei Ilian lie^'iU either 
muss or want any part i»f his will or appetite, 
he vv ill put the loss of one-half of his realm in 
danger. 1* or I assui e v ou I have often kneeled 
befoic him in hn |)riv'y chamlicr on my knees, 
the space of an hour or two, to persuade him* 
trom ln> will and appetite: but! could never 
brviir to {>ass to dissuade him therefram. 
Therefore, M.s<er Kingston, if it chance here 
after y ou to be one ot Ins privy council, as far 
v’our wisdom and other qualities ye are meet 
to be, I w'arii you to 1^ well-advised and 
assured wliat matter ye put in his head, for ye 
shall nevfr put it out again.* ** 

Tbe narrative tb^< goes on to exhibit a 
long speech of the Cardinal’s against “ this 
new {vemicious sect of Lutherans.** At last 
Wolseysaid: “’Blaster Kingston, farewell ; I 
can no more, but wislf all things to have good 
suece&s. My time draweth ou ftat I may 
not tarry with yon. And forget not, I nray 
you, what I have said and ebar^ yon wHW 
for when I am dead, ya shaU pecadventnre 
remember q^y words much better.’ And even 
with these words he began to draw his speech 
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At length, And hi9 tongue to fkil; hu eyes 
being set in his head, whose sight fldled him.

No. 3.— Second Book. 

Soon aftec the acceseion of Louis the Six- 
teenth to the throne of France, Boomer, the 
court jeweller, offered to his sovereign for sale 
a diamond necklace, valued at seventy thousand 
pounds sterling.

Th# Earis of Bridgewater 
hod a bouse in Barbican, with on extensive 
garden, rontifintsays “Brfdgenater llou«c 
was burnt down in 1G75, and JiOrd Bracklcy, 
eldest son of tbo then carl, and a younger bro- 
ther, with their tutor, unfortunately perished 
in the flames.” The fainii} name is partly 
l^servcd in Bracklcy Street, running lioui 
Mdgewatei Gardens to Gulden Lane. 

BuCKLKKsniritY was so called from a manor 
and tenement belonging to a person called 
Buckle, who lived there. This was a manor, 
and supposed by Stowe to liavc been a large 
atone building, a part ot ubich remaining m 
his time, on the south side of the street, was 
called Old Barge, Irom ii sign hanging near 
the gate; for when Wallbrouk was ypen, it is 
supposed that barges were towed up here. On 
i|i6 north side of the street, opposite to Buck- 
^^liMbury. stood a strong stone tower called 
Toure.” Edward the Third, in the 
eighteenth year of Ins reign, made this place 
his money-exchange, &c. 

Aluekmanuuiix, IS said to have been the 
place where the first bury or hall tor the mect- 
lan of the aldermen w'as bituated. 

' Token House Yard is named from an old 
' BOnse which was an office for the delivery of 
tiadesmen’s farthings of token. 

Keou Cross SiitEETwasso called -IVom a 
^ovoss which stood near the cml towards Gulden 
*^113810." IffmiliTtllVerElR^iitred Abbut of Bam-* 
aaj had his toun-huuse. It was afterwards 
oafled Bnirie House, from fts having been in 
afteF-timea tha residence of Sir DrowXlruriy. 

Qhocbu’s AiX£Y was formerly culled Coney 
Hope Lane, from a rabbit-market. At the 
> corner of tliis lone was the cliapci St. Mary 
Coney Hope. In the Poultry near this 
Stood Scalding ^ley, fi^erly a large houA in

USEFUL RECIPES. 

To MARK TbA€ino-Papkii.— Take two 
ounces of the true Canada balsam, and dissolve 
them in abuilt tour ounces of spirits of turpeu- 
tvne, in a boson or su^-hke rossel; take a 
quire of the best silver (not tissue) pajicr; 
spread it out smooth, and ^itU a clean brush 
(what painters call^ ^round^tool) {mxs over 
every part of the upper sheet of paner with the, 
varnish, and, with the same brush, (made as dry 
os it (.an be scrapi^d against the sides of the 
basin,) lub every part of the varinshVell into the 
paper; then turn the sheet over, and with*the 
dry brush rub over the other side also. Enough 
of the varnish will hove pierced through from 
the upper side to wet the under side also, and, 
indeed, the second and third sheets, v/liich is 
the reason why 1 spread out the whole quire of 
paper at once ; by that means a great put t of 
the varnish will bo savecL When the upper 
sheet is done on both sidex, halig it on a pack- 
thread line to dry (which 'Sv ill be in about 
twelve hours); proceed with the others lu the 
same maiincr. — Ji. Elleh. 

To TAKK OUT GhEANK I-llOM lllE LhVVtS 
OF Books — After having warmed the papei 
stained with grease, w'ux, oil, or any fat body 
whatever, take as much of it out as possible bj^ 
means of blotting-paper. Then dip n binall 
brush in the essential oil of well n*ctiliedsiiirjt<iot i 
turrontine, healed almost to ebullition, (fur w hen j 
cold, it acts but weakly,) and draw it gnith 
over both sides of the paper, which mu^t be 
kept warm. This uperati(»ii must be repeated 
as many tunes as the quantity of the fut body 
imbibed by the paper, oi the thickness effthe 
paper, may/ender necessary. When the greasy 
substance is entirely removed, recourse may be 
bod to the following method to restore the 
paper is its former whiteness, which h not 
completely festered hv the first psocess * — Dip 
another brush in highly rectified spirits of wine, 
and dfhw it in4ike manner over the place 
which was stained, and particularly round the 
edges, to removf the border, that would still 
present a staidi!' JAf employing these means 
with proper caution, the spot will totally dis- 
appear, thejpaper will assume its original white- 
neas, and, if the process has been employed on 
a part written on with common ink, or punted 
with printer’s ink, it w'ill experience no altera- 
tion. .

THE TUILKUTI'S. 

TiiIH edifice derives its name from if« being 
erected on ii piece oC ground .ippropnated to 
the manufacture of tiles. It was founded by 
Catharine de Medms, when ('harles LV de- 
stroyed her former re'^uleiK e, the l*.il.u*e Tour- 
nelles. The land nml lU'ighhniinng houHe<; 
ware purchased by her at a very considerable 
expense, and tho building rapidly priwccdefi, 
. when, su|)erAtitiously addicted to the stiuh of 
/, astrology, she formed the ridiculous idea that 
tho name of St (iermain would be fatal to lier, 
and tho completion of the kiimptnoiis fabric was 
Buddonly relinquished, because llio grtuiml on 
which it stood was in the parish of Saint Cer- 
main l’Au.xcrroia. She built the g^eat pa\ ilioii. 
which formed the centre of the palace, together 
with somo adjoining suites of rooms. It was 
at^erwaids much ciil.irged by Henri* IV., who, 
in 1660, liegan the noble galleiq' which con- 
r Bccted the Tiiileiiea with the Louvre This 
r 'Improvement being completed, the front of the 
\ palace oonaisted of five pavilions comprising 
that in the centre, with four ranges of build- 
mita counerting them together, and forming 
tme grand facade. Every order of nreliitccture 
,V Waa rendered aab9er\icnt to the embellishment

In 1664 Louis XIV. completed the omheL

ladders one a rope-ladder nc.ir Iftd feet long, 
with rounds of wood covered w'lth flannel to 
pre\eiit any rittliug noise against tlie walls: 
the other a wooden ladder aliout thirty feet 
long, consisting of a centre piece, in joints, to 
be tiistciied hv tenons and morticeSf and 
through wliK'W^ passed womlen to hold

before the nobility, and are no indication of the 
taste of the public, indeed, hnd they « been 
performed in jpablic places of anrasement, they 
would ha^'e railed to please; for to have un- 
derstood them, it would have required a 
ffraator degree of learning thai. the publio of 
tliose days pogsessede Even to those c over- 
aant with the clessieideubiecte they represent, 
they seem (at presont) diul and pmntic ; yet 
ther^ileasittg end etrHringceDtnat between the ' 
ouu^ ittd ana^nuwm the tnixtuM of tim 


graceful snil elegant with the grotesque, tlie 
introduction of birautiftil dances and charm-

l.K>okiug at these, masques now, at the end 
of two hundred years, wc cannot but feel 
ostomshci^ that many of them should c\er 
h.ive boeif toleratcrl, for, they abound iu coarse 
and vulgar (not to say obscene) jests. But 
when wc know that they were most of them 
performiyl at court, or in the maiwons of the 
noble, wc cannot but feel th.it morality was at 
a**ow ebb To Bon Jonsoii must be awarded 
the meed of refining tins part of the drama; 
for beside the sh’ bits at court fashions and 
foppery, tlicre are in his masipies frequent re- 
ferences to the boaiitiful m iiatiiro and^tn art, 
as well ss r 'lined and duheato faiicia-, together 
with leal nod allusions that take us bacK into 
the dim temple of nntimiity, from whence be 
drew his inspiration. Jonson was too refined 
to be low and ^Igiir , atuL as he undoubte^lly 
stands the highest amongst the writers of 
masques, and all the nntiqii.'itod peculiarities 
ot thoae pieces arc to he fouivd in the thirty- 
.six lie wrote, I shall briefly give a Bpooimeu 
of his plots, iiiachiMory, and poetry. 

The iMibt of the ma'*qiios of Ben Jonaon is 
! “The Vi&ioii of Deljglit,” which was repre- 
sented at Court, Chiistmaa, 1017. It opens 
with a scone “ of a street in perspective of fair 
buildings discovered,” down which Delight is 
scon to come, accompanied with Grace, Love, 
Harmon}*, Bevel, Sport, and Laughter, fol- 
lowed by Wonder. 

^ Delight .uldresses his train, and introdacos 
the auti-m.iM;ue, consisting of a she-mionster 
delivered of six liurratmes, that dance with six 
pantalooQs ; after which Night is iotroduced, 
as rising slowly, and taking her chariot be- 
spangled with Star, and attended by the Moon ; 
she hovers over the place, aotfl singe the fob

IMPOSTURE. 

No. V.— Book II. 

Thr simulation of diseases and disabi- 
lities has alirays proved a fertile sabjMt 
for the moralisi and the medical jurist. Re- 
markable inKsnuityt and a ve^.considerable 
knowledf^ of the powers and effects of medi- 
cinal agents, have been shown by those who, 
it priorit would not be suspected of such infor- 
mation ; and the pertinacity shown by the im- 
postors has boon oft'>n wonderful. Various 
motivee lead to the iiractice of fffgning dis- 
eases; among others vre may mention the 
following 

A rtUcue from ohlujation. This is frequently 
*^A-/S}pe in the urmv and navy, wberf the men 
will pft«imd to be ill to escape duty or to gain 
their discharge. In this form it has been termed 
Malingtnng. Beggars also frequently feign 
Illness when they are offered work, preferring 
the easy .task of soliciting chanty to the labour 
occupation. 

Tkt hope of gain This mytivo comes into 
operation where the object i.s to obtain relief 
from the parish, to impose upon the benevo- 
lance of private persons, to procure the allow- 
sinoes of benefit societicis clubs, Ac., to get ad- 
mitted into an lioapital, or to obtain compensa- 
tion for some pretended injury. 

To procure releate from confinement, or an 
fxemptton from pumshment. This motive is a 
source of deceit with boys and girls at school, 
persons committed to prison, Ac. 

In the 3 'esr 1804. the great increase of oph- 
thalmia in the 50th regiment, and the reported 
<letection of frauds in oUicr rogiinonts, led to a 
auspieion in the mind of the surgeon of that 
corps ; an investigation ensued, w}\(*n it was 
idiscovered that a regular correspondence was 
carried on between the mon under medical 
treatment and their friends. Those siiffenug 
from ophthalmia within the walh of the hos- 
pital requested that those without would for- 
ward to them corrosive sublimste, lime, and 
4Utte-8tone; and by tlie application of these 
Bcrid substance** to their cj-es, they hoped to 
jg 9 t them into such a state ol disease as would 
•enable them to procure their discharge, with a 
jmirion. Proofs of guilt liavinr been csta- 
dUiIi^ the dcluiquents were tried b}' a court- 
martial, conAncteu, and punished. We have 
been informed that bonietinies snuff, pepper, 
tobaotMW salt, and alum, have been used to pro- ^ 
dnce^Ptiihtlialmia When feigned, this disease 
bos himost always been conf ned to one eye. 

raralvais of one arm has often been siniu- 
lated, with perseverance and consistency, for 
months. In one particular case, the soldier 
pretended that he had fallen asleep in the open 
air, and awoke with his arm bcwimbeil and 
powerless. The ^pos^ion being siispecto^; a 
courUmariial was held on huu, and he was 
even tl^ up to tlie halberts «U> be punished; 
bat th%comtnandLng officer thought the evi- 
f deuce not sufivcipotljr convincing. Having, 


howew, iabieqiieDtly undargone very ses’ere 
treatment, and there ^boing no prospect of a 
pension, he at last geVe in. A trooper in the 
12th pretended that.he had lost the use pf his 
right arm, and Mter resisting, for a veo' long 
period, severe hospital discipline^ he procured 
his di^srge. When was leaving the re- 
giment, and fairly on the top of the coach, at 
starting he waved his paralytic arm in tri- 
umph, and cneered at theauccess of hia plan.. 
Another soldier, who pretended that he had 
lost the use of his lower extremitieci, was re- 
ported unti^ for service, and was discharged. 
When his aischarge \va.s obtained, he caused 
himself, on a (ield-day, to be taken in a cart to 
the riiicnix Bark, and, in front of tlie rogi- 
meut, drawn up in a hne, he had the cart 
dfiven under a tree ; he then leaped out of tlu^ 
cart, fqmngmg up three tunes, insulted % the 
regiment, .sud scampered off at full speed. Aii- 
otlier man, in an ho*-pital, pretending to be 
affiicted w ith a hopeless complaint, which was 
a subject of offeir..e to the whole ward, being 
detected, it was deicrmiiied to apply the actnal 
cautery. (Jn the tirst application "of the red- 
hot sjiatulo, he, who for eleven months had 
lost the use of his lowci limbs, gave the man 
who held his leg so violent a kick, that he 
threw him down, and instantlj*’ exclaimed that 
he was shamming, and would do his duty if 
released. To the amusement of all around, he 
walked to his bed. When the burned parts 
were healed, he quietly returned to his duty. 

A soldier, named "iloUidge, pretending to 
be deaf and dumb after *an attack of fever,* 
never for one moment forgot his assumed cha- 
racter, till his purpose was attained. Being 
useful as a tailor, he.wa.s kept for five or six 
3 'ekrs i-ubsoriuenL to this feigned calamityr 
and can icd on all communication by writing. 
On one occasion, whilst pi^actising firing with 
blank cartridge, an awkward recruit shot Hol- 
hdge lu the car, w'ho expressed pain and con- 
sternation by a variety of conflations, but* 
never spoke. Not having lieen heard tf* arti- 
culate for five years, he w as at last discharged; 
he then recovered the use of speech, and a va- 
cancy oc( urnng shortly after, he offered him- 
self to fill the situation, namelj”, as master- 
tailor to tlie regiment. 

Those who affect deafness are frequently de- 
tected by unexpectedly or sliarply calling out 
the names of the individuals, by calling thoni 
bj’ name when asleep, by letting a piece of 
monejr full close to them, or by opening a con- 
versation with them in a yeiy high tone of 
voice, but gradually sinking it to its osual com- 
pass ; whei^throwu off their guaid, the impos- 
tors will roply to such tfuestions as ace put to 
them. A recruit, unwilling to thq Fasl 
I ndies, feigned deafness ; 1^ was admitted into 
the hospital, and put on spoon-diet ; for- ainiy . 
daj's no notice was token of Rim; on theteuUi 
the phjrsician, liavmg made signs of inquiry to 
him, asked the hospital sergeant what diet he 
^as on? The sergeant answered, **Spooii'- 
dicC* The physician, ^ef^ting to be ao^ 
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Rtld, ^Areyoa not idumed of ymvBdf, tobm 
kept thif msn fo long on ipoon-mait? Tho 
poor ibllow 1» nearly aurred ; let him have a 
beef-steak and a pint of porter.” Hnrphy 
coukl contain himself no lon^r; he completely 
forgot his assigned defect, and, with a faco iUll 
of gratitude, cried, ** Godoblem your honour! 
you are the best gentleman I have seen for 
many a day !” • i 

» of blood is rather a favonrllte disease 
srs a'ho seek their discharge from 
the Bcrriee through imposture. It is simulated 
by placing a sponge in the mouth fifed with 
buliock's blood, by rutting the mouth and 
gums, or by sucking blood from other parts hf 
the b^y. 

Vomiting has been effected by pressing on 
the pit of the stomach, by swallowing air, by 
strongs and sudden notion of tho al)dominaI 
muscles, by tickling the fauces, and by the use 
of emetics. 

During tho insurrection in the Kandian 
country, m 1^18, a private beldhging to the 
10th ri^ment was sentry at a post, and was 
occasionally fired at by the cnemv from the 
neighbouring jungle. Availing himself of 
what appeared' a fav'onrablc opportunity for 
getting invalided and sent home, he placed the 
muzzle of his musket close to the inside of his 
left leg, and discharging the piece, he blew 
away nearly the whole of his calf. He asserted 
to tnose who came to his assistance, that the 
wound had proceeded from a shot of tho 
enemy's from the jungle; but the traces of 
gunpowder found in tne leg told a different 
tale,a8 well ashis musket, which was disco- 
vered to have been receiitl> di8( barged. 

Wounds, when self- infl I’eted, - imII always bu 
in positions where persons can get at the spot 
where they eitist, w'lth their own hands. Ac- 
complices are, hhwcuer, sometimes engaged. 
A sergeant in the G2nd roginicnt purchasi^ a 
pistol, and hired a person to shoot him through 
th*e arm ; hoplkg, by tbdl means, to make it 
appear Ahat he had been fired at by one dis- 
afimsted to the military, and that he should be 
discharged with a large pension. In this, 
however, he was disappointed. 

Swellings of the Joints so as to resemble 
white swdlin^, have been produced by the 
application or various aend plants, as the ra- 
nuncalus acris and Bceleratu<i, to the port. 
Cancer has been imitated by a cow's spleen, 
and by a sponge moistened with milk fixed 
under the arm-pit.

After enduring an immensity of suffering, he 
was ultimately discharged as unfit for further

The spasmodic diseases to which the svstom 
is subject have been imitated with great sne- 
cess, and none more so than epilepsy. It hai 
for its peculiar recommendation, that the per< 
Bon who is subjpet to it may bo well at inte^ 
vals, and assume the attacks when it best suit! 
him. It is stated that the best criterion ol 
imposition is the want of the total msensibilitji 
which characterises the true fits. In the 
feigned disease the application of stimulantc 
seldom fails tos elicit indications of sensibility 
Hartshorn or liuming sulphur being intro- 
duced under the nose, and alcohol and turpen- 
tine being drop|)cd into tho eye, have success- 
fully discovfred the cheat. l)r Guy says 
he has made discoveries of impbsitroireo 
epilepsy by means of “ flecking” tue feet wild 
a vret towel.

THE ACTRESS WHO •KNEW flER 
CATEOUISM.

^BJSXE lived in Paris in 1721, in the Rue 
dot Bonrdonnais, a young girl of alzteen, 
wboao mother mistress of a small shop 
of mercery and ladies* embroidery. The 
yonng Pellegrin, for so was sho called, de- 
tested moatcordially her mother'soccopation : 
■he waa roroantioally inclined, and desired to 
make her appearance as a queen or grand 
dame on tbe stage. She was of good height, 
nod posaeaaed fine eyes and regular features, 
hntoould not be justly called handsome. At 
Uot tbe 'passion for the stage became ^ 
ntrang , that one day she harried off to the 
Th^tre Fran^ai^ and asked permission to bo 
nllow^ to recite befifre the committee. Now 
it bf^peded that at this period there was 
nqvbared amongst the actors of this theatre 
a performer named Legrand, who by a 
■ earbnllwiiicidence was born on tbe day on 
whioh lloliere died, the 17 th Febrnary, 1673. 
This aotor waa the author of several pieces 
whleh bad been well received at the time, 
thottgb they are now forgotten. The Aveugl$ 
waa one of bia pieces, as was 
4pnti de ChmiUot, the famous parody of La 
Ign^a'a ibci dt Ceutro. He was a mao of 
amall stature and of great nglineas, but ready 
nt, repartee, and famous for the success of 
hla fddrassaa to tbe audience. • One evening

In faot» tbo post of oireumston^.iiwiB 
and madgtbe moat of tbo passing cveals af 
the day. Thai, when the. famous robbtP 
CsTtottcbo was nrrestod^ and whilst bla trial 
was impouding, bo prodnead a pieooof wblob 
CartouMS waa the hero, thM bad an in- 
mens# run. Lagrand had, from hla readi- 
ness and qaicknesa, aoquired oonsiderablo 
inflnenco amount bis comrades, and was 
often entrusted with tbe task of deciding on. 
the preftenaions of candidates for the theatri- 
cal profession. He often, too, ooenplod his 
leisure in huntfog out fomale talent for the 
stage, though no one would guess where ho 
chiefly applied himself for tbe purpose. At 
tliit time the Conservatoire waa not In ex- 
istence. Where then did Legrand trv So 
find ont good actresses for the Theatre Fran- 
Qais ? Why, to no other place did ho repair 
than to the Church of 9t. Snlplce; and 
there, undor the very nose of the enre,* bo 
chose ont the future queen sand sonbrottoi, 
of the Btqge. Alas! It was always the 
chosen lanibs of the flock that be seleotod, or 
those whose voice was sweetest, wboao nmn- 
nors were most noble, whose features wore 
most expressive; those, infect, who woro ditr 
tingnishod by tiielr intoUlgenoc, and Ac' su- 
perior manner in which they gave tbe art- 
swers la the eatecbiim. Legrand used to 
wait until the priest had departed ; be then 
addressed those who had pleased him, and 
roost frcqnently persuaded them, ugly as he 
was, to think favourably of the stage as a 
mode of living. One thing ia certain, that 
several actrosses were known to have owed 
their fortunes and their triumphs to tbrir 
admirable mode of repeating tbeir cato- 
efiism. 

It was to this man Aat Mdlle. Pellegrin , 
was referre<bwben sbe made her appHcatiflli 
at tfie theatre.

Marco Poi4>, the colebratei^ Venetian 
trornller, exposes an imposture that was 
Used In his days, namely, that of exbibit- 
^ffed nionkeyb for the bodies of won- 
^ small mbn. Speaking of Sumatra, 
ays,* — *' There are found in this district 
ikeys of various sorts, and vultures as 
Waek as erows, which are of a largo size, 
and pnrsne the quarry in a good stylo. It 
ahMld be knosfn that what is reported re- 
opootlng the dried bodies of diminutive 
liShaan creatures, or pigmied; brought from 
India, is an idle tale, such pretended men 
Ifelag maanfaetured in this island In the 
Miowlng manner. The eonntry produces a 
species of monkey of a tblorable size, and 
having a countenance resembling that of a 
man. Those persons who make it their 
business to cacdh thcMi, shave off the hair 
and taih'deavin^ the hair only about the 
shin and those other parts where it grows 
on the body of a man. They then dry and 
preserve them with camphor and ether 
dmga, and having prepared them in such a 
mode that they have exactly the appearance 
of^littlo men, they put them into, wooden 
bones, and sell them to trading people, who 
eoery them to all parts of the world. But 
tUhriis merely an impopition, the practice 
Mug such as we have detoribod ; and neither 
in India, nor io any other country, however 
wltd and little known, have pigmies been 
ktand of a form so diminutiro as these 
km exhttut.”

Tiif fatal end of FerrantePallavIcino is taken' 
from a MB in one of the most celebrated libra- 
ricB in Pans It runs thus : Carla di BreschCf , 
known in Italy by the name of Carlo di Mortif 
w’AB the .son of a bookseller in Paris, named, 
V irtro fli Hresche. He travelled in the eenrice 
of a nobleman through Italy; but his master 
dying on the road. Carlo went from Venice tp 
Rome, where he was recommended to thcBir- 
benni family, as a man capable of undertekinjg 
any bold enterprise. No sooner was hit chS- 
ratter known, than he was entrusted by then\ 
w itli the destruction of Ferrante PaHarieliKv 
against whom the Bnrlienni were highly exas- 
perated, on account of ins two productions, the 
** Baccinata,” and the *'Divortio Celesta.*' 
The price of this treacherous exploit was set- 
tled ut three thousand doubloons. Carlo on, 
tins repaired to Venice, the asylum ofFemuft^ 
where he contrived to insinuate himself ge 
far into his friendship^ that, finding him die- 
posoil to seek a refuge in France from enaM^ 
which were laid for his life in Italy, he oflbM 
himself as his fellow-traveller, and wu ac- 
cepted. They journeyed toother as nir ^ 
Orange, a town within ten miles of AvigjWt' 
when Carlo, ecndlng an account to the vioe- 
l.«gate at that place, that the prey was in bto,^ 
bands, a party waa sent to seize tbem betiu^ 
and they were rondneted to Avignon, abd CM *’ 
into prison^ Carlo, however, who bid 
been confined for form's ei^e. Was let 
whereas Ferrante was' ibtaineiL broiurht isttjt 
trill, and executed.

jna Oharta*was extorted from King 
(oflt of the most onprinciplod and 
proilgatoohavaotorsin the line of our kings) 
ly the olorgy and the barons. It contained, 
at waa to be expected, Tarious prorisions 
kli^hly toroanable to the lnteros|s of both 
thoie dhtMa; but tho more important and 
more iatareiting parta are thoM that esfsr 
to the body of tha people. ItshoaHhow* 
Wor, be borae In mind, that at the iBu of 
imting the Charter, the great BUi|osity of 
HhiiihMltauts of England wereatUi hi what 
Bfaa oallod a state of rlUalnage — that is to 
were the bondamsa and property of tho 
' 1 piwprletors upon whose cstatea they 
The first great cause which operated 
Iging about the oxtuictiou of rlllalnago 
f tho litoof towns. It was a pririlege 
g graated to burghs in England, that 
rdlata taking refugo in one of them, and 
Idlag there for a year and a day, became 
ftoe. These free burghs or towns 
lUeordtngly were, at the time when the 
jjfalpia daarta was grafted, tha only places 
la iho kingdom prliero any considofuble 
of the ooromunity was to be found 
mot la a atate of bondsfe. To the cUutoB of 
tlia Charter, therefore, which etefer to the 
ttorae, wo vetoriimipally to look for the 
dejpwe in 'whlen it eetobUsbed or exfbnded 
popular freedom, None af the parties oon- 
sOeinipd la the traatoetba» certainly, enter- 
JfjbM any Idea of a gooM enianclpatlon of 
Hmwfflhiitg.* Those eoihpoBliog this part of 
fp^epalatioairere unlvemUg ooasiderod 


as mare gefls or chattels, and ea sodh pot 
comprehended in the community at all. By 
one of the articles, indeed, of this very charter 
of the common liborties,‘‘tbe tabourerihy 
whom the land was caltivatod*^e eltoSfld 
along with the cattm and Instmifeats of 
hnsbaudry. It is undeniable, thtreftire, tiiat 
Magna Charta neither abolished slavery In 
England, nor contalneih any pruTtsion teilfi* 
ing iii*tb^ direction , and it may therefere, 
m one sense, be asserted to have left tbo 
great body of tlie people in the saii|||toa- 
dition in which it found them. 

It may be ohscned,that Sir Edward (^oka 
considered the clause we have cxtracteii to 
voter to all ordors of the population equally, 
including o\en the villains, who, ho argued, 
although bondsmou In relation to their mas- 
ters, were free m so far as all others were 
conccined; but the principle involved intbo 
concession was of more Importance, evontu- 
ully at least, ih^n tho extent to whk^ it 
became immediately operative. The princt* 
pie was, that tho subji^ct bad his figbta as 
well ae the sovereign, and that those ef tho 
one were as sacred as those of the otbec. 
There eould be no absolute despotism s» 
long aa this principle was malntoftted. Ttam 
in too fovernmeut and ia too eenatllaliau 
there might be ctUl ; bul^ at leasts tot am^ 
limited power of toe akeuanch wat Biftofr 
down and: destroyed tor ever.

the uccult pimciple of native fooulUcs had 
ginned his cause! Principles may some* 
tmies be contained in stones. 

Many of our si)rcu\itive opinions cense tc 
engage attention, not because we arc agreed 
about their truth i^r fallacy, but because we oie 
tired of the cuns-ovcisy They sink into neg- 
lect, and in a future age their futility or ab-

RBS(A&KA.BIiE CASES OF FRAUD 
. * AND IMPOSTURE. 

' No^ XVtt.-1-SKeoiitt Book. 

Onr t>f the motfl' Implona^lmpostarei on 
ropord wta eaactod^^t Bend, in tho year 
li09. Tb« infefdal Itratngem in quesUon 
wail tbe odnseiinendd of a malsblp between 
the F rancifrnani And DomkiieaDa, and more 
especially ^of their ^ontrerersy concerning 
the immaeulato conception of tho Virgin*] 
Mary. T|ie former maintained that she 
was born Without the blemish of original 
sin ; the latter assorted the contrary. The 
doctrine of the Franciscans, in an agf of 
darkneiig and superstition, conld not but bo 
popnlai-; and hence tho Dominicans 1o^ 
ground from day to day. To support the 
credit of thoir order, tliey resoUed, at a 
chapter held at ViinpHrn in the year 1304, 
to bare reconrso to lictitioas visions and 
dreams, in w Inch the people at that time had 
an easy faith ; and they de^miiied to make 
Berne the seeno of their operations. A 
por<ioii named Jotzer, who was extremely 
simple, and much inclined to austciitics, | 
and who had taken their habit as a lay* ‘ 
brother, was ehosoii as tho instrnment of 
the i'npostnres they were contriving. One 
of the four Dominicana who bad undertaken 
the management of this plot conveyed 
himself secretly into Jetzer's cell, and abont 
xnlduight appeared to Inm in a Iiornd figure, 
surrounded with howling dogs, and seemed 
to blow fire fiom his nostrils, by the moans 
of a box of combustibles which he hold 
near his raoutli. In this frightful form be 
approaehed Jutzer's bed, told him that he 
was the ghost of a Dominican, who had been 
kiHed at PAris, as a judgment of Heaven for 
laying aside bi^ monastic habit; that he was 
condemped to purgatory fur this crime; 
adding, at the samo time, that, by his mcjn«, 
he^miglit buwoscued from his misery, which 
• was^yond expression. Thin story, accom* 
paaied with horrible cricb and bowlings, 
frightened poor Jet.^'.cr out of tho little wits 
ho had, and engaged him to piomieo to do 
all that was in Lis power to deliver the 
Oopiinican from his tornveiit. Upon this 
the impostoP told him, that nothing but the 
most extr.iordinary mortifications, such as 
the Dtseiiflmt of tht Wk'p, performed during 
eight days by the whole monasteiy, and 
«fetxer*8 lying prostrate in tho form of one 
ccttcified in tho clmpol durBig mass, could 
oontributb to his deliverance. Jlo added, 
that the performance of these mortifi- 
cations would dram *down upon Jotzer 
the peculiai- protection of tho Blessed Vir* 
gin; and concluded by saying that he wonld 
appear to liim again, accompaiiied with two 
other spirits. Morhing was no sooner come 
than Jetxer gave an account of this appari- 
tion to tbe rest of tho convent, who all 
unanimously advised him to undergo tho 
disofpllae that was enjo.otjd him, amt every

one oonaeuted to bear Ins abare of iho^ tpk 
imposed. The deluded simpleton obeyed^^tud 
was admired as a saint by thu multUudeu 
that ei'owded about the ooovent ; while the 
four firiars that managed tho Impostnio 
magnified, in the most pompous maimer, 
the miracle of this apparition in thdr sor^ 
muna and |fi their dlaoourse. Tbe night 
after, tho apparition ^a> renewed, with the 
addition of tno impostors, dressed like ' 
devils; and Jetznr’s faith was augmentod 
by hearing from the spectre all tho seorets 
of Ills life and thoughts, which tho Im- 
postors ha(> lea*‘ned from his confessor. In 
this and Eome suhseqiiont scenes (the detail 
of wlioho enormities, for tlio sake of brevity, ' 
we shall onilt), the impostor talked much 
to .letzei^of the Dominican order, which, ho 
said, was peculiarly dear to the Blessed 
Virgin. Ho added, that the Virgin knew 
herself to bo conceived in original sin ; that 
the doctors who taught the contrary were 
in purgatory, that tho BIes|ed Virgin sb- 
horted tho Francisenns for making her equal 
with her son , gnd that tho town of Berno 
would be destroyed for harbouring suck 
plagues witliiii her walls. In ono of theso 
apparitions, Jotzecx imagined that tho voice 
of the Bpectro resembled that of the prior of 
the convunt, and he was not mistakon ; but, 
not suspecting a fiaud, he gave little atten- 
tion to this. 

Tho prior appeared in various fonnSj, 
8omt»times in that of St. B.irbsru, at othert 
in that of St, Bei nnid , at length he assumed 
that of the Virgin Mary, nnu, for that pu^• 
posp, clotliod himself in tho habits that wero 
emploMid to adorn tho statue of tho Virgiti 
in the great fustiviils; tho liLilo images tnaS 
on these adays nro qet on tho altars wore 
mado use of for anguls, wliicli being tied to ' 
a cord tlini pa*«sed tiirougli a pulley over 
Jetzer's head, loso up and down, and danced 
about the pretended Virgin, to Increaae tbe 
doliiaion. Tho Virgin, thus equipped, ad- 
drussed a long dreoarse to Jotzer, in which, 
among other things, bIih told him that she 
was conceived in original aln, though she 
had rc’r.ained but a short time under that 
bluintsli. She gave him, as a miraculous 
proof of lier presence, a Aoat, or consecrated 
wafer, wlilcii turned fiom wliito to red in a 
moment; and after various visitf, lu whioh 
the greatest enoimitios were t ni <■ the 
y'vmn-prtor told jetze r that ein* wnuld givo 
liim the most afTectiiig and un'''/ijhLcd marks 
of hor Soil's love, liy impiinii'<g on him the 
five wounds\htt pilred Jc'U*^ on llie crw% 
as she had done boToroto Si Luna and St. 
Catherine. Accordmgly ‘ihe took hi« hand 
byfoice, and 8lurkVlaig<i nail tliroiigh it* 
which thre^thc poor dn the gicatest

nSEFUL RECFPES. 

C*Axa*'s Febt Jelly.— T ake one cow-heel 
and two calfs feet, out them to pie:;efl in a 
daneopan, with foar quarts of water ; set It 
over a steady fire, let it boil gently till half 
the water is boiled away, then strain off the 
stock through a sieve into n elenn basin ; 
let it stand in the cold all night, thm 
clean off the fat uitli a spoen, and take 
your stock up clean from the sediment, 
and put It clean into your saac<‘pan, with 
half a pound of lump sugar, a nint of 
mountain wlne« two large lemons cut and 
squeezed, and the whites of eight eggs beat 
a little; put it over a bi isk fire .iiid keep ^t 
well Btirro^ till it boil); let it boil about 
three minutes, |ben having your flannel bag 
ready, pour it into the bag; it will run thick 
at first, iiut if yon put it into the bag Again, 
it will beooiue fine, or tou must put it in 
unftil It does tnn fine ; then put it into yonr 
Vl^LSses, or into a dish, till it is cold, and cut 
It into square pieces to fill your glasses 
witlb 

Making Stauch — To prepare starch for 
the laundry requires somo care and atten- 
tiou. The best v easels to make it in are thobo 
of brass, bsll-metal, copper tinned, or earth- 
enwaat pipkins. If starch were made In a 
tin saucepan, it would bo a chance if it did 
not burn ; an iron aaucepan would born it 
black, and it would be discoloured by copper 
if tbs inner snrfaccf sf the vissol were not 
tloosd. The very best vessel fqr starch- 
nrtlag is absll-natal sjclllst, which, when it 
can be obtained, should always be preferred. 
Mix the starob with cold water till It is of 
tbs consisteaes of eomqipn paste, carefully 
pressing abroad alj tbd^umps; then ponr 
•pou lt boiling water, in the proportion of s 
ptei to An ounce of etareh. If tbe starch Is 
pm and withont Une, add the quantity of 
Mm neweeary to t^e it the proper tint to 
the boiling-water before it is penred npon 
the starob, which is effectel by putting the 


blue Into aflannol bag and letting the ^ 

disBoUoA sufiicieut quantity. Suitheaklifol' 
over the fire, and stir the storoh with a elcaii 
wooden spoon, used for no other purpose. " 
When the starch has boiled op, remove H 
from tbe firo. When starch Is roquircid move 
than usually stiff, a little Isinglass may he 
disRolved and mixed with it after it ia rt- 
moTcd>from iho fire. 

KRHToRiNa Scorched Linen.— I t oftoa 
happens that from tlio csrelcssness of ssr- 
vanta, sometimes of miltressea themselves, 
linen is Beifrohed from oitlier belogplaesd^ 
too near the fin* to air, or from being ironed 
with an iron too much heated. Them haa 
hitherto been no remedy offered to restore 
the cologr of tlio linen whon tho actios of 
the firo has only browned It withont de- 
stroying tho tissue. The following receipt 
was given to mu by a fiicnd who has used It 
for many years. She assures mo it has never 
failed her; I therefore make it the subject of 
tho concluding chapter ol this littlo book. 

It IS .'ll most MgeUlesB to add, that if tho 
tissue of linen is so much burnt that no 
strength is left, it Is useless to apply this 
composition, for nothing could prevent a 
hole froMielng formed, although tho oopix 
position would hy no means tend to hasten 
that cousuminatiori. But if tho Bcorclilop 
is not qiiiio through, and tho thicads not 
iLctu.iiIy consumed, then the iipplioatlon nC 
this rompoHiiion, followed by two or ihruq 
good wasting*., will restore tho linen 
pristine eoloiii , tho maiks of tho 800rclilq|||j[ 
will be to totiilly efixctol us to be Inualkfi 
ceptibU', and tho pluco will seem as 
nnd as p»<t feet us any other pai t of the linen. 
Mix well* together two ouiicos of fi|llei^9 
oaith n'dueed to powder, one ounce of hea^a 
dang, half nii ouneo of cako soap scraped, 
and ilio juicu of two largo onions oblalnid 
by the onions boir>g cut np, beaten In a 
mortar and pressed. Boil this mass In baU 
a pint of strong vinegar, stirring It froiil| . 
time to ti ne, until it forms a thick liquid 
compound Spread this composition thickly 
over tho entire surfaco of the scorched part, 
and lot it remain on twenty-four hours. If 
tho scorching was slight, this will prove suf- 
ficient, with tho assistance of |wo subse- 
quent wasbings, to eradicato the stain. If, 
however, the scorching was strong, a second 
coaling of the composition should be put oa^ 
after removing the first; and this Mhoala\ 
also remafir on for twenty-four hours. If, * 
after tho linen haa been washed twice ar 
thrice, tho stain Has •not wholly diatp- 
peared, the composition may be used aga^^ * 
in proportion to th^iiitenxlty of the dlt»^ 
colouration remaining, nken » f

The word rlertcw, or cfrrk, was 
synonymous with peniiinii: and the laity, or 
people who were not clerks, did not feel any 
urgent necessity for the use of letters. The 
ugo of jbho cross wois thorciore, unt- 
veisal, alike by*those who could and those who 
could not write ; it was, indeed* the symbol of 
an oath, fium its holy associations, and gene- 
the mark.

•anecdote of etiquette. 

Ta^word etiquette is derived fiom some 
Latin words strangely mutilated and com- 
bined, and exprobSive of order, regularity, 
of a very different nature from the ccie- 
monial of society, according to conventional 
usages, known by the term etiquette ; tlius 

In ruder ages, before attorneys and men 
of business had their neat boxes labelled 
with tbeir clients* names and estates, deeds 
and registries were*kept in Ifllgs, of no very 
elegant or prepossessing appearance, and 
on those were written tlio Latin words hic 
ut qwestio inter A. & *R. abbreviated into 
esb iifo qua est, from which the transition 
to et-i-quet and etiquette is natural enough. 

Some of the recorded etiquettes of courts, 
andieDt ao^ modeni, are very whimsical; I 
for example, the Emperor Geta amused bim- 
seit in j^ranging etiquettes as much us in 
state affairs. Amongst other formalities .all 
the dishes that appeared On his table were 


served in alitba'eMiciil order, and woe to the ^ 
cook will) srnt tlieiii iip oi him who eat 
them out of the pic«>OMb(*d order 

Baxih*. Emperor ot Coustantinnpli*, when 
out huiitiiig, was .att.iilvod by a large stag, 
which leaptsi upon his hmse. aud eu tangled 
his liorns 111 the pi Mice's giidle. In ins ex- 
tremity oiinsit tlie men ot ins suite ni«licd 
forward and cut tl e sasli with his sword, 
but etiquette ri‘quiied that the m. in should 
lio belhMiled for drawing his sword hi the 
picsence of bis sovereign. 

In moie model ii tiihos the Queen of 
Oh.irli's II. f)f S]».iiii, w'ho was pismoiiately 
fond of iiding on hoiseback, w'as one day 
thiown fiom her p.iltiey In falling one ot 
hei tcet got cntiiiigieif in the stiriup, and 
the hoi lagged liei along, no person dar- 
ing to assist licr, because otiqiiotto forbad any 
man under pain of death from touching the 
foot of a ()iii*eii of Sii.'iin. 

The king, seeing hoi fe.u fill condition from 
a balcony on wliicli he was stsaiding, uttered 
most piteous oxrl.imations and cqes. Two 
Spanish graiideiw iia>>tened to the assistanco 
ot the queen; one sei/ed the biidloof the 
horse, whilst the other disengaged the foot' 
ot her map^^-ty.

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RESIARKABLE CASKS OF FRAUD 
AND IMPOSTS UK. 


No. XIX.— Second Book. 

In tlifl year 1783, a woman of tbe name of 
EUpetb Bachan, moving in the lower ranks 
of Scottish life, and who had long been iv- 
inarkublu for ec.rentricify, and, some say, 
Ticious habits, made a pubUc^nnounrement 
that bhe was the Holy Crliust ; and as a pi oof 
that the Holy Spirit to come, she quoted 
Re>. 111 . 1, atOnning herself to be the wo- 
man there spoken of. A nii Mister of the 
name of White was the hist who publicly 
gave his adhcronco to the doctiities sln' 
t.iu.(ht, and W'as called by the sect, by way 
ol honourable distinction, and in reference to 
his bii th, the “ Mun-Cliild,*’ Elspeth being 
Staled the ** Fiiend-Motliei.” Altei the ad- 
heionro of White, many began to join them- 
selves to them, and others to keep company 
with them ; but they were not long allowed 
to enjoy their teiiots in pimae At iiist, 
ridicule w'us levelled at them, and, linalh, 
they wore most grossly absaulted — the 
** Friend- Mother” being at one tiiiio rescued 
With great ditficulty tiom a mob. These 
riots became more and more fi equ<*nt, and 
111 order to shelter themselves Iroiii annoy- 
ance and persecution, they emigiated to New 
Cample, where they foi mod a hottleinent, and 
lived in the quiet enjoyment ol then opinions, 
whilst their society gradually increased in 
iiumbeis and wealth, it was whilst dwelling 
at New Cample that the Fiiond-Mothcr” 
announced that she was coiiiraissiuiiod to 
give her faithful followers the iictory over 
death, and that they wouhl be allowed the 
happy privilege of being tianslaled to heaven,* 
as were Enoch and Elijah — her iaithful iol- 
lowers in days ofMarkness. 

The scone which took place at the expected 
moment of translation was thus described by 
Andrew Innes»one of her most faithful foi- 
laweffL who, up to the day of liis ceath (Jan., 
184G;, Kept her remains in liis dwelling, and 
Bi inly believed in the truth of her mission : — 

** One evening, when we w'crc as usual all 
employed, some in the garret and many below, 

* Friend-Mother ’ was iii the kitchen sur- 
rounded by child roll, when, on a sudden, a 
loud voice was beard, as if from the clouds. 
The children, assisted by our great lummary, 
struck up the following hymn : — 

“ Oh » hasten translation and come resurrection I 
Ob 1 hasten the eomlivg of Cliriaf in the air f* 

All the members below instantly started 
to their feet| and those injthe garret hunied 
down as fast as they polsibly could through 
the trap-door; but It^ being about midnight, 
there being no light in the house, Mr. 
Hunter, in the agitation of the moment, and 
being a feeMe old ..man, tnmbled headlong 
down the trap-ladder, whilst striving to 
descend from the cockloft. In an instilint, 
however, be bounded from the ground, and, 


with a voice as loud as a trumpet. Joined lo 
tlie general chorus of ‘ Hasten, translation,* 
which every one in the house sung most 
vehomontly. The bod ily agitation hooame sd 
great, with the clapping ot hands aud sing- 
ing, that It is out of my power to convey a 
just idea on paper of the scene which it 
occasioned* e\ery one thought the blessed 
moment was oi^ivod ; and every one singing, 
leaping, and clapping his hands, pressed 
Reward to the kitchen, where 'Friend- 
Mother* sat with great composure, whilst 
her face shone so wfiito with the glory of God 
as to darrle tlie sight of those who beheld it; 
and liei raiment was as white as snow. 

“ The noise was so loud that the noigh- 
bouiliDoil was alarmed Thomas Davidson, 
>oui landlord, came to our door like a man 
out ol Ins siipscs ; he rapped and called at the 
door till he obtained .admission ; and he, too, 
squeezed into the kitchen, beseeching her to 
save him and the multitude by whom tho 
house was surrounded from the ponding 
destruction, which tliey apprehended was 
about to destroy tbe w*oi Id. She tojjl^ tbom 
to be of good cheery for neither he nor any of 
his friends would suffer any damage that 
night ; for she now saw her people were not 
suflieiently prepaied for tho mighty change 
which she intended them to undergo. 

**As tho light passed from her counte- 
nance, she ( ailed f<»i a tobacco-pipe, and took 
a smoke, and, as the extraordinary agitation 
diminished, tlin peoplo without dispersed 
quietly. Ilow long tho tumult lasted i was 
not in a state oi niind to lecollect; but I 
remember, when daylight .sppeared, of having 
seen the llooi strewed W'lth watches, gold- 
rings, and a great number of trinkets, which 
had been, in tho moment of expected trans- 
lation, thio^n away by tlie possessors as 
useless in our expeefd country. We did BO 
because hllij.ih throw away his mantle when 
he was, in like manner, about to ascend to 
heaven. My own watch was of the number* 

I never saw it more; but 1 attorwarda 
learned that John Gibson, our trea'^urcr, had 
collected all the watches and jewellery then 
thrown away, and sold them in Dumfiios.’* 

No miracle took place; and Elopotli de- 
clared tho reason to be, that her followers 
were wanting in faith, blie therefore ordeied 
a fust of forty days. This fast was kept in 
a house, tho windows and doois of which 
were nailed up, and the only thing timt was 
t^on by any one was a little feaclo and 
water as faintness came on. The “ Friend- 
Mother,” howoiver, was exempt fiom the 
fast, being allow'cd tr^take fond as usual; 
for had she not boenVllowed to do so, she 
affirmed that she shoul^jiecome so spiritual 
as to be invisible to humS^cyes, The mem- 
bers of the community tliai tune were 
about sixty. Sorqe were taken out of tot ^ 
house by the autbmity of tho civil powerg,^ 
but the grcatei part obsei v««I the fast mcMt 
rigidly. At the ixpnation qf Jhe time, tney 
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«amo weak and cnfiiebled to the

LITERARY TKYDENCIES OF THE 
TIME. 

J)iri usT I) intelligericn, a vast increase of 
artificial wants, Itiifurious habits, and apaQi- 
peied l()\o of ease and social refinement, 
ha\e nocessanly called into action a supply 
of intellectual aliment congenial with a 
taste aitsing out of such combined influences. 
Accordingly, the great cfToit of a largo 
luimhei of oui autiiors is. to save readers 
the trouble of thinking, and the labour of 
leflection, and thus instead of the reading 
mind of the age being tiaincd and nursed 
for vigorous exercise and generous expan- 
sion, It ib becoming more and more reduced 
into a state of languor and debility. Not 
the profound and the improying but that 
which is shallowr, plain, and supeificial; 
soi^othing which approaches to a kind of 
science made easy, or every man his own 
philosopher; this is the great desideratum 
which the multiplicity of modern pursuits 
and accomplishments calls upon us to sup- 
ply. Thus, sinco the public tast^* will 'not 
use to the level of sound learning anjl 
genuine philosophy, why learning and ph#>- 
sophy must degrade themselves and sink'^ 
down to the base level of it ! The names of 
things; the tops and surfaces of subjects; 
a kind of catalogue-acquaintance with books 
and themes; and a smart prom^ptitude for 
discussing general notions of men and man- 
ners, and leading subjects,— such is what 
the majority now principally require. And 
as in commerce, so in literature — the de- 
mand and the supply* regulate each other. 
Accordingly ev^ry advertisement sheet is 
crowded with announcements of summaries, 
and observations, and^ systems, and methods, 
for imparting knowledge to man without 
their having the tiouble to think, and giving 
them learning w*ithout the necessity of their 
having to study. In all this one spirit is at 
work ; even that of love of the auper^ial 
and transient, which just serves to make 
iiidolcfice seem clever, and nothing more. 
Memory Is the chief faculty to which this 
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** short and «asy’* plan of instruction rcfeis; 
while the imaglnatiun, tlif reason, and the 
coiiscittiice arc left viitli little to expand or 
encouiaf^e their powois. And is not tfris a 
fatal teruieiiCT in the reij'nuiff taste m the 
times? Is this incjped education, or uiiv- 
tliiiiK which appioaches to the high coii> 
suiiiinaiioii of mind trulp advanced and en- 
nobled ^ Is knouy.Mlge onh to he ineasiiied 
by the objective aiiiuunt wlinh a seU'U.A 
uudorstanding and prompt iiumoiy (an (mii- 
hrae.o and use, while the siibjiclno disi.i- 
plin(\ which the heui l should undei (fo in 
accpiii lug know ledge, IS iiltogt'thci ‘«ti%hted 
or forgot*' — Jicv.

Place 
the basin by the side of the fire till the wax 
and spc|;maccti \ire dissolved. When cold, 
the ointment is ready foi use. Tins is an 
article which it is also much better«to make 
than to purchase. When \ou make it your- 
self, yon know that it has no initating or 
inferior niaierlals in U.

The 
Lord Rathveiiv also, hod to wifer a natural 
dairghcer of the Bari of Angus. All these 
coMfdmtions centering together in one, 
made the house of Lochleven, bumnly 
speakaugy a most sure and close pvisoN for 
the royal capitre/’ 

(^ur spaae will Udt pf rwH US sirlertog Sniff 
details of the harsh treatment Mary expe- 
rirneed duriug Iierceuilaeniea^htlioehleren 
Castle* Wore we to single oat the day in 
whloh, during her whole life, R Bright be 
fairly concloded that she suffered the most 
mental angwlsh, we shoaM fix fin the 2Slh 
of July, 1567, fh» day on which tbs eonNhis- 
slonsnr had tkerr andteasa with her iir^ls 
gloomy edifice; and when the Botortons 
LMdsay bnrtt into her apAUtwiwc, «Bd, with

Nor wae if these more serlcwg dtamities 
ohme whvtds load she was doomed to bear ; 
there were many petty annoyaifoes to which 
slie was daily and hourly subject. Mar- 
garet Brskine, J^o Lady of Lochleven,^ and 
widow of Sir Robert Douglas, who fell at 
the battle <^'f Pinkie one-and- twenty years 
before, was a woman .of a proud temper and 
austere disposition. Soured by eaily disap- 
pointment — foi, previous to her mairiage 
w»ilb Sir Robert, she had been one of the 
cast-off misrrei<s<'s of James V. — she chose 
to indulge her more malignant nature in 
ooiitmually exalting her IHegitlmate oiR 
spring* the E.u 1 of Murray, above bis lawful 
qiibCD, now her prisoner. Her servants, of

sod Ihoro wav one in ptrtifmlar, namod Janies 
Drya^e. a bigoted nnatlej who held a piaoe 
of R^e anthority m her honiehold, who had 
taken some concern in the mnrder of Ilissio, 
and wliOf cntcrt lining the most deadly hatred 
against Maryjiad been heard to declare that 
it would afford him pTeaenre to plunge a 
dagger into her heart’s blood. This savage 
la^mred n> instil simi^r sontimenta into the 
Other domestics; and thus the queen’s very 
life seemed to hang upon the prejudices and 
caprices of menials. 

But, numeions and riolent as M.iry’a ene- 
mies may have been, few ever knew lh‘r 
personail'y without becoming ardently at- 
tached to liei. Hence, throngliout all her^ 
misloi tunes, her own immediate nttondauts 
continued more than faithful. At Luchleven, 
it is true, owing to the absence of all proper 
acconimodaiioiif one or two ieinalos, and 
three or lour male servants, were all over 
vrhom the Uueun of Scotlar^eand JJuwagcr 
of Fiance could now exorcise the slightest 
control. Of these, John Beaton was the 
individual upon whose assiduity she placed 
most rcli ince. But the influence which her 
beauty, and the fascination of her niannern, 
obtained foi her over two of the youiigei 
branches of the Ifouso of Lochleveii, was 
ntteudod iiith mote important consequences. 
Thu pel sons alluded to were ^Teoige Douglas, 
the }ounge^t son of Lady Douglas, about 
liye-and-tweiity years of age, and William 
Douglas, oil orphan youth of sixteen or 
veveiitecii, a ruUtivo of the family, and resi- 
dent 111 the caotle.

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REMARKABLE CASKS OF FRAUD 
. AND IMPOSTURE. 

No. XIX.— Second Book. 

The following iingnlnr caso -of innoeont 
impoouire occurred i.n 11^99, forming the com* 
xncncement of the ineurrqption in Puglia. 
A few CorKican emigrants, who had left 
their island when t)A French occupied it, 
and had taken refuge in the kingdom of 
Naples, happened to be, in the carl; pait of 
Febraurj, in the town of Taranto, whence 
they intended to sail for Sicily. But 4he 
wind being contrary, they found themsoUes 
detained until messuiigers from the Repub; 
lican OoTernment established at Naples 
reached the place. The town acknowledged 
the new authorities. The Corsicans then 
thought It prudent to quit Taranto quietly, 
and, crossing the Japygian peninsula, try 
their chance at Brindisi, gm the Adriatic 
coast, where they might meet with a passage 
for Trieste. After walking on foot through 
part of the country, they stopped for the 
night at the Tillage of Montoasi, where they 
asked for lodging at the house of an old 
woman. 

There was a rumour afloat at the time 
that the King of Naples' eldest son, the 
hereditary prince, was concealed somewhere 
in the country. One of the Corsicans, it ap* 
pears, either as a joke, or in order to ensure 
better treatment, hinted to their hostess that 
the prince was one of their party. The 
appearance of the strangers, and their lan- 
guage, were different from what those Til- 
lagers had been in the habit of seeing aod 
hiring. The old woman ran to one of her 
relations, a substantial farmer in the place, 
named ^frunda, and told him the news. 
The latter came immediately to pay bis 
homage to his royal hiyhnest, and was di- 
*TeAsd to one of the youngest of the party, 
who was thought to bear some resemblance 
to the royal family. Girunda knelt before 
him, and offered all he bad and all he could 
dispose of. He then withdrew for the night. 
Being left to themseWes, the Coi sicans, and 
eipeclally he*who bad been thus without his 
consent proclaimed a prince, began to reflect 
seiiously on the probable consequence of this 
freak. French detachments were known to 
be approaching in that direction. Our party 
therefore thought It prudeolp to make their 
escape in the night, and pursue then way 
towards Bi indisi. The old worn A, as soon 
as she missed them imtlie morning. v.'ent to 
inform Girunda, who, mounting.*'hf . horffe, 
followed by some of Ins men, weiA to seek 
aftdr the fugitiTe pnnre, giving, at the saim* 
time, the ^larm to*thc country aronnd. The 
news spread like wildfire, the population 
ran to arms, the Tillage-bells were npging, 
" The Kiog for otoi ! Down with the R«- 
pubUcI*’ WES shouted from a thousand 
months. At Ust tbo Corsicans were oiei- 


taken at the tillage of Mesagna, not Ihr 
lioin Brindisi; they would fain Iiuto unde- 
ceived the people, but they perceived It was 
now too late. The pseudo-prince was obliged 
to assume his new honours with the best 
face he could. He praised the loyalty of the 
people, gave directions to the local authori- 
ties to introduce some regularity Into their 
tumultuary movements, especially if they 
^intended to oppose a successful resistance 
to the French , and then, as a measure of 
security, he removed his head-quarters to the 
castle of Brindisi, where, reflecting on the 
dangerous predicament in which he stood, 
having against his will usurped a title for 
which he would be called to account, yet 
judging that the insurrection thus raised 
might ho of service to the king, he bethought 
himself of the expedient of proceeding liirn- 
Self to Sicily to give the first information of 
the event.* Ho told the people that ho had 
positive ordcis from Ins royal father to re- 
pair to him ; that he would sodn return with 
leinforcements ; and, meanwhile, he would 
leave them two* of his companions as hit 
lieutenants, to oiganise the defence of the 
province. He did so, and was reluctantly 
allowed by the natives to sail. Having pro- 
ceeded to Palermo, ho stated candidly to the 
king and queen all that had happened ; and * 
ho bad the satisfaction of having his conduct 
approved of, and a pension allotted to him, 
which ho continued ever after to enjoy. Ho 
afterwards held a commission in a foreigo 
corps in the British serviei* 

In 1753, the case of Elizabeth Canning 
toi>k place. This female, who was about 
eighteen years of age, aKer having bemi 
absent twgnty-eight days, rtaurned home ip 
a squalid and apparently half-starved OOE- 
dillon.

uf ciuvU), aud had meted out to him by a 
ciuei dcatii bis lutribuUve deseivingb. The 
elegant hi^iurian of '‘The Decline and Vail 
of tbe itiHuan Empire,'’ spcuking on tins 
subji'ct, says-^'* rini infamous Geoigo of 
Capaducia has been transfoiiiicJ into the 
renuw'iicd St. (leoige of Eugland." As to 
tliii»ideuUt) heiscuilaialyiu ci rui Weleaiii 
fiom the must unqiu'slioaabU' authorities 
that hib paioutswcie Cluibliaiis, and that 
his fatlii 1 dll'll in ihe defence ol ihe Gospel*

piOGRAPinCAL SKETCH OF THE , 
CARDIWAli RICHELIEU 

The Cardinal was born at Pans in the 
year 1686, and at the age of twcniy-two he 
obtained a dispensation to enjoy the bisliop- 
rioof Lucon. Keturningto France, heappited 
himself to preaching; and his repiitaiion 
obtained for him the office of almoner to the 
queen, Mary do Modicis. His great ability 
ilb the management of aflfuirs advanced him 
to be secretary of state in 1 U6, and the 
king soon gave him the preference to all liis 
other secretaries. On the death of the Mar- 
quis Ancro, Richelieu reined to Avignon, 
where ho employed himself In composing 
Tat ions theological works The king hav- 
ing recalled him to court, he was made a 
cardinal in 1622, and two years rfter ap- 
pointed first minister of state, and grand 
master of the navigation. In the year 1G26 
wo find that by his care the Isle of Rhe was 
preserved, and Rochelle taken, liaMiig stop- 
ped up the haven by the famous dyke which 
he ordered to be cut there. He ac-companied 
the king to the siege ofCnrnl.and contributed 
to the raising of it in He also obliged 

the Huguenots to the peace of Alet s. winch 
|MTed the ruin of that party. He took 
Poroeral, and succoured Caznl when be- 
sieged by Spinolo. In the mean time the 
nobles found fault with Ins conduct, and 
endeaTOured to percuade the inonaich to 
diseard him. The caidmal, however, insteud 
of being disgraced, from that moment be- 
came more powerful than over, and obtained 
a greater asoendaney over the Ifing's inind, 
and ho now resolved *10 humble the excts- 
Site pride of Austria. For that purpose 
lie concluded a treaty with Gustu\:us Aaol- 
phns, King of Sweden, to carrv the war 
Into the heart of G»fi*inany. He also en- 
tered into a league with 'the Duke of 
Bavaria; secured Lorraine ;b raiced a pait 
of - Piinces of the Empire .igainst the 
Emperor; tr^atcvi with the Dutcli to con- 
tliiue the war against Spain ; favoured the 


Catalans and Portuguese, till they shook 
off the Spanish yoke; and after having car- 
ried oil the war wuh success, was sboul to 
conclude it by a peace, when he died in Paris, 
on the 4ih of Dvcembcr, 1C42, aged iitty- 
eight. He was interred in tho Sorbonne, 
w'lieie a iriagiiihcent mausoleum was erected 
to his ineinorv. This great politician formed 
the Botanical Garden gt Pails, called the 
King's Garden, founded the Royal Aca- 
demy ; established the Royal Printiiig-house ; 
erected tho palace, afterwards call'd Ls 
Pabus Royal, winch ho presented to the 
kiiig'^ and rebuilt the Soi bonne, with a mag- 
nificence that appears tiuly royal.

— Rub eight pounds of butter 
iuto one bushel of flour , tlieii set a sponge 
with eight qiiaits of warm milk and six 
pints of good yeast it thick^ if thinnish, you 
must use eight pints; lef your sponge use 
and become flat on the top, then put foui 
quarts more of niiik into youi sponge, and 
break it a little together , ini\ tun pounds 
of good moist sugar .and four ounces of 
ground allspice with the lornai ruler of your 
flour, and wet up all togetluT with your 
sponge; let your dough pio\e about halt- 
an-hour, then put them on waim hutteied 
tins; lot them get about half pioved, then 
Cl OSS them and wash them with milk, prove , 
them well, bake them iti a good heal; wash , 
them again when they aie done

OiNOER JJeer. — Two gallons of ginger 
b(»r may be made as follows — Put two gal- 
lons of cold water into a pot upon the hie, 
add to it two ounces of good ginger hiuised, 
and two pounds of white or brown sugar. 
Let all tills come to the boil, and continue 
boiling fur about half an hour. Then skim 
the liquor aud pour it Into a jai or tub, along 
w'ith one sliced lemon and half an ounce of 
cream of taitar. When nearly cold, put In 
a tcacupful of yeast to cause the liquor to 
work. Tlie beer is now made ; and after it 
has worked for twp days, strain it aud bottle 
it for use. Tie down the corks firmly. 
Ginger beer should always be puiPinto small 
bottles, for any portion, that may be left in a 
bottle on opening it becomes dead and use- 
less. 

A VERT AGREEABLE DRINK.— Into a 
tnmbler of fresh* cold water pour a table- 
spoonful W eapiilalre, and the same of good 
lemoo-Joiofti Tamarinds, ficsb or in jeily» 
make an excellent drink, with or witoout a 
little sogyv as agreeable. 


Another pleasant DRiNK.-jBoil three 
pints of water with an ounce and a half of 
umariuds, three ounces of cranberries, and 
two ounces of stoned raisins, till near a 
third be consumed; strain it on a bit of 
lemon-peel, which remove in an hour, as it 
gives a bitter taste if left long. • 
Orangeade or Lemonade. — Squeeze 
the juice, pour boiling water on a little of 
tbo peel, and cover close; boil water and 
sugar to a thin syrup, and skim it. When 
all are cold, mix the juice, the infusion, and 
the syrup, with as muclL more water us will 
make a ric|} sherboit; strain. Or, squeoze 
the juice, aud strain it, and add water and 
capillaire. 

Another Method of making Lemon- 
ade.— Take a quart of boiling water, aud 
add to itefive ounces of lump sugar, the yel- 
low rnid of a lemon rubbed off 'dith a bit of 
sugar, ind the juice of thiee lemons. Stir 
all togethei, and let it stand till cool. Two 
ounces of cream of tartar may be nsed in- 
stead of the lemons, wateP being poured 
upon it 

CitYsTALLisflD Chimney Ornaments. 
— Select a crooKud twig of white or black 
thorn; wrap some looso wool or cotton 
lound the branches, and tie it on with 
worsted. Suspend this in a basin, or which 
iM bettei , lu a deep jar. Dissolve two pounds 
of alum in a quart of boiling raiu water, 
and pour it over the twig. Allow it to 
stand twelve hdurs. W no baskets may be 
covered in tho same way. 

Tu Peed Geese — Take tui nips, and ous 
them ill pieces similar to di<'u, but smaller ; 
put them into a tiough of watei. Six geese 
were lately put to feud at Uiiiibury, near 
Ludlow, gach weighing nine pounds lean ; 
and in the course of throe wookb’ ioodiiig aa 
above, they weighed tw'unty pounds each: 
one being dressed, pioduccd four poundl of 
oil. , 

An Experienced Remedy i^or Deaf- 
ness. — Put a table-spoonful of bay-salt into 
neaily ha'f a pint of cold spring water; and 
after it has steeped therein for twenty-four 
hours fiiow and then shaking the phiaG, 
cause a small tea-spoonful to be poured lu 
the ear most affected, every night when in 
bed, for seven or eight niglits succesBively. 

For Sinking Sri rith.— T ake gum am- 
moniac, one drachm , assafietida, half a 
drachm; disRolvod and mixed in six ounce! 
of penny-royal water, add to this mixture 
half an ounce of syrup of saffron, and take 
two spoonsful twice or thrice a day. , 

For a Cough. — Ox^raoi of quills, two 
ounces; syiup of poppies, one ounce; tWO 
tea-spoonsful thrice a day.

pared to letuin to hei companions. But on

Ghailes having been Clowned at Rheims, 
the Maid of Oi leans petitioned to be allowed 
to letuni to her former obscurity, lut was 
unfortunately prevailed upon to forego this 
resolution. Many gallant exploits illustrate 
her subsequent history ; but these our 
space will not allow us to enumerate, 
lier end w'os lamentable — indelibly disgrace- 
ful to England, and hardly less so to France. 
On the 24th of May, 1430, while heroically 
fighting against the army of the Duke of Bur- 
gundy, under the w'alls of Compdigne, she 
was shamefully shut out from jhe city which 
she was defending, through the contilwjmq'' 
of the governor; and being left almost a*ione, 
was, after performing prodigies of valour, 
compelled to surrender to the enemy.

REMARKABLE CASES OF FKACD ANd) 
IMFOSTL’RE 
No. XX— Book II. 

Nearly one hundred and twenty years ago 
— that is tft say, in 1731 — the following aston- 
ishing exhibitions were enacted in Pans 

Deacon Pans was a huinbic-mindod, wor- 
thy man, who, having appeided against the 
bull Untgenitus^ thought It his duty not to 
receive priest's orders, renounced his patii- 
mony, and retired into the Fauboiinr St. 
Maiceau, the most beggarly part of Pans, 
where he supported himsolf by making 
stockings, and shared his earnings with the 
poor. The austeiities which he practised in 
this obscure and chat liable coiirsn of life 
are believed to have accelerated his death. 
The younger brother, to whom lie had re- 
signed his inheritanee, erected a monument 
to his memory in the churchyard of St. 
Mcdard. The grave of the pious and peni- 
tent deacon, al ho was then called, was 
visited as much in gratitude as in devotion, 
by the infirm, and sick, and pnor, to wliom 
be had administered alms and spiritual con- 
solation; and Bdtne there were who affirmed 
that thel^ bodily ailments had been relieved 
while they were engaged in praying there. 
This might easily have been teigned or fan- 
and there were strong motives both 
for credulity and fraud ; for he who could 
allege that he was the object of miraculous 
favour, appealed, wiih sure to the 

chanty of those who helieveil him. At 
length it was asserted that a girl, who was 
both blind and lame, had been cured at liis 
grave. This was so commonly believed, that 
Me Archbishop of Pans deemed it expedient 
to iostltute a judicial Examination, the result 
of which was to show that the girl had never 
been cither lame or blind. • 

A certain Abbe Beclieraud, wb^ had one 
leg shorter than the other, declared that, 
after he bad prostrated* liimself on the grave, 
he found a sensible though not a visible 
elongation of the defective limb ; at length 
it was reported that the leg had elongated an 
inch ; ibis jnras disfiroved by measurement; 
Btill, however, he proclaimed that be felt the 
miraeuious aid which he sought, though 
nobody could see it, and the multitude be- 
lieved hiiiL He beeame, in eonsequeneo, so 
great an object of veaeration, that the 


Government thought proper to cut the de- 
ception short by confining him in !St. Luzare. 

Thib did' not suffice ; other patitMits lapldly 
presenied thoinselves to deceive others, and 
be deceived themselves. One woman, with 
a short leg, went to havo it stretched by 
dancing upon tjlio grave * at the end of some 
months a calculation was mode that at the 
same rate of elongation the cure would be 
fierfecteil when she should h.ive capered 
there for fifty-four years! A Spaniard, 
who had received a blow iiiMfhe eye, applied 
the apothecary's prescription with a rag of 
the Deacon Paris’s shirt, and the cure was 
attributed to the relic. 

The cliiircliyard now became a scene A 
the Rtiangest extravagance. Magistrates W 
their robesf men and women of rank, priests, 
monks, anti doctors of the Surbonne, were 
to be seen there, mingled with the vulgarost 
rabble, as admiring and believing spectators, 
while impostors and dupes were exhibiting 
themselves upon the grave, dmicing, juiiip- 
iiig, jerking, whirling, or writhing in the 
contortions of reaT or pretended couvalsion- 
ary movements. Folly and fanaticism are 
always contagious enough; but there was 
moie than the natural contagion of these 
moral endemics here : the deacon had been 
a confessor in tbo cause of Jansenism, and 
the Jansenists were as ready as tlie Jeauits, 
their opponents, to obtain ciedit by promot- 
ing any delusion in then own favour. They 
appear to havo looked upon fraud as lawful 
in the support of their eaiise, and to have 
made no scruple of deceiving the people, 
when they had, by the delusion, to confirm 
and propagate their peculiar opinions. 

Governm^^nt at last shut the churchy ard, 
ill an earlier stage of the frenzy, such an 
Intel fercnce might have proved etfectual. It 
had been delayed too long. The earth from 
the chuich}aid, the wuli^r from the well of 
which the deacon used to drink, were now 
said to operate miraculous cures. And 
while the prisons were crowded with those 
who, in defiance of the pollr.e, presented them- 
selves at the church y.ird, extravagances 
infinitely worse than those which had been 
suppressed were committed in private 
houses. That which had begun in en- 
tliubiasm, accident, and intrigue, now passed 
into the hands of wi etches, in whom 
villany predominated. It no long* r Aulhccd 
for the patients to invoke tie blessed 
deacon, and expect relief by means ol con- 
vulsions, whiclfthe fervour of iht-ir devotion 
produced. The Convulsionnutreat ns they 
wore called, stood in need ol liiinian sufl- 
cour for receiving his miraculous aid. 3 JieM 
succouis were admimsten'd by men, 
persons who required Uiem being generally 
women ; and they consisted in blows with 
a stick, a stone, a liammei, a poker, OP a 
sword. One woman would lie down to 
threshed like a bundle of wheat; anoth^^- 
stood upon her bead ; a third forming a half

It is uflirined 
that one aointii was fostiMicd stark naked 
to a Fpit, uitli a pulltit tied boiiind bei*, and 
a brotliui, ns tho male assistants wore called, 
jjlpirrietl the .spit befoiu a fieixso iiie, till the 
^did \%as lairly toasted. (Tho salamanders, 
who have displayed tbeii att i4i England, 
aliou that th's might be possible for an} one 
ilagitious enough to become the subject of 
such an exliihition ) Hut e\eii the indubito 
able accounts winch lia%u appeared of what 
the Indian * ‘ ^ oguecH" inllict up m them- 
tuelves w’oubl haidly obtain beinf foi the 
fact, that \\oMieii pirseifird themselves to 
undergo n^tnaf nuanjchm in these ac- 
cursed fIispla\'^oi taniitiLisiu and juggling, 
oliHrenitua and lioiiois, li it \«eiu not 
ostahlished lievoiid all possibility of doubt. 
Ihiiun Cii'nin b.is piesened nil account 
Ol two of these exhihitions fiom notes 
taken on the spot by M, de Condamtiie 
and M. du tUisUd Sister Uai liel and Sistei 
Velicite, uiio ucie both between thirty and 
lorty \eais of age, weio ino^ed in spirit to 
present tiie lively nn.ige ol oiir iSavinurs 
passion, an<l they weie uetiidlly niibd 
through the hands and feet to two wooden 
crosses, and so continued loi .upwnids of 
three hours. It was evident that the} suf- 
furod the Feveie'^t agony, ei]MCiall} when 
the nails were diiven iii, niul wlnm tliev 
Were liken out. t>his occasioned iiiu«riiiar 
filiria'iin/s .ind wiitliirigs, which it w'as im- 
possible to suppress, but with extiaoidinniy 
fortitude the} vvitliheld < vei y induMlioii of 
BUfieiing ovei w iin li the mind had pow’or 
And to keep lip lUe delusion ot then ad- 
inircrs, .iiid aid the ilteiit ot tlieii spnitual 
dlrcctuis, vv lio wcie atlii ining tiiiit theyfvlt 
the ino-'t exquisite delight, tliey aftected 
Boxnetiiiies to slumbei .is il in k beaiihc 
trance, and sonieiiim s sddiess,>d the spec- 
tators 4 a tho tundling and bahvisli language 
ot the nursery. N\ hen the} wore taken 
down, tho wounds, wl I li h bled fieely, w'ere 
washed and bandaged, which they sat 
down quietly to ea^ in tiie midst of tho as- 
sembly. Thcro w'us nofinud or impostuie 
in all’ this, nor were the women themselves 
fttilty of any other deception Uian that of 
cncon raging the bolM*f that the} had ondured 
unutterable pleasure while they ware sus- 
pended. They were pitiable fanaucs, actiug 
w«^ler the direction of consumniate knaves 
^nd villains. »

ID the above case, the circumstances at the 
second exhibition were tuch as to put its 
reality beyond all doubt Jn tins also, two 
women, ISisttMS Ftan^oise and Mane, were 
crucified. M. de Coiidaminc ex.*iniined tho 
nails when they were dnvi n m and W'heti 
they were taken •-out , they were rough 
square nails, ryore than tliM'C niches loog, 
and entered about a half-inch into the wood 
of the riobs. Al.iiit could not rmiceal the 
agony she felt when tliiv wiie driven in, 
and in less tliaii an houi ci icil out that she 
inubt bu taken down, for she cuuld beai it 
fb) longei. Ileirig accoidingly unfastened, 
she was caini-d away sensolebs, to the great 
ronlubion oi licr .issociatc** .Sister Fran- 
(,oibc wa^ of a Btrongei hbic, and lemaincd 
on tiie nnsB upwards oi three hours, during 
which time it** position was fiequcntly 
altered. 7'hi«^ woman had aniiouncod that 
she liad received a fiiwne command to have 
the gown buiFkt ^1^ hei back that day, and 
h.id been as'<ured of icceivnig much comfort 
from the operation The diiertors, sup- 
po*:ing that she was ]>ii>p<rlv prepared for 
such an oideal, cauMoi In i to he bet on fire, 
but on hei pai t nil had heeii puie insanity, 
uiialioved with n and, and this was a trial 
I against wlnth no illusion of mind could 
I btiengthen Ikm , she shriekid foi help, water 
was poured upon hci, ^ind she was tamed 
uwa} halt bcoi died, half drowned. 

A few mdividiialb, who had not wholly 
abandoned tbemscives t» tan.iticivm, oi the 
not less dideterious inilutmce <>1 party-spiiit, 
might bo aw’akeiiod in tim<^b} ■^ueh decided 
pi oofs ot delusion as these Hut neither 
.absui dittos, noi honors, nor tlie o'iBcenities 
which soon mingled thenisdvts w'lth these 
atioeious cxhihitions, cociM uiid(‘cM:iv» tlio 
tlioiough'pared biditivcrc. “That in an era 
of leiiining and peiieiiatian," savs Mr. Hut- 
ler, “ HI a large capital, abounjiiig with inoti 
of le.it mug and discern iiouit, under tli^ c'ft 
of an enlightened and .letive societ}, ar- 
dently anxious to detect it, and in the fuco 
ol n most de<ipotic and vigilant police^ bent 
cm the destruction ot the p.it tv toi whose 
boneht tho scone W'lis exhihitod, such an im- 
position could so long h ive ^iceii practised, 
IS one of tlic roost remaikah'e phenomena 
in the* history of tho human nvud. It shows 
that when thc« imagination ot the multitude 
IS inflamed, tlicli geiieial t*^stiraony is en- 
titled to no ocvdit, and that in such circum- 
stances jhc testimony even of well-iofoi mod 
individuals should bo received with distrust.’* 
Such Bi e tho reflectioiis of oiicj of the most 
judicious and candid of English Caihoiios 
upon these transactions. But the truth ap- 
pears to be, that all was not imposition, and 
that the strong agenow of entjmsiasm had 
called forth powers both of mind and body 
tiie gaistence of which had not, at that Ume, 
been suspected by psyohoiogista, and of 
whicb, DOW their ealstonce is kiiowii» ibe 
nature and eatent are uUke 
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A LESSON TO PEIDE; 

OR, TUB BASKET-MAKER. 

In tfie midst of tbtt rast oroan rommnnty 
called the South Sea lie the Itl/mds of Soh^ 
mon. In the cent|re of these lies ono not 
only distant from tlie rest, which are widely 
sratlt*n‘d round it, bni also larf^cr beyond 
proporlioii. An i^ccstor of tho prince wjio 
now roif^ns absolute in this ('LMUr.il tbiand 
has, throuj'li n long desernt of ages, entailed 
the name of Ai/omons hianth on tho uh»»lc, 
by the efTcct of that wisdom v herewith he 
improted tho minds and polished ihb man- 
ners of his people. 

A descendant of one of the great man of 
this happy island, rnpully inrr easing in 
wealth and power, became so inflated witb 
prosperity us to despise the good qnalitlch 
which had originally ennoble 1 his futnily, 
and tliought of nothirng but how to support 
and dlbUiiguitih Ins dig^tr by the piidi'ot 
an ignotant mind, and a disposition devoted 
to ploasnic He hid a house on the sea^ 
side, where he spent great part his time 
in hunting and hshing; butBOinetiineL. toiind 
bimaelf embarrassed in the put suit of those 
important diver&inns, by means of a Jong 
slip of marsh lands, overgrovsn with high 
reeds, that lay between his house and tiie 
sea. Resolving, at lengMi, that it became 
not a man of hio qit iliiv to suiiniit to a le- 
StraiHt in his pleasmes for the ease and con- 
Tenieiice of an obstinate merhame, ,sn 1 hav- 
ing often gndeavoured in iain to hiiy out 
tho owner, who was an honest poor luesket- 
makor, and wlioso livelihood entiieli de- 
pended on working up the (lags of those 
reeds in a ^manntM' peculiar to himselt, tho 
gentlcinun took advaiit.igo of a teiy high 
wind, and commanded his servants to bum 
down the bariier. 

The SasUet-inaker, who saw himself nt- 
• tcrly undone, complained ot the oppression 
in terms more suited to his sense of the in- 
jury than to tho respect due to the rank of 
the olTuiider ; and the reward this inipro- 
deneo proem ed him was blows reproaclics, 
End evciykind of insult and indignity 

There was but one wav to a remedy, and 
that was by going to the cupit.il with the 
narks of his hard usage upon hun. He 
threw himstdf at the feet of the king, and 
procured a summons foi his opjiinssors 
appea*‘aaco; w*ho, confusing tho charge, 
proceeded to justify his l>el#\iour by the 
poor man*b unmindfolness of the submission 
due from the vul^aV to gentlemen of rank 
•nd distinction. 

“But, pray,” replied the king, “ wliat dis- 
thietlon of rank had the grandfather of your 
fMdierf when, being a cleaver of wood in the

The pliico in which the geiitlenifpwd tho 
basket-in.iker were 1 imleil was 'Vl marsh. 
IJiidei c«>\ei of the fla?R the geiilloman was 
in hopes ol eoiict aiiiig himself, and escaping 
from his roiiipaiiion, whom Ik thought it a 
disgince to he iie.it, eieii in this dosolatf* 
situation; hut the inrlits in the galh^y hav- 
ing given an alarm to ilte savages, a Con* 
siderahle body of tlieni came down, and dig* 
coveted in the morning the two strangers in 
tliiMi liidiiig-pl.u'e. Setting up a dismol yell, 
tliey 5UI I nuiided them ; and ad v.anciiig nearei: 
and noarei, laised their foi midiiblo clubs m 
a thrmtening manner, and sunned drtci> 
mined to de-patch thiMii witJiont roorcy. 

Here the genileman fust begun to dis- 
cover that ilic superiority of Ins nature was 
imagiriaiy, lor between tlie conscionsnosfi 
ot Nhamo and cold, under the nakedness ho 
had never been used to, his terror of thp 
savagev, and liis total ignorance of any art 
wlierehy to softon oi divert their nKpority, ho

, dreadful— and vvhcEe ijpniembranro of big 
skill in mecbanlral arts, of which them 
savages were entiredy ignorant, gave him 
hopes of becoming safe by demonstratllig 
that be could be useful, moved with aholdor , 
and more op^n Ircedf^m ; and having pluektd * 
a handful of the flags, sat down Ms tbu 
ground, and making signs that h# 
thow them something wOrthg of ihOlf lmbn-> 
tiofi, fall to work with milug Md 
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while tlio savages drew near, and gazed with 
eager expectation of the eonsequmcc. 

it was not long before ho liad wreathed 
a kind of coronet of pretty woikinaiiship, 
and, rising with respect and feartuliu^s, ap- 
proached the savage who appeared the 
chief, and placed it gently on his head ;

ne promised, ami performed hi- promise ;

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CYOLOPJfiDIA OF PRACTICAL 
RECEIPTS. 

THBvanihor, or rother eompilei', of the 
**Cjelop«dia of Praeticol Receipts/* )tfr. 
J. 0. Coolej. has done the public good serrice 
bj the publication of his work, for it e^i- 
tains directions for the preparation of sefV' d 
thousand articles of interest and utility, to- 
gether with their j^operties, uses, and doses, 
and griiorallj, the means of ascertaining 
their purity, and detecting their presence in 
other compounds. The book forms, in fact, 
a compendious Dictionary qtf Reference for 
the manufacturer, the tradesman, aftd the 
amateur, as weli as the heads of families. 
We hare collected the following recipes 
fiom various parts of it. 

Mbat PlCKLB, — Moibt sugar, two pounds, 
bay or common salt, four pounds; saltpetre, 
half a pound ; fresh ground allspice, two 
ounces; water, sji toHdght quarts, dissolve. 
Used to pickle mca^ tcstrhich it imparts a 
fine red colour, and a superior flavour. 

Imitation oj Ebon v.— P ale -coloured 
woods are stained in imitation of ebon), by 
washing them with or steeping them in a 
Strong decoction of logwood or galls, allow- 
ing them to dry, and then washing them 
over with a solution of ihe sulphate oi 
acetate of lion. When dry they ate w.ished 
with clean water, and the pioci-ss npe.ittd 
if requited. They are Uibtly polibhed or 
rarijished. 

To Hasten Blowing of Fi.owi.us — 
The following liquid has been used wnli 
great advantage tor this puipobu* — Sul- 
phate or mil ate of aininoiiia, four ouiicis; 
nitrate of potash, tw'o ounces ; bugai , one 
ounce; hot water, one pint; dissolve and 
keep It in a well-corked bottle. For use, 
put qight or ton drops of this liquid into the 
water of a hyacinth glass or jai , for bulbous- 
rooted pkiiits, cliangiiig the water every ten 

twelve days. For flowering plants in 
pot», a few drops must be added to tlie 
water employed to moisten them. The 
preference should be given to ram wattr 
for this purpose. A similar flui<l, sold by 
Mr. Potter, under the name of ** liquid 
gaaiio,” is'an excellent article to promote 
the growth and early floweiiiig of plants 

Varnisgeo Furniture — This may be 
finished off so as to look equal to the best 
French polished wood, in the following man- 
ner, which is alsd suitableto other varnibhod 
surfaces. Take two ounces ofetnpoli pow- 
dered, put it into an earthen pot, with just 
enough water to edver it , then take a piece 
of white flannel, lay it over a piece ol cork 
or rul^r, and proceed to polish the varnish, 
always wetting it with the tnpoli and water. 
It will* be known when the process is 
finished by wiping a part of the woi k with a 
sponge, and observing whether there is a 
fair even gloss. When this is the case, take 
a bit of miUton suet and fine flour, and clean 
the work.

Sir H. Davy's Cork Solvent.— P otasfif 
two parts; salt sorrel, one part; each in 
fine powder. Mix, and lay a small quantity 
on the corn for four or five successive niglitSi 
binding it oi^with a rag. 

Dr. Bailby's Mixtuar for Indiors- 
TioN. — Epuoin salts, three drachms; infusion 
of roses, half a pint; tincture of easoarllla, 
half an ounce.— /)oM. Two or three table- 
spoonfuls at noon and in the evening. 

To Preserve Furs^i^rom Moths, Re.*— 
Place a little colocynth'^pulp (bitter applesj, 
or spices, ks cloves, pimento, Re., wrapped in 
muslin, among them ; or they may be washed 
in a very weak solution of corrosive sub- 
limate in warm water (ten or fifteen grains 
to thuj[>int). and afterwards carefully dried. 
L'urs, as well as every other species of 
clothing, should be kept in a clean, dry plane. 

INiurAin.r. (xLue — B est glue, one pound; 
water suthciuiit; boil in a doublu f(luo-pot, 
and strain , add fine brown sugar, half a 
pound, and hoil It pretty thick; then pour 
it into inouUh*; when cold cut Into small 
pieces and di y them. This glue is very use- 
lul to di.iugjitsinnn, architects, Rc., as it im- 
mediately dilutes in warm water, and fastens 
the paper, without the pidcess of dniiipfng, 
and may bo softened for many piirposcs with 
the tongue. 

To Ukmovu Fi.ihS — The best way tC 
remove flies is to expose in a plate a mix- 
tine of one tea-spoonful of hi ick peppcri 
tw'o tea- spoonfuls of hi own sugar, and one 
t.ible-spoouful of cream; or a solution of 
sugar in a strong decoction of quassia, may 
be used instead. Ffies, and other Insects, 
may be Itepl Irora attacking 7 »mt by dust- 
ing it t^ei with popper, powdered ginger, 
or any other spiee, or by skewering a piece 
of paper to it on which a drop or two of 
cieasote has been p^oured. The spices may 
be readily washed* off with water baforc 
dressing the moat. 

(riNOhRiJUKAD —Flour, OHO pound ; car- 
bonattj ut m.ignosia, quarter of an ounce; 
mix , add treacle, half a pound, moUi sugar, 
quarter of a pound ; melted butter, two 
ouneeb; tartaric acid, dissolved in a little

adorned them with wreaths nnd crowns of 
flowers. They returned home at tho rising 
of the sun, and made their windows and 
their doors gay with garlands. In the vil- 
I'lgcs they danced during the day around tho 
May-pole, which after warda remained during 
the whole year uo|ouched, except by the 
seasons, a fading emolera and n consecrated 
offering to the Goddess of Flowers At 
night tho villagers lighted up fires, and jn- 
dulged in reveUmgs, whirh sometimes weie 
perhaps after tbo high Homan fashion,’ 
and might, indeed, Imvovicd eveitwilh tbo&o 
religious festivities ^Ith which the ‘ True 
Belieiera” are still accustomed to rew.ird 
theinsoivcs for then pious abbtiiionco duiing 
tile fasts Ilf Uhainusan. 

By tlio Jlighl.inders of Scotland, and also 
by some of the nations of I talv. May-day w as 
ol)beived,as well 18 by us. With indeed. 
It bal the aildiiionai recommendation of 
being called ‘‘ Robin Hood’s day and por- 
tions lepnscifaiig Robin and A^id Mai Ian 
were wont to preside on these occasions, 
oceofiipanied by villagers in the true Sher- 
wood green. Even oui Eightli Harry, who 
was such a gallant in Mk youth and such a 
tyrant in his age, once rode*‘a-maying” w'lth 
hiB wife Katharine, from Greenwich to tho 
high giound on Shooter’s-hill, accompanied 
by tile lonib nnd ladies of his court. This 
ni4ibt hawo happened in the earlier period of 
his life ; and we can well believe that the 
man who trod “ the field of the cloth of 
gold,’* .and had quaiiUob which enabled him 
to understand and return the courtesies of 
his brother king at Ardros, could relish tho 
pleasures of the flrst of May.

I (If all God’s Cl eature*. the Political Busy- 
Body IK upon tie* best terms with liimsell : 
and by the aid of that intuitive faculty 
winch lie pos^*<ises, he is enabled to uiulcr- 
BtaiKi 4 ‘very ode's business better than the 
iiidiMdiials tbemsuUes. But lie never 
swerves from bis fundamuntal maxim, 

** Whatever is, must be wrong.** That is a 
point which admits of no dispute; and when 
lie lias succeeded in convincing otheis of its 
truth, be leaves them to find out what is 
light. Ill this respect ho resemblea the 
atheist, who uiisvttles the principles of bis 
disciples, rohs them of their happiness, takes 
fiom them the comfort ** more precious than 
rubies," and having rifled the casket of 
their faith, gives them nothing, or worse 
than nothing. In lilu of what he has stolen. 
The Political Busy-Body and the athiist 
have this m common, that th*ey both Impugn 
w'hat they do not comprehend ; both sport 
with the dearest interests. of Uioir fellow- 
creatures ; and both abandon their dupes to 
the bitter consequences of confidence be- 
lt uyed. * 

It is held, however, by moriiists, plil}$AP^«, 
pheis, and divines, that the Creator peifiiis 
nothing to exist which has not its use, 
though our purblind faculties cannot always 
discern the proof. Thu Political Busy-Body 
has htt use. Were there no poisons, human 
science would never have discovered •anti-* 
dotes. Were theie no vice in the world, we 
should be without the example of illustrious 
viitues by which it is controlled and coun- 
tei acted. It Is not for 'us to inquire w/ig 
good and evil are thus placed, as it were, 
111 necessary collision wfith each other. The 
fact IS caeval witli the world Itself, if, then, 
the race of Pclitipal Busy-Bodies were ex- 
tinguished, what would become of society f 
We should rust in slotli. We should rot 
In inglorious ease. We should die of a 
plethora of telicity. We should net know 
the value of the things we possesi, nor feel 
the necessity of preserving them, but for 
voup iiidustiious Polltioal l^sy-Bodles who 
seek their destruction. Above all, we 
should be crushed beneath the weight ef an 
overgiown popula'tiou; for It is the Poliiical 
Busy-fiodit^ of eyery age who fljrt up ksni. 
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foreifrn anil domesite ; whtf cmhroll atatca ; 
fan flame of cifil atrift; nurse tmncoiiH; 
insUi^Btu seditions; and pr^Tuke rebelliniis, 
thus dreiirhing i^iole reuntnrs willi the 
blood of iniifhty hosts, and the gieeii 

ocean with the slam in naval ('unflicts be- 
sides feeding thoS gallows with luiBcraMo 
wretches who reduce their theniios to piac- 
tice; and thus, bj a roinpendioiis process, 
accomplishing more than cv<r Mai thus and 
the whole tribe of political economics will 
aecompUsh by their writings, the lowering 
of population down to the iorel of tiie 
means of subsistence. * 

One word in conclusion Shakspeare, 
who know human nature in all its ph.ases, 
has given us two lines which should bo the 
motto of every Political Busy-Body, whether 
be labouiB vainly to improve the world, or 
finds, like all great bdnefactors to it, its 
base ingratitude. They are these :

REMARKABLE CASi:S OF FUALD AND 
IMPOSTURE. 

Book II I —No. I. 

In 1704, there was published, in London, 
a history of the island «f Formosa, illustrated 
with numerous engravings of the manners 
and customs of the inhabitants, their houses, 
modes of travelling, &c. &c., accompanied by 
an CKtraordinary narrative of the author, 
who went under the name of George PskI- 
maoasar, and who, from the idolatries of 
bis own country, represented himself to 
have become a convert to Christianity. There 
^ Appeared subsequently, by the same author, 
** A Dialogue between a Japanese and For- 
mosau,” about some poiuts of the religion 
of the times. « 

Both of these works were ** seaiidalous im- 
positions** on the public, although the bclirl 
was almost general, at the time, ef their 
truth. Psalmanazar had actually invented 
a Formosa language and grammar, into 
which he translated several prayers and 
short sentences ; also a vocabulary for the 
benefit of those who sboufd visit that island. 
He at laat, however, c<infeased that the 
whole waa a forgery from beginning to end, 
at the same time deeply regretting the im- 
postore. Ills will thus commences : — ** Tht* 
last will and testameni of me, a poor, simple, 
and worthless creature, commonly known by 
the assamed ndhie of George P&almanarar.” 
After a prayer to the Supi eine Being, and 
directing that he may be buried in»the most 
humble manner, be says; ** The pnnripul 
mannscrlpt that 1 fait myself bemnd to 
leave behind was a fkitbfal narrative ot my 
edneattoaji and aallieaof my wretched youtb- 
fol mtd the various wayi hj which i 


was in some measure unadvisedly led into * 
the base and shameful imposture of passing 
upon the world for a native of Formosa, ana 
a conviMt to Chrisiiaiiity, and backing it 
with a helltious account of that isloud, and 
of my <iwn trawls, c^onversion, A&, all or 
most part of it hatched in my own brain, 
without regard to tiuth or honesty.” The 
document hears date in 

In the gosthunioasmemoiis above alluded 
to ho studh'usly conci'aled who ho really 
was. 1 1 appears, however, that he was horn 
about 1679, in the south of Franco; and» 
having hoiui guilty of some groat ezeoBsos in 
the uyiverslty where he was receiving his 
education, he found it iieoeisary to taho to 
flight, and wandered through a great part of 
Ktirope, Finding it both troublesome and 
hazardous to pieseive his tneo^Ho as • 
European, he deteiininc4 on the plan of 
imposture which ultimately led him to write 
his iictitiouB instory of Formosa. The lat- 
ter pari of hik life was spent in the practico 
of the most unfeigned piety. Hu supported 
himself by Ins literal y labours, and was the 
author of a considerable portion of the 
** Ancient Uniiersal Jlisioiy.” His death 
took place ID 176.‘1. 

A cut ions and cztiaordinnry forgery was 
committed at Palermo in 179>1. A work was 
published with the title “Jjibro del CoRe 
sigho di Kgitto, trndotlo da (Suiseppe Vellag 
Aiab. et ItaU,” which pretended to relate the 
public acts ami agreements between the 
Caliph of Egypt and the Norman princes^ 
Robert and Roger (ruiscard. The Sicilian 
goverrftnont was deceived by the Imposl* 
tion, but, on its detection, rigidly suppressed 
the work, and seiitencAsd the author to ton 
years’ imprisonment, duilng which he died. 

The eighteenth century was closed with 
the following literary fraud, concocted in 
GiTinany. So hUleJWas then known of tho 
interio-of Africa, thatanything which seemed 
likely to add to the knowledge upon the sub* 
jeet was bure to excite attentien. Public 
curiosity was, therefore, raised very highly on 
the announcement of a w'oik with tho capti- 
vating title of *' Travels in the Interior of 
Africa, from the Cape of Good Hope to v, 
Morocco, from tliu years 1781 to 1797 ; by ■ 
Cliribtian Fiedenck iJambergei." 'Iransla-,'' 
tions of a work wliicii proiMsed to rciuoT0 
the veil thi^ had so long covered contra! 
Africa weie immediately underiakon in Bnf^^ 
Jand and in Friince. The book, however^ 
was soon discoveird lo be tliu manofaciniT# 
of aprtiiier of W itteinberg, by came Zachary 
Tauiiniuh, who ba^bi foie tried his skill In 
forging a “ Voyage lo the But llldieib 
Eifypt,” &c. Ac 

1 11 1 823, a nail ve of A menca named Httnt6r» ' 
during hif. stay in tbii country, pul^Imd a 
work purporting to Im* his own advonturea, 
under the title of ” Memoirs of a Captivity 
among the Indians of Neath AnwifeaflgQiiii 
Childhood to the Age of Ninataen; 
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Anecdotes dfscriptire of their Mannors end 
Ouitoms." Tlio book contaiim a roinanUo 
narratire of tho al](>}if«»d waiKlerintra ot the 
author with various of tho llod Mon, 

and was for a time pn/* d as a faithful pic* 
taro of Indian life. The bociett of Hunter 
was cagorly soiijrht hy many people, who

Ill the year the exit ao'dinary popu- 
larity which Sir Walter Scott’s novels had 
acqniiod in irerniany gave ocoasion for th(f 
perpuiralion ot^ii li aud on tin* paitofsorao 
German buok<mllers A novid was juiblished 
by them, with the tith* 4]|I ** NV ailadmor,” 
which pidtesseil to he a now production of 
Soott. Tho spill ions “Simon I’lire” soon 
made Its appe II .nice in an English dress. 
Though the aiithoi must undoubtedly be

most iinpoi lant volumes ot secret history,

Wbioli restored the main important passages 
through which the eail appears to have 
fitruck his castrating pen Jt is suspected 
that our historical aiiuquaiy, Soeed, owed 
many obligations fo the learned Il^igh 
Broughton, for be possessed a vast number 
of bis manuscripts, which he bufUit. Why 
did be burn ? If persons place themselves 
in suspicious situations, they must not com- 
plain it they are suspected. Lelaiid’s m- 
▼aluable manuscripts wers left at his death 
tu the confusoi^ stale in which the mind of 
that writer had sunk, oreroome by bis io-

long a common prey to many who nerer ac- 
knowledged their fountain-head ; among 
these suppressors and dilapidators pre-emi- 
nently stands the crafty Italian, Polydore 
Virgil, who not only drew largely from this 
source, but, to cover the robbery, did not 
;omit to depreciate the father of our antiqui- 
ties — an act of a piece with the character of 
the man, who is said to have collected and 
burnt a greater number of histoiical manu- 
scripts than would havo loaded a wagon, 
to prevent the detection of his numerous 
fabi ications in his History of England, com- 
posed to gratify Mary and the Catholic cause. 

Sera&Bi. the writer of a vei y curious life of 
Tasso, was guilty of an extraordinary sup- 
pression in his zeal for that poet's memory. 
Galileo, in eaily hie, was a lecturer at the 
unaveisity oi Pisa: delighting in poetical 
studies, and thrsemoreof a critic than a phi- 
losopher, ho iiad Ariosto by hoai t. Ho caught 
tho literary mania which broko out about hiS 
time, when the Cruscans began their “ Con- 
troveiBie TasiVoche,” and raised up two 
poetic.ll factions, u Inch infertod tlie Italians 
with a iiatioii.il fever. Tasso and Ai losto 
weiu perpetual)} weighed and outwoighod 
against eacli other. Galileo wrote annota- 
tions on 'J'.isso, treating the bard witli great 
severity Oiir critic lent his manubcript to 
Jacopo Ma//oni, a concealed Tas^ol^t, who 
contrived tiiat tlio work should beahbolutelj 
lost ! The jiUilosopiier descended to the 
gtave, and the tumour of such a woik long 
floated on tradition. Two centuiies liad 
neaily el.ipscd, when Serassi, ...noiig his 
researches in the public libraries oi Home, 
discovered a mibcellaneous voiuiiie, in which 
be found de)>osited tho lost iiiaiiusciipt of 
Galileo, i^^rassrs conduct on the occasion 
was at once political, timorous, lyid cunning. 
Ho cautiouslv, but completely, traiiscrRi^ « 
the nianusciipi, with au intention, according 
to his memui and urn, to unravel all its sophis- 
try But he peibCTcred in his silence, often 
trembling lestbomo other oxploier of manu- 
scripts might be found as sharp-sighted as 
himself. He was so cautious as not even to 
venture to note down the library where the 
manuscript w'us to be found, and to this day 
no one appears to have fallen on the volume. 
On the death of Sernssi, his papers camo to 
the bands of Hie Dnko of Cerl, a patron of 
hteratunv the transcript of the yet undis- 
covered original was then revealed, and this 
secret history ol the manuscript was drawn 
from a note on the title-page written by 
SeroBsi bimselt To satisfy the urgent curio- 
sity of thc/ilcroti, these annotations ou Tasso 
by Galileo were publUhfKl in 17^. Hare is 
a work which, from its earliest stagey much 
paio5«bad been taken to suppress; but Se- 
rassrs collecting passion iMueing him to 
preserve what be himself so much wished 
should never apj^ear^ finally oooaaioned its 
pubUeatiou ! 

Tbe pwBonal IntiiBBtflBf 
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who composed the first soeonnts of Munso 
Porky were opposed to the abolition of the 
Blare* tradOi and he would not, tborefore, 
saffcr any passaKC to stand in which the 
African traveller had e^ressrd his convte^- 
tions of its inhunianitv. Park, anions oon- 
fidontial friends, freqn^tlj coniplained that 
luB work did not only not contain his opi- 
uons, but was interpolated with many nrhioh 
he utterly disclaimed I 
In at Bourdeana, the New Testa- 
ment was tiwnslated from the Latin iiifb 
French, by certain divines of Louvain. At 
that paiticular period the rontruveraiea be- 
tween the Protestants and Catholics ran 
very high, and this translation was published 
viitk the atteetatton of the Archbtehoft of lSour^ 
eUfttur to itB accuracy. 1 1 was evidently in- 
tended to refer the people to it iui the truth 
of the Roman Catholic doctiia^s, and foi this 
purpose they corrupted and pervtM'teii the 
teat of Scripture. For example, chapter 1 ) 
of “ Acts,** verse 2, “ or comme ils o{Frou'nt 
au Seujnetir le aacrificc dc la mease vt.c * In 
the 1st Epistle to the Corinthians, after “il 
Bcra 8au\e,** they added, “por U feu du ftiir- 
gntoirc^'*\ and in a biiiiilar tnannni through- 
out Bishop Kidder exposed it in a \er} 
elaborate ti iCt.

jSXTR.VORDTNAllV INSTANCE OP 
.TOUCH IN(i THK BODY'. 

The following account of un extraordinary 
casu ot murder in ^ifrtfonlshiru was found 
aniongRt the papers of that eminent lawyer, 
Sir John Maynard, one of tlie Lords Com- 
missioners oi the Hn>»t Smil of England. 

** The case, or rather liistory of a case, that 
h.ippcticd in the county of Hertford, X 
tlioutrht good to report here, though it hap- 
pt ned in the toiirlh vear oi King Charles I., 
that the incmoi y of it iri.iy not bo lost by 
miscarriage ot iny pnperb or otloTwiRc. X 
wrote the eiidence which was given, which 
I and many otherb did iicar, and I wroto It 
exactlj accoiding to what was deposed at 
tlio tfial at the bar of the Ktng'b Biincb 
\ix * 

“Johan Noiketi, wif‘* of Aitliui Norkett, 
being murdeied, the c|iiislioti wub, how she 
came by her d»Mtli * The coroner’s liiqiiuSt 
on view of tlie body, and deposilioiis of Mary 
Norki tt, John Okeima;i, and Agiiib his wife, 
inclined to find Johan Noikilt fdo deec; 
for they informed the co^jonei and jury that 
she was f^iund dead in her bed, the knife 
slicking in the floor, and her throat rut; 
that the night before she went to bo<i with 
iiiM child, tile pliiiniiil in tins appeal! In r 
liii'^baiid being alihenlj, and that no otiicr 
pet'‘On, after such time as she was gone to 
bed, came into her house, the exaiiimaiits 
Iviiig ill the outer room, and tliey must needs 
have seen oi known if any straiigi i had < omo 
in; whereupon the juiy gave ip to tlio 
coroner their verjict, that bhe was feh de 
But afterwards, upon luraoiir aiming the 
ueig^houi hood, and theirbhsenanceofdlTcrs 
CM cu install cos whicli manifested that she 
did not, flbr, accoiding to those circum- 
stances, could never poshibiy nmidei herself; 
wiieroupon tbe jury, whos* verdict was not 
vet drawn into iolrii bv iho coroner, desired 
the coroner that the body, which was buried, 
might bo taken out of tlio grave, Which Btie« 
coroner assented to; anti Lliirty days after 
her death, she was taken up in tbe presence 
of Ibejury, and agreat uumW^f the pe^e# 
wbefe^matlwiarfehuBgidlhefrT«fdtalir1^' 
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persons bring tried at Hertford assises, were 
ncqnltled ; hut so much sguinst the evidonee, 
that Judge llervey let fall hiS opinion that 
better an appeal were brought, than so 
foul a murder escape unpunished ; and 
Fascha, 4th Car . they were ti led on the ap- 
peal, which Wis hi ought by the young child 
against liib father, grandmother, and aunt, 
and herhushaiid, Oserman; and ^eeaiiso the 
efidenee was o straiiire, T took exact and 
particular notice, and it was as follows, 
tIz •— 

" After the matters ahovn related, an an- 
cient and graTo person, minister to the 
pa'ish wlieie the inuider was committed 
(being sworn to give evidence according to 
custom^, deposed, * that the body being taken 
out of the grave thiity days aftei the party's 
death, and lying on the grass, and tht> four 
defej^dants present, they were teqiiired eacli 
of them touch the dead bodv Okeririan's 
wife full upon hei ki^ees, and prayed Cod 
to show tokoiiH of her innocence, or to some 
such purpose; her viMy words 1 have forgot. 
The appelloos did touch tho dead body, 
whereupcii tho brow of the d«‘ad, which was 
bufure a Imd and carrion colour (that was 
the verbal expiussion tn Urntmu of tho wit- 
noHS), began to have a dew or geutic sweat 
arise upon it, which increased, by degrees, 
till tho sweat ran down in drops upon the 
face, the brow turned and changed to a lively 
and flesh colour, and the dead opened one 
of her eyes, and shut it again, and this 
opening the eye was done three several 
times; she likewise thrust out the ring or 
marriage finger three seveial times, and 
palled It in again, and the finger dropped 
blood on the grass' Sir Nicholas Hyde, 
chief iiiagistrntc, seeming to doubt the evi- 
dence, asked the witness * Who saw this 
be&ides you — Wttnets. * I cannot swear 
what otlirrs saw ; but, my lord,' said he, * I 
believe the whole company saw it ; and if it 
had been thought a doubt, proof would have 
been made of It, and many would have at- 
tested with me.’ 

Then tho witness, observing some admi- 
ration in the auditors, he spake further: 

** ' My lord, 1 am ininitUT of the parish, 
and have known all the parties, but never 
had any occasion of displeasuie against any 
of them, nor had to do with them, nor they 
with me; but as 1 was jninlster, the thing 
was wonderfal to me; 1 have no interest lo 
the matter, but Ks called upon to testify the 
tratli, and that 1 have done.’ 

**Tlii6 witness was a reveio.id person ; as 
I guessed, was about seventy yeais of age; 
his testimony ufas deliveunl gravely and 
temperately, but to tlife gi eat admiration of 
the auditory; whereugon, applying liimself 
ito the chief justice, he said, *My lord, my 
brother, herlft present is rainisterof the parish 
adjacent, and, 1 am assured saw all done 
that I have aiflirmed.’ Thuix*foi*e that per- 
jon was aWorn to give evidence, and deposed 


in every point, viz , the sweating of the brow, 
changing of Its colour, opening of the eye, 
and the thiice motion of the finger, and 
drawing it in again ; only the first witness 
added, th.at he nnuself dipped his finger in 
the blood which came from the dead body, 
to examine it, an he sworo he believed it 
w'as blood 1 conferred afterwards with Sir 
Edmund Powell, barrister at law, and others, 
who all concurred in the observation ; and 
foi myself, if I wore upon oath, I can depose, 
that these depositions, especially the first 
witness, are truly reported in snbfltance. 

'‘The other evidence was given against 
the prisoners, viz , the grandmother of the 
plaintiff, and against Okerman and his wife, 
that they confessed they lay in the next room 
to the dead person that night, and that none 
came into the house till they found her dead 
the next m'irrning. Therefore, if she did not 
murder herself, they must be the murderers; 
to that end further proof was made 

“ Isi. That she lay in a composed manner 
111 bed, the bed-clothes nothing at all dis- 
turbed, and her child by her in bed. 

*‘2ndly. Her throat cut from oar to ear, 
and her neck broken ; and if she first cut her 
throat, she could not break her nock in the 
bed, nor contra. 

**3rdly. There was no blood in the bed, 
saving there was a tincture of blood on the 
bolster where her head lay, but no substsnee 
of blood at all. 

“ 4tbly. From the bod’s-bead tbero was a 
stream of blood on the fioor, which ran along 
till It ponded In the bondings on the floor lo 
a very great quantity; and there was also

USEFUL RECIPES. 

Portable Lemonade.— Tartaricor citric 
acid, one ounce ; linel j-powderod loaf sugar, 
half a pound ; eHonco of lemon, twenty 
drops ; mix ; two or three tea-spoonfuls make < 
a very plesaant glass of extemporaneous le- 
inoii^(\ Or, powdered sugar, four pounds; 
citric or tarttf io acid, one ounce ; essence of 
lemon, two drachms; mix well. As last. 
Tory sweet and agreeable. 

OiNOER - Beer Pow deus. — Powdered 
white sugar, two drachms, powdered ginger, 
fire grama; carboaaie of bod%» twenty-six 
grains; mix, and wrap \n blue paper; tar- 
taric acid, thirty grains in white paper. For 
use, dissolve each separately in half a glass 
of water, mix, and drink while efTei vescing. 

Midokle\*8 Soda Powders— These aie 
made by mixing one-eighth of a grain of tar- 
tarised antimony to each paper of acid. 

Skidlitz Powders. — Tartrate of soda, 
two drachms ; carbonate of soda, tw o scru- 
ples ; mix, and put in a blue paper , tartaric 
acid, tbirty*five graiiiS, to bo put in a wbite 
paper. For half a pint of water, as ginger- 
beer powders. — In ont hottk. Tartrate of 
soda, twelve ounces ; carbonate of soda, four 
ounces ; tartaric acid, three and a half 
ounces; white sugar, one pound; all in fine 

r owdei ; dry each separately by a gentle 
eat; add essence •of lemon, twenty drops, 
mix well, pass it through a sieve, and put it 
at once intb clean dry bottles. A desseit- 
Spoonful to a tumbler of water. 

•Oi;(|BAT — Pound very fine one pound of 
Jordan and one ounce of bitter almonds 
together iu a marble mortar, adding one 
table-spoonful of orange-flower water, to 
prevent oiling; then mix with them one 
pint of rose, and one pint of spring water; 
■train through .a fine cloth ; add to these 
one pound of white sugar in fine powder; 
when perfectly dissolved, bottle close for use. 
Before use, sliike the bottle. One table- 
spoonful is sufficient for a tumbler of water; 
a little capillaire will much ivprove tbe 
flavour. 

lurEBIAi^— Take cream of tarta?, two 
otmees; the Juice and peek of two lemons; 
p >ur OR theM six quarts of boiling water; 
stir and cover close ; sweeten with loaf sugar 
to yourtMte; then strain, bottle, and cork 
tight ; before bottliogsadd half a pint of the 
best rum to ttfe whole quantity. 


Toast and VTatbii.— Toast slowly a 
thin piece of bread till extremely brown and 
hard, bnt not the least black ; then pluuge 
it into ajng of cold wpter, and cover it over 
an hour before used. 

Sprucb-Bebu Powders.— As ginger-beer 
powders, substituting essence of spruce, 
three or four drops, for the powdered ginger. 

Soda Powders, or EFFERvasciNa 
PowDBRS.— CarboDSteof soda, thirty grains 
in each blue paper; tartaric acid, twenty- 
five grains In each white paper; dissolve 
eaeh separately In half a glass of water, mix, 
anfi drink immediately. 

Preventiun of Corrosion^— T he best 
means of preventing the corrosion of metals 
is first to dip tbe articles into very dilute 
nitric acid, and afterwards to immerse them 
in linseed oil, allowing the superfluity of oil 
tp drain off; they are by this means very 
effectively preserved from rust or oxidation. 

Beautiful* Lead or Silver Tree.— 
Dissolve half an ounce of acetate of lead in 
a pint and a half of water. Shake it well, 
and Jet it stand till clear. Pour off the 
liquid, and throw away the sed^ent. 
Partly fill a vial with the former^ an# fix a 
wire through the cork of the bottle, having 
at the bottom a pii^o of zinc, the size of a 
horse-bean. Set it carefully by, where it will 
not got disturbed. In a few hours the lead 
will crystallise round the zinc In the form 
of moss, and soon after will branch out into 
silvery leaves running up the wire, aud 
spreading in ovury direction. To obtain tbe 
zinc of a convenient form, melt it in a 
tobacco-pipe, and run it into sand, flour, or 
powdered clialk in boles made with a black- 
lead pencil. Stick a wire in the middle. If 
sand bo used, be careful to have it dry, 
otlierwiBu Btoam will be formed, and the hot 
metal will be driven, perhaps, into the face. 
Thu zinc mag be re-mcltcd and used again.

I'lic biiignlar custom trinnnially celebr.'' t('d 
at Eton os Whit-Tuesday, aud which lud 
the title of Montem f^t now fallen into dis- 
uvi'J, appears to bare been coaval with the 
foundation of tlie ool||W«, althbugli both rts 
d« hii;n and mode of ^set vaiice have been 
eiitiiely changed since that pcriml. It on- 
sisU'd of a procession formed i>y the whole of 
the school, to a small luouiit, hu]>posed to 
lM‘*a Sisiin harrow, near a \ 1 ll 3 ge on tho 
I Jlitli'ioad, called Sali-iiili, where the ro- 
> ai tinder of the day w.is spent in festlviiy. 

' Tht chief object of ihcceremonj was to make 
K collection tor tl e captain oi tlie scliolais 
on the fioiiidatioii, prupaiamry to his leaving 
Eton for till university, which is accom- 
plished by laviiig all the spec'ators and pac- 
Hengers uiidei % contribution, demanded as 
money for “silt,” they receiving in retarn a 
ticket with aa appropriate motto.* The 
origin of tint castnin, notwithstanding much 
antiquaiian research, baa not boon clearly 
^ ahcertaiiied ; but it has been snppossd to 
derive its tlilo from a monkish prooesHioii 
taking place aanually to this moiirit,at wlneli 
lime consecrated salt was B>>id to the spec- 
tators. The speclaole partook somewhat of

order. a'lioTo a’hirh is a neat oi giui galleiy. 
The sides of the prinripal part ot the odifiee 
are wainscoted to a runsiJerable height; the 
luwnr tiers of suate tis^ig fioin llie floor are 
appropriated to the scholars generally, above 
which are stalled seats foi surh iiublenirii 
as are pnplls, tlio masters and heads of the 
college sitting on the iippennost low. The 
orlgirnl stone altar-piece, corresponding to

Healthy Skin.— M r. Eraimus Wiiion*! 
w<nk with the above title Ih a ralunble 
addition to the books whirh may be said to 
form ‘*The People’s Library.^* Its object is 
expressed in its title, which yi Bu|rircaiiv« of 
an important troth, namely/that thf henlth 
of the skin e.Xfrts ayowerfnl iii/fiicnrc ot'^r the 
health of the body As must seasonable, we 
make the following extract from the rhnpter 
On Disorder^ affecting the Colour of the 
Skin 

*' The ooloiirlng principle of the skin oc- 
casionally offers rarities in its tint, depend- 
ent, probably, on a diffeience of chemical 
composition, sneh difference being refeiriblw 
to states of coiistituiion of the individual* 
Thus, when persons of a light complexion 
arc exposed to the influence of the sun and 
heat during the suninicr season, numerous 
round or ovabshuped, yellow ^pots, similar 
In appearance to stains, are developed in the 
skill, tbc«e spots are populaily torinej 
* freckles,' or summer frerkUs, and generally 
disappear during the darker an 1 colder 
months of the year. There are, howerer, 
otlu r freckles which have no dependence on 
light and heat, which are equally vivid in 
the winter as in the summer sea^^oii, and 
are, in point of fact, of constitutional origin 
These are the cold freckles , they offer some 
TarieCy in oolour, being sometimes brightly 
yellow, and sometimes green, and are not 
•onfliied, like the aummoi freckles, to per- 
sons of a light complexion. Another dis- 
coloration, occurring in the form of patches 
of various tints of ^re ' saffron spots,’ 
'sulphur spota,’ and 'liver spots.' In cs- 
Mutial nattti^, these are the same as freckles, 
but they are not always permanent. They 
ofipB appear* Mfldcniy under the influence 
of some genial disturbance of the system , 
they are attended with some degree of itch- 
ing, and they fade away gradually when the 
cause whieb excited them is reinovod 

" The treatment of the family of discolora- 
tions involves surgical as well as domestie, 
means. The only safe and certain mode of 
getting rid of moles is a surgical operation 
For the other forms of stain, the best local 
application is the folloaing cerate, which 
should be well rubbed into the affected skin 
at night:— Elder-flower ointAent, one 
•nnee; sulphate of zinc., twenty geains; 
mix well. In the morning, this is to be 
washed away with abu nuance of soap, so 
as to seeure the entire removal of the grease, 
and the following loti<»n is then to be 
applied : — Infusion of rose-petals, half-a- 
pint; citric idld, thirfy grains; mix. The 
yeiiow spots and Hvei spots will quickly 
disappear under this treatment, and, in most 
InsiaDCes, the freckles will be ameliorated, 
If not removed. Should the remedies giw 
rise rise to any unpleasant irritation or 
toughness ot the skiu, the following lotion 


will counteract such effects Almond 
emulsion, half-a-plnl ; Goulard’s extract, 
half-a drachm; mix.

to reward the labour and triiling expeiisv 
beatowed In thuir produetioii. 

PicCAMM.! —TakearlosidT-grown.ai^und- 
hearted white cabbage, and rut it iit slices 
aerosa; a sound \%7iito beet rf>ot, rut in 
allces; a cauliflower, dlnded into sureral 
iraali brancbvs . a few dear gherkins, and 
Bomo radish-pods; also kidney or French 
baaoL Lay them in a sieve, \%ith two oi 
three handfuls of common salt scattered 
over them , and let theiny>«j exposed to the 
ann, oi* placed before a flic four days When 
you think all the water is extracted ftoin 
them, put them into a large pan of stum*- 
ware*(I object to glazed voiiels for these 
processes), rniiing them well, and scattering 
plenty of good sound mustard seed amongst, 
thorn as you go on. Then, to each gallon* 
of best vinegar, add— garlic, peeled and 
sliced, three ounces , tiirnioi ic, an ounce and 
a half. Boil these, and hkim them wdl, .tnd 
pour the liquor u bile hot over the ve|;etable8, 
and lot them lie ten days, at least, viith 
strong paper tied over them, near a lire, 
until tho|, have become a line yellow colour, 
and have imbibed a fair quantity of the 
Tine^ar. Make thon a pickle of the follow- 
ing iiigredients — Best while u i no vinegar, 
three quSi ts^ white pepper, an ounce and 
a half; mare, an ounce and a half; long 
poppSr, half an ounce; nutmeg, half an 
onnie; cloves, half an ounce. Lot them 
iKpbOen minutes, and skim them well, and I 
pour all over the pickles. Tie up the jar 
with bladder and leather. 

NASTUUTlUMS.~Tbe8e should be gathered 
within a week after the blossoms havv faih n 
Take a gallon of them, aud throw them 
InHl a pail ot salt and water, cold, in which 
you must koep them, changing the water 
three uioes at least three days and nights; 
.then lay them in a sieve to drain, and rub 
them perfeo^f dry between cloths. Then 
take white wine vinegar, qpe gallon; mace, 
one ounce; nutmeg, one ounce ; white pep- 
per^rns, twoouuoes; four ehtlois, sliced; 
cemmon salt, four eituces. Boil them ten 
minutes; skim them well, and when nearly 
eold, pour the whole over the fruit placed 
in tare, adM tie them cloee. 

Cavlifu>weB3.— Choose the whitest and 
clcMt grown. Ibid separating them into 
ktthehee, lay them on dubet, and strew salt 
oqeally alt over them ; so let theiA remain 
three days and nlghM, Then place them 
carefaHy In Jart» lui4 poor boilinf prater 


over them ; tie them eloso from the air, pad J 
let tliem stand twelve hours; then Itko^ 
them out to |fry on a sievO| afu*r which ydi^ 
may put them in your jarc or glaseee, and 1 
fill up with bust white wine vinegar, and 
tie bladder and leather over them. 

Aaparaous —Choose the largcat aspara^g 
gus, cut eir il.o white ends so for as yod 
think they would bo tough, and lay the 
green parts in cold water, In whioh they 
must bo carefully waaiied, thon taken ont, 
and put 111 fresh cold water, where they must 
remain iIisho hours. Put into a atew-pnn 
some < old spring water and a amnll quantl^ 
of salt, and when it has boiled, take it off . 
the file, skim it. and lay In the asparagttg 
heads with caution, or you will breaa them. 
Let thion he just scalded fone minute wUI 
suffice) on the fire, and with an egg-dloe take 
them out and lay their, butwoeii olotbs t# 
cool. Put them in jars, and make tVe fol* 
lowing pickle* — beat white wine vinegar, 
one gallon; bay salt, on^ ounce; nutmeg, 
one ounce; mace, quarter of an ounce; 
whitu pepper, half an ounro. Lot it boll ten 
minutPH, skim It, and pour Itover theaspnrw* 
gus while hot. Tie doubled linen over tho 
jars, and lei them stand six days; then boil 
up the pick lb again, and pour It over A 
second time. When cold, tie your jars OTcr ' 
with bladder and leather. ^ 

0 11 F. iiK 1 N R.— I rn merse a quarter of ^hOfi- 
sand gherkins In a pickle of two and a half 
pounds of common salt to ooo gallon oC 
water, and let them lie three houra theroln»\ 
Put them In a sieve to drain, wipe them 
separately, and place them in a jar. Prg* ' 
pare a pi'ckln thus —Best white wine VittOi* 
gar, one gallon , common salt, sU ouncofl}" 
allspicot one ounro , mustard-seed, onk 
ounce ; cloves, half an ounce ; maoe, half ill 
ounce; one nutmeg, sliced; bne stick "Of 
horse-radish, slir«d. Boil It twelve minutes, 
and skim it well, and pour it, when cold, 
over the gherkins, and lot them stand twenty 
hours covered up close, then put tbm 
altogether into a pan over the fire, and let 
them simmer only until they attain' A nice 
green colour; put them into Jars, and Jmur 
the liquor and spices over theio, and tiAi 
closely with bladder and leather.

In- 
deed, Uierc seemed to bo but little probability 
of our ships bolding together much longer, 
so frequent atul rioieiit werolkhe shocks they 
Bustaiiiud The loud crashing noise of tbe 
straining and working of the timbers and 
decks, as siie w'as driven against some of the 
heavier pieces, i^chich all tho activity and 
exertions of our people could not preTont, 
wus sufficient to nil iiio stoutest heart, that 
was not supported by trust in Him who 
controls all erents, with dismay ; and I 
should commit an act of injustice to my 
companions if I did not express my admira- 
tion of their conduct on this trying occa- 
sion * tliroughout a period of twenty-eight 
hours, during any one of which there ap- 
peared to be very little hope that we should 
live to see another, tho coolness, steady 
obedleiic>e, and untiring exertions of each 
individual wero cvecy way worthy of British 
seamen. 

** Tho storm gained its height at two P.K., 
when tlio barometer stood at 28-40 idches, 
and after that time began to rise. Although 
we had been forced many miles deeper into 
the p.ick, we could not perceive that the 
swell had at all subsided, our ships still 
rolling and groaning amidst the heavy frag- 
ments of crushing bergs, over which* t& 
ocean rolled its mountaTnons waves, throw- 
ing huge masses one upon another, and then 
again burying them deep beneath Its foaming 
waters, dashing and grinding them together 
with fearful violence. The awful grandeur 
of snch a soene can neither be Imagined aor 
described ; far less can the feelings of those 
who witnessed it be understood. Eaifli of 
ua secured oar hold, waiting the issue with 
resignation to the will of Him who alone 
could presert^ us, and bring os safely 
through this extreme danger; watobfaiff 
with breimhless anxiety the effect of etch 
Bueoceding eolilsior, and tbo vibrations of 
tbe tottering roasts, expeeUag^ovofT moment 
to see tiiem give way witboni our havlaf the 
power to make an effort to save them.

more at erne for their ultimate safety. 

"During the darkness of night and the 
thick weather, wo had been carried through 
a chain of bergs which were seen in the 
morning considerably to windward, and 
which served to keep off the heavy pressure

Three Spaniards 
i were borne from their saddlee by the rdfiy- 
ness of the shock, and four of their antago* 

I nists* horses slain. The fight, which began 
! at ten in the morning, was not to he pro- 
; trncted beyond sunset. Long before that 
liour all the Fienob, ya^a ^wo, one of them 
tiie Chevalier Bayard, had been dismounted; 
and their horses, at which the Spaniards ha4 
aimed more than at the riders, disabled otf 
slain. The Spaniards, seven of whom were 
still on horsebaek, pressed hard on their 
adversaries, leaving little doubt of the for- 
tune of tbe^day. The Utter, however^ en- 
trenching themselves bebiod the eareases of 
their dead horses, mndd good their defruce 
against the Spaniards, who in vain tried ip 
spur their terrified steeds over the bardar. 
In this way the fight was protracted till 
sunset: as both parties oopUpaed to beep 
possession of the field, the palrii of vUtoty^ 
was odj lodged to neither, wpile both wert 
pronounced to have demeaned tfaemselyaa 
like good and valiant knights.— B'es^s

BEIURKABLK CASES OF FRAUD AND 
' IMPOSTURE. 


Ka XX1 V.*Rook THiRa ^ 
OiAlMdSth «f Auf aat, 1678, while Charles 
II. wM walking in Sc. James's Park, he was 
accosted by one Klrby,w chemist, who told 
him that his enemies bad a design upon his 
life, and that he might be shot in that very 
walk. Charles stepped aside, and appointed 
Kirby to meet him at the house of CbliBuob, 
where his majesty was aecnstomod to meet 
a tery different kind of company— his pain- 
den and his vtomen. There Kirby informed 
him t|iat two persons, named Grove and 
Pickering, had engaged to shoot him ; and 
that Sir George Wakeman, the queen's 
physician, had undertaken to poison him. 
All this intelligence Kirby aihrmed he had 
received from his friend Dr. ^nge, a divine 
of the Church of England, Who was well 
known to several persons about the court. 
Charles agreed to have an interview with 
the doctor, and Tonge presented himself 
with an immense roll of papers, which con- 
tained the fnll particulars of the plot drawn 
ont nnder forty-three heads. This was too 
much for the lasy and indolent king, who 
referred the parson with his papers to the 
Karl of Danny, the treasurer and prime 
minister. The earl asked Tonge who bad 
written the papers. The doctor answered 
that they had been secretly thrust under his 
door, and that, though he guessed, he did 
not exactly know by whom. After a few 
days, however, Tonge informed the minister 
he' had ascertained that his suspicions re- 
specting the author of the papers were well 
founded; that he had met the Individual in 
the streets, who had given him further par- 
ticulars of the* horrible conspiracy, desiring 
at tbg same time that his name might be 
* eonc^ed, lest the Papists shonld m order 
him. Dsaby went to the king, and proposed 
ihehistaat arrest of the alleged assassins; 
but Charles, who is said to have believed 
from the beginning that the whole thing waa 
a gross imposture, declined taking this step, 
and requested that the matter should bo kept 
secret even from his brother, James, Duke 
of York— saying that it would only create 
alsnUt and might perhaps put the notion of 
murdering him' Into some bead that other- 
wise would never have tboug|lit of it. 

Tke king’s wishes were not attended to ; 
for Vonge soon walted^upon Daoby with In- 
fora|atloo that there was a terrible packet 
ffolim tbrongh the post-ofiee to Bedingfield, 
tbe mke of York’s confessor, then at Wind- 
sor. Danbf posted down to Windsor to 
Intercept tus packet; bnt be found that tbe 
lettssa«wure uready la ike king's bands.

The king would still have treated the 
whole story as an imposture, had not James, 
seeing that the Jesuits, aed even hit own 
confessor, word excused, Insisted upon a 
searching inquiry. Kirby, who had warned 
the king In the Park, appeared repeatedly 
at court; and, failing to attract attention r 
there, the mysterious friend of Dr. Tonge, 
who bad vSrltten the forty-three articles,

Bots have their playthings, so have men. 
Wo have found tma to bo a truism, for our 
sebooi master ones dusted our Spsnoerisn 
garment with our own rattan; and since wo 
were Able to bear a Gane^ wo’ve ssldoin boon 
without it.

We*are not prepared to say at what par- 
tienlae period these pretty playthings for 
frown-np people first came Into use, but 
wre should think It rery likely to hare been 
during, or perhaps prior io, the rel/n of 
Bllaabeth, when the useful and ornamental 
In dress, and erery tlilag else, were gracefully 
and Judiciously blended. At a later period, 
the oane seems to have been patronised 
as much, if not more, by old folks than 
yonng ones; among medical men especially, 
all of whom prided themselves on sporting 
gold heads to these baubles, and paying ex- 
tremely high prices for them. \Ye may, even 
BOW, oeeasloaally get a glimpse at a degener- 
ated Speoimen of one of these old fashionable 
** canes In the hands of lootmen behind the 
oarriagi'S of some of our aristocracy, a cir- 
-ommstanoe from which one might bo led to 
saspect that the very spicy thing of all^tlie 
ammeo of the quintessence of bygone dandy- 
ism— was to keep a footman to carry your 
nano for you ; altiiough we question whether 
this display of statolinoss was not eoatliied 
almost entirely to females. Nor was the 
BSC of canes restricted entirely to gentle- 
SBcn; old ladles carried them, though not 
for show, but as a ** crutch" to support them 
Under their infirmities. If works of art are 
go bo taken as records of fashion, we need 
only remind our readen of ^le portrait! 
whleh have been handed down to us of those 
three Immortal old ladles. Mother Goose, 
Dame Trot, and Mother Hubbard, all of 
whom are represeuted carrying crutch- 
handled sticks ; but women of greeter 
aifiuoneo had their crutch’’ made ot cane. 
The reader may find numerous full-length 
portraits of other old ladles who sported 
^flloks and canes, should he doubt the autben- 
tWty of the memorials we have referred to. 

. .Bttt sanes, like other things, have had their

of treA,and will not lovingly wind round the 
mist of afdelinquent Whose muconduct de- 
mands SOM wholstfime oorreeuon. The kind 
of sticks now in use, which wo most admire, 
are tlMMO ealled partridge-canes ; their co- 
lour und graining Wring some resemblance 
to the plumage of^f nartmge. Those made 
of ebony we £>not like, although they are in

Fifteen grains of tho 
lemon acid in solution will saturate one 
scruple of carbonate of potash, aiia form an 
excellent substitute for soda water. S^jiltne 
mssture. — Take of citric acid, bi-carbonate of 
potash, of each one diachm, syrup of orange- 
peel, Ipirit of nutmeg, of each one ounce ; 
distilled water, twelve ounces. Mix. Two 
tsMe-spocnfuls of this mixture may be taken 
sfery four hours in forers sod inflammatory 
sore throaU. 

Bits of a Mad Dog, Bits of Snakes, 
Venomous Serpents, kc.— The paru bit- 
ten sionld, if possible, be Instantly removed 
by s^ien, then immersed in if arm water;

geaiu'e. As yet, liowe\ci, no one could 
point out the inuideiei, nnd lie btnlkeU 
moodily alumt, with flushed fare and set 
tooth, „laimg without leply at any one who 
fipoko to liiiu. 

At last it W'as burred about that Dame 
Morgan bad aw uk 0 quite senhible, and that 
the constable was taking her depositions; 
upon which Waikins forced his way to the 
hed»r6om door, whei e Ins well-known ron- 
nexion with the murdered girl procured j 
him admittance.

The senMUom ereeW la Uie neighbour- 
hood by a crime so atroaout was intense, and 
nothing perhaps in the whole business ex- 
cited greater horror than Joo Oarbett^s cold- 
blooded murder of poor Jesse, w hose sweet- 
heart he had professed himself. People 
asVed each other if it was possiblo that Joe, 
Larking Joe, whose songs and josU they had 
so often laughed at, couM be guilty of bueli 
unheard-of erueiiies. But in truth there 
was nothing wonderful iu it; liis uativc w*it 
and high animal <ipiiit concealed a character 
of selfish hardness, a mind utterly callous to 
all human syinpaihies. Thu very habit of 
justing on eiery one and utvi ythiiig, hot^ 
indicated the man’s hearilessneSB, and lendod 
to increase it. Still, them was iiiidoubtiMlly 
an apparent contrast hetvii'en liis pot-house 
levity of manner and liis atiocities at Long- 
hope, which deepened the general feeling of 
abhorrence against liiiii. hen the ti ml 
took place, the jury, without leaving the box. 
reluinud a verdict of giiiltyS An immense 
Crowd attended on the inoiringof the exe- 
cution, and when liie three prisoners ap- 
peared on the platform for tin* last tune in 
this world, they weiuicceived with a mingled 
yell of exultation and ablioiience It was 
the only thing that seemed to affect the 
wretched (larbi'tt — that tiiuieisul < xpi essmti 
of bitter detestation by Ins llow-mcMi.

OOOKSBT DOMESTIO 

ECONOMY. 

A LITTLE work, with the above title, 
deaervea a place in our “ Library of Usefni 
KnowlMge.” It is well adapted for the use 
I of housewives who Study simplicity and 
economy in the preparation of food, and who 
require explicit directions for their guidance. 
Every recipe, — every advice, — evciy little 
piece of information appears to be ibe result 
of personal experience. 

Fiom the second part of tills work we 
sliall make some extracts* 

CfioicE OF A lioi SF.— There are certain 
impoi tant points 011 which you should obidn 
satisfactory information, in making choice 
of a liouse. First, take care that it is not 
damp. Dampness may arise fioni several 
euises, but imperfect drainage, and a too 
close coiilaet ot iho floors with the giuuiid, 
aiti tho ptiricipai. Wiien a house is damp 
111 anv part, no matUrfio/u what cause, I 
advise you by .iK' means to avoid it, foi it 
may pioiiuee the most peinicioiis i fleets On 
the health of your fuiiiiiy .Second, see that 
tilt* hoii«e has a free open expo&uie for fresh 
an, and. it all other Riieuras lances suit, pre- 
fer that w'hicli has an exposure to the boiith, 
and possesses tlio beritfieial influence ot tho 
sun s lays A house with a pleasant south- 
erly I xpobiiro enjoys a climate several de- 
grees wanner than a housu which Is not so 
fav out ably •situated. In general, too little 
attention is paid to this circumstance. Third, 
ascertain if tiieio be a plentiful supply of 
good water 111 the pieniises, and if tliore be 
pioper means at hand foi drying and bleach- 
ing clothes. Fourth, le.n*n whether the vents 
go Well, and do not smoke. The inquiries 
you may make in refer* ncu to ftecduni from 
vciiniii and other parliculans, I leave to 
your own judgment. 

Fuiwishing — When you design to fur- 
nish a house, take care to set out on a right 
principle in the selection of articles. *dt is 
essential, for the sake of neatness, and for 
a pleasing eflcct to the eye, that there should 
bo a liarmony of colours, and also a similarity 
of style m the main articles of furnituro. 
Therefore, if you do not exeicise a little 
taste and judgment in your Jirat selections, 
you may find that you have comimtted a 
blunder which will cost you much subi^ 
queni annoyance. Fur example, let the 
tints of the cai pet, of the paper or paint of 
the w alls, and .>f the w'lndow oartaltas, he 
all in harmony in each room — that is, either 
possess a gdneral rcsomblanee of colour, or 
vanouB colours, in flossing contrast and 
liarmony witii each othec If the oolonr of 
your curtains be scarlet, and the oolonr of 
your walls or carpet bine, a most inhar^ 
monious and unpleasing jgffeet will be pro* 
duoed ; hut brown and gran, or green and 
^old, will be in barmosty, and may tbereforg 
be plaoiA together. Carpets being the m^ 
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«speniiTe arUclAs, it is safest to ba|^ them 
first, tod then to let their colour lead the 
tone and style of curtains, paper-hangings, 
eliair-coeers, hearth-nigs, and all other 
articles. It is also a good economical plan 
to boy carpets of the same pattern for scToral 
rooms, because, in the event of ri'inoval to 
a house with different «ized apartments, a 
piece of one carpet may be taken to eke out 
another. ^ 

Tables, Chairs, &c. — When you are 
bargaining for tables, chairs, and other wool- 
en articles of a fine quality, take caro to 
specify that they must bo of a solid fabtlc, 
and not 1 encored. Veneering is only toler- 
able in a few artirles which are not to be 
subjected to much tear and wear; never- 
tht>N*ss, a pr.ictice has begun of veneering 
articles in dully use, sneh-iBS chairs and 
tables, and consequently thc^ are soon cle- 
‘•trojed. T^au'iiine closely the hsick and seat- 
frames ol e\oiy nialiogany'ohair, and reject 
xl If ic he veneeied. In ordeiing sofas you 
bhould also take c.iro to bargain foi genuine 
liair stufRiig, for in many iii'«tam*es the 
stuffing Is composed of wh.it is technically 
called jiobf or a composition of tow, wool, 
and other kinds of i nbbish Likewise, tke 
htiir should he well baked or prepared.

“Here,” 
s.iys Ml Malone, ”is a proof that the cxe- 
ciitoi of Shakspeaie’s will left a library an 
MSS behind him.”

pi esent generation of them, fragments might 
bo found, if cuiio.sity would prompt diligence 
tc seareh the lepohitorics of concealment.

HISTORY OF COATS. 

Our modern coata are to bo traced back by 
their pedigree to about the middle of the 17th 
century ; while our paletots, wrappers, or 
whaterer else they are called, may lay claim 
to a higher antiquity by three hundred yeais 
In the brillianl cou''ts of Louis XIII., Philip 
IV., and Charlea I., the costume had changed 
from the tiglit jacket or vest of tlie sixteenth 
century to ilie open and somewhat wgltge^ 
though picturesque jerkin, so f.tmiliar to the 
lOTrra of ilubeiis and Vandyke. Over the 
linoii integuments of his body, a guntlcman 
in those da}8 wore only one upper permanent 
gariiioiit, the joikiii or vest in question . tlie 
sleeves were loose and ratlier short, the 
waist was not pinclied in , the cut was la- 
ther straiglit : tlje length extended only to 
tho loins, and abundance of fine linen and 
lace was displayed.' Orei this gaiment. 
Which was very plain, wah woin a small 
olORki more or less oinamcnted, in the hail 
er the hunting field , but in the tented camp 
the cuirass was buckled on, and tliejeikiu 
appeared below, coveiing tho tops of tho 
cnissards or thigh-pieces. Thei e is many a 
charming Vandyke portiiiying out ancestors 
In this elegant dress; and even the fana- 
tlelsm of the Cromwellian times allowed the 
fashion to rciiiaiii in England, till the taste 
of the Ficnch court underwent a change, 
and modified the habiliinenls of nearly all 
civilised Europe. To w hat cause we do uot 
knew, but prob.ibly to some degree of ad- 
ditional comfort n'quired by Louis'Xl V. aiid| 
bis courlicis in their eailier campaigns,* 
is to be ascribed the leiigtheiiiiig of the 
eklrts of the jerkin, and tlie coiiespond- 
Ing inciease in tho dimoiiaions of tho 
cloak, which we find to have taken place 
80011 aftei 16G0 The portraits ot Migiiaid, 
and tlie battli'-pieees of Viinderineulen, all 
show us the change that was then going on 
at the court of Veisaillcs • we find the form 
of the diess slififening, the sleovob lengthen- 
ing, pockets either yaw'iiing wide or covered 
under deep lapels, the cuffs turned up half- 
way to the elbow, and a glorious dispi.iy of 
gold lace and ribandf., that must have made 
a fine gentleman of those palmy days glitter 
with the colours of tho rainbow. To the 
easy and languid elegance* of t^ Spanish 
costume had sneceedt^ a certaio degree of 
military atilTnoss and precision araoug the 
French beaux ; all Europe was at :hat time 
lost in admiration of the Grand Monarque 
and his brilliant coflrt, and their fashions 
were adopted as the unkreraal rule of taste. 
It was this stiff coat of Loan Xi V. that was 
the direct progenitor of tw(^ degenerate, yet 
widely differing, sons— the AohiC or coat, and

Tho 
yeomanry corps being thus divided, the niim- 
hors oi the foe unknown, and the sniijusi 
seiting. It was deemed impradent to attempt 
the Rapture of the oolQnars remains from tho 
Kaffirs at that moment.

Ko place could bo more favourable 
for the murdVrous operations of the Kaffirs, 
or Ifss suited to thu movements of British 
cavaliy. Ou reaching the spot where a 
missionary, named 8chaH, bad buen mur- 
dered the year before, Colonel Ricliardson 
found Captain Schonswar, who had tlie 
charge c f tlie adraneed guard of waggtuis, 
engaged with the ei^einy, the waggons being 
drawu up. The * difficulty of proceeding 
down a steep declivity commatided by a 
denso klooj, and so bushy tliat the waggons 
could only pass in single file, was repreionted 
to the coionel. His reply wa|b that ho was

What 
pathos there is in the description of bia 
manly grief, as he mourned over the dream 
of their past happiness ! The last sUiiza is 
particularly natural, and therefore affecting, 
telling how he arose up at length, an<l 
went sadly on his way, and passid the 
mountain summits where they had so often 
wandered lovingly together, crying aloud in 
accents of wildness and despair, * Selvaggla 
my Selvaggia!'**

In the venerable and tlme-hallowcd ca 
thedral at Pixioia, there is an ancient, half- 
effaced bas-relief, representing Cino da Pls- 
tnia, 8urround^<^ by his disciples, to whom 
he Is eiplaining the code of civil law. A 
little behind stands a veiled female figure 
in a pensive attitude, supposed to be origi- 
nally intended for her whose name has 
become blended with his througbont all 
immortality — Ricciarda de* Selvsggia ! 

So ends a true history of woman*! lovo 
and man's faithfulnesi. And wo could 
have wished it a more able chronicler^ 
for it deservea to be written In chaqmters 
of goldl 


REMARKABLE CASES OF FRAUD 
AND IMPOSTURE. 

No. XXVII.— Third Book. 

A VERT frequent case of imposture has 
been that of persons, especially women, 
pretending to have the power of going 
without food, and to have fasted for two, 
throe, or inoi e years. Irksome and distress- 
ing as such a mode of imposition muss be, It 
has often been carried on, for a time, so 
dexterously as to lull the suspicions of thoso 
around, who, being thus thrown off their 
guard, were satisfied that the abstinence^ 
which, perhaps, was persevered In for a short 
pel lod, could be prolonged indefinitely. 

But few words are necessary to show the 
absuidity of this mode of deceit Wo have 
two distinct kinds of waste in the animli 
economy, which require to be provided 
against; nair.oly, first, the organic waste 
conscque.nt on bodily activity; and, secondly, 
the coDiumption of materials in the genera- 
tion of animal heat Food is the source 
from which the new materials are aupplied. 
Liebig quotes a case from Dr. Currie, in 
which an individual, deprived of food from 
inability to swallow, losUMeAundredpounds 
HI weight in the coarse of a single month. 
And a precisely similar result is observed 
in hybernating animals, which go to sleep 
fat and sleek in the beginning of winter. 
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and aw«1[t In spring lean and eshanstsd. 
Daring the whole of the Interrenlng months 
their heat and Tiuhty hare hern supported 
literallj by the slow combustion of their 
bodies; and their h\bornatiiig lemperaturo 
falls many degrees below that of tlieir active 
or summer state, simply because the com* 
bustion, unsupported l>y fiosh supplies of 
fuel ffood), is now too low to generate any 
tiling like the same quantity of heat in a 
given tune. But to our examples of the 
imposture. 

Margaret Seitfi it, the git 1 of Spiros, was 
believed to have fasted tliree years. 

Calhunue Binder, after continuing^ an 
alleged fast for five years, was sepaiatcd 
from hei p.tronts, and placed under the care 
of four women, who aflirined she hud not 
eaten or drunk any thing for fourteen days, 
but had washed lior mouth with brandy and 
water, ** to comfort tier head and heart.'* 

A young girl of Unna,,wlio W'as said to 
hare remained without eaAng or drinking 
for six months, ivas closely watched ; the 
first night after her removal she was caught 
drinking a large cup of ale. 

About the year 1800, the Osnahurg girl 
acquired great notoriety. She had fasted, 
by report, a long time. Doubts, however, 
arising, she was watched, and escaped the 
ordeal with her integrity unim peached ; but, 
a second watcliiiig having been undertaken 
by two medical men, her tricks wcie soon 
discovered. 

Between 1808 and 1813 considerable in- 
terest was excited respecting a woman of the 
name of Moore, living at Tutbury, in Staf- 
fordskirc, who was reported to have lost all 
desire for food, and at length acquired the 
art of Imng without any nourisliinent at all. 
No great alScration was visible in her ap- 
pearance; her memory was very strong, and 
her piety exceedingly fdifjing. Being backed 
by medical testimony, the account was geno- 
raHy received as entitled to credit; but the 
doubts of most of the sceptical were removed 
by watching the woman for sixteen days and 
nights, which took place in September, 1808. 
From tliat time she attracted crowds of visi- 
tors from all parts of the country, who wit- 
nessed her condition with a soit of religious 
awe, and seldom quitted her without exer- 
h cising their generosity towards one who 
* came scarcely within the pale of ordinary 
mortality. Dr. Henderson visited hei in 
1812, in company with Lawrence. She 
was in bed, with a large Bible before her ; 
she asserted she had tasted no%olid food for 
upwards of five yeA‘ 8 ,and no drink for four, 
and had no desire for either ; and that she 
bad not slept or lain down in bed for more 
than three. They left her, fully satisfied 
that the history of her long fasting was a 
mere fabrication 4 and Dr. Henderson argued 
at some length to prove the absurdity of the 
ImjMBtnre. • 

Her dread of the repetition of the watch- 


ing wsa a Tery snspioloiis clrenmstanee, and 
seemed to imply that she bad narrowly 
escaped detection. She said that for nobody 
In the world wpuld she undergo a repetition ; 
her attendant Styled it **a trial for her llfe.’^ 
Yet watching tier for a fortnight, though 
sufRciently irksonit', could have had nothing 
alartniiig, nnlo.sv it involved the risk of 
starvation, winch, it was afterwards pioted, 
it did In reality. 

At the earnest solieilation of the Her. Legh 
Richmond, she tievei theless consented to 
undergo another watching, asieiiiing to its 
propriety as oeeesvary to'^thu establislimeut 
of truth. In April 1813, the watch was 
commenced by a roiiiinittee of iiiiictoen gen- 
tlemen, four lemiiiniiig at one time in tbo 
room. 8 I 1 U caught a severu cold whilst 
reniovinp^ hci from her bed, and at the 
and of a week she had a veiy seiious aU 
tack of fever. On the niiiili day slio ilionglit 
herself dying, iind was very anxious to mako 
an affidavit as to liei iniiocciico of all im- 
position, With gieat solemnity she said: 
*']n the face of Almighty God, and on niy 
dying bed, I deeVie that 1 have used no d«- 
ecptioii, and that for six yenrs I have taken 
I nothing, but otica, the insidu of a fuw black 
* currants ; foi the last four years and a half, 

I nothing at all.'’ In spite of this protesta- 
tion strong suspicions of fiaud were excited, 
and, finally, eiKlcncc of guilt and falsehood 
i were dif covered, (hnirenlnient was now use- 
less ; and at last she publicly exproMed ber 
contrition for her long-contiiiuod imposture* 

At one time two huiidrud pounds, from 
I the contnhutions of the credulous, were 
j placed for Ik i in the hands of two respect- 
I able persons, but this sum was subsequeiitly 
j withdiawn. The t(»tal amount of what she 
I received^ W'as never discovered ; but an her 
cliildien and one or two attendants lived 
I with her fluiing the fix years of deception, 
j it must have been, considerable.

USBfFUL RECIPES. 

The** Medical Remembrancer; or. Book 
of Emergencies,** by Mr. £. B. L. ShaW, is 
a valuable little work, concisely pointing 
out the immediate remedies to be adopted 
in the first moments of danggr from poi- 
soning, drowning, apoploxH burns, and 
other accidents; \^ith the tests for the 
prino^al poisons, and other useful Infor- 
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maiioB. YTa eBiraet l^e following oiofal 
remarks:— 

Bite OF Rabid Animals, (Ifydrophohia). 
—As there has been liithci to no r«me<i j dis- 
oovfired which can be said to possess* a 
specific control orer this dreadful malady, 
and therefore little hope can bo entertained 
uf a cure for it, our best endeatouis should 
be directed to the preventive treatment. 
This is to bo coinnieiiced, iIkmi, by com- 
pletely cutting out tho whole wound as 
soon as possible after the bite ofasuspertvd 
animal. After tliib bleeding shouli^ bo en- 
couraged by immorsiun luwaiin watei, oi 
the application of a cupping-glass. Caustic 
should next be applied to eveiy part of 
the wound, which is then to be colored 
with a poultice and sufTcicd to heal by gra- 
nulation, or be kept upon, and made to 
suppurate by iiritatiug^intmcntb. The ex- 
cision should neier be omitted, eien though 
the bitten part haie healed, and let tho iii- 
teriai since its occurieiice be what it may. 
As for any of the iiinuinerable so-called 
specifics, there is not one that is worth a 
moment’s trial. 

Bite or Stinq of Venomous Insects.— 
There aie no insects met within England 
whose bite or .^ting is of bufTn leiit iiiipoi tance 
ta need surgical assistance, unless inflicted 
in extraordinai y numbers, or in peeuliai 
situations. Children, if inueh stung by bees 
or wasps, may sutfei considci ably tioiii toiei. 
But the most common instance of danger 
*from these insects, is tho alarniiiig suffoca- 
tion pioduced when then .sting is inflicted 
in the pharynx or back part ot tlie mouth , 
which soinetinics happens W'lien they are 
concealed in fruit, and are incautiously taken 
flito the mouth. 

Treatment.— I f there bo fainting or con- 
• stituUonal depression, opiates and cei dials 
must be given without delay; for example, 
spii it of sal volatile, or of hartshorn, a tea- 
spoonful in a wine-glassful of water, or a 
glass or two of wine at intervals. As to the 
local treatment, the first thing to be done is 
to examine the part with a lens, and extract 
the sting, if left in the wound, as is frequently 
the case, with forceps, or what will generally 
answer the purpose, the barrel of a watch- 
key strongly pressed over iU The best local 
applications will thei^ be sweet oil, either 
alone or mixed with spiiit of hartshorn, 
finely-scraped chalk, flour, Sinegar, spirit of 
wine, brandy, oUrcau-do-Culogne. Either of 
these* will give relief in tho above case, and 
also in the bites of bugs, fleas, gnats, mos- 
quitoes, Ac. In the case oi a wasp or beu- 
sting in tbq throat, attended with danger of 
suffocation*, IcecheB should be plentifully ap- 
plied both oxTernally and internally ; and hot 
stimulating gargles (hot water and suit, for 
instance), be frequently used to rodiice tho 
tttinefactioq, by causing a copious flow of 
blood and ssUra; but if these inossures fall 
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of affording relief, an opening must be 
Into the larynx or trachea. 

fii]URN8 and Scalds.— We mentlop set* 
ral remedies whicli have obtained populm 
reputation in these accidents, and which ar< 
valuable not only as giving more oi lesi 
relief, but as being generally at band, or U 
be readily procured in every dwelling. The] 
are, wheat yfetir, which may be thickl] 
sprinkled over the injured paits with acorn* 
moil kitchen dredgeil^ till a perfect crust ii 
formed an excellent application. Fineip 
scraped chalk or magnesia, applied in tin 
same way. Those act both by excluding tin 
atinospheiic air, and absorbing the fluh 
secn^tod by the vessels of the inflamed sur^ 
face. Another application reported to bi 
veiy ciTicacious in allaying the pain is^i 
piece of lint wetted with a saturated solw 
tioii of carbonate of soda. A poultice o 
giatod raw turnip or potato, applied t*old, li 
quickly productive ease in slight burns 
hut requires Renewing often enough to keef 
up the seiisauon of coldness. There if i 
uausoouH compound of linseed oil and lime* 
water, frequently used, and known by ihi 
name of “ Curroii oil” (from being used at 
tho iron-works of that namv^; it hasiiothin| 
to recommend it in profereuce to any of thi 
above-mentioned romodies, unless it should 
chance to come first to hand. It Is employ^ 
111 the healing of severe burns, to keep ib« 
puits soft and prevent their coniraetlng qi 
adhering, which object it may effect as w^l 
as any other greasy application. * 


CONTUHIONR OR BRUIBES. — III slighl 
bruises, and those not likely to be followed 
by Siuch inflammation, nothing morn ll 
usually necessary than to bathe the pari 
with spirit, as eau-de-Cologne, bratidy, Ae, 
mixed with a A equal proportion of vkiegai 
and water. In more severe cases, hoWfven 
and where the accident is near an liDMIflinjji 
part, as the eye, or any of the i||[^ It 
comes a desirable object to pre^R. the ap- 
proach of inflammation. This Is to be at» 
tempted by the application of leeches, ra* 
prating them according to circumstanceii 
ISliould there be considerable fever present 
bleeding from the arm, purgatives, eafl 
a low diet, may become neccssai y. In ibl 
last stage of a bruise, wb'Te theie is mer^ 
a want of tone in the pails, and swelt* 
ings from tho effused blood, Ac., frlotioj^ 
should be«mploycd,eitliersiniply,or wlthttU 
common liiiiineiit, as opodeldoc. Weart||||^ 
bandage, pumping cold water on 
succeeded by warm fiictloii, also a 80 tlfinlf|Hp 
solution of common salt in water, 
each been fouial beneficial. The 
brioiiy aqd Solomon’s seal, bruised

ThelMlowtaig lueedotes, illustrative of the

** In all packs there is a master hound, who 
lordu it over the rest Just as ha pleases. It 
frequently happens that this master beaomes 
a regular bolly, and so worries and torments 
his oompaolons, that there is no living in 
comfort with him. Some years since, in Mr, 
Conyer’s kennel, at Copthall, the bounds set 
upon a governor of this kind, and killed and 
ate him.

No. X XVII L— Book Third. 

The only sou of Louis XVI. died in prison 
in tho Temple during the horrois of the 
^Vollcll R« %olution of 1783; and on the re- 
stoiatioii of the Bourbons, Louis XVlll, 
the dauphin's uncle, ascended the throne. 
Several men, however, in different placed, ^ 
and long after tlie datiphitrs death, gave out 
that he had not died in tho Temple, but had 
escaped, and that they were, or i ather each 
of them was. tiie identical dauphin, who 
at let a senes of persecutions, bad evaded his 
enemies and appeared publicly to assert his 
rights to tho French throne.— (&« VoL 
p, 4, of this work ) 

We arc now about to relate tlie story of 
one of these preteiideis — a man whe waa 
most decided I \ a gentleman in education aud 
manners, and who so conducted himSjBl^iSnd 
was so treated by others ('even by princes 
and potentates), as to have thrown an air of 
luystei > and interest over his ajiventures* 

III the year 1820, when the ^Italian poet 
Silvio Pellico was first arrested and throw i 
into ilie common prison of Milan for politicai 
opinions by the Austilan Government, he 
found inscribed on the walis of his cell 
some elegant French verees. which weie 
signed *' Le Due de JVbrtnatuK* which w.<s 
the title of the nnfortnnalUi dauphin. To 
pass time, the poet began tb bum over tiie 
versiB, and this led to a conyursatlon 
anothor pi isoueu in a eontigUbus cell, wtio 
had formerl^occupied Pel lico's room. .After 
some conversation, the poet asked whd It 
w as he had tho honour of addressing. The 
sti anger replied solemnly, ** the unhappy 
Duke of Normandy.” ^ 

Pellico was very incredulous ; but hlS 
low-captive went on to aqsererajte tbab^ft 
was in very deed Louis XVlI., and Ibal 
uncle Louis XVlll. was the usurper of bU 
rights. • ^ ^ A 

** But why did yon not assert these ri|^W 
at the time of the restoration of tho Bouif^ 
bonsr 
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** I WM then dangerouBl j 111 nt Bologna. 
« As soon as 1 roeoTorod, I flew to France. 1 
presented myself to the high allied powers; 
but what fras done, was done. My iniquitous 
uncle would not acknowledge me, and my 
' Bister (the Duchess of Angouleme) united 
with him to oppress me. The good Prince 
do Condb alone reoeired me with open arras, 
but his friendship could do nothing for me. 
One night I was assaulted in the streets of 
Paris by ruffians^ from whose daggers I 
escaped with difflcnlty. After having wan- 
dered for some time In Normandy, I returned 
into Italy, and fixed myself at Modena; 
thence writing incessantly to tlie tnonarclis 
of Europe, and particularly to the Emperor 
Alexander, who answered me with tlie 
greatest politeness. I did not despair of 
finally obtaining Justice; or if, for policy, 
they were determined to sacrifice my rights 
to the throne of France, I thought at least 
they would assign me a dedinnt ap)taiinge. 
At last I was arrested, conducted to the 
frantiers of the Duchy of Modena, and given 
ip to the Austrian (iovei ninent. I have 
>w been buried heio eight months, and 
Kl knows wh«n 1 shall get out 
Such waa the strange narrative. ** lie 
related this story,” adds the poet, ** with 
Ili^MtoniBhing air of truth : though I could 
belieTe it^ I was forced to admire it. 
\U the facts of the Fcench revolution were 
in it familiar to him ; he spoke of that 
out with a great deal of spontaneous 
loquonce, and repeated a number of appe- 
tite and most carious anecdotes bearing 
upon it. There was something of the 
roughness of the soldier in ins way of 
spgakiBg, but yet it never was wanting in 
that elegance Which is obtained oy fi cquent- 
Ing reined society.” 

** Morning and evening,” continues Pel- 
lieo, ** we held long conversations together ; 
and*in spite of what 1 considered a farce in 
him, kis mind seemed to roe upright, can- 
did, and desirous of every moral good. 
Several times I was on the point of saying 
to him, ' Pardon me, I would fain believe 
that you are Louis XVII., but in sincerity I 
must G6nfeBiL^,tliat a conviction to the con- 
trary la W Amg for me; be, then, so frank 
as to giTe^'lij^'t^ imposture.’ But I put it 
off from di£p te;Nlay, always waiuiig for an 
lerease of OBP intimacy, and 1 never had 
courage to say Vhat 1 intei^cd.” 

' After Reproaching himself for this weak- 
Pellico goes on to say ; ** 'Ae turnkeys 
of the prison were* all inclined to believe 
thut he was really Louis XYII. ; and as 
ibff had seen so many changes of political 
fiABtue, they were not without hopes that 
afeSr oold>> one ,ilay ascend the tin one of 
and remember their sei vice to him. 
wmh the exception of favouring Ins escape, 
they tesated him with all the kiipiness and 
respeeC lie'eOttld desire. It was to this I 
;igu indebted for the honour of once seeing 


the great personage: he was of middling 
stature, apparently between forty and forty- 
five years of age, rather fat, and of an essen- 
tially Bourbonle physiognomy. It Is pro- 
bable that an accidental resemblance to the 
Bourbons had induced him to play the 
pat t.” 

In the coarse of their eon vorsations, which 
wore carried on through the bars of their 
cell-windown, without their being able to 
SCO each other, they oeoaBionally spoke of 
ethics and religion ; and Pellico says, tho 
dulu; was a man of religious 
feelings, though not altogether a good 
Catholic. 

Fiom tills very curious ac^ount^ it' will 
appear that, let him have been what lie 
might, the prisoner of Milan was no com- 
mon impoAor. But he becomes still more 
interesting, and his story more raysUu'iou*, 
from certain facts which have been lately 
made public by an Italian gentleman now 
resident in England, who knew tho man 
well at Modena. Wo must, however, post- 
pone their recital |^11 our iftixt number.

No V.— EiircATio.N OP Ohildrezt. 

Having given a few suggestions towards 
seeuiing the liHcp'pincss of the grown human- 
kind, It perhaps m.iy not be thought prepos- 
terous to offer a few remarks tending to 
promote the welfare of the younger portion. 
Each parent thinks that he has the right 
way in his own fingci s, no doubt; but I think 
the follow'ing hints are W'orthyof your serious 
eon«<ideralioii. All are aware that the In- 
fantile miiid is capable of leceivlng Inefface- 
able impressions, bad or good, as may happen 
to be thrown in its way. Too much care, 
then, cannot bo bestowed upon seeming 
trifles, likely to influence the individual in 
the course of life; a duty falls upon the 
parent to prevent those dangers resulting 
Irom a careless, roving disposition. Strike, 
then, at the root. Such things are becoming 
better undcr8to(»d in this age of progress. 
What 15 more nuisance than a grcab iilly, 
spoiled child ? Some parents " kill their 
children with kindness that Is, destroy all 
the good inclinations which the child may 
possess by an over-indulgence. And eIm the 
opposite extreme is often to be seen. These 
latter are what are commonly termed " strict 
parents;” they are qtornally belabouring 
their poor little chaj^es, in order that they 
may respect their decrees. T|iis teaches 
them to be afraid of admitting that they have 
committed a fault. Children who have been 
frightened into good behaviour never make 
uptight men ; a mild and staady line of con- 
duct towards them, free frpm weakness, is 
tlic best plan to be pursued. It is quite ia 
opposition to the chastising ouis moment, 
and tho next placing a sweetmeat in the 
hand, and bidding them not to cry. Beware 
of ghost stories, &c. ;■ roneh injury may be 
done to the mental faculties by am early 
cramming of tales of hoi ror. What threahl, 
of supernatural visitations have been be1<^ 
out by nursemaids to prdVent the childrea 
from telling theif parents, and what 
been the^consequenccs ! A child's imoglii^ 
tioD is naturally lively, and may be eaej^ 
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worked upoii ; aiftny teles msy be told by 
companions highly prejudleial to the culture 
of their minds. Should uuy of these stories 
cTcr come within your hesrin^^efer fall te 
tlirow ridicule upon such IdeB and repro* 
fctmt the absurdity of them in nmple words ; 
explain their impossibility, and conclude by 
tilling them that such were made only to 
iiupos'* upon the ignorant. The encourage- 
Tiient of a spirit of inquiry among your 
tainily you will find to be satisfactory : nerer 
be too indolent to giro a willing answer to 
their lliiisUDg after knowledge; it is a ggod 
Mgn. Many mothers I bare heard exclaim 
pettishly: *'Oo and play, child, and do not 
ask such foolish quesiiuiis Foolish they 
may appear to those who treat such occut- 
reiicus as CAgae the inquiry as a matter of 
c Mirse. But they must remember that the 
iiifint reason is but budding; desecration it 
^oiild be to blight it ere it htooms. Would 
It not be better to obseite, if so busily en- 
gaged as to preclude the possibility of giving 
an explanation : “ I am busy now, dear ; re- 
ineraber your question, and ask ni« to-mor- 
row; or* perhaps your father will inform 
you.*' And In connexion with this, aim ays 
give a reason when you refuse a favoiii 
Supposing you were betting out for a walk : 
a lititle ruddy-faced urchin comes running 
after you to the door — “May I not go with 
you, too?** “Do not reply, “No, no; we 
cannot do with children !*’ You must have 
some reason for not wishing for his com- 
pany; if not, take htm. If you have, tell him 
your reason: “1 think you will be trouble- 
some ; we wish to Uko a quiet walk . you 
shall go with US some othot' day/' Then the 
child will learn to look up to you with con- 
fidence and respect, never having received 
any atisurd reasons or tyrannical ordeis. 
Never He: it is a habit easily taken up,fiide- 
peudent of its disadvantage to your dignity 
as the bead of a family. What a miserable 
figure a woman must cut who is caught in a 
falsehood before her pwn child ! A mother 
cannot place too strict it guard over her ac- 
tions : at her offspring not only then, but 
in after ytars, when their understanding be- 
gins to lipoB, will most probably reflect upon 
her eondu^ tebpm they have given them as 
a model. Tblf olihject admits of much more 
explaostioo: hft my letter, already long, 
forbids tu On a future oeci^lon, probably, I 
may reiums thlhsubjeet.

To Dve a Carnation, or Fine Rbd.*- 
Boil two gallons of wheat and an ounce of 
alum in four gallons of water. Strain it 
through a fine sieve ; dissolve of more alum 
and white tartar, half a pound ; add three 
pounds of madder to perfect the colour, 
and then put in the cloth, Ac., at a moderate 
beat. 

Permanent Red Ink /or Marking 
Linen.— This useful preparation, which 
was contrived by Dr. Sniellie, of Edinburgh, 
who was originally a printer In that city, 
may bo used either with types, a hair pencil, 
•r even with a pen; take half un ounce of 
vermilion, and a drachm of salt^ of eteol; 
let them be finely levigated with linseed 
to tbe thickness or iSrnpidity required ftr 
the occasion. .This has not only a very , 
good appearance, bat w'ill, it is said, 
found perftfctlyno resist the effects of acids, 
as well as of ali olkalino leys. It mfiy bo 
made of. other colours, by substituting tbe 
proper articles instead of vermUioiL

Early lu tlu* morning (AVcdnoaday, Sop- 
toinbiT 29), Mr Noi*l nod Inn paity ascondud 
tkr* raTiiH' At ito entranro, wiiirli is about 
a mill* iron) tlio inn at Tbusis, on right 
hank of tlio rIviM, stands tim old ca*ith‘ of 
I{.(‘AU. It is built on tlio cdgo of a prticlpico 
dOO foot in hnglit, on a promontory which 
torreinatcs tlio chain of tho (dboriialbatcin 
Mountains, vhirli lio between the Albula 
Tivor and the Ulnne Inacces&iblo on three 
sides, it was (onneeted w’ltii tho mountains 
behind it by a neck of land , and liero its 
proud lords for at'es looked dow'i^^ on tho 
discontofit of tin ir vassals with as little 
eoneggn as on the foam and fury af the 
swollen river; exulUd in their impregnable 
position, and b.ole ditmnce to every foe; 
whllr, perhaps, it was not without iiupcrstl- 
tious horror that t)ieT looked lioin the castle 
windows into the unexplo'cd deptlis of the 
Trou iVsrifM, that inystenon^ region, untro4l- 
don by the foot of the shepherd, liuoter, or 
brigand, r.hero no sound was hoard but tho 
bowl of the w'ind at the rattle of tlio thun- 
der. As the party ascended, tho oliirs grow 
higher, and tho river murmurod far down in 
its rocky bed, gleaming from timo to time 
between the stems of pine- woods. After* 
some distance, the road emerged into an 
opening in tho deiilo, where the sun was 
shining on a solitary public-house by the 
side or tho road, and where tho meadows 
looked bright and giry. Bht soon the ravine 
flosed again, and agatti the road>WM exm* 
vatod from tho rock or earth of jtho stoop 
bank on the lof^ or west sldo of the ravine. 
'This became at length so procipitous as to 
arrest tho engineer in his bold' and daring 
work ; for ho found himself on tho narrow 
and artificial lodge of a prooipioe sovoral hun- 
dred feet above tho river, without thepossihi- 
litv of descending, climbing, or advancing ! 

Kothing romaliipd but to cross the ohosm 
by throwing nii arch over it. Thut be passed 
to the right bank of the ravine, where atlU 
tho eonstiniction of tlio rood was far from 
oosy, since it nearly owrliangs the river, and 
is overhang by loftier predploce itself. On 
that bank Mr. Noel aud Ids party advanoed* 
to a spot,* where a second titne the engineer 
was baffled by the preeipiOSu lie was now 
working a narrow lodge' op the faoo of a 
perpendicular wall of rook« rising at leoat 
1,490 feet above the torront, and here oetnaliy 
curving over bis head. Again ho must span 
tho ravine to reach the leftbank ; and though 
the cliffs cleft by th| torrent, rise at this 
place 400 feet above its bed, they were so 
slightly parted, that a singled arch, about 30 
frot in length, edUld unite Uiom- To fqrro 
the scaffolding by which the workmen might 
execute this work, pines were firmly lashed 
^IJiggtUor with ropes, aud swung acrosb the 


gulf, and on this frail bridge, rocked pos- 
sibly by the gusts of the tempest, witli the 
block abyss beneath them, they c.onstrue.ted 
that arc)*, which still sunds a uioiiument of 
hifmati skill and courage. 

This Doint is the most raagnificcipt of the 
wholo nrent ; all around, above, beneath, is 
dark, wild, and savage. Tho river is Ur 
down Hi the depth below; the brows of 
encircling precipices are far up in the skies 
overhead. To that river no loot has ever 
descended ; to those shaggy brows no hunter 
11.18 ever climbed. Further up tho ravine, 
tho rocky walls close over tho torront, winch 
there rolls and rages in darkness. Who lias 
searehod these caverns? 

But to drive through this via opttuiat 
which should no longer bo called the Via 
Malay IS not to m>c it. Ho who would know 
It aright, should traverse it in storm as 
well as in buiisiiiue. Ho should see the 
block vapours boiling up from its depths; 
he should listen when its crags answer 
tho artlllcryof the thiiiidor-cloud ; heshonld 
shudder on the margin of its prcaipiees, 
and explore its darkest depths ; he sliould 
muse among its blasted pines, or lie down 
on one of its slopi'^ when the siimiiier 
sun in the meridian extorts from its rug- 
ged features a reluctant srolie. lie should 
stand Shore nil alone, till the wild music 
of Its torrent and its forests might falL 
upon his listening car, and till its sublime 
solltudo might enter Ills very soul. 

How much is there still to learn about it ? 
How looks tlie strange avonue from below, 
whon tlic mid-dsymun for one quarter of an 
hour throws its flame upon the restless 
waters ? Is there no rent in these cliffs by 
which a natural staltcaso leads to tlie very 
margin of the river? Aro there no r'eans 
by which to eutur these long and lofty 
caverns * 

A bold and prudent traveller, who, with 
good guides, should explore these torture- 
oliamhers, where theimprisonedand torment- 
ed river writhes, and curls, and groau.s lu siib- 
Urrancan darkness, might weave a stirring 
narrative, worthy to be placed side by side 
witli tho story of an ascent to Mont Blanc. 
At present no living thing goes down to 
that darkness, except, perhaps, some colony 
of bats, who live nestled in tbo hollows of 
the prociploe. Nor are these quite safo, for 
in lo34, Mter h£iry rams, the postmaster of 
Tbnsis visited tlie middle bridge, when the 
torrent, which is nsnully seen 400 feet be- 
neath tlie centre of the bridge, had swollen 
ID its rage, and breaking over its prison 
walls, was furiously foaming within a few 
feet of the arch !*

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THE ACADEMIC GROVE. AT1£P:MS. 

The At1ii*nl.iii« bail tlir<*o principal gym* 
nasi I appropriated lo the education of youth, 
the fjTiM'ura, the Cyin*t>argt's, and tli# Aca- 
All tljice viroro built at the expense 

the ^oruinment, without the walls ol the 
c t' 

Tlie Lyeenm was situated on the hanks 
of tli ' IlK'sU'i; it was dodiraUMl to Ap<dIo. 
who^o ‘.laiue w'as placed at tho i nuance 
Till* huildirii' of this edifice is ascribedaby 
Borne to Tisistr itiis, by some to PoriclcH. 
nnd hvotliMiR to Lyciir^'us. Certain it Is, 
that the Ji^ceiim was siicceKSi^ely enlaifrod 
and ombellihhed. Tli-r walla were C'lriclied 
with paiiiiiiics, and thu gardens oinaniontcd 
W'llli b'Miuliiul alleys. They who walked in 
It were iiiMted t > reet thoijiselves, by seats 
placed iindoi tho tiees. In rds place A i is* 
t(»tlo taufrht philosophy, w'alkin^^ evury ilaj 
till the hour ot anointing, whuh w.is bcfuiu 
meals ; hence he and liis disciples weie 
c.ilUid Peripatetic^, 

Tho Cvnosarges was in tho suburbs near 
tho Lyceum. It was, llko tho Lyceiini, 
adorned with shady and solitary w'alka, and 
with temples dodicutod to ITeicules, Hebe, 
Alcmena, and lolaus. In this gymnotiuni 
Antlsthenes instituted a sect of philosophers, 
called Cynics, 

The Ac VDEMV constituted a part of tho 
Ceramirus without the city, from which it 
was distant about aix stadia (about three- 
quarters of an English imlo). It was a 
large inclosuro of ground, wbicli was once 
the property of a citizeu of Athens, named 
Acadeiniui, fiom whence it recei red its de- 
nomination. It was adorned with corered 
walks,* and embellished with watcis, which 
flow'od under plane, and vaiious other kinds 
• of tsees. At the entrance wore the altar 
and statue of Love ; and within, the altars 
of suTeral other deities. It was surrounded 
with a wall, which was built by Hipparchus, 
the son of Fisisiratus. and the expense of 
which was defrayed by a heavy tax on tbepeo- 
plc. In the Academy Plato road his lectures. 

We shall conclude this article with a 
sketch (imperfect, it must be, from our 
limited space) ol tho philosophy of the 
Greeks. This began with inquiries into the 
origin of the universe, the •nature of the 
divinity, and the conditions of bunian exist- 
ence. These investigations were at fiist 
connected with rellgfons notions, because 
in the eastern counties, from whence Greece 
derived the seeds of knowledge, all infor- 
mation was confined to the priesthood ; but 
the Gioeks. haviiuf no hereditary religions 
order, soon remoled those limitations, and 
philosophy, so far from ^ being united with 
the popular religlen, WM fr^aenlly found 
iu most dangerous opponent. We learn 
that Anaxagoras was baniAed fnem Athens* 
in spite of all the Infinence of Pericles, 
because his philosophical opinions were 


deemed hostile to the popular creed. 
explained omcn<; and prodigies from naiui al 
caiiMCB, and nssoi ted that thu sun was n ghdut 
of fii u. and not a chariot driven by Apollu ! 

The Sophists wuie tho ilist, in Gic'cc. 
who appliei philosophy to p.iliiical srn noc. 
They profcsMcd to give inKti iictions in tho 
arts of thinking and speaking, and to iu. 
moil for the iiianngcment of nir.nis ot jitutr 
The vory name of nophist has been long since 
a term of roilVoacb, because these leiicliurs 
ronfiiifd thotnbclvcR principally to lugie ana 
ilietoric, and were ninro anxious to mako 
tlioir pupils ready debaters than acciiiaiu 
reasonei h. Thuy professed tlioinsclves C(|iiiilly 
ready to daieinl falsuhood as truth — victory 
in disputation being the solo end of tlioir 
labours. Tins, of course, IinI to a coufiision 
of tho distinctions between right and wrong, 
which produced tho worst ufiV'Cts In buuial 
lito JIabitu.il indilToioiico to tiutb soon 
destroys all nioial piiiici|#e, and Is tho pro- 
lific parent of iniuniiei able vices. 

SociatOb began tbo opposition to tbo So- 
phists; be (ill eetud the attention ot men to 
ilio duties imposed on them as men and 
citivuiis, 111 tii(« laiious relations of life, .and 
tlius leti tiieni finin idle Hpcculations to con- 
$idi*r the pr.ictiral lules by wliiclt tbuir con- 
duct should be i egulated, and thus laid tho 
foundation of nioial plnlosophy. He foimed 
no connected system, boouiiso ho made ex- 
peiienci*, rather than theory, his guide; and 
hence tlio s> stems devised by Ins loilowors 
diifurcd fi oin Huch other as widri y as posslblo^ 

Oi the doctiines taught by Pluto, tbo most 
celebi.itetl of tho disciples of Socrates, in 
tho Acad^nus^ we can only givo the follow- 
ing outline — He held that there were gra- 
dations of good ; tbv chief were the attri- 
butes of tho mind, wisdom, and viituo; the 
second btdonged to the body, such as health, 
beauty, and poifect senses, thu third in- 
cluded adventitious circumstanoos, such as 
nclie.«;, station, and glory. Without the 
fiist, beheld that the latter would bo worth- 
less, but he deemed tlieiii necessary addi- 
tions to the first, in order to constitute 
perfect happiness. 

The Stoics wero the most important dis- 
Bciitcrs from tho doctrines of Plato. They 
lield that virtue was the onlv good, and 
vice the only evil. They bi In «ed (hat tliero 
was no middle coarse, no indifTurciil action ; 
—a man was ditlier perfectly wise and 
virtuous, or wholly jiisaue and depraved. 
They asserted, that a wi.so man should never 
suffer his mind to he afTceted by external 
circumstances, but slioiibJ ^jew with apathy 
his own misfortunes, aifd thuso of hjs tnends 
and country. It is evident that they thus 
banished all tho best aflsictions of our 
oatifre. and suB<;titMt(d in their place pold 
and intolerable selLbufficieiicy. 

Tbo Cynics pubhed tlie Stoical principles 
to tholr wildest extreme. They held that It 
was neeesiary* to disregard the habits and 
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opinions of men, and to life solel} nccoiding 
to ibe dictat<*s of piuo roaBon. Acling on 
tiiose principles, Antatlienes and Diogenes, 
tlie fotindfis of tlio sect, outraged dpcenej 
uiid <0111111011 sense. Tim name of Cynics 
'Wtis given totlK'mfrora tlieirsiinildiitv Uidogs 
in tlioii sn.irliiig and slorenlv li^ilnts of lile. 

Tln« Cvion.ues ran into tli<» opposite <*x- 
tii'ine. Tliey bold tbut pli^asuie ^%as the 
only good, and pain tbo only evil; u pun* 
ciple which naturally op«me(i' tin* way to 
every spumes of licentiousness. Kpicurus, 
indeed, who adopted the (.arne piinciplo, 
eiideavouied to corn'ct its dangeious tun- 
deney by adding, that virtue wai the true 
soui(*e of pleasure, and vice ot pitln ; but 
'his follow urs did not acknowledge the 
Tolidity of the leasoiiing on whiUi the 
second propobition was founded, especially 
8.8 ho denied the doctrine of the soul's iiii* 
inoi tality, by which alone it could bo reason- 
ably suppoi ted. • 

The ►Sei’pties, of whofu Pyirlio was the 
most reiiiai kuble, weie secedets fiotn the 
Aeadeiin, Tliey held thateveiy liung wab 
ei|ually 'iiioei tain , sumo even aAeetud to 
doubt thi'ii own ixisten<‘i. 

Several iiiiiioi 8<‘Cts W'oie funned fioiii 
difTeront niodiflcatioiib ot th<*be doctii.ies 
which It IS not iieeubbuiy to I'liumei.'ite

are there no extraordinary persons w ho can 
force the dragon to send rain 1 Be it known 
to you, all ye soldiers ao<i people, that if 
there be any one, whether of this or any 
other province, priest or such like, w ho can 
by any craft or arts brlngf do^n abuiid.'ince 
of rain, I respectfully request him to ascend 
the altar [of the dragon], and siiicen^^y And 
revel eiitly pray. Aud after the rain ha<; 
fallen, I will liberally reward him with 
inoroy and tablets to make known his 
merits.’ — This invitation called forth a 
Budhist priest as a ’rain maker,’ and the 
prefect erected an altar for him before his 
own office, upon which the man, armed with 
cymbal and w'and, for three days vainly 
lepeated his iiicantatioBS from morning to 
night, exposoil hi^ri‘h<>adeil to th<* hot sun, 
the butt of the jeering crowd. • • * The 
uiisuccvbsfiil efforts of the priest did not 
reiid<‘r the cMlarnity less gnevoiiH, anil their 
uigent luccbbitios b'd the people torosoit 
to every expedient to foice iheir gods to 
bend lain. Tlie authorities forbade the 
slaughter of animals, 01 in other woiiis a 
f.ibt was prochiimud, to keep the hot winds 
uutot till city the southern gate was shut, 
and #11 clabbes ilu<*ked to the temples. It 
w.as estimated that on one day 20,000 per* 
sons went to a celebrated shrine of the 
goddess of Meipy, — among whom weio the 
goveriK*. ami prefect .and tlunr suit«>s, who 
all left then sedans and walked with the 
multitude. The^overnor, as a lust expe- 
dient, the day h^>re ram came, iiitirnaicd 
his intentions of liberating all prisoners not 
charged w'lth capital oflTeiices As soon os 
the lain fell, the pi'oplu picseiited thank- 
offerings, aud the bouthern gate of the city 
was opened, areompanied by an odd cere- 
mony of burning the tail off a live sow, 
while the animal was htdd in a basket. 
Sometimes devotees become irriuted against 
then gods, and resort to summary means 
to forc(> them to hc*ar their petitions. It is 
said that the governor having gone repeatedly 
in a time of drought to the temple of the 
god of rain in Canton, dressed in bis buiden- 
soine robes, through the heat of u tropical 
sun, on one of his visit% stud, * The god 
supposes I am Iving when 1 beseucli his 
aid, for how c^ii he know', seated in Lis 
cool iiU'lie in the temple, that the ground is 
paiched and the sky hot ?' Whereupon he 
ordered his attendant^ to put a rope around 
his neck and haul his godsbip out of doors, 
that ho might see and fee] the state of the 
weather for himself; after bis excellency 
bad become cooled in the temple, the idol 
was reiiisuted in its shrine, and the good 
I effects of this treatment considered to be 
[ fully pnpTed by the copious showers wliioh 
soon after fell.” When ell other means 
fail, the emperor, wo are told, prays and 
makes offennga to Lis gods for the desired

lirold times, whenever war cnrameiici*d 
between the Liiglibli and the Frcnc-li la 
Europe, their coloiiiel in Ainenea weie iii- 
Nolved in its ftcirful calpinifies, and w'urs 
were constantly going on pi Anieiica iii 
which the Indiana tought somcuiues on the 


a 

side of the English against the French, and 
sometimes with the French against thu 
English. Some chiefs and tribes weie the 
firm and faithful friends of the ** pale faces,” 
and others wire known os their inveterate 
and implacable foes. 

in the month of May, 1725, a battle was 
fought between the English, ouiumanded by 
Captain Lovewell, and the Pequaketb, a 
powerful tube then inhabiting the state oi 
New Ilampshiro. Amongst Loveweli's men 
w'as a seitlur, named .John Cdiainherlaiu. 
lie was one ot those lagged spirits who at 
that time moved from the thickly settled 
country near the coast, and penetrated into 
the wiidernoss. On his scouting expeditions 
to surprise the fiontier settlors, the Indian 
passed his i udo log'houso, bulled amongst 
tiees and mountains— around it were the 
haunts of the wild beasts of the foiest. 
The smoky lalteis ot his hut weie hung 
with gaminoiis of the bear that had tumbled 
from the white' pine at the sound of his 
uneriing rillc ; and at night ho lay on tho 
soft fui of the dun catamount. 

11c was tall — tall as the stateliest Indian ; 
— stiong i two of them were hardly a match 
for him with their tomahawks against his 
heavy hatchet; — was he ^wift ot foot^ ho 
could outrun the moose in full trot, baga- 
cious and eagle-eyed, lie entrapped the in* 
dian 111 Ins uiubush. and surpassed him in 
that instinct which guides alike the sa\agti 
and 'the wild beast through the pathiesa 
forest. 

I There is a boauUful lake in New llainp- 
I shire, then, as now', known by tbe name ot 
j W innipisiogeo. It is tweniy-eighl miles 
I long and ten wide; the country aiouuu Is 
I hilly, and clothed w'Uh thick woods. On 
I the shores ot this lake there dwelt tho 
I PequuketB, l^ingus was thuir chief, lio 
I was a man of vast stieiigth ; swift, cur mug, 
j and deadly with his iille and tomahawk; 

; ciuol and veiigcfui beyond the generality 
I ot bis people; thu tenor of man, woiflan, 
and child along the fiontiers, and even ot 
I the towns that W'ere tuithor removed Irom 
the usual scene ol ins violence. 

lUriies of armed men had pcnetiated 
' through the dense woods to the shores of 
the ^Vlnnlplsiogee, to discovei the retreat 
, of this terrible enemy, and, if possible, to 
, t.«ke him piisoner. But he was too saga* 

I cious, and eluded their seurch. Onoo, in* 

, deed, when they set his wigwam on fire, he 
; was hiddeo 60 u'‘ar t'lu spot, that he felt the 
, heat of the, flames, aud saw the dmoke curl* 
mg over the tops of tlic, trees under which he 
j lay concealed. 

In the skiimishes with the *'Red Moo,” 
in which Cliainbeilaiu was often oiigagod, he 
had alw'ays endeavoured to single out Pan* 
gas as the foe most worthy of his rifle; nor 
, w*as X*aiigii9 less eager to encounter the far* 
famed bciiler, but they had uov(.r chanced 
to Tho time, howcTori was now at 
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band, when one of thsse “ mighty men of 
▼alour” must yield to the superior prowess 
of his rival. 

The English, under Captain LoTOWell, bad 
marched out uith the expectation of raeet- 
iog Paiigus and his people; they bad already 
penetrated the woom to a oonsiderablo dis* 
tance. and arrived at the place where they 
had been told the Indians had located. 
Early on the 7th of May, whilst at prayers, 
they heard the erael; of a rlile, and starting 
Jp, they immediately prepar^ themselves 
for an encounter; but no Indiana were in 
sight, except a hunter, who was discovered 
carrying game iu one baud, and a riflif in 
the other. No eooner was he seen, than 
several guns were fired at him, but missed 
him. {Seeing that certain death was his lot, 
the Indian losolved to soil his life as dearly 
as possible ; he levelled his trusty riilo, and 
Captain Lovowoll foil mortally wounded. 
Almost at the same momeiit, one of the 
English party, taking deliberate aim, killed 
, the poor hunter. 

The remainder of this day passed without 
further adventure, though the English were 
momentary apprehension of falling into 
some snare prepfired by the wily Tangus. 
On the morning of the 8tli, a clcrgyiiiati, 
one of the party, having assembled the men, 
S8 usual, before they resumed then day’s 
march, commenced bis prayer with these 
words — “ We came out to meet the enemy; 
we have all along prayed God that we might 
find them ; we bad rather give up our lives 
to Providence, yea, and die for our country, 
than return homo without seeing them, 
aRd be called cowards for our pains.” The 
t**raaa of God,” did not piay in vain; for 
about noon the English troops encountered 
aa almost overwhelming body of Indians, 
who lose from their ambuscade, and nearly 
oncirlod them, but seemed loath to bisgin 
the fighL They were in hopes that the Eng* 
lisht seeing their numbers, would yield with- 
out a struggle, for they held up ropes which 
they had provided for Be<;uring their captives, 
and asked them if they would have quarter. 
The English, without reply, rushed towards 
the enemy, firing as they pressed forwards, 
and killing many, drove them back somo 
distance. But the Indians soon rallied, and 
firing vigoronsly, obliged the English in 
their turn toretUte, leaving several dead, and 
others b^ly wounded. The fight continued 
Tary farious and obstinate tiH towards nigbt, 
the Indians yelling, howling, end making 
all sorts of hideous noises. 

After tlie thickest and most desperate of 
the conflict was over, Chamberlain, weary 
with fighting, and faint with beat, retired 
to the edge of a lake (’since known by the 
name of Lovow«dl*s pond), to drink and to 
wash out his rifle, which had grown so 
foul with frequent firing, tliat at last be 
eouid not make it go off. He pushed his 
woy through a copse of willows to a little 
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beach by the pond, when, lo 1 from the 
thicket, at a short diataiicu from him, ap- 
peared .the flguie of PangiiR, covered with 
dust anJ blood, and making his way like* 
wise to the water. 

The warriors knew each other at a glaum*. 
Cbamberlaiirs gun was, as w'o have said, 
useless, and he thought of lusliing upon 
Paugus with liis hatchet, belore he could 
level bis ride; but the Indian's gun was in 
the same condition as bis own. This stato 
of their principal weapons was lustauily 
seen by the opemles, and tboy agreed to a 
truce wbilo they washed tlioin out for tho 
encounter. 81owiy and with equal move- 
ments they cleaned their guns, and took 
their stations on the beach. ** Now, Pangus,” 
cried Chaiuborlaiii, ** I’ll have you,” and 
with the fjuiCkncBS and stead mess of an old 
hunter, he loaded his liile. ** Na, na, 
me have you.” repliuil Puiigus; and lie 
handled his rillu with ii dextoritj that 
made the bold lieuit of Chamberluitt 
boat faster, whilst ho involuntarily raised 
his eyes to take^u lasfPlook of the Sttn. 
They rammed then* curtiidges, and each at 
the samo instant cast his ramrod upon the 
sand. “I'll have you, Paugus,” shouted 
Chamborlaiii again, as in his desperation he 
almost resolved to full upon the savage with 
the butt-end of his rifle, lest he should re- 
ceive his bullet before he could load. Pea* 
gus trembled as he applied his powder*liora 
to the piiniing. Chamboi lam’s quick ear 
caught the hound of tho grains of his powder 
rattling lightly oil tlie leaves which lay al 
his feet. C|jambei lam struck bis guu-breeeh 
violently upon the ground— the rifle primed 
itivlf; ho aimed, and the bullet whistled 
through tho lieart o^ Paugus.

T\ t’-o fiprin^ of 1819, .Sif^nor having

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, dena hlmsflf, who Saluted the stranger as 
j sovereigns salute persons of the very highest 
rank, and went osido with him for several 
minutes of conversation. 

Daring this walk. Signor— observed that 
the Frenchman was lame, that he seemed 
occasionally to be in pain, and that his coun- 
tenance, the general expression of which was 
frank and open, was now and then clouded 
and agitated. On separating from his mys- 
terious companion, Signor went to the 

chief magistrate of the city, and asked him, 
as an old and confidential friend, to tell him 
what he know about the stranger. 

The magistrate knew, or pretended te 
know', little enongh ; but ho used those re- 
markable woids: — “Who knows whether 
we have not got here another story of the 
Man with the Iron Mask ?“ and he hinted 
that it would bo as well if Signor " 
shunned the Frenchman. 

Ill spite of tills, however, the Italian’s 
curiosity and positive admiration of the stran- 
ger’s talents, conversation, and manners, in- 
ducc<l him to seek his society roost eagerly ; 
and in a few days the two became quite in- 
timate, dining together at the hotel, and 
walking or riding out ,iu the evening: 
when they rode, the stranger had the gover- 
nor’s carriage. 

One da>, after a short silence, the French- 
man said, “ I sec you are wondering who 
and what 1 am ; — I will tell you. You may 
not believe me; but, as sure as we stand 
here in Modena, I am tho son of Louis the 
Sixteenth — the dauphin, who is Said to 
have died in the Temple.” 

After this startling announcement, he 
went on to detail the adventures of his life.* 
According to this account, after having ap- 
plied ill vain to the allies, and been attacked 
by assassins in Paris, in 1814, he had not re- 
tuinou to Italy (as reported by Pelllco), but 
in despair had gone to South America, 
where, fighting for the cause of the inde- 
pendence of the Spanish colonies, he had 
been severely wounded by an obus. He had 
then 1 uturned to Europe, and visited Corsica, 
whence he bad recently come to Modena 
(whore he had frequently been in former 
years), to reiterate bis rights to the Giand 
Duke, whom, he added, he had convinced 
of their truth. 

Signor was not moreeasy of belief than 

Pellico proved to be the year after; but he 
says this narrltivc was wholly free from 
visible flaw or contradiction; that it was 
conneotod and consistent throughout, and 
that the Fiencliman never swerved from 
a single point of it * 

The Frenchman produced a passport 
wrhich had been vui m Corsica. The name

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upon it was Cliailcs Louis Bourlon; but 
lie said be bad eosilv changed the letter h 
of tbo name of Bourbon into an /, and that 
be had done i^o to escape the fangs of the 
police of Ins uncle, Louis the Eighteenth. 

The first and most natuial conclusion Sig- 
nor could draw fi om the strange avowal 

was, that the man was a monom^iniAC ; and 
he turned his attention in this ‘dii action. 
But the stranger spoke of his royal descent 
in a dispassionate and most reasoonblc tone , 
and on that, as well as on all odier subjects, 
be was less vivacious and flighty than most 
Kreiicbmen are in the ordinary circum- 
ttanoos of life. * 

It was not without regret that Signor 
— — left Modena and the society of the 
Frenchman, to return to the country. Some 
or three months after, he was again 
Ctilled to Modena on business. He went to 
the same hotel, and had scarcely dismounted, 
when the host, witli an aw of uneasiness, 
asked wliether he had heard what had be- 
come of his assoeiato. Ho had not ; but 
this was the story: about a month before, 
the FVeiichinan had been suddenly arrested 
in the city and cairied to the state-prison, 
where he was plpced under the caie of tho 
governor, with stiict orders to treat him 
with all possible respect. These instruc- 
tions came fiom the (irand Duke in person, 
who, moreover, tuiplied the captives table 
from hit own palace. 

When he was first arrested, the keeper of 
the hotel, with his family, waiters, and 
other servants, and the people of the house 
where he last lived, were all sutumoued 
before the oommiBsaiies of police, and ques- 
tioned as to the persons who had ultimately 
associated with the French gentleman. 
Having revealed the very little they had to 
tell an this head, — for the stranger’s asso- 
ciates had been few and most respectable, — 
they were dismissed, and advtted to hold 
thi4r tongues as to what had nassed. 

Men who have passed all tneir lives in a 
free country like England, can hardly under- 
stand It ; but those who have sojourned any 
time In despotic countries, and particularly 
uuder the smaller and more prying and | 
timid despotisms of Italy, will easily con- 
ceive why Signor was made uneasy by 

the foregoing intelligence. As the best 
step he could take, ho went at once to bis 
friend the magistrate, avowed that he had 
cultivated an intimacy wifli one who was | 
now a state«pAsoner, and th%t ho could 
hardly have expected there was an impro- 
priety in his so doing, after he had seen the 
stranger honoured by the first personages of 
Modena, and even by the sovereign himself. 
The magistrate re-assured him : there was 
no cause for noeasincss ; this was a mystery 
—a curious story, perhaps a serious one — 
but it neither concerned the Duke of Modena 
ncr his subjects. Meanwhile^ the pnsooer 
had been carried across the frontiers, and 


fas related before in tho words of Silvio 
Pellico) liad boon given over to the Aus- 
trians, who conveyed him to the fortress of 
Mantua. For some tune oven the Austrians 
treated him with the greatest respect; but 
then, in consequence of sudden orders from 
Vienna, he was removed from tho fortress 
of Mantua to tho gaol of Milan, and sub- 
jected to tho tioatmont of a common crimi- 
nal. It WAS hero that Pellico formed his 
arqualntaiico v^ith him, and here Signor 
's own knowledge of his adventures 

Olld*s. 

But whnt follows still more daikons this 
singnlar romance. After a long coiiflno- 
meiit at Milan, during which many of tho 
{tolilical prisoners besides Pollico became 
acquainted v^ith him, tho Frenchman was 
liberated,* but escorted out of Lombardy and 
the Austrian dominions by gens-d'arinei. 
He took the route aoroRS the lake of Como 
and the Alps ; and a few days after his de- 
parture from Milan, a person answering to 
his desci iption was found dead by the road- 
side in one of tho Swisaar alloys. The body 
was pierced by iifore than one wound ; but 
whother they had boon dealt by tho hands of 
a suicide or of nn assassin, could not bo 
clearly ascertained. No doubt, however, 
was entei tamed in Milan that tho body thus 
found was that of tho strungo man who had 
culled himself the Duke of Normandy and 
i Louis XVII.

A riU!. 

The first star of a calm evening of Oc» 
tober was twinkling In tho h'.>rison, aa Alice 
Oioen hifgered with her lover near the green 
porch of her father’s cottage. This humble 
and happy dweIHug was In a sequestered 
part of Windsor Forest. It was situated in 
the bottom of a deep glade, surrounded by 
tho most lofty and majestic trees. There 
was a Fcit near the cottage; — and here 
would Alice (treen, and her father, whose 
age she nouiisbed with the affection oi^ 
duty of an only child, sit through the lunl 
hours of tho summer evenings, while tbe^ 
ate their simple meal, and tho fond old man 
would call up tho recollections of his youth, 
and tell his daughter over and over again 
the few, but to him important, incidents of 
a contented and unvarying lif« It was on 
this ancient bench, carved with many a rus- 
tic name, that Alice and her lover lingered, 
ere they parted for the night. The hour was 
one of trauquillit) , but as the setting snn 
threw its last rays upon the inany-colonred 
branches of the forest, and as the wind 
whistled amengst tln-ffalling leaves, the mind 
of Alice gradually acquired that penslvenesb 
which belongs to tins season, and she re- 
ceived with tumbling forebodings the con- 
fident language of anticipated happiness 
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which Cliarlos Si‘abrook (for Buch war the 
youndf rpairb name) addrvssL'd to lier. Their 
«n|uaiiitanc<‘ had been blessed with the full 
bsuciiou of Alice's father. The young man 
WAS eii.tij’«‘ly his own inastei. He possessed 
a few acres of land, and rented a few more; 
and he hoped that Alicu would assist him 
in the duty of nianaginK his little iarm, and 
be to him as aiTectioiiute a wife as she was 
a daugliiei. They each bincuruly loved the 
Other; but their chaiacteis wore widely 
dffferont. Suabrook was eager, passionate, 
and presumptuous; Alico was doubtful, 
timid, and reining. The old tAan was, how- 
ever, satished to entrust his daughter's hap- 
piness to his yoang fi lond ; and the day of 
their raorriugo was already named. 

By the time that Seabrook had received 
the cordial good-night of Alice's fuller, the 
twilight was almost passed, ilis home was 
abont two miles distant. He was iiitiiiiatoly 
aoquainted with the least fre(|iientcd paths 
of the forest; and he therefore feailessly 
penetrated into the wood, without an appre- 
nension ol losing his way. Ho had not 
walked for Indore iC boctine dark He still 
porsevered in his course, soinetinifs dashing 
through the thick fern, and at others putting 
aside the pi Ickly underwood. AVithiu half 
a mile of his house, which was on the edge 
of the forest, he heard a shot ; and pieseutly 
throe or foui young men ran up to him, and 
demanded his bubiiiess tlieie. lie at once 
recognised several village actiuaiutance. 
They without hesitation told him they were 
beating for game ; that tlie pheasants were 
plenty, and the risk little, ^jeabruok had ac- 
quii'od a notion which is very common in the 
country, that the law's foi the preservation 
of game are arbitrary linen lions of the iich 
to oppress the poor; that the biris of the 
air are the pi operty of all ; and that there 
is no moial guilt iu violating or evading 
those enaeimunts which secure the right of 
taking them to the possessors of the laud upon 
which they uiu fed. St^abiouk had, indeed, 
aeon sevcial latal examples of the wretched 
aarser of poachei s. He hud seen some of the 
Bpmpanlons of his boyhood embaiking in this 
IjmilOttS puisuit. some with a systematic 
^ialike of regular exertion, and others per- 
haps from want, or a mere lo\eot adven- 
ture and he bad beheld them giadually 
losing all the distinctious of the respectable 
cltisen, becoming outcasts and vagabonds, 
auffering, perhaps, the lighter penaliies of 
the law for such offerees, but still going ou 
till they were engaged oven* in moiu despe- 
rate pursuits, and wero visited with more 
compioto punishment and disgrace. But 
there are moments which the wisest and 
the best should ask to be spared;— when 
the lessoiib of oxperieacc are throw n away. 
**Lead us not into temptation*' is a striking 
port of the Christian’s prayer; and the 
weakness ut Unman nature is Aw ays furnish- 
ing evidence of the wisdom in mercy of that 


heavenly Father who prescribed it for onr 
iniiimities. Seabrook was led by curiosity 
to join these men. They placed a fowling- 
picce lu ins hand— and ho penetrated with 
them into the farther recesses of the wood. 
At the pass of a narrow brook t)ie game- 
keepers lushed out upon the party. The 
foremost of the poachers fired, and a man 
fell. Seabrook immediately threw down 
the gun, and surrendered himself. Two 
others of the gang were secured. 

How immense a cliaogo had a moment of 
imprudence produced in this young man's 
Situation and feelings ! Instead of dis own 
peaceable cottage, with his cheerful meal, 
and the quiet hour of prayer and sleep, lio 
found himself in a common gaol, surrounded 
by profligate &ud impenitent violatois of the 
laws. That night bi ought with it no rest. 
In the morning he was conveyed, iii fetteis, 
to a neighbouring magibtratc. The worthy 
man immediately recognised Seabrook ; and 
ho remonstrated more as a father than a 
judge, upon the danger and degiadation of 
his condition. The unfortunate youili in a 
few w'ords convinced the magistrate that lie 
was not an habitual ofiunder,— that Ins par- 
ticipation m this crime bad been the effect 
of accident and thoughtlessness. But the 
magistrato could not allow his pity to usm p 
the place of hia duty. The evidence woa 
clear that Seabrook hod been found with 
arms in his hands— that ho was an accessory 
in the offence, and that a man had been shot. 
The life of the wounded gamekeeper was in 
danger; and tbOie was no alternative but 
that of committing all the prisoners to the 
county gaol upon the capital charge of firing 
at a fellow-creature with intent to muider. 

The news of Seabrook’s disgrace of courso 
quickly circulated. Upou Alice it fell with 
fearful weight, which bowed her the 
earth She no longer went about her house- 
hold duues, receiving and diffusing happi- 
ness like a glad and ministerinf spirit. She 
no longer called her aged father from his 
bed with a voice that gave assurance cf a 
day of cheerfulness ; she no longer prepared 
for him ins evening meal with an alacrity 
that showed the peace of a mirthful and 
innocent heart. Her occupations wero, how- 
ever, not iicglepted. She struggled with her 
grief; but the melody of her happy voice 
was no more heard in that cottage; and 
even when the father and the child sung 
their doily hyun^^of praise and thankfulness, 
a feeble and a broken souni.went up from 
Alice to the throue of grace,' Instead of the 
harmonious gratitude oT a pious heart. Her 
health gradually wasted. She was however 
ID some degree consoled by the universal 
assurance that Seabrook was not deeply en- 
gaged in the profligacy of those men into 
whose snares ho bad falleli. The old man, 
too, visited him in prison, and received from 
bis own yps a full explanation of the un- 
happy transaction. But Alice was broken 
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in spirit; bi>r lovrr liad become def^raded by 
thi* participation in a crimp , the belli;,; in 
whom she hopt'd to repose bur best and 
purest lbou;;lus was the inmate ot a prison. 

The day of tiial appiourbeJ. Tim two 
poaciicrs w ere capitally an ui;;ned for u ouud • 
mg the gamekeeper — were ronvietud and 
wore soiiteuoud to die. Suabrook was in- 
dicted upon a less serious rliaige, and bo 
was adjudged to be trail spoi tod beyond tbo 
seas; but the neighbours, magistiates, and 
all who know ban, united in u petition to 
tbo bigbest autbority, and, after a coniine* 
ment ot a few inontliB, 8oabruok was dis- 
charged with a royal pai don. 

Uis first impulse upon obtaining fiis 
liberty was to basten lionie. But bo felt 
himself disgraced. He went therefore to 
visit A relation in a more distant part of 
thecounti'}; but he soon became alarmed 
when be thought of bis Alice, and bo lost 
no time in reucbiiig her neighbourhood. The 
winter was now set in. >tswas late in a 
cold and misty afternoon that be aniTcd at 
the c.ottage oi Alice’s tatber. Ho w'aiked 
round with a Bad furoboding — but lie beard 
nothing; — be opened tbo wicket uith a 
trembling bund — but no one .nppeaied; — 
he at last passed tbo porch, and beheld no 
one but an aged woman wliuin be know as 
on attendant on the sick. Ho dated not 
express bis fears — be lushuU towards the 
tillage. 

In the lane where bo bad often walked 
with Alice, be at length met some persons 
approaoliiiig. They made way toi bis eager 
steps; but tliey did not addiess him. A 
sadden turn at length bi ought him to the 
sad procession of a few poisons loturniiig, 
in the hubiliuieuts of woe, from tbo place 
of bnrial to the bouse ot mourning. Ho 
saw an old man supported by two fi lunds > 
it was* AlicH'.s father. The fiilnesb of bis 
misery at onco burst upon him — be fell 
down in tbo pathway, and was earned life- 
less to bis own bouse. 

A feter of the most serious kind was the 
consequenoo of this agony of tbo soul. 
Seabrook at length recovered. Tbeio was 
aqniet decision in bis inannor which alarmed 
all his friends. One morning he was miss- 
ing. His bi other entered upon tbo iarm ; 
and, after a few years, tbo unhappy youth 
was forgotten, except by those who delisbted 
to tell a tale of woe by tbeir Cliiistmas files. 

A long period bad elapsed after the 
eveuts we have described f when, on a 
auramer night, 'If sickly and feeU^ stranger 

entered tbo village . No one knew 

him. Ho asked tor old William Giecii, aud 
was told that be bad been dead many yearb. 
He heard tlie story of Alice and Seabrook ; 
and tbo peasants thought bo bad a kind 
heart, for he wipe|l a tear from bis eye. Tbo 
strangcT walked out under the harvest moon, 
and entered the churchyard. A cuiious 
iiilugcr followed him. Ho wasvseen to 


search out the hoad-stons wliicli proclaimed 
where Alice »ud her father weie burled, 
and kneeling down was he.ird to say. In tbo 
intoivals of bis sobs, “Hear my prayoi, 
O God, and hide not tbyself fiom my po- 
tition.

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No. VI.— Education op Children. 

(Continued ) 

An even temper is a virtue much talked 
of, but seldom attained ; but scaroo any ac- 
quirement ns more necessaiy for those who 
are entrusted wilh^becA of children. A 
bad-tempered woman or man is in a per- 
petual lever of excitement, as disagreeable 
to himself as others. As 1 have before said, 
a calm and gentle dignity is the best upon 
all occasions ; your children will then look 
up to you with respect and affection ; whoreag 
with a stoiiny, brawling disposition, your 
admonitions will be kepi only iii fear. And 
like the thunder, w Inch wo get accustomed 
to, so passionate w'Oi ds are treated : the roar 
of the ()ci*an is not dicadcd l>y tbo manner. 
Teach the young to know their own errors, 
and never let them suppom* that any one else 
IS the caubo of them. Tbiiu are many In- 
stances, the littlencbs of whose appearance 
may caiis^a smile at their being incntionod 
beie, but tbe consequencus ot which arc 
often groat. A child, wdnui playing knocks 
its liead against a chair or table. The mo- 
ther, to pacify it, foolishly beats tbe table: 
“Naughty table,” she will exclaim, “to hurt 
poor Cbarlcs’s bead !” Ridiculous! And still 
we have seen many such Instances, which 
only servo to encourage a vindictive feelingd 
in the mind of tbe youngster, without tho^ 
Ixmeficial effect of teaching caution for the 
future. There is another practice equally 
absnrd, and fully as often n soi ted to,— talk- 
ing in a language silly in itsclt, and not more 
intelligible to the child If you wish it to 
learn tbe English tongue, speak English to 
It plainly. I allude to the j agon prated by 
nuisumaids and* some v»ry domesticated 
matrons to the infant. lbil»j tongue may do 
well for the child to who cannot ar- 

ticulate the woids 1/1 a pi' / manner, bnt 
the best way to teach itih to 'p^ak the lan- 
guage in a prop/ r in^nmi jourself. Re- 
garding dress, many sad imstakes are com- 
mitted. Many young i-crboiis are eaily im- , 
bued with love of fine clotbcs; the UtUo 
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cr<*atarr who is bat jast ablo to understand 
any tiling', is taa;;bt to admire its tine salt, 
and loams to swell witli piido that litib* 
bosom, wliicli ought to be the rereptarle of 
nobler sentiraents. iSometImes a new dress 
is promised to keep the child quiet; it is 
made; admiration is poured in from all sides, 
to make the object of their remarks believe 
that such a garment oeTcr was seen before; 
observatioos are made in its presence which 
cause It to strut about with no inconsiderable 
opinion of its own Importance. There is 
aoothor thing also— pride of riches. Some 
ill-judging parents itispiiuc, their families 
with a feeling oi contumpt for thnr infe- 
riors in rank, us though wealth also had a 
power of producing impro\einent in their 
morals. Very rospeclabic families have fallen 
into tins eiror, not being awme pf the con- 
tempt with which they theinseh rs ai e viewed 
by their real superiors whom tliey ond«‘dvotir 
to ape, and who are endowed with trite ele- 
gance of manners. The sons and daughters 
of some are spoiled by education Whatever 
aecompltghmenu you may c.iuKe*them to bo 
taught, give them alsG^a weful education ; 
there is no certainty when it may bo iiei^ded. 
If they are so situated as not to require it as 
a means of gaining a livelihood, they may be- 
come lights of science, or serve t<i he a btuiefit 
to their folio w*crcaturcB. Never encourage 
a life of idleness; if possessed of millions, it 
is better to bo doing something tlian linger- 
ing through their life in a state of sleepy 
inactivity-^a useless piece of lumber ou the 
face of the earth. 


ROTHSCHILD. 

Mr. Murray has just published the 
Moraolrs of Sir T. F. liazton,*l3art,'* In 
this work we find many aimisiiig and in- 
teresting notices of celebrated characters. 
Ou the lilli of February, 1834, at a diiiiiei- 
party held ai Ham House, we ar^ intorined 
that Mr Kothscbild gave the following ac^ 
count of liiinself, and of the means by 
which he acquired his immense foi tune. 

** Ho CKothbchild) told ns his life and nd- j 
Tcntures. He was the third .son of the 
banker at Fraiiktort. * There was nut,’ he 
said, ' room enough for ui all iii that city.’ 
I dealt in English goods. One great trader 
came there, who h^ the market to himself : 
he was quite the great man, and did us a 
favour if he sold us goods. Somehow 1 
offended him, and ho tefused to show me 
his patterns. This was on Tuesday ; I said 
to my father, ‘ I will go to England.’ 1 
could Ipeak nothing but German. On the 
Tbur. 2 day I started; the nearer I got to 
Eugland, the chei^r goods were. As soon 
as 1 got to Manchester, 1 laid out all my 
money, things were so cheap ; and 1 made 
' cood profit. 1 soon found ^that tJiere were 
ree profits-* the raw material, the dyeing, 
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and the manufacturing. I said to the mano- 
fartnrer, ’ J W'lll supply you with inaU'i i 
and dye, and you supply in» with in.inii 
factiiied goods.* So 1 got three pioiits < 1 .- 
stead oi one, and 1 could sell gf>ods cheapo . 
than .'inyhofly. In a short time 1 made iu\ 
into My success all tiiri>« 

on one maxni:. 1 said, I can do what aiioili > 
man can, and so 1 am a match for the mai 
With the patterns, and lor all the roji « 
them! Another advantage I had. 1 wa^ .o 
otf-haiid mail. 1 made a bargain atonce. i.i : 

I was settled in iioridon, the Ea^t Ina 'i 
Company luad 8<M1,0UU lb. of gold to sell 1 
went to the sale, and bought it all. 1 knew 
tlfe Duke of Wellington mast have it. j 
had bought a gieat many of his bills at a 
discount.

Ti ' clarifjmf!', shoultl he used for tlii) pur- 
pose; bui when it in ol infeiior quality, it 
should be preparecl m the followinfr manner. 
To rlaiify sii pounds of suf^ar, break it into 
«.iigo lumps, put It into a preserTing pan. 
a:<d pour to it five pints of cold npilng 
w.itfr; III another pint beat lightly up the 
white of a small egg, but do not frotlf it 
much ; add it to the sugar, and give it a stir 
to mix It well with the whole. Set the pun 
01 er a gentle fire when the sugar neatly 
dissolved, and lot the soiiin rise without 
being disturbed. When the svrup has boiled 
fiTu minutes, take it off the hie, let it stand 
a ronple of minutes, and thAi skim it rare* 
fully. Let it boil again, and then throw in 
half a cup of cold water, to bring the re- 
maining scum to tho surface Skim it until 
It IS perfectly clear, strain it through a thin 
cloth, and it will be ready for use. 

To Prepare the Fuuit.—AII unnpe 
fi uiC must be rendered quite tender by gentle 
sculding before it is put into syrup, or it will 
not imbibe the sugar ; and the syrup must 
be thin when it is first added to it, and be 
thickened afterwards by frequent boiling or 
by additional sugar; else the fruit will shrivel 
instead of becoming plump and clear. A 
pound of sugar boiled for ten minuU>B in a 
pint of water will make a very light syrup; 
hut It will gradually thicken if rapidly boiled 
in an uncovered pan. Two pounds of sugar 
to a pint of water will become thick with 
little moro than half an hoar’s boiling, or 
w ith three or four separate boilings of eight 
or ten minutes each ; if too much reduced it 
wil^ candy into a remaining liquid. 

Lemons Preserved.— T ako a dozen fine 
lemons, pare the yellow nnd off \cry thin, 
cut out a piece of the nnd at the blossom 
end, and remove the pulps and pips; mb 
the lemons well all over with fine salt, and 
lay them quickly in cold water, and let them 
remain five or six days totally immcmud; 
then boll them in new bait and water twenty 
minutes. Prepare fikxt a syrup of one pound 
cf sugar to one quart of water well bknnuied, 
into which put the lemony and boil them 
five Or sis miuptes each f<m fonr days suc- 
cessively; then place them in aejar, and let 
them stand six weeks, perfectly rx)vered by 
the syrnp. Then make a thick fine syrup, 
put the lemons Into it, and boil thorn ^ent/y 
ten minute#; set them aside, and after 
twenty hours boil them again at short in- 
tervals until tbby look plump and clear. 
Then lay tliem into Jars or glasses, and pour 
the syrup over them cold ; cover them with 
brandy paper, and tie bladder add leather 
over all. 

Green Gage Plums Preserved.— T he i 
plums for preserving should bo gathered Just j 


before they are ripe, choosing the largest, 
(too fjom specks. Lay plenty of vine loaves 
in tho bottom of a pan, and tho fruit in 
layeis, with leaves botwoon, ooveriiig them 
w'oll at tho top. Thou fill up with water, 
and let them got thoroughly hot on a mode- 
late fire. Skiin them well, and put them in 
a sieve to cool ; after which, pool them, and 
as ton proceed put them again into the water 
in which they wei o boiled, with fresh layers 
of leaves. Lot them boil three minutes, 
keeping the steam in as much as possible. 
Lot tbcin remain at a moderate distance 
from the fire, about six hours, until they be- 
come gi cen. This done, put them into a 
stove to diaiii, and then boil them up in a 
good syi ufi once a day for three sucoossive 
days. Take thorn out and lay them in glasses 
or jars, skim tho syrup well, and pour it, 
when nearly cold, over tho plums, and put 
brandy paper over them. Tie down oloso. 

Red Currants in Bunches Preserved. 
— Oiitlior the finest bunebos on a dry warm 
da), and having brffshed off tho dust and in- 
sects with a fuather, tie thorn to spills of 
wood six inches long ; put their weight of 
sugar into a pan with as much water as v/ill 
dissulvu It, and boil it five minutes, skiin- 
niiiig It woll. Take tho pan ofT tho fire, and 
lay in it the sticks with care, and let tho 
fiuit boil up ten minutes slowly. Take off 
the pan, and, when cool, disengage the 
bunches, and place them iu glasses or pots. 
Add to the syrup half a pint of gotnl currant 
Jolly of the same colour as tho fruit, boil it 
up, skimming it well till quite clear, and 
pour It, when cool, over the fruit, covering 
it well. When cold, put brandy paper over, 
and past# white paper over the glassos. Sot 
them in a citol, dry looni, and they will be 
excellent in three innnths. 


German Mi.thod dv Blacking Lea- 
ther — T ake two pounds of the bark of 
elder, and tho same quantity of the filings 
of lUHtof iron; steep thorn in two gallons 
of river watc'r, and put them in a cask or^ 
earthen vessel closely stopped. After it liaS* 
thus stood two months, put to the liquid, 
when well pressed out, a pound of powdered 
nut-galls, and a quarter of a pound of cop- 
peras; and then, after stirri'ig it over a 
good fire, press out tho liquid, with which 
the leather Is to be three or four times 
brushed over, when it becomes of an excel- 
lent and most durable black. 

Soft Pomatum.— M elt m a water bath 
half a pound of the best iard, takeit off the 
fire, and. add half a pint of rose water, sUr 
it continually with a ejean piece of wood or 
ivory, made in the forin of a spatula or knife, 
until it IS cold, then drain off tho superfluous 
water that swpns on the surface, add a few 
drops of the otto of roses, or any other scent 
vou ple.vsu. Id order to prevent its turning 
rancid, add a table-spoonful of spirits of 
wine. #

The otter pie}s dining the night, and 
concaals hlinselt in the duv-timc under ilie 
hanks of lakes and livers, w'luie he gene- 
rally forms a kind of subteri ane.in gnlleiy, 
runoiiig for several yaitis paiullel to tb« 
water’s edge; so that il Uushouidhe asooilad 
from one end, he flies to the oUinr. 'Whoa 
he takt^B' to tiio water, it is i]e4M6fi«ry that 
those who have otter-sprai^should wohch 
tiio bubbles, for lie goneiflfey feiits nnor 
them. When the otter is oeiaed, or upon 
the point of being caught by the hounds, he 
turns upon his pursuers with tho utmost 
ferocity. Instances are recorded of dogs 
baviag been drow'iied by otteis, winch they 
llfui seized under water, for they can sustain 
,the want of air for a much longer time than 
tho dog. 

» Mr, Danioll, In Ins “ Rural Sports,” re- 
' marks that hunting the otter was formerly 
considered as excellent sport, and that 
hounds were kepi solely for that purpose. 
Tho dgsorlsmen went on each side of the 
rirer, oeatliig the banks and sedges with 
' the dogs. If an otter was not soon found, it 
was supposed that he had gone to coucA more 
inland, and was sought for 'accordingly. If 
one was found, the sportsman viewed his 
track in tko mufl, to find which way ho had 
taken.

The male otter never makes any com- 
plaint when seized by tho dog**, oi even 
when transfixed with a spcj.r, hut tlic fo- 
msles emit a very shrill squeal 

Tho otter varies much in .size The length 
of one sent to Mr, Bell fium Sutherland' 
shire was tw’O feet one inch and six lines. 
Mr. Macglllivray notes the length uf two 
males; one measured foi ty-twu inches, and 
the other thirty-right inches. By the same 
author, tho length of a fumale is given at 
forty inches. These mc.isurements are from 
the nose to tho point of the tail. Mr. Bell 
states that the usual weight of a fine main 
JLiiglish otter is from twenty to twenty-four 
pounds, and that of the female ab >u't foui 
pounds less; adding, however, that renii.iiit 
records one found lu 1794, in the tiver Lea, 
between Sitatfoid and Ware, that weighed 
forty pounds. 

The eyes of tho otter are so pinned that, 
whether the AAimal is swiiiiinlng below its 
prey, beliuid it, iibove it, or beside it, tlieii* 
situation, 01 at most the least motion of tho 
head and neck, biirigb it within the spheri; 
of the pui suer's vision. The whole fitinie- 
woik ol the animal, its short fin-like legs, 
oai y feet, and rudder of a tail, enable it to 
make the swif teat turii6->nay, almost bounds 
in the watei, according as the rapiditv ot its 
agile prey demands a sudden downward dive, 
an upward spring, or a side snap. 

AVhen fish is scat ce, and it is pressed by 
hungeir, Mr. Bel] staSes tiia4 the otter bos 
be4m known to resort far inland, to the 
nnigbbourhood of the faruiryard, and attack 
lamb'i, sucking'pi^s, and poetry.

ULMARKABLE CASES OF FRAUD 
AND IMPOSTURE. 

No. XXX— Book Third. 

TiioMA.sCn.VTTr.nTON was born al Bris- 
tol in St. Mom Redd ilTe pai isb, on the 20th 
of Noiembei, 1752. and w'as the posthumous 
sen of a peison w'ho had been BUCceBSivaly* 
wTitiiig-niaster to a classical school, siiiging- 
maii in Biistol Cathedral, and master of 
the Pyle-streot Fiee-school. This “mar- 
vellous boy,*’ at the age of eleven, wrote 
voises better tlian had been produced by 
Pope at twelve, and Cowley at fifteen. 
AVhen scaicely sixteen, he set himself tO 
accomplish some extraoidmary literary im- 
positions, by pretended discoveries of old 
manuscripts. In Oeiobei, 1768, the 
bridge at Bristol was finished , and 
ton sent to Farley’s Bristol Journal a'J^O- 
tended account of the ciTomonies on ^ 

iiig the old bridge, intioduced by a lett^ lo 
tho printer, inthnatiiig tiiat “ the descrip^m 
of the friart first passtny </her agMfe 

was taken from an ancient maUM^^v' 

To one man, fond of heraldic hoROvn, be , 
pave a pedigree reaching up to tua04»f 
William the Conqueror ; to anothA^^e pre- 
sents an ancient poem, the “^Romaunt of 
the Cny ghte," w rittep by one of his a&oestors 
four hundred and fifty years before; to a 
religious citizdu of Bristol he gives an indent 
fragment of a sermon on the Divinity of the 
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Holy Spirit^ ts wroun by Tliotnts Raw 1«7, 
a monk of the fifteenth oentary ; to another, 
Boliritous of obtaiiiliiir loforniation about 
Bfiatolj he makoa the raluablo present of in 
at:conntof all the ohurcbes of the city* as 
they appeared three hundred years before, 
an<I accompaoira it with drawings and de- 
bcriptlona of the castle, the whole protended 
to be drawn from wiitings of the **godc 
priesto Thomas Rowley.” Horace Wal polo 
was engaged in writing tliu ‘‘History of 
Biitish Painters,” and Chatterton sent him 
an Hceount of* oraiiient “Cai tollers and 
iVynciers” who once flourished in Bristol. 
Tiiese, and rarious impoRitions of a similar 
D.ittno, duped numbeis. Editions of the 
pi(>t(>ndcd poems of Rowley uerc published 
by Mr. Tyrwlilt and Hean Milles, and a 
coritcorersy was long and tchonieutly main- 
tained on the question of their antiquity. 
wObutterton had no confldoftt in his la- 
bours ; he toiled in secret, gratified only by 
“ the stoical pride of talent.” He fiequently 
wiote by moonlight, conceiving that the ini 
mediate presence of that luminary added to 
the inspiration. His alleged discovuries 
haring, as we said, attracted gi eat attention, 
he stated that he found tho inanusciipts in 
his mother'b house. “In the niunuiicnt- 
room of Sk Mary RedcliflTe Chinch, of 
Bristol, sereral chests had been anciently 
deposited, among which was one called the 
“ cuff ru”of Mr. Can y n ge, an cm i n eii t iiiei chan t 
of Biislol, who had rebuilt the church in 
the reign of Edward Eourtli, About the 
year I7ti7, those chests had been broken 
open by an order from pi oper auihoi ily ; 
bonio anciqpt deeds had been taken out, 
and the remaining manuscripts left exposed 
as of 110 ratue. Chattel lon’b father, whose 
uncle was sexton of the cliuich, had earned 
off great numbers of the parcliinents, and 
had used them as covers for books in bis 
^choof. Amidst the lesidue of his father's 
ravages, Chatterton gave out that ho had 
found many writings of Mr. C mynge, and 
of Thomas Rowley (the friend of Cauyiigo^, 
a priest of tho fifteenth century.”* 

A literary imposition similar to the above 
was effected in Franco in 1804. A small 
volume woa published at Paris, edited by M. 
VaudiO^f, and professing to be the 
** Poema itf ' worgaret Eleanor Clotilda de 
VaHon^jMj^ afterwards Madame de Sur- 
ville, k poetess of thoofiftoenth cen- 

tury.” Woy WiWe sold to have been dis- 
covered liyiTSSiii among the dusty archives 
of bis M||y> a M. de Survillc, a de- 
scendant w this fair authoress, who hod a 
transcfritit of" mm made. The originals 
were nofortoimly destroyed by fire, and 
M. de 8urvillhmt|his lile during the first 
French Revolution; but the copy of the 
poems was saved, and, with much difficulty, 
was procured by the editor.

To PAINT Cloth, Cambric, Sarsnet, 

&C , 8(> AS TO RENDER THEM TRANSPARENT. 
—Grind to a Hue powder three pounds of 
clear white rosin, and put it into two pounds 
of good nut-oil, to which a strong drying 
quality has been given; set the mixture over 
a nioderatu Hie, and keep stirring it till all 
theiofiiii IS dissolved; then put in two pounds 
of the best Venice turpentine, and keep stir- 
ring the whole w'ell together; and if the 
. lotli or cambric |ie thoroughly varnished on 
both bides with tliis mixture, it will be quite 
traiisparont W e should remark, that in this 
opiTHtion the surHices upon which the var- 
nl^b IS to be applied must be stretched tight 
and made fast duiing the ^plication. This 
mode of rendering cloth, Ac , transparent, is 
excellently adapted for window blinds. The 
vainisb will likewise admit of any design in 
oil colours being executed upon it as a trans- 
paroiic). 

To COLOUR THE BaCKS OF CHIMNEYS 
WITH Lead Ore.— Clean them with a very 
stioiig biubli, and carefully rub off the dust 
and rust; pound about a quarter of a pound 
of lead ore into a Hue powder, and put It into 
a vessel wiih half a pint of vinegar, then 
apply It to the back of tlie chimney with a 
brush. When it is made black with this 
liquid, take a dry brush, dip it in the same 
powder w'ltlioiit viuegai ; then diy and mb 
It with this blush, till It become as shiaing 
as glass. 

To clean Marble, Sienna, Jasper, 
roRvii\u\, &c.— M ix up a quantity of the 
stiongebt soap-lees with quiw-lime, to the 
consistence of milk, and lay it on the stone, 
&r., for twenty-four hours; clean it after- 
wards with soap and water, and it will ap- 
pear ns new. ^

Tliecliolcn foil on ISoloriion J<‘nnin^'Sf 
James YaU'S, aii4 £dwar<l Mai shall Jen- 
iilofifs and Marshall were laips thick*st*t, 
po>Korful men; Yatos a till, blini man, 
of ffptfui sgihty, and spcod of toot. 

The day being appoinlH, at suivi ise man} 
peopio were coUeclod at about twouty iiulfti 
(iistanoe fiom the Ktarting-pliipe, on the 
Durham road, Ifk order t<i ••ee ih» champions 
pass. I'irst canm VateK, hteppnig along as 
light as a feaihoi, aocuiiipaiiiev' by IVnn and 
his attondantK on horsehuck ; after him, hut 
out of sight, raino .ieniiirigs, with a strong 
Stead V step ; and not fur behind, Kdward 
Marshall, apparently caioless, swinging an 
aaa in his hand, mid eating a diy biscuit. 
Bets were greatly in favour of Yiites. 

In relating the feat some }eaiH uft« r, Mar- 
•hall gave the follow pig account, lie said 
.that he gained upon Yates in descendiiig 
lowaids tlio Durhuin neek, ulnrn VaUs 
eomplulncd of being very inurh tired, sat 
down on a log to rebt*>''niiselt, and soon after 
gate up iho walk ; ho iTalked nearly eighty 
miles, but hurried too iiiucli at first. Mm- 
■holl kept on, and hehne lie reached tiie 
liohigh overtook and parsed .leiinings, w'aded 
tho river at Uetlileliein, mid walked on, 
faster and faster, past thu place where 
Naxoroth now stands, to tliu place called 
the Wind Oap. 

This was as far as the path hud been 
marked out for them, and there was a lai ge 
eoUorliouof people waiting to fihi if any ot 
the three men would leaeli it bv euii-set. 
Marshall halted only while the auiveyor 
furnished him with a piKket'Coinpav.s and 
then started forwaid again Three Indian 
runners were sent aftei him, to <e^ that he 
walked it fairly, and to ascei tain how fai he 
wont. 11 q then pasied to the wist of tho 
Fokono mountain (the Indians tiiidiiig it 
diffleult to keep up with him), till he leachod 
Long Pond, and he would haie pioeeeded 
farther, had it not been for this water. Here 
he marked a tree, as was witnessed by the 
three Jodlans 

The total distance walked by Mai shall — 
none of it being on a good road, and thirty 
milos of It being through wood<i— was mea- 
sured and found to he one huridied and 
fifteen miles I Thus ho won the prize of 
COO dollars (about 100 guineas of .Kiiglish 
money), and five hundred aeies of land for 
himself, U> be token out of ' \\ illtani Ptuu s 
purohase.*' 

James Yates, who led, the way at first, w as 
so much injured by his exertion that he died 
a few days afterwards. Jennings survived 
kts attempt several years. Marshall lived to 
he ninety years old, and died on Marshall s 
Island, on the Delaware River . — Abridiitd

Xo. XXXI —Book Fourth. 

The early leaning of tho Jews towards 
idolatry and supeistitiou has been recorded 
in tel ms that admit of no dispute, by their 
own hibioiians. The same tendency con- 
tinued to he manifest in tliein for many ages. 
8andys,iii Ids ** Travels,” heard of an ancient 
tradition ruirout on the bordeis of the Red 
»Se.a, that the day ou which the Jews cclo- 
brate the passover, loaves of bread, by timo 
ron^orted into stone, are soeu to arise from 
that sea; and are suppostd to be some of 
tlii* broad the Jews left in their passage. 

They w’eic sold at Cairo, made up in the 
inaiini r and shape of the broad at the fiW 
in uhick he wrote f and this wras of itself 
■uttioioiii to betray the imposture. 

The anxiously expected appearance of 
their Messiah made tho Jews voiy easily im- 
posed upon by those w'ho, for Interested 
motives, chose to assume so sacred a title, 
diir Saviour predicted the coming of false 
Ciitibts, and many have, since thedate of the 
pntphecy, anpearod, though peihaps no false 
prophet in rater days has cxdied so Moerol 
rominotioii in that nation as Sabatoi BevL 
Aocoiding to the prediction of several 
Christian writ^, who commented on the 
Apocalypse, tVyoar 16GG was to ptove one 
of wonders, and partirulaily of blessings to 
the Jews; and leports flew tiom place to 
place of the march of mulliludes of people 
from uiiknow ii parts in the remote deserts 
of Asia, supposed to be the ten tribes and a 
half lost for so many ages ; and also that a 
ship had ai rived iii the nortlaof Scotland, 
with sails and cordage of silk, navigated by 
mat mors who spoke nothing but llebi^w; 
with this motto on their flag : — *‘The Twelve 
Tubes of Israel.” These leports agreeing 
thus near with former predictious, led tflo 
credulous to expect that the year would 
pioducu strange events with reference to the 
Jewish nation. 

Thus were multitudes of people possessed 
when Sabatai Sevi appeared at Smyrna, and 
proclaimed Limself to the Jews os their 
Messiah ; declaring tho greatness of his ap- 
pioaching kingdom, and tho stroog luted 
whereby Qoi was about to deliver thcmlkte& 
bondage, and gather them together. 

“It was 6trail|v,” says Mi. Ev^jpii, 
seo how thm fancy took, and how fast the 
report of Sabatoi and- bis doctrine flew 
tbiougb those parts of Turkey the Jews In- 
habited , they Were SO deeply pitssessed of 
their new kingdom, and tlieir promotion to 
honour, that none of them atteuded to boslo 
ness of any kind, except to prepare for O 
journey to Jerusalem.” * 

Sabaiai was the son of Mordecbal Soil, an 
inbablunt Smvrut. who acted os a broker 
to Kuglisli merchants. His son, studying 
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metapYiysiiS, rented a now doetrine in tbo 
1 hi« ; aud, framing somo diseiple«, ho at- 
tracted suificiont notice to cause his hnntsh- 
luent from the city During bis exile bo 
was twice married, but soon artor oacli oeru- 
mony he obtained a diTOrce. At Jerusalem 
he married a third time, lie there besfan 
to preach a reform in the law, and meeting ' 
w ith another Jew, named Nathan, he com- 
municated to him his intention of proclaim- < 
intr himself the Messiah, so long expected, 
and so much desired Dy the Jews. 

Nathan assisted In the imposition ; and ! 
as, according to tho ancient proplw'Cies, ^t { 
was noeossai y Elias should prectnlo tho Mes- i 
slab, Nathan himself personated that pro- 
phet. He, therefore, as tlie forerunner of 
the Messiah, announced to the Jews what 
was about to^ take place, and that conse- 
quently nothing bat Joy and triumph ought 
to dwell in their habitationse Many Jews 
believed in the delusion ; and Nathan took 
courage to prophecy, that in one year from 
the 27th of Kiilen (J une), the Messiah should 
appear, and take from the Grand Selgnor his 
throne, and lead him in chains as a captive. 

Sabatal, meanwhile, preached at Gaza re- 
pentance to the Jews, and obedience to him- 
self and bis doctrine. These novelties very 
much alFected the Jews; and they gavu 
themselves up to prayers, almv, and devotion. 
The rumour spreading wide^ letters of 
congratulation came from all ^rts to Jorn- 
aalem and Geza: and, thus encouraged, 
Sabatal resolved to travel to Smyrna, and 
thenco to Constantinople, liorc the prin- 
dpal work was to bo performed. 

All was now expectation among tbo Jews ; 
no trade was followed, and every one ima- 

ined that dally prorisions, riches, and 

onot^r, were to descend upon him miracn- 
lonsly. Many fasted so long, it is said, that 
they were famished to death; others buried 
themselves in their gardens up to the neck ; 
but the most common mortification was to 
prick their backs and sides with thorns, and 
then give themselves tbirty-nlne lashes. , 

To avoid the necessity of business, which ' 
was even made a fineable ofienco, the rich 
were taxed to support the poor; and lest • 
the Meatlab should accuse them of neglect- i 
ing ancilent precepts, particularly that to { 
IneFiMe and moltiply, they married toge- 
ther' e^dren of ten yeers end under. With- • 
out neigeot to riches, poverti, or sutioo, to ; 
the nimber of six or seven nundred couple 
were Indiscriminately Joined ; biA, after tho ! 
Imposition waa disedvered, these children ' 
were divorced. 

At Bmyrne, Sabatal was well received by 
the common Jews, but not so by the doctors 
of the law (ehocKanu), who gave no credence 
whatever to his f^retenaions. Yet* Sabatal, 
bringing testimonial! of his holy life, wis- 
dom, gift of prophecy, and sanctity, so en- 
grafted himeelf in the heerts of the ^palace, 
that be had the hardihood todbpnte publicly 


; with the grand ehocham. Arguments grow 
> so strong, and language so violent, that iJioy 
I who esptmsed Sabatai's cause appeared lu 
great numbers before the cadi of Smyrna In 
justification of him. Sabatai thus gain^ 

, ground, whilst the grand ehocliam in like 
proportion lost it. as well as tho affection 
and obedience of his people, and ultimately 
be was dbplsced. 

Whenever Sabatai appeared, he was at- 
tended by a nialtitudo of followers; aud tho 
streets were covered with carpets or fine 
cloths for liim to walk upon, which tho pio- 
teuded liuiniiity of tho impoator stdbpod to 
turn aside. 

lie DOW proceeded to an election of princes, 
who were to govern tho IsraoUtes during 
their inaich ta tiio Holy Land. Miracles 
were thought necessary for the confirmation 
of his diBoiplos in their faith; and it was 
protended that on one occasion a pillar of 
firo was seen between Sabatal and too cadi. 
Though but few woro said to have seen it, 
it speedily became the gonoral belief, and 
Sabatai returned trlaijaplmiit to his house. 

Ho noxt prepared for his Journey to Con- 
stantinoplu, whoro tho most Important parts 
of his mission were to bo aecoiiiplislied ; but 
to avoid the confusion of his numerous fol- 
lowers, ho went by sea witli a small party, 
and was detained tliiity-iiinu days by con- 
trary winds. Jlis followers having arrived 
overland before him, awaited Ills coming 
with great anxiety. Having received In- 
formation of tho disorder and madness that 
had spread among the Jews, and fearing the 
eonseqiieiiceH, tiio vizier sent a boat to arresb 
Sabatai, and he was brouglit aslioru a prh- ' 
Bonei, and roniinitted to a dungeon to awaH 
his seiitonce. 

Not at all daunted or discfiuraged by thib 
event, the Jfws were rather confirmed in 
their belief, and vihifed him with Uio same 
ceiemony and respect as if exaltod on tho 
throne of Israel. Sabatai was kept a pri- 
soner two months, and then removed to tho 
Castle of Abydos, wiiere so much curiosity 
was raised alrnnt him, that the Turks do- 
inanded five and ten dollars for the admis- 
sion of each visitor. At his leisure, in this 
castle, he composed a new mode of worship. 

Having bad the history of the wholo affslr 
laid before him, the grand seignor sent for 
Sabatai to Adrianoplo. On receiving tbO 
summoiH^the pseudo-Messiah appeared to 
be much dejected, and to have lost that * 
courage which be had formerly displayed in 
the synagogues. The grand seignor would 
not be satihfied without a miracle, and be 
wisely resolved that it should be one of his 
own choosing. He ordered that SabatsI 
should be stripp«>d naked, and set up as s 
mark for tho dexl«*rouft archers of tbcsnltaii 
to shoot at, and if it was found that his body 
waa arrow proof, he would then believe in* 
Ida professions. . 

Sabatai, not having faith enough in biin- 
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•n)f stand th« trla1» renanmoed a^l titU to 
klnirdams and ira^^aninmMSk alleging that be* 
t»'ai memly an ardlDaryiebochaiii. Not tntte- 
wltb thhk, Iba ^and setguor duolarad 
tliaialita troaaott was only to bo rapUtad hj 
4a convassico ta bialiomnn'dtoaisiii, wbloh> if 
lia raIttsiMl, a ttaka was raady at »ha ipaa af 
tha safattlb* on whlab to ini|Mdo him. Sobatal 
repllad that bo was contentail to tarn Tiirki 
SMiif that not af forae, bat ohoiae, ba hatiog 
' >baen a lang tinitf dantraus of so gloriaas a 
prbfniilDn. 

WlMn tho JoWs roeo(vi-d Intelllgonao of 
<lhla-q^«taay, and fbund i]iat all ilicir bapas 
ware compiutolj blighted, they were fiiltMi 
Wflh eonsturnatioii and shame. The nows 
sfniokly dispersed ttaolf all oror Turkey ; and 
they bt«anta so much tlio oointnon deiisloii 
^ an the nnbolliwm, that for a long time 
they were o^'ei*oonia witb confusioa aai da- 
JvOtiOB>of iplHt.

Having been so successful with tlie first, 
Mr. Fortune determined to follow the same 
plan with this one, and to pay no attention 
to their firing until they should come to 
close quarters. The plot now began to 
thicken ; for the first junk bad gathered 
way again, and was following In their wake, 
although keeping at a respectful distance , 
sod throe others, although still farther dis- 
tant, were making for the scene of action as 
Cut as they oonid.

fight. Thn otones, too, were now boldly 
seized and thrown after the retreating junks,

^tance. Fortunately, the pirates did not 
think proper to accept the challenge. 

With all on hoard, Mr, Fortunb was now 
one of the greatest and best of men in cx- 
.Ssceoce. They actually knelt before him, as 
to gome suptrier being, and expressed their 


iurrp and lasting gratitude, which, liowoTor, 
did not last long. The sun was nowsettiug, 
lu all bis glory, behind the hills of Fohlen, 
and manj of the more devout of the cmw 
dM not fail* to bow low in adoraUoa gad 
thankfulness to this snpposed deity for tbolr 
escape out of thu hands of the pirates. 
Shortly after nightfall they arrived at one 
of the safe auchorages» where the maadsHas 
were too strong for Uie lawless bands wliloh 
infested the other parts of the eoMU*- 
ColUoud for tk$ Tracts kyW.E,U. 


ANECDOTE OF OLIVER CRokVELL. 

An English smbant-shJp was oaptared, 
during a period of profound peace with 
Franotf, by a vessel of that nation, and fNU> 
ried into St. Mslo, where the was condemned; 
and sold for the benefit of the eaptovs, upon 
some frivolous and groundless pretenoe. 

The master of this merchantman, who 
happened to be a Quaker, immediately on 
his return to England presented a petition, 
complaining of this gstevanen. and praying 
for redress, to tho Protector in coiinoil.

On the next morning he gave tho m ail sg 
a letter, to Cardinal Mazarine, with dlro^ 
lions not to wait longer th.in three days for 
ail answer. Tills answer, he Informed him, 
was to be nothln'g less Uian the full VAlno 
of what he might have made of hii ship nod 
cargo; desiring him to tell the Cafdlnnl 
that, if It was not paid in three dayi^tim 
had strict orders from him to return bomow 

The Quaker appears to have followed llm 
injunctions of the Protector to the very 
letter, and, meeting with tho usual sliufiUng 
ovasions so common among diplomatists, 
took bis leave on the third day, and returned

In 1S0(), on the approach of the Fiencli, 
the B<»iirboii court of Naples made i>o liasty 
a retreat into Sicily, that they foigot and 
left behind them a superauiuiated piinccss 
4kf the taiiiily, who was hnlf-sibter to old 
King Ferdinand. Though this \eiiei.ihle 
spinster was of illegitimate birth, she ie> 
oeired the honours paid to the royal blood, 
and was allowed a sentinel of the household 
troops, w lio mounted guard at her door, and 
presented arms at all her exits and her eii> 
trances.

Pqual fialamity, and this was the rcfosal on 
the part of the French to allow her > soldier 
as a guard of honour. Mlie petitImU over 
and over again; she supplicated IR this 
distinction and delight <if her life sTi'duM not, 
towards its close, be withdrawn from her , 
but Napoleon, who had declared i.i his lordly 
manner that dhe Bourbons bad everywhere 
ceased to reign, was not likely to pay royal 
honours to a neglected oiTsboot of that race.

Cotton, and Woollen.— If it is a silk 
gaiuMUt it mast be cleaned with a solution 
of 9<mp, no matter what sort, and in the 
second liquor pearl-ash must be used to stay 
tliu eolonr. The water must be used much 
under ,huBd heat for silks. If requiring 
more tAilSSrlbt, or redder, then the pcai 1- 
ush moss he omitted, and a little vioeg ir 
used in m rinsing water. # 

Op Clbanino Black SiLK.-elf this is 
a slip, nnpiok the saams, take one piece at 
a time, aud put It on a uble, then uke a 
pennyworth of bullock's gall, and boiling 
water sufioieni to puka It pretty wai m, dip 
a clean sponge in the gall liquor, and, 
washlDg your spqnge In a pan of warm 
waVv, after dipping it into the liquor, rub 
t|id auk well on both sides, sqaeese It well 
Qu^ qpd proceed ae before. Then bang up 
tbis piece of silk, and elean the oth/re in the 
like manner. When the whole are done. 


immeiso them altogether in a pan of spring 
watiM, to wa<n off the dirt which the gall 
has brought upon the surface of the bilk ; 
change your rinsing waters till they ai^ 
perfectly clean, and after washing, dry your 
silks in the air, aud pin them out on a table, 
&c , 6rsC dipping a sponge in glue-water, 
and 1 ubbing it on the wrong side of the silk. 
Dry It near tim fire, and it w ill be as new. 

To Clean White Lace Vkils— M ake 
a solution of white soap, in a clean sauce- 
pan; put In your veil, and let it boil gently 
a quarter of an hour; take it out luto a 
clean bason with some warm water and 
soap, and keep gently squeeslng it till it ie 
thoroughly clean ; then rinse it from the 
soap, and have leady a pan of clean cold 
water. In which put a drop of liquid blue ; 
rinse the veil in this liquid, the^ take a tea- 
sponnful of starch, and pour boiling water 
upon it, run the veil through this, and clear 
it well, by clapping it between the bands; 
fiamc it or pin it out, taking care to keep 
the edges Straight and niiwn. 

To Clean Black Lace Veils.— These 
are cleansed hy passiiig them through a 
warm liquor of bullock’s gall and water; 
after which they must be rinsed in cold 
water, then cleansi'd for stiffening, and 
finished as follows. Take a small piece of 
glue, about the size of a bean, pour boiling 
water upon it, which will dissolve It, and 
u hen dissolved, pass the veil through it, then 
clap it between your hands and frame it gf 
desciihed in the preceding receipt 
Mitiiod 01* Cllam.no White Satin, 
•Silks wkc.— Make a solution of the finest 
hard wliite soap, and when at a band beat, 
iMiidle your silks through this, drawing 
them thioiTgh the hand if they are anch an 
w ill l»ear it If any particular spots appear, 
which m.iy easily be discerned by bolding 
Hie saiiM up to the light, such spots must be 
dippiM 111 the liquor, and gently rubbed be- 
tween the hand. Sometimes two or three 
liquors are required In this way. The 
things must then be rinsed in Iqlkcwariii 
water, then dried and finished by being 
pinned out, and the flossy or bright eldo 
well brushed with a clean clothes brash, 
the way of the nap. The more it Is brushed, 
the more beautiful It appears. If you are 
near a calenderer, your articles roar be ca- 
IcndereiMMr mot you may finish them by 
dipping a^lponge Into a little siz's made by 
boiling isinglass In water, and rubbing the 
wrong side. Your things most then be 
pinned out a second time, and again brushed 
and dried near a fire, or in a warm room*'

and water, they must be boiled otfy 'bttt if 
tlio silks are veiy stout, the water muil Only 
he of heat sufficient to eitract the 
Being then rinsed in warm water they are 
in a proper sute for recviviog the dye.

Hut an inaurinountablo timidity 
reatrniiied him lie blubhed, cast his eyes 
on the ground, and relinquished his grasp of 
the lady’s liand; aud then, as if yielding to 
a sudden excess of emotion, ho said in a tone 
of great embarrassment: 

** Pardon me, inudame, for quitting the 
loom BO uodTomonionaly , but a sudden lU- 
neaa — 1 know not what — has overcome me,” 
and he precipitately left the apartment.

THE COl’NT DU UROUSHIN 

The count was accustomed to boast that 
he had acquit ed the fulness of culinary 
bcience. and yet he every day made some 
new diacovery in the province of good eat- 
ing. As an experinientaliat he was indefa- 
tigable. devoting as much time and toil to 
find out a new dish, as the alchymists did 
to discover the immortal elixir or the philo- 
sopher's stone. He could so disguise the 
natural taste of fish, flesh, and fowl, that 
nobody could tell what he was eating. 
AVhendver he had produced a new combi- 
nation of sauces, or made any other lucky 
hit in gastronomy, be invited the friends of 
wlioSs taste ho had the highest opinion, to 
deliberate and pass judgment on the dish;

The most distinguished diuiicr-giver of 
thesorealinH. in the olden time, was John Hay. 
the tamous 1*. irl of Carlisle w lio flourished in 
the ittiirns ot Jamc'* the I'lrst ami Cbarlostho 
First, lie hasnotuuapprnpiMtely heeif Btylad 
“the iScotti.sh llcliogahalus.” The money 
he spent in feasting was enornKius; but ho 
was horn to no foi tunc, and got his money 
bv means of his talent lor gnmg dinoors, his 
taste, spleiidoiii, and agieeaide roannerp. 
lie may almost bo caii^d the inventor of 
the ** diplomatic dinner'^— a most adntirahlo 
oontiivance wiuch has beiui iMipiv>ved in 
modem times, and, by ko pue' envoys and 
ploaipotoiitiarieB in good-ijumuiir, has no 
doubt greatly contributed to the maiute- 
uauce of the peace of Larope. 'VV'heii ^he 
peace of Kiigland was disturbed, and Hio 
great CMil war. which interrupt^ dUmer- 
giving, w^lS oil the point of bieakiug out, 
his lordship, his occupation being gone or 
going, shut up his cook's recipe-boUks and 
bills of faie, aad wisely departed this life. 

He was the younger brother oi a puor bat 
noble Scotch femily, azi<^ went at aa ubfIt 
age to seek his furtnnniir France, where, hie 
genius following its proper bout, Jm picked 
up correct notions iii gastronomy the 
difflcuit of managing banqoets and col- 
latious. Ou the aecussioB of Jamos L» bd 
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harried over from Ijlrie to London ; became 
one of the nninorot^ Scotiinh riradldales for 
place iind p»>n<>ioua and tlie mjal fatonr, and 
was ono of tlie few who w«ro not di>*ap- 
pointed. Ills success aio«>o nninodutely out 
of bis kno^^ludG'o of tbu bninati p.klate, and 
the intimrite conn«'\ion that exists between 
the stomach and the heart nud affection of 
princes. While other Mippiicants WHstod 
theli time in e\pos.iiijr past sitmcvs lendeied 
to the roytil cause, <ii pu2/lel their hiains in 
dcTivintr schemes th ii mi';'it merit the roval 

atioiia^e, Mastei Jeiiiinie ll^y ffiive the

cold, and unfit for suclr C/lioice palates The

Another writer of the time relates tliat, at

ARout ihe year I7(it), universal attention 
was attracted towards a small voliitne of 
aixlT pages, pui porting to i*e rrAgment>< of 
A iirieiu Poetry , translated from the (taeiic 
or Krso Langiiago.” The cause of the pub- 
lication of tins series of poems, by Mr. Mac- 
pherson, the translator, aiose Iroin the tol- 
lowing ciicainstance* Mi. Home, authui of 
“Douglas,” lit company with oilier gentle- 
mao, being at the spa of MolLit, met tlieie 
Mr. Macplierson, then tutni to .Mr. (ir.ihain, 
afterwards Lord Lynedoch ; iind fiom him 
they heard some specimens of Gaelu poetry, 
which so much pleased them, that they 
begged Mr Macplierson to publisii them 
Jlo complied, and the extiaoidiiiary tavotii 
with which the volume was leceived induced 
bim to piopese to make a toui, by subscrip- 
tion, through the Highlands, for the purpose 
of coUectiiig more complete sptK'imeiis ot the 
ancient poeli y This join iiey he pcrfoimed 
in 17iM, and in ITti. ho presented the woild 
with **FingHl, au .\ncieut Kpic Poem, iii Six 
Books;*’ and ID 17t»3, “Teinoia,” auothei 
opic poem, in eight bookK The sale of these 
works was imiuense. The possihility that, 
in the third or fourth ccntuiy, among the 
wild remote mounuins of Seotlaud, there 
azlatcd a people eahibitmg'all the high and 
ohivalrous feelings of ro6ned valour, gene- 
rosity, magnaiiiniity, and virtue, was emi- 
nently calculated to ezcite astonishment, 
while' the idea of the poems being handed 
down by tradluon throngh so many centuries, 
among rude, savage, and barbarous tribes, 
wras no lets astounding. Many doubted- 
others totally disbelieved ; but a still greater 
i'.unib«*r “indulged the pleasing supposition 
.)|^t Fiogal fought and Qaiian sang,” 
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The first regular attack on the aulbeu- 
tlclty of these poems was made In 17S1 by 
Mr. Shaw, the author of a Gaelic dictionai 7 
and giammar; and It was a vigorous one. 
But, after a lapse of nearly twenty years, a 
moie powrerful antagonist took tlio field 
This was Mr. Malcolm Laing, author ol a 
“ History of Scotland.” The principal 
giounds on which he decided against their 
authenticity ^ere, the many false and inac- 
curate allusions to the history of Britaia 
while the country was under the doniinion 
of the Homans; the flagiant diffurence be- 
twreen Highland manners as described in tlio 
poems and by histoilans , tlie many palpable 
imitations from the classics and the Scrip* 
tines, the fact that all the Highland tra^ 
ditioiiaiy poems yet known referred to the 
uintli and tenth centuiies, and that there 
existed no Gaelic manuscript older thau the 
ftfU'enth centin y , the resemblance which the 
strains of ihe pretended Ossian boro to ** Tbo 
Highlander,” one of Maephorson’s acknow- 
ledged compositions; and, lastly, certain 
Btariiiijg expressions, used in print by Mac- 
pheison, which seemed almost to render it 
certain that bo was not the tramlmtor, bat 
the authttr, of the works which he had given 
foith under the namo of Oselan. 

Anxious that the truth should be elieiUd 
on a subject so Interesting to them as their 
national poetry, the Highland 8oeiety» Id 
17H7, appointed a committee to inquire into 
the nature and authenticity of Ossian’a 
poems. Tho result of the inquiry was not 
published till 1810. The Report, which was 
drawn up by Mr. Kbnry Mackenxie, stated 
tiiat tho committee had directed its inquiry 
to two points; firstly, what poetry, of what 
kind, and of what degree of excollebce, ex- 
isted anciently In the Highlaudsof Scotland^ 
which was generally known by the denooii- 
nation of Ossianic , and, secondly, how far 
that collection of such poetry, publisheu by 
Mr James Maepberson, is genuine. 

On the first point the committee spoke 
decidedly. It declared its firm conviction 
that such poetry did exist{ that it was com* 
moD, general, and in great abundance; that 
It was of a most atriking and Impressive 
sort. 111 a high degree eloquent, tender, and 
sublime. On the second point the assei^onB 
wmre by no means so confident. “ The com- 
mittee, ” says the reporter, “ is possessed of 
DO documents ti show how maeb of bis eoU 
locuon Mr.^ Maepberson obtained in the form 
lu which he has given, it to the world. The 
poems, and fragments of poems, which the 
cdllnroittee has been able to procure, conUio^ 
as will appear from the article in tlm Ap- 
pendix No. 15, often the enbstanee, and 
■omeumes alniodt the Utepal expreaaion, of 
passages given by Mr. MacpheinoD in the 
poems of which he has published the transla- 
tions. But the committee has not been nbU 
to obtain o^e /teem tAe eame in ntlo and tenPr 
wtik (Ac poms publuAod by Aim, 
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There seenii to be no dionbi that a great 
body of traditional poetry waa floating orer 
tbo Highlanda, which Macphereon collccsad 
and wrought up into regular poome. U 
would aeein also that Gaelic manuscripts 
were in existenop, which he reeeifed from 
difrpreT.t families to aid in his translation 
How much of the published work is ancient, 
and liow much fabricated, cannot now bo 
ascertained. The original materials were 
probat I 7 as scanty as thnae on which Shak- 
speare founded the marTellous superstruc- 
ture's of his genius; and Maopherson himself 
has not scrupled to state fin the preface to 
his last edition of Ossian") that ** a trans- 
lator who cannot npial Ins original is in- 
* capable of expressing its beauties.'* 

»Sir James Mackintosh has suggested, as a 
supposition countenanced by many circum- 
staiices, that after enjoying \ho pieaaure of 
duping so many critics, Maepnorson intended 
one day to claim the poems as his own If 
bo had such a design, considerable difliciilties 
to its execution arose around him. He was 
loaded with so much praise, that he seemed 
bound In honour to his admirers not to do* 
sort them. The support of his own country 
appeared to render adhorpiieo to those pooms. 
which Scotland inconsiderately sanctioned, a 
sort of iiati inal obligation Hiasperated. on 
the otlier hand, by the vehement attacks 
made on him, be was unwilling to sui render 
lo his opponents. Ho involved himself at 
last so deeply, as to leave him no decent 
retreat A somewhat sadden and prema- 
ture death closed the seoiic on him ; nor has 
there been found among tho papers whieh 
he left behind him a single line that throws 
any light upon the imposition.

veyod into France. In Germany it U prmiy 
certain that card-making was carried on to 
a C4>naiderable ‘xtent about the year 141& 
Rlmeu\, fur Toothache.— a mUturo 
of two parts of the liouid ammonia of com- 
tnerce with one of some simple tincture is 
recommended as a remedy for tootbaobe, so 
often uncontrollable. A piece of lint Is 
dipped into this mixture, and then Intro- 
duced Into the" canons , tooth, when tho 
nerve is immediately cauterised, and the pain 
stopped. It is stated to be emlnevtly SRC- 
ceasful, and in some cases is supposed to set 
by nentratising an acid produet ia the do> 
cayed tooth.— lancet 
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USEFUL RECIPES. 


UniMQ AND SCOURING. 

Wb oonUnue our exirtoU from Mr. 
Chubb's Tslasbia work. 

For Dipping Black Silks when they 
APPBA fc Rusty, or tub Colour Faded — 
For a silk dress, your own dlserotion must 
bo used, whether the silk can be roused, or 
whether it requires to bo redjed. Should it 
require redjing, this is done as foliows * — 
For a gown, boil two ounces of logwood : 
when boiled half an hour, put in jour silk, 
and simmer it half an hour, then take it out, 
and add a piece of blue vitriol as big as a 
pea, and a piece of green copperas as big as 
the half of a horBe-.bean; when those are 
diMoWed, cool down the copper with cold 
water, and put in your silk, and simmer 
half an hour, handling it over^with a stick , 
wash and dry in the air, and hnish as aboYo. 
If only wanung to be roused, pass it through 
spring water, in which is halt a tea*spooniul 
of ml of vitriol. Handle in this five minutes, 
then rinse in cold water^ and finish as above. 

Of Silks Stained by Coriiusive Li- 
quors.-- We often find that lemon-juice, 
vinegar, oil of vitriol, and other sharp cor- 
rosives, stain dyed garments. Sometimes 
by adding a little pearl-ash to a soap lather, 
and paaaiug the silks through these, the 
faded colour will be restored. Pearl-ash 
and warm water will sometimes do alone, 
bat it is the most efficacious method to use 
the soap lather and pearl-ash together. 

ToOlban Silk Stockino 8.^W ash them 
In soap ond water: and then, either into a 
tin or copper boiler, cut an ounce of white 
soap into ikin slices, and, potting the stock- 
ing! in, boll them gently ten minntes, then 
taKe tbani out and rinse them in cold water. 
If they are to be of a blue cast, teke one 
drop of liquid blue, put it into a pan of cold 
apriag water, run the stocking ibrongh this 
a Olinnte or two, and dry them in the air. 
If they are to be of a pink cast, drop one or 
two drops of the saturated pink dye into a 
poo of cold water, and I’RR ^hem through 
thin Instead of the bine. If they are designed 
to have a fieeh colour, o little rose pink Is 
oaod in a thin soap liqnor. All silk stock- 
iafa» biaek eaoepted, are to be rubbed with 
o oiooo flannel, ond sent to be calendered or 
manglod. 

Method of taking out thb Spots of 
Paint, or othbb Solid Substances, from 
C tAVTHS, Silks, Ac.-rSappo8log a small 
qnantity of paint had dropped on a coat, a 
pen abottld bo dipped in spirit of turpentine, 
and iu contente should bo dropped on the 
paint spot. In a quantity ipflieient to dli- 
ehnrgo the oil and j^luten that is mixed with 
tho paint. Then let it rest several hours, 
that it may penetrate and anck up the oil ; 
and whoa it baa done tbit, Uke the cloth 
bttWMR yonr hands, and rub Ituthe paint 
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spot will then crumble away like diied 
earth The turpentine will by no means 
injure eitlier the cloth or colour. If, how- 
ever, the spots be numerous, the best way 
is to apply the spirit of turpentine over 
the atikt Ac.» with a sponge, as seon as 
possible after tJie oil or paint, &ef| hua been 
spilt upon it, and 6s/ers if t« hecome dry: by 
these means it may in general bo completely 
washed out 

TiIK mode of KXTU acting (lllEAHE- 
SPuTM pitoM Silk, Cololrsd Muslin, ac. 
— Take Frencls chalk, finely scraped, and 
put it on the greaae-apot, holding it nearilin 
file, oroverawaim iron reversed, or on a 
water plate in which is boiling wau«r. This 
will cause the grease to melt, and the French 
chalk will absorb it, and it may then bo 
brushed or rubbed off fl any gioase re- 
mains, proceed as before, until it is all ex- 
tracted. 

To PUKVENT Scarlet Cloth irom nn- 
iNo Stained DlaCK — As all rorroaive, 
vitriolic, or salt liqnors stain this colour, as 
tho dirt of tho stroets, the dropping of 
houses, Ac , and as these generally contain 
a vitriolic pioperty, e.specially in largo ciiies, 
wlien any spots of Hum iiaiuro appear upon 
your return homo, wash them out in a little 
hard spring water, in which a dust of tartar 
lias been thrown, and it uill extract the 
tilth, and leave no manner of stain. 

For clkamno Thin Cottons, as Cownb, 
Ae — Instead of rubbing the soap on the cot- 
ton, as is the custom with laundresses, make 
a solution of soap, and put in your goods ; 
then wash them as a washerwoman would. 
Tho benefit resulting from tho difTerenco of 
procedure is, ibai tho cottons are cleaned all 
over in an equal degree, which la not the 
fASe whcn^he soap is rubbed on the body of 
tho cotton , for then wo often find much soap 
in the pores of the cotton, which proven ts such 
parts from receiving the dye, or appearing 
clear. It often happens in coloured cottons, 
wheie greens, reds, flc., are used, that the 
colour will run ; in inch case, some acid, as 
lemon- juice, vinegar, oil of vitriol, Ac., 
should bo infused mto the riosing waterv to 
preserve the colours, especially in Scotch 
plaids.

*'la an interior house at one end were 
collected the relics of the tribe. Tliese con- 
sisted of several cound-looking stones, two 
deers* beads, snd other inferior trumpery. 
The stones torn biaok if the tribe is to be 
beaten in war, and red if to he victorious. 
Auy one toui^iog them would ha smro to 
die; if lost, the tribe would bo ruined* 

** The account of the deers* heada Is still 
more curious, A young Dyak having dream- 
ed the previous night that he shonld become 
a grriit warrior, observinf two deer swim* 
ming across the river, ha killed; them? a 
storm came on with thunder and lighSalogv 
and darkness came over the face of' tte 
earth; he died immediately, but csom to 
life again, and became a rumah gtma (llte* 
rally a uatfal hom) and chief of hia tribe: 
the two dMr still live, and remain to watch 
over the afikirs of the tribe. These heads 
hsTo descended from their anoeilors fron 
the time when they first bseame a tribe and 
inhabited the monntain (Siuradbo). Food la

** While in the eireular hnildfaig; a young 
chief seemed tg take great pride in answer^

MEILDENVOLD. 

A PERSONAL REMINlbCENCP.. 

While in Germany, I resided some 
months in a town w'hicii is the seat of oiiu 
of tho minor universities.

*tis hardly fair, is it, F rQgei e T* 

“ Uuitu tlio reverse, Hire, ' repbed the actor ; 
^*for the reputation your majesty will leavo 
behind yon will hardly tempt any one to rob 
Paul in I eturo." 

Now, though this was almost as good a 
thing as any one need wish to say, it some- 
bow happened that his majesty did not ap- 
p^r in Uio least tickled by it; and as bia 
majesty did not coudesemd to honour it 
With ins iiiip<'rial laugh, no one else could 
prsgiainc to nouce it by such a symptom of 
approbation. In fact, the jo'>o, wiAi ail ite 
anorlt, w'as a total failure.

GARDEN FLOWERS. 

Some of the fiowns introduced into our 
gardiMis,and now riiltifatod either onaroount 
of Iheir beauty or tho pleusaiitnesb of their 
smell, have boon procured from plants 
whirb glow wild, and which have been im- 
proved by iho art of the gardeuei. The 
greater part of them, lioworer, came origi- 
nally lioni distant rouniries. Though we 
often find mention of flowers in the works 
of the 0 recks .1 nd Romans, it appeaiu that 
they weie contenlrd uith those w Inch grew 
in their own iioighbouihood. We do not 
Utiiik that they ev> t took ilu> trouble to form 
middens for the par i ulur purpose of rearing 
in them foreign ilfwors ot plants. Thu 
modern taste ^ i tlomus ciine fiom Persia 
to Constantitaople .uid was imporU'd thence 
to Europe, for the tiibt time, in the sixteenth 
cental y. Tho new pUiita brought ftom 
Amoiica by the travellers who tliMi began 
Irequontly to visit that continent, tended to 
inrrease the Stock. As tliis taste for flowers 
has gradually luci cased, pref ailing more at

( preaoot than at any former period, a short 
history of some of the objects of it may sot 
bo disagreeable, perhaps, to many of^onr 
rtadara. 

Blffion de Tovar, a Spanish physician, 
brought the tube-roee to Europe bcfoi e the 
year 1694, from the East Indies, wiicro it 
grows wild in Java and CVylon, aad sent 
some roota of It to Bernard Palludanus, nho 
ftrat made the flower publicly known in lua 
** Annotations on Liiisoboten's Voyages.” 
The full tube-roaea were first procured from 
seed by one Le Gour, at Leyden, who kept 
tliem Bcaree for some years, by destroying 
the roots, that they might not become com* 
mon. 

The auricula grows wild among the long 
moss covered with snow, on tho Lower 
Alps of Switzerland and Steyermark, whenea 
It was brought to our gardens, where, by art, 
it has produced abundant varieties. 

The common fritillary, or chequered lily, 
W'os first obsi rred in some parts of England, 
France, Hungary, Sec,., and introduced into' 
gardeqp about the middle of the sixteenth 
century. It had the name of fritillary given 
to it bi'cauKe the red or reddish-brown spots 
of the flower form regular aquarer, much 
ilka tliose of a cbeas- board. The roots e£ 
the magnificent crown imperial lily were, 
about the OMme time, bnought from Peraia 
to Constantinople, and were carried tbcace 
<to the emperor's garden at Vienna, from 
whioh they were dispersed lUl over Kuro]^ 
The Persian lily was known also at tho 
same punod. The bulbs or roots were 
faroagtit from Susa to Constantinople. 

African and Fronch marigolds were, oo* 
cerdingto some authors, brought from Africa 
to Europt', at Hie uine when tbe Emperor 
Charles the Fifth carried his arms against 
Tunis. Tins, however, is impoeslble; for 
these plants are ladigenous in Eouth Ame- 
rica, and were known to hotamats before 
that period. 

A beautiful ornament of our gordeiiB la 
tbe belladonna hly, the flower of vWhioh, 
composed of eix petals, is of a deep- red 
colour, and in a strosg light lias an agree- 
able yellow lustre like gold. The first roots 
af it ever seen in Europe were procured in 
on beard a ship which bad returned 
from ^outh America, by Simon de Tovar* thp 
piiyslclan of Seville. 

Of tho comprehensive genus ranuimlafl* 
florists have obtsined iflnumerable different 
kinds; for, according to the manner In which 
they are distinguished by gardeners, the va- 
rieties are infinite and increase almost overp 
aummer, as those with lodf-full flowers bear 
seed which produce plants that from tiam 
to time yield new kinds that exhibit groator 
or uncommon beauties. The prkieipal poefe 
i>f theoi, however, and those most esteemed, 
were brought to us from the Levant. This 
flower was in the Ingbcat repute durte^dho 
tune of Mahommed IV. Hin Gzmnd Tbltfl.

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Cara Mufttapl'n, well known by liis hatred 
a?ainit tho ('hiistians and ibo aim of 
Vienna in 1683, wiBhins' to turn the DiJun'B 
thoof^hts to some miliior amosemenl tliim 
that ot the chase, for which be bad a strong 
pasaion, duerted bis attention to flowora; 
and as he remarked that the emperor pro* 
ft^ired thH ranuncalas to all others, ho wrote 
to the d fferent pachas ihroaghout the whole 
kingdom to send him seeds or roots of the 
most beantifal kinds. The pachas of Oandip,^ 
Cypnis, Aleppo, and Rhodes, paid saost re- 
gard to this r^aest; and the elegaai Bowers 
wUeh they traaaiuittod to court were abut , 
«p in the seraglio as unfortunate offeriiiiM 
to the Tolnptuonnnsss of the saltan, (It! 
•oBM of them, by the force of meaey, were 
at iength from|their impnsoimieni. 

The ambassadors, from the European courts 
tn particular, nsade it their businuss to pro- 
cure roots of as many lui^b as they oouM, 
which they sent to their dil^r^t sorerMgns. 
Maneilles, whieh at that period carried on 
the greatest trade to the Levant, received on « 
thtoacoeuot these flowers very carlv ; and a 
person there, of the name of Malavol, «s said 
to bate oootributed very much to disperse , 
them all over Europe. 

The varied and sucnil pelargoniums («om- 
monly called geranium sj, which, from their 
capability of living in tlie confliied air of 
roomv, almost form a pan of the huuseliold , 
furniture in thiscountiy. Tlieyaie nearly j 
all members of the Cape of G<iod Hope. A | 
large iiumbor, liowevei, of tiioao with which 
wo aie familiar are not distmet spoides, but | 
UMre varietieB. Geraniums were krst tntro- 
duoed into this country at the end of the 
seventeenth century. I'ulaigoniums differ 
from geraniums principally in the irregu- 
larity of than' flowers, thoir shrubby stems, 
and tabular naounes. 

dahlia is tan universal faroantc ; its 
eaqmisite symmetry, when perroet, and the, 
tise of Its flowees, rendering it oue of the 
SBimt beaaUfttl of our garden piauu. It is 
'Mwerally stated to have been intro'iuod by 
Smdy Holland In 1SU4, but it was introduced 
many years bflfore that period, and was only 
brought fromiliadrid by Lady Holland, who 
appareutly did not know that it was already 
to dhe country. The flrst specirs of dahlia 
known to Hnropeans was If 8uperjiua{ it 
was dipcovered in Mexicxi by liumboldt, ui 
1789, sjid •Seat to the BoUnio Garden at 
Jtfadrid, mho aamod the geuus in houonr of 
the BurediA jnmfessor HabL I'eofessor Ga- 
taoiUesi-of luuind, sout a ^ant ot it to the 
liascbioaeaB of Bute. Vrotn this species 
aoady-all the varieties koovrn lu our gar- 
dofli have been raised. Theio are now in 
Saglaiid ahoBt tw'el v e speoich, lael udiag an- 
flamerable varieties. 

The ualneoionaa are natives of SmI^!

During the 
neat ton or twelve years flvo nr six more 
opedeserfre introduced f^rom Chili. Innu- 
meroble hybrids are nowiaised every year,

•hade of orimson, brown, orange, purple, 
plakf and yellow : there are now one or two 
of n pore white coloar. 

Of the iatrodiietien of the fuchsia, Mr.' 
ffkepherd, of the Botanical Garden at Liver-

Oriicious Heaven 1 ” he 
eoiitiniiod, wiih bhuddeiiiig emotion, *'liow 
dreadfully bitter must bo the boiisatious of 
the poor fellow at tins moment 1 ** 

*' 111 all piobability,” leplAd another stn- 
dcQt, “ho has eiihei made up his mind to 
the impending catastrophe, or ho finds sus- 
taining coiiHolatuni in the liope of a reprieve. 
At all events, ins reflections must have, in 
my opinion, a more justified character than 
those of the wietch wlio, before another 
sunset, witb ns littlu remorse as tlio butcher 
who kills a lamb, will shed the blood of a 
fellow-creature — of one who never injured 
Mm in deed or thought. Yenly, 1 think that 
1 would rather thus suffer death than thus 
Inflict it. 

•<Docs not this view of the subject,” re- 
marked tiie third student, “ jusiily, in some 
measure, tlie so often ridiculed pr<Jadiee of 
the multitude, who pronounce an exe- 
cutioner infamous, becauso* they cannot 
otherwise define the disgust which his ap- 
pearance, oven aeross a street, invaiiably 
excites?* And may not this association of 
ideas be grounded on a religious feeling? 
The Mosaic law provided a sanctuary for 
the blood-guilty who fllld committed mur-

der ib sudden wrath; and, except in cases 
of rare enormity, compassion for the cri- 
minal must tend to increase the popular 
detestation of a man, who, in consideration 
of a good salary, is ever ready to shed the 
blood of a fellow-creature.” 

“For the honour of human nature,” ob- 
served the professor, “ I will hope that, could 
we read the hearts of many who fulfil this 
terrible duty to society, we should behold, 
both before and during its exercise, strong 
feelings of reluotanee and compassion. 1 
can conceive, too, that those who have by 
long habit b^ome callous to their vocation, 
are by no means destitute of kindly feeling 
in matters unconnected with their calling; 
but 1 do not comprehend how any man can 
volunterily devote himself to an office winch 
excludes hin^ ler life from tho sympathy 
and society oj(|ii8 fellow-men ; nor do I be- 
lieve that this terrible vocation is ever 
adopted except by those who, through eaily 
training, or a long ooprse of ciime, have 
blunted the best feolinH of human nature.” 

Julios, who had bltib|^he«n a silent and 
but attentive listene^p&ow addressed the 
professor with an aQi|3pOU Which surprised 
all present. ** You excuse me, pro- 

fessor,” said be, “ i| 1 dlssqnt from your last 
remark. You te bAe overlooked the 
fact, that the devoted

T)uni>o the reign of Henry II., tradition 
«ays tltat on some difl'erenoo breaking out 
between tiie courts of England and France, 
m Flench champion arrived in Londou to 
4cmaDd satisfaction.

He might aa 
easily bare drawn the poles through the 
earth ; but to the consternation and amato- 
ment, and to the delrght of Henry and his 
nobles, De Conroy drew it out with the 
greatest ease. 

The grateful monarch instantly conferred 
upon this champion of England” the title 
of Baron of Euisale, and bid him name 
the reward that should be appended to his 
dignity ; when this extraordinary man, with 
romantic disinterestedness, otaimsd, instead 
of pecuniary compensation, to be distin- 
guished abofo other noblemen.

Tbb Caikos is employed as guardian and 
rearer of tlions immense herds of horses 
w^leb are sent out by tlie wealthy nobles to 
run wild upon the plains of Hnngnry daring 
the summer months.

fixea it up as a tout, and shelters hhnself h^ 
ueath. He baa his store of tobacco, and his 
tobaeeo-poneh Is braldod with tbo gayest 
eolonrs; when he stfeks bis short pipe into 
his mouth, and indulges in the narcotic 
reveries It excites, be oan dream himself to 
be a king— ay, more than a king ! If his 
feathern wtne^ourd is filled, he is happy ; if 
It be empty, mt he net the pnre spring, 
wbeneo he can draw -water in the upturned 
brim of his brosd bat, and quench lus thirst 
as well f All imtnre was made for him, sud 
he adorfs Batvre as his loveliest mistress. 
His gat^ Is fringed with the longest fringe, 
and sometimes embroidered below with the 
most brilMant embroidery. His srur, or riioi t 
white cloak, the sleeves of which are sewn 
up at -the end,. and thus Show that they are 
never used, is also patched and arubesqued 
in wondrous livelffushlon, and is soinotlmea 
slung hussar-fashion over his shoulder. A 
leathern girdle binds bis slender waist, into 
which is stuck his tobaceo-pouch and all the 
requisites for smoking (that is the first con- 
sideration), and those for cutting liis food and 
eating (chat is quite a secondary thouglit).

How he flies over 
the plain when be bdb first vaolted upon an 
animal which has, as yet, never borne man 
upon bis back T How ho clings to his seat» 
heedless of the honnds and plirnget of the 
infuriated beast, without thought of a saddle, 
with no rein but a rope halttr flung adroitly 
about the horse’s neck I If the animal throws 
himself down he remains still upon his back, 
and riaes with him, a very centaur, a pari 
and parcel of the beast 1 On he flies, sing- 
ing, sbouting, talking to bis unruly scholar 
with reproving or eneouTaglng, or soma* 
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times tender words, but wltbont ever re* 
moring his pipe from bis mouth. When, at 
iMt, the horse falls, OTorcoroe with fatigue, 
he is alrea^ tamed ; the fsikos looks at the 
direction ofxhe sun or of the stars, and finds 
Ills way back unerringly to the herd, from 
which be has flown far in his rapid course. 
His horses are his family, and he knows them 
CTcry one among thoasands. The horse, too, 
knows his guardian ; and strange and mys- 
terious are the conrersations which Mke 
places with ofideut comprehension on both

AND IMPOSTURE.

Thbre are certain preparations which so 
Indurate the euilclo as to render it insensi- 
ble to the beat either of boiling oil or molten 
lead. The callosity may bo produced by the 
skin being continually compressed, singed, 
pricked, or injured in any other manner. 
Thus do the fingers of the mduatrlous aemn- 
stross become horny by being frequently 

ricked ; and the caaeas the same with the 

aiids ^ flre-workers, and the feet of those 
who walk bare-footed over scorching sand. 
In 1765, when Professor Beckmann Tisited 
the copper-works at Awestad, one of the 
workmen, for a little drink-money, took aome 
of the melted copper in liia han^. and after 
showing it to the Professor threw it against 
a wall. ** lie then squeezed the fingers of 
his horny hand close to each other; put it p 
few minutes under his arm-pit, to make'^t 
sweat, as he said ; and takfng it again out, 
drew it over a ladle filled with melted copper, 
some of which he skimmed off, and moved his 
hand backwards and forwards very quickly, 
by way of ostentation.” 

The skin may be rendered, to a certain 
extent, callous and insensible to heat by 
firequently moistening it with oil of vitrlcl ; 
according to some, the juice of certain plants 
will produce the same effect ; and we are 
aaanm by others thaC the skin must be rery 
frequently rubbed for a long time with oil, 
by which means, indeed, leather also will 
bMOme horny. 

Some part of the aaeoeaa of such tricks 
may depend upon deception. The fusible 
metal, composed of mercury, tin, and bis* 
muth, which melts at a low temperature, 
might easily have substituted in place 
of lead ; and fluids of easy ebullition may 
have been used in place of boiling water. 
A solatiou of spermaceti^tSLlphurie ether, 


tinged with alkanet root, which becomcB 
solid at 50 dog. Fahr., and melts and boils 
with the heat of the hand, is supposed to bo 
the substance which is used at Naples when 
the dried blood of St. Januarius melts spon- 
taneously, and boils over the veBsei which 
contains it. 

The fatal qualities cf certain poisons may 
be destroyed, if the medium through which 
they are imbibed is s strong alkali. The 
deception, howeror, generally conslats in not 
submitting the drugs professed to be poison 
to a fail* tost 

The experiments of Tillet, Dr. For- 
dyce, and Sir Charles Blagden, show tho 
great heat which may be endured by the 
human body. Some of these gentlemen re- 
mained in a room where the beat was one 
or two degrees above 260 deg. Fahr., for 
eight minutes ; a beef-steak was cooked in 
the same atmosphere, and was orerdone in 
thirty-three minutes; when the steak was 
blown upon with a pair of bellows, it was 
found to ' be pretty well done in thirteen 
minutes. But the late ttr Francis Chan trey 
exposed JMmiblf to a greater heat in 
the used foFV^ying his moulds.

There is a euims black-letter **Booke 
of Secretes of Albertus Magnus, imprinted 
at London by H. Jackson,” which has some 
curious information relating to this subject ; 

** 1. When tbou wilt that thou ‘seeme in- 
flamed, or set on fjre from thy head unto 
tby fete, and not be bturt;— Take white 
great malowes or bolyhocke, myxe them with

** 2. A morveylnns experience, which mak- 
eth menne to gc^lntovthe fyre without faurte, 
or to bore Ijre, or red bote yron in their 
hand, witlioute hurte i-r-Take the jnyee of 
Bismalua, and the whyte of an egg, and the 
seede of an hearbe called Peillinm, alsoiWi- 
carwt breake it unto powder, and 

make a conifeetion, and mix the jnyee of 
radysh with the whyte of aa egge. AnoynS 
tby body or bande wHh this confeetion, and 
let it be dryed, and after anoynte it again ; 
after that, thou mayest suffer boldely the 
fyre without burC 
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The deception of breathing; out flames or 
sparks is now thus performed. The Iiif^gler 
rolls together some flax or hemp, so as to 
form a ball about the size of a walnut ; sets 
it on fire, and suffers it to burn till it is 
nearly consumed; he then rolls round It, 
while burning, some more flax; and by these 
means the fire may be retained in it for a 
long time. When he wishes to exhibit, he 
slips the ball unpercelted Into his mouth 
and breathes through it, which again revires 
the fire, so that a number of weak sparks 
proceed from it; and the performer sustains 
no hurt, provided he Inspiia the air not 
through the mouth, but the nostrils. 

When persons faroarable to the priest- 
hood underwent the fiery ordeal, oertaiD 
artificial preparations must hare been made 
u <!0 of, else no precautions would hare been 
necessary. It is highly probable that during 
the first three days the prev^tire was ap- 
plied, and that the three days after the trial 
were requisite to let the hands resume their 
natural state.

Cntta Pereha ii a product of the regctor 
ble world, and, although but recently known 
in this country, the tree produciqg It honfor 
centuries waved in its iiativeforests^Hniading 
its juice only to be roceited by the soil, and 
lost to the many useful purposes to which 
It might have been applied- In directing our 
alien lion to this arttclo, wa cannot «but bo 
struck with the fact of the inexhaustible 
resources of nature to oontribute to the 
comfort and welfare of man ; and also of tlie 
extensive scope for enterprise for the trader | 
— of interesting investigation for the phllo- 
sopiier— and exerotso of ingenuity for the 
artisan. • 

It is not quite certain who was tbedis*- 
coverer of this valuable substanci', but all 
accounts appear to allow that Dr. Montgo- | 
merle was tue first to direct attention to It | 
in this country; and we cannot proceed 
on bettor autliority than that of Sir W. 
Hooker, whose account is axfollows : ** Gutta 
Fercha Is a vcgotsAllo substance, which, 
though only kiinwn W.^Eruropeans for a few 
years, is now extenftivefy used ni the arts 
for various purposes. Put while thus fi’O* 
quently employed, and constituting an im» 
portant article of commerce, the plant which 
produces it was unknown, until, by a lucky 
accident, during the residence of Mr. Thomas 
Lobb in Singapore, wimre he has been (and 
in other Malay I elan A employed in a bo- 
tanical mission by Mr.'Veitoh, of Hxeter, he 
dotected this plant, and sent homo numq* 
rous specimens, which prove it to be a new 
aapotaceoui plant. Accompanying numerous 
well-dned specimeni, Mr. Lobb judiciously 
sent small sections of the wood, which is 
peculiarly soft, fibrous, and spongy, pale* 
coloured, and traversed by longitudinal re- 
ceptacles or reservoirs filled .with the gum, 
forming ebony black lines. 

“It appears that Dr. Montgomerie was 
the person who first brought the Gutta 
Pereha into public notice. He writes thus 
in the * Magaalne of Science,’ lfi45 : * 1 may 
not claim the actuab diiwvery of Gntta 
Pereha; for, though ^^uUe unknown to 
Europeans, a few inhabitants of certain parts 
of tbe Malayan foTesU'urdjlD acquainted with 
it. Many, however, neighbours re* 

sidiDg In the had never 

heard of it; and tbe^uae ^ whkdi it was 
applied was Tesy trifling, for 1 could only 
aacert^n that it was ooeaslonally employed 
to m^e handles for jporangf wood- 
choppers), ias^sd of wood or buffalo horn. 
Bo long ago as 1822, when 1 was assistant 
surgeon at Singapore, I was told of Outta 
Pereha^ In coaaexion with eaontehoue ; sod 
■ome Tsryfiae specimens were hroogbt to me. 


There are three varlrtios of thin sub- 
tUnee—Gurta Otrek, Gutta Thidan, and 
Pereha. Tbe name Gntta Pereba is pure 
Malayan, Gutta moaning the gum or concrete 
juice of the plant, and s*ereha the particular 
tree from wiiieh it is obtained. 1 could not 
help thinking that tbe tri^ itself must exist 
In Sumatra, and perhaps donvo its name 
from thence, tbe Malayan name for Sumatra 
being Pub Pereha ,* but though the Strait.9 
of Malacca aiu altuatcd only one degree to 
the north of Singapore, I could not find tluit 
tbe substauee Jiias evor been lioui d of thoro, 
or in Sumatra. 

***fiut to return to the period when 1 first 
noticed the parang handle that was made of 
Gutta Pereha. My qgbioslty being oxciiMil 
by tbe novelty of the mateiial, 1 questioned 
the workman (a Malay woodsman), in whose 
possession 1 aaw it, and hoard that tho ma- 
terial of which it was framed could bo 
moulded into any form by dipping it into 
boiling water till it was boated through, 
when it became plastic as clay, regaining, 
when cold, its original hardness and rigi- 
dity.’ 

“ Illness prevented Dr. M. at that period 
from visiting the forests where the tree 
grows. He, however, ascertained from the 
natives^ that tlio Pereha is one of their 
largest trees, attaining a diameter of tliree 
or four feet; that its wood is of no usems 
timber, but that a concrete and ediblo oil, 
used by the natives wltli thsir food, is ob- 
tainable from the fruit. 

“In many parts of the island of Singapore, 
and in tho forests of Johoro,iil tho extremity 
«£ the Malayan peninsula, the tree is found : 
H was also said to grow at Ootl, on tho 
south-eostoro coast of Borneo; and Dr. M. 
accordingly addressed his inquiries to tbe 
celebrated Mr. Brooke, resident at Sara,wak, 
and was assured Vf tbat geutlcmao that it 
commonly Inhabits the woods there also, and 
is called Niato by tbe people, who are not, 
however, acquainted with tbe properties of 
I the sap. The tree is often six feet in din- 
I meter at Sarawak, and is believod by Mr. 
Brooke to be pleotifal all over Borneo. Its 
frequency is proved by the circumstance 
that several hundred^ tons of the Gutta 
Pereha have been annually exported from 
Singapore since 1842, when tbe substance 
first came into notice here.” > 

In 184% specimens of Gulttf Pereha were 
sent byH. Gougcr,'Esq., a relative of Dr. 
Montgomerie, to the Society of AMs, for the 
pueposeof eximloation; it was brought be- 
fore tbe chemical committee of this society 
on tiie 8M 'ipf November of tbe same year, 
when Mr. B. Solly was in tbe chair. The 
speeimons produced on that occasion were 
of four kinds, or rather tbe substanos in 
four different states; the first being tbe 
juice contalped in a bottle. — the second was 
In thin pieces resembling scraps of leather, 
—the third the substance in a spongy mass, 
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ao it concretes when exposed to the airl- 
and the fourth the thin pieces agglutinated 
together by means of hot water. At that 
time it was stated from Dr. M. that it would 
**make a good substitute for India rubber in 
the formation of bougies, catheters, and 
similar instruments.” 

On May the 13th, 1844, Mr. Varley, one 
of the members of the Society, produced a 
pair of shoes mended with Outta Percha, 
which met with approval ; he also produced 
two phials containing varnish, one obtained 
by dissolring Gntta Percha in turpentine, 
and the other by using uapCitha.^ Mr. VVlii- 
shaw exhibited at one of the ordinary Wed- 
nesday evtMiiiig meetings of the Society, easts 
from medals, a latlmbund, aud a small piece 
of pipe which had^lben formed by him for 
the occasion; and to show how easily it 
could be used, he produced a soda water 
bottle which he had entirely inclosed in 
Gutta Percha, which formed a coating as 
firm and as tough as leather ; but on being 
immersed in hot water for a few minutes 
was removed with the greatest ease, and 
again formed into a mass. Dr. Montgomerie 
had awarded to him the Gold Medal of the 
Society of Arts, for the introduction of 
Gutta Percha to the attention of this 
country. 

Such was the introduction of Gutta 
Percha into this country, since which time 
it has rapidly grown into celebrity and roost 
general application, although even now It 
can only be regarded as in its Infancy, and, 
pprliaps, its use is but very partially known. 
Wo should just add, that the manner of col- 
lecting it as reported by Dr. Montgomerie is 
by cutting notches in the bark of the tree, 
f 1 0111 which a milky juice exudes, which very 
soon curdles.

It is soluble in essential oils, but to a 
great extent resists the action of grease 
and unctuous oils. It mixes readily with 
paints and most colouring matters. It u 
repellent oh and completely unaffected by, cold 
water or damp,\ It may bo softened by dip- 
ping in bot water,* and then is capable of 
being ftbuliil$iE4ir rolled out, or pressed into 
any desired ^app, nnd to almost any extent 
of thinness;* It id, when heated, of a strongly 
adhesive or agglutinating nature, yet when 
dry is quite free from the stlckliibsa found 
in caoutchouc or India mbbef. 

In its solid state U is flexible, And to a 
slight degree elastic. And as a lask tliough 
not least, important property, it it.declared 
to be little injured^ use. Nay, more, after

It has been employed in a manufactured 
state, it may be recovered or renovated, and 
manufactured again. 

With respect to the uses of Gutta Percha, 
at present they ran but very partially he 
told. When we consider the great facility 
with which it can be moulded into any 
shape — the ease with which detached parts 
can be united, and its durability in wear — 
the question rather is, to what may it not 
be applied ? 

In the arts and manufactures, and for 
many surgical purposes, its uses are very 
numerous. Of tnis the “ London Report of 
Patent Inventions'’ gives ample pi oof. No 
less than five patents have been granted in 
relation to it, since the first taken out by 
Mr. Richard Archibald Brooman, for Cer- 
tain improvements in the application of 
fuels, mastics, cements, Be.” These seve- 
rally refer to Its application in the manufac- 
ture of " piece goods, ribbons, paper/' ke ; 
ii^provements in book-binding, "flexible 
jyrlngeB, tubes, bottles,” and "producing an 
elastic substance, entirely waterproof, of 
any degree of hardness or elasticity required,” 
by an alteration in the proportions of Gutta 
Percha, India-rubber, and jintawan, which 
articles are by one patent united ; and for 
"waterproofing boots, shoes, gaiters, aud 
other like articles of apparel.” 

In the account of Brooman's patent, A 
strong and perfectly waterproof fabric may 
be formed by laying a number of Gntta 
Percha threads side by side upon a founda- 
tion of cotton, linen, or other textile fabric, 
and passing them between heated rollers, 
which has the effect of cementing the 
threads firmly to the fabric and to each 
other; aud by using threads of different 
colours and sizes, every variety of striped 
pattern may be given to the fabric. ^ 

In no particular will the interest in the 
use of Gutta Percha be so general as its 
adaptation tq the soles of boots and shoMS ; 
having been extensively and most satisfac- 
torily tested, and its merits fully established, 
very little nked be said by way of reoom'% 
mending the material for general use. Ex- 
perience has proved that Gutta Percha soles 
are impervloits to wet tmUl quite worn 
through, and from tbeli^ mater warmth 
they Aord much A^dltlom comfort to the 
wearer. . 

How they, will wlhr his been proved by 
experience ; but <Ape thing may be added, 
that after they i|^4rdone the wearer good 
service and ho khger weserve their entirety, 
they can be iafceij^ on/ and, being warmed, 
remodelled again into a perfect article fit 
for use, BO that there will be no waste, 

Some objection has been made tp them, in 
that they will not bear the beat of the Bum- 
mer: a little reflection win at once show 
that it is perfectly groundless—^ fiwt that 
it is used in tropteal dimates will at once set 
aside the objection, and we have known 
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thofe who hare tested it for summer wear 
to their perfect satisfaction. We may also 
meet another objection, with respect to the 
heat, which, it is apprehended, it may occa- 
sion to the foot. It must be borne in mind 
that the iiiconrenience which we experience 
in hot weather is not only occasioned by the 
heat of the body, but also arises from the 
reflected rays of the sun fiom the surface 
on which wo walk. Gutta Fercha being a 
slow conductor of heat, will partially pro- 
Tont this inconvenience, — and we have no 
doubt but that time will dispel all fears in 
this respect. 

For bands in machinery it has to a great 
eitent superseded leather, for which it has 
been generally adopted. 

Among other articles manufactured of 
this substance, we have seen some Tery 
beautiful specimens of riding whips. They 
possess this advantage over the ordinary 
ones, that they are not aff^-ctod by the wet. 

As an important article of manufacture 
in Gutta Fercha, that of harness deserves 
especial notice. It possesses these adTsn- 
tages over leather— that not only is it more 
durable, being a non-absorbont of wet, which 
is so detrimental to leather, but less expen- 
sive, and does not require the repeated pro- 
cess of oiling for its preservation. It is also 
Tery easily repaired. 

The following articles are also made of 
Gutta Fercha: Galoshes, tubing* of all 
sizes. It may here be observed, that for 
conveying acids, or alkalies in a cold liquid 
state. It is especially deserving attention. 
Gutta Fercha pipes can be used for this 
purpose without the detriment which is 
occasiooed to those of metal. Picture- 
frames, decorative mouldings, tennis, 
golf, mid cricket balls, drinking cups, 
ire-buckets, leathers, buckets, clacks, 
Ac. for pumps; inkstands, pen-trays, aod 
otheif similar fancy articles ; waterproofiog 
for coats, &c.

coats of arms are finely copied in coloured 
BOWbla and prodous stones. The chapel of 
the Madonna in the eastern aisle is guarded 
by maaslve silver rails, which w*ere saved 
firam French spoliation bv being painted 
wood-colour. Amidst all this wealth and 
splendour, the proudest and most chi value 
ornament of this Church is a bunch of rusty 
old iron suspended on the crimson tapestry. 
They are the keys of Rhodes, which the 
order, overcome, but uneonquered, esrried 
away with them from their aaaieiit seat, the 
Uland of Rhodes, the bniwark of Christen- 
dom. 

The hotels of the different nations (or 
tongues, as they were called) are palao«‘S 
tliat bear testimony to the taste and power 
of their former pn^pidetors. The principal 
art the Aulmrges de Oaetllo, de mvence, 
and the palace of the Grand Maeter, now 
that of the Briiiah governor. The others | 
are converted Into barracks ; and probably 
the eoBtames of thdr olden time did not 
differ more from one another than those of 
ita present military oecupantt. Every cos- 
tume of EttfCjm, Asia, and Africa, Is to be 
met with indte 'etroets, whieh swarm with 
the most mtieya n d>piotureique popolatlon.

The prinelpal dress of the natives is a-' 
bright blue cotton ahirt, with a coloured 
■oarf round the waist, and a scarlet or blue 
eap hanging down behind, containing all 
their worldly goods. Among the poorer 
elais, these last appear to consist, for the 
most part, of a comb and a meedle and 
thread. These people generally slebp in the 
ntreeta, and wear their clethei like their 
aklns. They are a swarthy, stunted race, of 
veryindlfferuntcharaeter, with great vivacity 
and intelligence in their gllstenliig eyes. 
The oellbaoy enfoined to the Emghts of 
Malta produced Its usual lleentious results; 
and tlie Order bequeathed its morals to the 
present inhabltantc^a legary whieh does 
not tend to diminteh their nnmberK 

Many of the women are veiTk beantlful, 
uombininf the gatej^ eye of th^East with 
the rich tresses of W North, and the sUtu- 
•sqne profile of Greece and •Italy. Their 
pcouUar head-dress, the owkeiAb contributes 
not a iittlo to the effect Of their beanty. It 


is a black silk scarf, worn ever the head 
like a veil, but gathered in on one sido, fo 
as not to eclipse the starry eyes winch it 
seems always endeavouring to cloud over. 

Yaletta is the most warlike-looking town 
in the world; the gliitor of unifoims is 
never out of your eyes, the blast of the 
bngle and the roll of the drum aio never 
out of your ear. The citizens have their 
only walks npon ramparts, their drives 
along covered ways, and their very gardens 
are in the fosses ; instead of rui hstones 
there are old cannon, and, if you want to 
dismount, you tie your horse^s bridle to an 
anchor. The Grand Harbour is crowded 
with stately ships of war, among which, 
gaily painted boats, with bigii prows quaintly 
carviMi, are perpotnally darting. 

The deserted city of Citta Vecchia is a 
very interesting spot. *‘You pass along 
fortifications of great strengtli, without a 
stone displac<od, and enter by a biokcn 
drawbridge into a stately but silent city. 
The houses are handsome, in good repair, 
and seem to want only inhabitants to bo 
hornet once more. The palaces are magni- 
fieeut, aud appear the more imposing from 
the deep iiieVbc that inveets their mys- 
terlnus-lookliig walls. Grass and rank 
weede are growing In the streets, whicli 
echo to your horse 'i hoofs; and the wind 
sighs among the lonely pillareand porticoes, 
with that wailing sound ao MlDttiiar to de- 
serted' p)aoe8«V This was anmmtly the capi- 
tal of tbw islaiHl, removed first to VIttoria, 
and' fiiMtty to iio present position by La 
Yaletta, from whom It derives ItS’namo. 

In the suburbs of Cltto Veoehia-ore found 
the OalSieombii^ which are of couuiderablo 
extent, and probably of Pliesiiiuian origin. 

A littloheyond OUta YeuoMa is St. FauFs 
bay, which, DOtwltbetanding the argumenta 
•(in-founded, as it seems to us,) of modern 
anthkCi tiMMiSt Malu being the Melita of 
t k O up nc d^d it ii ainB the traditionary honour 
of which no pCu and ink can now deprive it.

A anEATBR ehange has taken place la 
the manners of the Inhabitants of Ire- 
land within the monioi7 of living men,, 
than any wt ought within the same space in 
any other country, *' Sixty years ago,” all 
classoB in Ireland appear to have enjoyed 
"a fight” with a keenness now hardly 
credible even to a native of Georgia or BLen* 
incky.

AND IMPOSTURE. 

No. XXXV.— Book Fourth. 

A I.AUY who was closely allied to two of 
the best families in the county of Kent fto 
the one by birth, to the other by marriage), 
was, to the inexpressible grief of both, 
called to pay the debt of nature very young.

into the room, while twenty, and sometimes 
thirty, persons were watching her, with many 
other pranks too tedious to montion. In 
short, tho story increased everyday, and sur- 
prising it was tofind that iteven gained credit 
enough for persons of superior rank to listen 
to it, and even to sit np with the girl whole 
nights. I should have told yon, that imme- 
diately after the curtains began to draw and 
undraw, the girl would go into fits so strong 
that the most volatile spirits applied to her 
nose bad no effect ; nor did she regard tHb 
running df needles under her nails, which 
must undoubtedly give exquisite pain. This 
scone v^as acted many months, and numbers 
crowded thither every night, in hopes to de- 
tect the fraud, but to no purpose; they 
changed her room, but it signified nothing ; 
the ghost found its wsy to all apartments. 
Being asked if the spirit had informed her 
what was the occasion of her visits, she re- 
plied she had, and that her being so disturbed 
was owing to a debt of honour that she bad 
contracted some months before her death, 
and till that was discharged she could not 
rest ; and that she was the person who mast 
be employed in this negotiation. The sum, 
I think, was three hnDdred'’pi>unds.

A TALE OF DOOM. 

(^Continued from our last ) 

It is about five-and-thlrty years since a 
murderer was condemned to suffer death by 
the sword, at a town in Western Normandy. 
On the morning of the execution, two senior 
pupils of the Jesuit seminary went, by por- 
missloo of their superiors, to view a spec- 
tacle of rare occurrence in that province. 
The intimacy subsisting between those young 
men liad long been a problem both to their 
tutors and schoolfellows. So widely differ- 
ent, indeed, were they in appearance and 
character, and so strangely did tho ferocity 
/ind canning of the one contrast with the 
pure and gentle habits of the other, that 
they were called the “Wolf and the Lamb.” 

Bartholdy was a native of Strasburg, tall 
and robnst in person, hot high-shouldered, 
atooping, and in dress and gait slovenly and 
clownish. His yellow visage was deeply 
furrowed with the small-pox, and bis large 
and staring eyes, which were of a pale and 
milky blue, indicated a dolness bordering 
on imbecility. His appearance, however, 
was belied by his babltoal cunning, and by 
the dexterity with wbidf be generally con- 
trived to exculpate Umself under erlmi- 
natory circumsltaficea. His spreading jaw- 
bones, large mouth, and coarsely moulded 
lips, betokeued bis proneness to sensual gra- 
tifications; and the eollectiTO expression of 
bis forbidding featores was so remarkable, 
that a singieVanee sufficed to fix it in the 
memory for erer. It was rnmonred that ho 
bad been sent by his friends to a seminary 
•o remote from StraBbarg in oonseaaence of 


aome highly culpable irregularities, and cer- 
tainly these rumours were justified by ooen* 
slonal instances of ferocity and duplicity. 

Flurian, the friend of Bartlioldy, was nearly 
of the same age. H is figure was slender and 
elegant — ^liis countenance eminently prepos- 
sessing. His companion was of that pure 
red and wliito through which every flitting 
emotion is instantaneously legible. His 
hazel eyes sparkled with intelligenoe; locks 
of glossy chestnut curled rouud his fair and 
open forehead; and there was about his 
lips and smile a winning graei\ which, at 
matnrer age, anrould have been thought too 
feminine. An habitual and blushing timi- 
dity of address made him shrink from a free 
and general intercourse with his fellow- 
students. He had few friends, because hia 
basilful habits had made him tastidious and 
reserved; but his gentle and unassuming 
deportment, and the sweetness of his temper, 
endeared him to the few who had penetration 
enough to discern his real merits. 

Thus widely different in physical and 
in moral attributes were Florian and 
Bartholdy; and yet, so cordial appeared 
their attaclirnent, so incessant was their 
intercourse, that the snpoi lore of the semi- 
nary could only solve the psychological 
enigma by conjecturing that Bartholdy, 
whose fierce temper and great bodily 
strength made him detested and shunned 
by all the other students, bad found in the 
gentle sympatliles of Florian a relief, which 
long habits had made essential to him.

Iflflilice due on the part of the subject to 

Lbi* sovereign. 

f; Curious Affection of thb Htx.— 
Among the affuctiens of the eye which not 
only deceive the person who is subject tu 
them, but those also who witness their ope- 
ration, may be enumerated the inseasibility 
of the eye to particular eolonrs*.

dogs, with an impatient vrliine, daitod oil 
toe instant they wcio rcluascd fiom ihiir 
colliirs. 

The deer ran In a sloping direction up i.h« 
hill, apparently not exerting themsoHos \<m y 
much, but in reality setting over the gtound 
at a very qmclj pace; the two dogs run m-ck 
and neck, not exactly straight at the deci, 
hut almost parallel, slopirg a little, hou- 
ever, towards them, and gulping slowW.hut 
still p<*rcepilbiy, on their game. This lasud 
for half a mile oi so, when the dogs had 
gained so much, that they were within fm iv 
yuids of tho deor.

Tbe dogH w ero Still keeping npus 
E'en as tbcy^^uld in the narrow and rough 
path the stag had *ehos«n, and someHmes 
springing at him, but Unable to get a hold. 
Malcolm and myself wefo tA great dr.ead 
that they would be injured of Mllod When 
witUii fifty yards oi us, both dpgs^tio 
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tlirown down, after making an miffi^ctual 
attempt at bolding the deor, who bioko 
away, and, getting a lltilo a-hoad of 
hll pnriuors, came to buy under a ntek 
In a pool of the bqrn winch tooohod to 
hiS knees.

A TALE OF DOOM.

About three years aft«T the disappear- 
ance of Barlholdy, the guaidiaus of Florian 
removed him from the seniinaiy, and placed

Hero a majestic 
oliu was endeared to him by the kno^% ledge 
that Ins beloved Angelique often took her 
work to a turf seat beneath its spreading 
branches. Here, too, he Bometimes left a

UKN^V'GLOfi'fs a high and dreary monn- 
taln, a few miles to the north-east of Blair 
Athol. It has sateral heads% the highest of 
which attaina an altitude ot feet; and 
.*15 these lieoda are distinct inouAtaioi of 
iliHmsrlves, many mUiakea see made in 
ascending one for another. Bun-y*Gloe is 
near the Grampian range of mountains, 
and not far fVom tlia vast and steijla tract of 
ground called the Forest ot Athole ; it forms 
the southern screen of Glen Tilt: **You 
will find it about half a dozen miles, sir,*' 
said one of the waiters, as 1 set off on mj 
mouiitainotts expedition. 

My road lay along the high and steep 
banly of the Fender, and fearful are many 
of the precipices that rise from the bed of 
the river. Not far had 1 proceeded, before 
a cottager, to my great satisfaetloo, for the 
day waabuming hot, asnoiuioed tfat: dlstanoe 
toBsn^y-Gloe to be no more than four miles; 
but this'cup of outteoiatiun was soon dashed 
from my lipsi for a boy that 1 met assured 
me that it was ten. 

ItJs net to great things only, bnt in trifling 
aflklrs also, that we And our earthly path is 
net a bowKng>greeii. The ina and outs aud 
the jips and downs of life are grown into a 
proverb. A broiling walk, of ten miles, and 
such a mountain aa that of Ben-y*Gloe to 
cUmb, was no light undoruking. ** If lour 
nillba are too Ulw, ten mileamay bo too 
mucb," said 7, trying to eonsole myself. 
** Who ean tell I— truth muy lie between!** 

After many^diflbnltieu 1 found my way to 
a burn, or brook, that 1 bud to oross. Tl>e 
rift through whioh it flowed Woe ourrow 
and full, a hundred faetdeep, aud beantifully 
adorned withfraeiea,iiioBfae8,flowerB, shrubs, 
and pendant plants. I onfbt to have found 
tbe brig, or bridge, that erossed it ; but it 
mataered ni)ft. Dcaoeadinmone aide of tbe 
ril^ 1 ereaeed thewaters, aM themaoramMed 
upi tl» othen Weary witli heat and toil, 
and'With tha etforbofdaaoaiidiiig and aaoend* 
Wm itfi^ hthsaw myaWf atfuU length on 
tha. BMin^alape,, BOW regarding the epark- 
hngf’lmos^ bnokew Into a bemdred minla- 
ea ea ad a a^ pow looUng at huge Beu 
Vnuahyt Miliip'liiis* giaat ahonlden in tbe 


, On approaching a inountsin that hid Ben- 
y-Gliin fiom ray view, I all at once found 
myself in a bog. Thiv was an uiieapoctcd 
ami an niiaroidublo difficulty, lu the best 
way that 1 could, T waded on throui^h the 
marshy ground, till, quite beset with piidulcs 
of biaok mud, £ had no altcrnattve but tliat 
of going back or leaping over a broad quag- 
mire to a Buspicioas patch of reddish moss, 
which I feared might not boar ray weight. 
1 examined the patch, and then took the 
leap. There was bnt llttlo harm dour, us 
iny feet were already wet; the mos'sy parch, 
on ilie whole, |;oro me up bravely, so that I 
sarik not deeper than my ankles. 

To avoid the bog— for In one place T had 
well nigh plunged into a bolb ef black peat 
mud, that 1 could not bettam with my stick 
— I mounted the side of n hill, but toimd it 
lieavy walking artiong tho deep heather. 
The swamp had softened the soles of my 
boots, so that 1 keenly telt the Ioohc, ahui p 
stones that lay bidden beneath my foul; but 
when I stopped to look around tno on the 
Iraalies decked with gorgsoiis flowers, tho 
glorious garduit of glowing put pie hotuhei, 
the distant mountains and the kindling skies, 
I thought hut little of tho tqil, ami the soft 
boot, and the sharp stoues. 

Tha hilfa were, Imre and there, strewn 
with hnga blocks of what appeared to me to 
Im white marble. Grouse, by twov and 
threes, warO oontinually springing up from 
the heatlier, almost under toy feet, and largo 
itmros boundfid off to a distance, and then tat 
upon thttir haunches as If to defy me. How 
and then £ fell In with a sheep^track, and 
thiS’groatlT assisted me in my onward course* 
The heat was iuttmse, so that the distant 
prospect waved iueessantly in the rarefied 
and tremulous air. 

Hard work It waa to get soutliei ly round 
tlie base oftbe vase mountaia thatiriicrvoned 
between me and BeB*>y-Gloe; hut at last this 
was accomplished. ^**Keep away from the 
high pass to tbe northward,’* said a sports- 
man, before T loft Blair Athol ; ** tor if you 
take it, the fall on the other side u so stony 
that you will not have a bit of shoe-leather 
loft on your ftiot** With Ben-y-Gloe belon* 
me, I b^an the ascent of what 1 took to be 
its Boutheru shoulder in right good will, the 
fiery sutibaams falling upon me. There was 
I, with my hat in ano hand and iny liuzel 
•tiek in the other, tolling np the mountain, 
a yellow silk handkevebiof thrown over my 
head, and my coat thrown loosriy over my 
shoulders^ tlie sleeves hanging down before 
like the paws of the akin of a tiger. 

As I mounted the steep, tlie surrounding 
eminence hi the bright sunlight and eontrast- 
ing shadows assumed strange shapoa. In one 
direetioii the hollow of a bill In the sliade, 
oovering many seres, resembled a gigantic 
mooivfkwl, with bead, breast, tail, and oue 
, leg as perisqt m if drawn by tbe band of a 
1 Unmer, whilo on the left a faalMUuniiiiated 
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mrMintaiii liaH an appearance like that of thu 
white bear of Spitsbergen. Up, up 1 climbed, 
now using my hasel atiek, and uow fain to 
ley hold with both my hands on the craggy 
projections in my path. My toil was great, 
‘and iny thirst hardly endurable. What was 
my Joy when I suddenly came to a running 
stream and babbling fountain of crystal 
water I Oh, it was esqnislte to partake of 
that delightful stream ! 1 could not satisfy 
myself in drinking; andefon after I had left 
tliu place, again I returned to renew my gra- 
tifteatlon. 

Ill taking an upward snrfej, a part of my 
work was fully before me. I had a spongy 
tract of gi ound, another of black peat, and a 
third of loose stones to traeerse, b^ora I 
could reach the top of the monntain on which 
I was , but I had drunk ** of the brook by the 
way,'* and being greatly refreshed, with a 
buoyant spirit 1 renewed my interesting en- 
terprise. On arriving at the desired summit 
of the mountain, nothing could exceed my 
astonishment and mortification. My heart 
nearly fainted within me when I saw that 
all my labour had boon in vain — 1 had as- 
cended the wrong mountain. The dip to 
the north of the emiuenoe on which 1 stood 
was awful, while beyond it B(iii*y-01oe 
towered towards the skies. I paused for 
a moment, lieaved a sigh, and thon began 
to descend to the northward, still fully de- 
termined to roach the proudest summit of 
J5en-y-Gloe. 

And reach it I did ; but my achievement 
cost me much. At one time I climbed a 
hundred paces before I rested ; eighty were 
afterwards as many as I could accomplish ; 
these were by degrees diminished to sixty, 
forty, and even twenty. 1 then threw my- 
self, quite exhausted, at full length on the 
ground, stretching out my arms as tjiongh I 
could not lie flat enough to rest roe; 1 
wanted my ve^ fingers to obtain a tempo- 
rary relief. These thld|fs, however, only 
heightened my joy when 1 stood erect on 
the Buminit of the giant mouptaiii. 

Was It nothing to witness the difilcultles I 
had overcome I — to look down on the proud 
head of Btm Yrackvl — to find myself above 
the two other snininits of Bou-y-Oloe, and 
to gaxe on Ben Mao Dhui, who, with tlie 
snow-wreaths in the folds of his garments, 
seemed to stand so near mo that I felt as if 
1 could almost have shaken him by the 
hand ! Was it nothing to look round on 
the Grampian Hills, on Spittle of Glenshee, 
Schiehallion, and mm distant Ben Lawers; 
to range with my eager eyes over the great 
Forest of Athol, where the red doer hides In 
the shadowy woods, glens, and mounuin 
fftstnessos bis aatlei^ head ! And was It 
nothing to see from that commanding height 
the glorious soil gaihering around him nia 
garments of crimson, purple, and gold, as 
ho witlidrew himself firom the world 1 Oh 
yes —It was nneh : much to be* eejoyed at 


the moment; and mnch to bo afterwards 
remembered ! 

The atony top of Ben-y-GIoe was too cool 
to remain long upon ii, nnd yet I wai in no 
haste to descend. To the west was the Ca- 
ledonian Canal and Loch Laggan— while to 
the east, a grand acoompaniment to the ex- 
tended prospect, rolled tlie waters of the 
Nortliein Sea. M'ghty ocean! even seen 
fiom afar thy form arrests the eye, but when 
we approach thee we feel thy might and ma- 
jertjl 

**Ttay Tolee is like the thunder, and thy aleep 
la Tike a giant's stumber— loud and deep 
Thou speakrHt In the east and In the west 
At onoe; and on thy heavily laden breast 
Fleets come and go ; and shaves that have no 
life 

Or motion, yet are moved and meet in strife 
1 lore to wander on thy pebbled beach. 
Marking the sunlight at ibe evening hour, 

And hearken to the thoughts thy waters teach— 
Eternity, eternity and power 

As I descended, I passed over a tract of 
ground covered vdth myriads of dark-co- 
loured roots ; they looked as if they were 
the surface veins of the monntain. In one 
place 1 starobled and fell; and had my body 
been round liko a ball, 1 must of necessity 
have bounded and rolled two thousand foot 
before 1 had been arrested In my career. [ 
clearly saw my danger, and I deeply and 
gratefully felt my preservation. 

As I descended lower, and looked around 
me — how sternly still, how solemnly silent, 
were those mountain fastnesses and gloomy 
glens ! There was neither sound nor Uvinf 
motion — not a bird seemed abroad, not a 
single bee was bussing on the purple heath 
beside me. There had the plover often waileil 
in the air, the swift-winged falcon pursued 
her prey, and the screaming, hook-billed 
eagle lannohed himself on the timid leveret^ 
hut the sun bad sot, evening was coming on, 
and the feathered race had sought their ac- 
customed retreats. By degrees my mind be- 
came solemnised by the dreary solitudes anf 
oppressive stillness, and I mued on the sha- 
dowy Boene of Scotland's porseontlons : 

** There eame a ehadow o^r the land, and men 
Were hunted by their fellow-men like beuu. 
And the sweet reeling* of humanity 
Were utterly forgotten, the white head. 
Darken’d with blood and dost, wa« often laid 
Upon the murder’d infanWfor the eword 
Or pride and orueity was sent to slay 
Those Irho In ago would not forego the faith 
They hod grown up In * 

My pulse quiek^ed, and I drew my breath 
shorter as 1 thought on those days when 
many a sequestered Scottish glen was the 
theatre of bloody tragedies. Ohl that sea- 
son was a dark page in tha book of time, 
a black brand on ihe brow hnmaoity, 
when the iibald and cruel trooper, with a 
curse, hewed down the Covenantar with bit 
sword, cleaving him as the woodman denves 
a billet; and when the unreloDtinf Ooro* 
nanter, with a text from holy wtibin dfis 
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montli, drove tlie cold steel tlirrogh tlie tur- 
bulent heart of the struggling soldier. Feaee 
and Mercy were then exiled ; Persecu'ion 
shook her scorpion fcoorge ; pa1e-fao«'d Fear 
6cd to the rocks and caves; Revenge and 
cruel War, and red-handed Murder panted 
with their speed, hunting for the precious 
life. Oood men fell on their knees : the land 
was filled with lamentation; and could 
glorified spirits weep, angels had wept In 
heaven ! 

The moon gliding on over the summit of 
Bon Vracky wag my only guide on my rt'- 
tnrn from the base of Ben-y-Gloe, for I had 
occupied much time in my descent. The wild 
district traversed by me, different to that I 
had before trodden, waa full of deep holes of 
black mud and water; and when I gained 
the road, it led roe more than a mile through 
a dark wood. The distanro from the brow 
of B«n-y-01oe to Btkir Athol can hardly be 
less than ten miles. 

As 1 trudged along, somotimea gaining a 
glimpse of tho moonbeams, and then again 
walking in deep shadows, 1 mused on the 
adventures that had befallen me. The plains, 
the mountains, and the skies had all oontrl> 
bnted (o ray delight. The clouds of heaven 
had that day assumed many shapes; now 
they were like ** robes of light of all eolonrs, 
crimson, and ruby, and emerald, and purple, 
and yellow as the topaz;** now like ** rocks of 
coloured crystal and diamond glittering on 
the brink of a lake of molten gold ;** now In 
tufts scattered over a part of the fair faee of 
heaven, like sheep that had wandered from 
the fold;" now like ** mountains of tho 
purest snow piled up one above another, 
even to heaven;’* and at last they were 
heavy and black, like *' a dark curtain, 
stretched across the sky." 

Between ten and eleven I reached my 
hotel ; •weary, it Is tme, but not tho leas de- 
lighted with the treat 1 had enloyed.

Tho men of Kent had long been noted for 
their determined spirit; they were the bold- 
est and least vicious of the insurgents, who, 
under Wat Tyler, nearly overturned the 
weak government of Richard II. They 
were probably better Informed In political 
matters than the people of the inland conn- 
ties: and they were, in 1450, more violent 
in their complaints against Uie government 
of Henry VI than the rest of the mtiOD. 
Cade threw himself among those men, wh<p 
selected him to be their captain. 

He led them towards the capital; and 
about the middle of June a great multitude, 
estimated at fifteen or twenty thousand^ 
encamped at Blackheath, from which point 
Cade kept up a oorrespondenoe with tho>' 
Londoners. The court sent to demand why 
the good men of Kent bad quitted their 
homes. Oado gave their reasons in a paper, 
entitled, ** Tho Complaint of the Commons 
of Kent,” After alluding to a report that 
Kent was to be destroyed and made a bunt- 
ing-forest Tiy the queen, in revenge for tho- 
death of her favourite, the Duke of Suffolk, 
Cade Cor the pens tbnb wrote for him) went 
on to complain that Jiiiftloe and prosparlty 
had been put out of the land by mlsgovern- 
ment; that the king was stirred to live only 
on the snbstanee of the commons, while other

men fattened on the lands and revenues of 
the erown ; that the people of the realm 
were not paid for stuff and purveyaoee 
forcibly taken for the king's use; that tho 
princes of tho royal blood were excluded 
from the court and government, which were 
filled exclusively by mean and corrupt per- 
sons, who plundered and oppress^ the- 
people; that the commons of Kent had 
been specially over-taaed and ill-trested; 
that their oberJffs and collectors had beeix 
guilty of infamous extortion ; and that tho 
free eleotion of knights of tho shire had 
been hindered. The conrt pretended to bo 
preparing a proper answer to this list of 
I grtevanew, but it employed the time thus 
! gainod in collecting troops in London. In 
! this interval CAde sent In another paper, 
beaded, ** The Reqnseu by the Captain of 
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tliB (rfBAl kf>99vab\f in Kont.’* Tbifi rfocu* 
nieut, ilioiigli rniu'«'lT<;il (n rt>«pf'cttul laii- 
KUftgtf, went inoro uux'Ctl} to tho points ol 
complaints 

Till* court had by ibis time levied a con- 
bid urable army, and this force was sohtoJt 
lo ^ivti the I'ebelB tbeir answer. Cudo fell { 
tack from Blackheatb to Serenoakat whei<% 
in a good position, bo halted^ and waited tlio 
attack of a dotacbment of the royal army. 
This detachment was defeated on the 24th < 
of June, and the ooinmander, Sir iluraphrey | 
sStaffVyrd, was slain.

USEFUL RECIPES. 

IIoAV TO Wash Printbd Dressbs.— A 
very cool lather of white soap, of the best 
quality, should be used, as tbe inferior soaps 
contain rosin, and other pernicious ingre- 
dients most destruotivo to colours. Sods, 
peail-ash, vinegar, alum,* salt, washing- 
powder, k<V|||Al the ugh they may not injure 
some colouiVahouid never bo used ; for they 
will most certainly destroy others. Printed 
dresses should not h* Wdsiiod with house- 
hold or body linen, or put into scalding 
water. It ft desirable to wash eolonrs with 
a light hand, so as not to snbieet them to 
bard robbing, and to rlnm with plenty of 
clean cold water, and to firy in the open air. 
Claret, chocolate, purple, lilac, red, pink, and 
black, are the most permanent; tbe cloth 
for these colours being prepared In a peculiar 
manner, and which process has the effect of 
better fixing them to It. Blue, green, drab, 
ruby, crimson, buff, dablia, orange, and cin- 
namon, as they do not admit of tbe cloth 
being so prepared, of course reaolre more 
careful treatment, or some of the surface 
colour may possibly on the first washing 
scale off and tinge the white, especially If 
not well rinsed; but by a little discretion 
tbe most delicate colours may be effectually 
preserved. ' 

To Pbbbb&fx Green Goosedbreies, or 
Currants, Dambons.or B ullage, almost 
WITHOUT Sugar. — The fruit should be full 
grown, but not becoming tender with ripe- 
ness. Let them be carefully picked, and put 
into clean, dry, wide-moutbed bottles: tie 
over with bits df bladder. Stand the hottlea 
In a large pot, copper, or boiler, with cold 
water to reach to the necks of the bottles. 
Kindle a fire under, and let the water boil. 
As tbe bladdeiB begin to rise and puii; prick 
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them. Aa soon m the water boils, remoTe 
the fire, and let the bottles romoin where 
they oro to become cold. Next dar , remote 
the bladdera, and strew «';cr cue fmlt a 
thiclc Ia}«*r of p ea loaf sugar. Fit the 
battles with corks, and lot each cork He' 
closo at band to Itt own bottle. Hold for 
a few moments, fn the neck of the bottle, 
two or throe lighted motehes, either brim- 
stono or lucifer. When they have filled the 
bottle neck with gas, ahd before tiiey go 
out, lemovo thorn very quickly, and in- 
stantly coik tliu bottle close, and dip It in 
bottle o&nient 

BoTTX.r. OEMEtn'.—Comnioii red and black 
f-eallag»wax,of each h&lf-a^pnund; bees’ wax, 
quarter of an ounce. Mult them In an earthen 
pipkin or brass kettle. The fomer ls pre« 
ferablo, because tho cement may be kept in 
It, and again iiioUod ikbeaerer It is wanted | 
for use. IVhen the nvixtum begins to fretU, 
and seoma likely to ball OTer, sHr with a tal- | 
low candle, which will sottin the froth. As 
soon as the wliolo Is nielted it is ready for 
BBC.— The Family FtMotnut.

In a visit which our travel Ibr paid 
to the king of DahomeVf he met with much 
kindness, and was feted and feasted in an 
eatraordimry mnnweif. Amimg tlie curious 
inodes hy which the king of the country 
** delighted to honour” his visitor, were the 
Ihtlowittg, vis., a review of his Amason 
wanderSf and the execntlon of someiraltors. 
WiOM weahall proceed to dsicribo, nearly in 
the words of our author. 

Mr. Duncan arrived at the town of Abo- 
nev^ where the king of Dahoney resided, on 
the 10th of J one, 1846. On the following 
nioriilng he rode, attended by some of the 
kiuGr*8 principal men, to the parade-ground 
111 fiont 0 ^ the palace. **The king had not 
ni rived at the appointed place, where a high 
stool and footstool were placed for him 
under a huge umbrella, surrounded by about 
twenty more of nearly the same dimensions, 
forming a crescent — his own being In the 
centre. When his majesty came, I saAited 
him according to niUitary regulation, with 
which he seemed much pleased, and returned 
the compIlmoBt in a much more gracefM' 
manner than I enpected. I then

p mender called ont the officers, who knelt 
I on both knees, and cfvered their heads and 
bodies with dnst Tbe commander then in- 
troduced, one after tbe other, each officer of 
I this female army; those who bad in any 
way distinguished themselves were compli- 
mented and rewarded. When all this rere- 
mesy had heed gone tbrougli, the officers 
fell in, and the whole force sang a song in 
compliment to tbe king. After all was over 
the whole knelt down, with the butt of tliHr 
muskets on the ground, and the barrel slant- 
ing back over the shoulder, and with both 
hands scraped up the dust and covered them- 
selves with IL The dust being of a light red 
colour, gave them a very singular appear- 
ance. Many had their heads entirely shaved, 
except a tuft resembling a cockade; others 
had only ubavud a breadth of two Inches 
from the ftwekead to the poll. After tho 
ceremony Juab aientUmod, ihey all rose up 
from the stoofAug poaiilon, still on their 
knees, but bo«^ mwwiso eroot, and pois- 
ing tbeir iRttSbOthkorfsontally on their two 
hands, all joined lUGfuuml haftab. Sud- 
Aenly they all rofU threw the musket 
Sharply Into one biM, held it high in the 
dbb Bnd at Ike UMIO time gave another 
kiutMlL The whole then shoaMamd mus- 
^bets^Smd ran off at full speed; Ibmh indi- 
vidttal ran as fast as she waa-sMe, so that 
It mas a race with tbe wfaollo fhreo of six 
Himdred women. It wun sntpiMng to see 
thndr spend, considerlDg theyoannied a long 
Divnlsb muhket and shcc^ VU'Mrtl each, a» 
well as a sort of elub. 

Our traveller glvea an Mownit of the 
dress and equipments of'tbsee Amazons.

Tbe 
drum is oarried on the be^li one end to thv 
ftwnt aud the otbsr to tbe rear ; the person 
besting it walki behind tbe earrier. Tbe 
drum was orriamented vtith twelve bnmau 
skullA Tbe women carrying provMoim 
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niftrch iu tlie rear, eaoli of them haTinif a 
certain portion of bafceage; somo carry 
mats for the officcia to he upon, and one 
woman carries a largo umbrella for the com- 
manding officer. Those oari^log prorisiOns 
hare large calabashes on their b^s, weigh- 
ing about siat; pounds each, contnining 
different sorts of prOrisloBS, snob as fowls 
cooked in palm-oil, Beren standards 
are eaiTlod with this regiment, tfae tops of 
which ace ornamented vfitb human ekulls. 
Altogether there appeared before me about 
eight thousand of these women-soldlert.** 

The king next requested his rhiter to go 
and SCO what his Amagons were about to 
perform. **1 was aeeordlngty eood acted to 
a large space of broken ground, where had 
been erected three immense pticklj'ptles of 
green busli. These three clumps, or piles, 
of a sort of strong briar or *tlior&, armed with 
the most dangerous piieklesi wereiplacied in 
line, occupying about 400 yards, learlt^onty 
a narrow passage between them, sflffi^clent 
merely to oistiiiguiBh each clump sppointed 
to each rcfflment. These plies were about 
70 feet wide and eigbvfeet high. Upon ex* 
amiiiing them, I could net ‘perstiado myself 
that any human being, without boots 
shoos, would, under any etocuaiseatfces, at- 
tempt to pas8<orer<sodaiigerotts a coHectlon 
of tbo most effioiently armed phktfts I bad 
erer seen. Behind these mIVss were targe 
pens, at the dlstawse of 900 yardu, fdncttd 
with plies Tfeet high, thibkl}'' matted toge- 
ther with strong rei^s. iBnelosed therein 
were scleral hundred dlares belonghtg to<the 
king. This affair was ewtlrely got ''Up to 
Illustrate sn attack ttpou<a town aod the 
capture of prlseaera After Waltfugm short 
time, a regimen t 'Of Ihuwowofi^igoMiers'itaie 
their Appearance at*abo«t 900 yards firoin'or 
iu' front of the ftrst pile, where’ they fMiesd 
wlthahottldered arms. Iw a feweecoidiabe 
woi9 for attack was gften, and a^irush was 
tuade towards the pile, WHh'a’epeed illUiest 
boyond .eoneeption, aud In lets than cue 
mUinte the wholerhodrhad paeaed orer'thfs 
immense pile, and hea taken' the Supposed 
town. Each of the other 'pnes'trS# nuased 
with equal rapidity, ait faftermls' of tVeuty 
minutes. After'thla, we 'Sfila' ratUMKd to 
our fbnber stitlon. 

**ln a Rhorc'time after 'nur ’return, the 
regfment passed, on thdir rMom, in' alhgle 
flle--«aiih leading 'iftwetnar is* ydttiif mule 
or female slare, carrying ilio the dhied 
ncalp of one umb sMpoMd ^te hate been 
killed Id Che attack. ObWII aueh ercaalMe, 
when apersoii is killed In bsAtfe, the ikfiT Is 
taken from the head, and hept<we a tt&pHtf 
of Ta!our. I'cennted'TOOsoaipapasB in itale 
maimer. One odfcer nf ' this regiment wea 
nonrlntrodueedto me; hCrnattiewsn Ada- 
dime. Thls'danale had, dttrhigthe two lent 
peart’ wur; tdken aueeetslrely, etuAi year, a 
nde prisoner, for which she waspre^oted, 
and Ida majeaty had also presented twr 


with two fsmale slates. Adadlmo fs s tall 
thin woman, about twenty^two years of age, 
and goed-looktng for a Hack, and mild and 
unasbumiiig in appearaneo. 

** It will doubtless seem singular that tho 
male soldiers are not mentioned as taking 
any part iu the two days’ review, but they 
remained inaotive the whole time, except 
when eating ; at this part Of the ceremony 
they played their part well. 

**1 may bo permitted to make a few re- 
marks on the army of women. It Is cer- 
tainly a surprising sight. 1 lisd often heard 
of the king's female soldiers, but now I 
hare seen them, all well-armed, and gene- 
rallyfine, strong, hoaitfa/y women, and donbt- 
loBB capable of endnring great fatigue. They 
seem to use the long Danish musket with 
as much ease atone of our grenadiers does 
bis firelock, but not with the same quick- 
ness, as they are not trained to any particu- 
ar exercise, bat, on rooeiving the word, 
make an attack like a pack of hounds, with 
group swiftness. Their appearaneo is more 
martial than the generality of the men; and 
If undertaking a oampalgn, 1 should pre- 
fir tho female to the male soldiers of this 
country.” 

On the 13th of Jane, tho Dahoman king 
asked Mr. Dnncao if he should like to 'bo 
present on the following day, to wltntis 
tho exeoutiofi of fbur men (traitors), pro^> 
fering him the Aononr of being their exe- 
euiloner. The’bonovr was doolSnod by Mr. 
Duncan, on the plea that bo wonld rather 
iaVo a man's life than take it, Uttless'ln solf- 
dofenoe. 

Ati bear before sunset, on tho 14th, tho 
fourtrsitofs wore brought forth for' execu- 
tion. They marched through tbe'Sisombled 
UroWd, spparohily an little concerned as the 
•peutators, who seemed more ehcerfut than 
before the pricooM made their appearaneo, 
as if they ware pleiaed with a proapeot of a 
Cbango at porfortnaUce. ”Tho pilsonera 
were marched eldto paat me in tlow time, 
consequently^ 1 had u good opportunity of 
^minutely observing them, parneutsrly as 
everyone conlinued on hls kooes, with the 
mce^lon of myself and the guard who 
acoohipaiited tho'prisCinerB. 

^^boywCre all young men, of the middle 
Sike, ahd uppeared to be of one family. They 
had attemptod the lifo of the king. Esch 
man was gagged with a short piece of wool* 
with a small strip of white cotton tli»d roatfd 
each end* of tbo stiek, and passed round the 
pffie^ TMs teas to pr^ot them from spoak- 
ihf . They were arranged In line, kneeling 
before The king. The tread goog-gong man 
now gave 'four beats ou the gong, and then 
nddreseed the &i\ptiie on the enormity of 
'their crime tM the justice of their sentence. 
During tlHs ^iorangve the geng-gong was 
struck at short Intervals, which gave a sort Of 
awful eoknniilty to thoccene. Alter this, tho 
men wore suddecly marched some distaaeo 
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from the kiog, as on this occasion lie i vfiised 
to witness tbe ^xeootlon. The men were then 
ordered to kneel in line about nine feet apart, 
tlieir hands being tied in front of the body, 
und the elbows held behind by two men, the 
body of the culprit bending forward. The 
esecatioiier, at one blow on the back of the 
neck, divided the head fiom the body of the 
Hfst culprit, with the exception of a small 
portion of the skin, which was soparatod by 
passing the knife or bill-hook (the instru- 
Jiieot of vxooution) underneath. Unfoitu* 
naiely, the second man was dreadfully 
mangled, for the poor fellow, at the mo- 
ment the blow was struck, having raised his 
head, the knife struck in a slanting direc- 
tion, and only made a large wound; the 
next blow caught him on the hack of the 
head, when the biain protruded. The mi- 
serable wiotch struggled violently. The 
third stroke caught him across the shoul- 
ders, inflicting a dreadful gash. The next 
caught him on the neck, which was re- 
peated. The officer, steadying the criminal, 
now lost his hold, on account of the blood 
which rushed fi oin the blood-vessels on all 
who were near. The executioner, now quite 
palsied, took hold of the hnad, and after 
twisting It several times round, separated it 
from ttio siill convulsed and struggling 
trunk. During the latter part of this dis- 
gusting execution, the bead presented an 
awful spectacle; the distortion of the fea- 
tures, and the eyeballs completely upturned, 
giving it a horrid appearance. 

**Tlie next man, with his eyes partially 
abut and head drooping forward near the 
ground, remained all this time in sttspense; 
casting a glance on the head whijih was now 
close to him, and tbe trunk dragged close 
last him, the blood still rushing from It 
ike a fountain. The executioner refusing 
to make any more attempts, another man 
acted in bis stead;— at one blow the spinal 
eord was separated. Tbe fourth culprit was 
not so forlunate, his head not being serered 
from tbe body till after three strokee. The 
body rolled over several times, when tbe 
blood spurted over my face and clothes.** 

The most disgusting part of this abomi- 
nable and barbarous execution is yet to be 
desmdbed, *' An eld ill-looking wretch stood 
with a calabash iu his band, ready to catch 
the blood flrom each individual, which he 
greedily dcTonred before it bad escaped one 
minute from tbe veins ! 

** Before execution, the Tlctinr is famished 
with a clean while cloth to tie round his 
Joins. After deoapitatlou, tbe body is im- 
mediately dragged oflTby the heels to a large 
pit some distanoe from the town, and 
thrown therein. It U soon devoui^ by 
wolves and vultnres, wbieh are here so 
ravenous, that they will almost taka your 
victualb from you.***

REMARKABTiE GASES OF FRAUD 
AND IMPOSTURE. 

No. XXXVIL-Book Fourth. 

Thbrb Is swell near Aborgcley, in Wales, 
eonseeratad to St Elian, ana oelebi ated in 
history and song, which has been the scene, 
for ages, of unnumbered and scarcedy credi- 
ble Impostures. A few years ago, the county 
proseented one of the oliief atteudants, who, 
in oonseqnence, was found guilty of fraud, 
and consigned to prison. For some time 
the celebrity of St Elisn and bis protege 
died away ; but it waa anbteqnently revived 
by a person named Svans, who commenced 
husineM near the same spot He had a shal- 
low well on his premises, which he called 
Ffiynnon Elian, and put Into it a large 
quantity of pebbles, slates, and atones, in- 
Boribed with numberless initials and names. 
No sooner did be hear of tbo sickness of any 
poor person, or of any one visited by mis- 
fortune, than he oontrived to let them know 
their names were in the well, and that no- 
thing could relieve them except they were 
taken out Of oonrao, this could not be done 
without money ; and many hundreds of ig- 
norant people ware known to travel on foot 
thirty or forty miles to seek relief, and that 
in the most distracted state of mind. Nor 
was thli all : be pretended that he had power 
to put any person into the well — thus bring- 
ing upon them sfilicUon and distress ; snd 
to take them out, for money, whenever be 
pleased. The conscqaence was, that igno- 
rant persona were led to charge their mis- 
fortnnes on the malignity of their neigh- 
bonrs — thus prodnclng dreadful strifes; 
while hundreds of equally infatuated persons 
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gate their money to this nsn, to gratify, as 
they thought, their own spile. 

This impostor was, howercr, bronght to 
jastiee. On his trial, a female, named Daties, 
stated as follows She went to him to 
know if her husband's name were in the 
well. He said he would see; and seat a 
girl out with a man, who soon returned 
with pebbles and slates on whieh Tarlous 
initials were written or engrared. Ho looked 
at them attentively, and aaid my hnsband'a 
name waa not among them. The girl was 
sent s second time, snd she brought bsek a 
dish half full of small pebbles, which wore 
thrown upon the table by the prisoner. I 
picked out one from among them, marked 
R. D., and asked him if that wss meant for 
my husband. Ho looked at it, and said, 
*Ye8.' 1 said to him, *Dld yon put my 

husband into the well?* He replied, ' No.' 
1 was not BBtished, and told the prisoner I 
did not think it was my husband’s pebble; 
but ho Insisted that it was, and the water 
should prove it Both of ns went to the 
well, and he took some of the water out in 
a leaden vessel, and bade me drink It, whieh 
I did. He then said there was no doubt 
that the letters on the pebble meant my 
husband, and that when X returned home I 
should find him hotter, and that lOs. was 
the lowest price he could charge for taking 
ray husband ont of the well, f said 1 had 
not BO much money, but would procure it, 
and return as soon as 1 could. By bis per* 
mission I took U>o pebble home. He can* 
tionod me not to siiow It to any one; and in 
answer to my inquiry, what I should do 
with it, he said I must bruise it, mU it with 
salt, and throw it Into the fire. He said he 
know who brought the illneas on ray has* 
band, and that ho could, if he thought fit, 
put him Into the well, and afflict him with 
any disease or mlsfortnno. 1 said, * Pray 
do no snob thing, for 1 leave it with God to 
de<l with tho person who has punished my 
hnshand, snd caused all my BufTorings,’ ” 

The testimony of tho brotlier of the suf- 
ferer throws still further light on the move- 
ments of tho impostor. He went with tho 
last wltnoaa to him, and thus deieribes 
what took place :^''Tbo prisoner took some 
water out of the well in a leaden vessel, and 
told me to drink it, and at tlia ssroc time to 
thank God and St. Elian for the cure of my 
rother.

USEFUL RECIPES. 

THE HUMAN HAIR. 

We have ditoovered a great deal of enter-

which may enable all pertons to undertake 
the management of their own hair, without 
being oompelled to trust to the oosmetioa 
whleii are announced in newspaper adver- 
tisements, or to have perpetual recourse to 
the art of the hair-dresser." 

" A GOOD POMATUM is that made by the 
French. Into a proper vessel put half, u 
pound of proporod hogs’ lard, half a pound 
of picked lavender flowers, orange flowers, 
jasmine, bnds of sweet briar, or any other 
sweet scented flower, and knead the whole 
together with the hands Into a paste, os uni- 
form os possible. Put this mixture into a 
pewter, tin, or stone vessel, and cork it 
tight. Place tbe vessel in hot water, or u 
vaponr bath, and let it tiatid in it six hours; 
at the expiration of which time strain tbe 
mixture tlirongh a coarse linen cloth by 
means of a press. Now throw away the 
flowers which you have nssd, as being use- 
less; pour tbe melted lard Into the same 
pot, and add half a pound of fresh lavender 
powers. Stir the lord and flowers tegsther 
while the lard is in a liquid state, and repeat 
the firsbprooess. Then, when yon have se- 
parated tbe pomatum from the refnse of the 
flowers a second time, set it in a oool place 
to congeal, pour Ofl( tbe reddish brown Uqnor 
or Jnioe extraeted horn, the flowers, wash 
tbe pomatum iu several cold waters, stirring 
it abonjt with a clean stick till the Isst water 
strained off bo completely colourless. Then 
, melt tbe pomatum once more in a bath; 
and Uatiy, leave it in an open vessel to oon- 
1 goaJ.f 

Hard pomatum is made thns:— Take six 
onnoes of common pomatum, and odd to It 
two or throe ounces of very clean white 
wax, scraped very fine. Melt the whole 
together in an earthen pan, whioli stand in 
a forge one containing boiling water, over a 
clear and steady fire. When properly incor- 
porated take it off, and keep sCirrlog it with 
a stick until it be about half cold or con- 
gealed, when seent it with whatever essential 
oil yon may fancy as tbe most agreeMila. 

Soft pomatum is made in this manner:— 
Take half a pound of bogs’ lard, two onnooa 
of mutton saet» a quarter of an ounce of oU

Captain 
Williamson, observing on the precision with 
which these natives take aim, and the force 
and extent of the flight of their arrows, says: 

“ They will rarely miss an object about the 
size ut a tea- cup, at sixty or seventy yards. 

1 have seen a shecarrio, wlio was in the 
employ of the ever-memorable Colonel Jnhn 
Mordaunt, at Lucknow, t*cpeatedly lodge an 
arrow in a cninniun walking-stick at about 
that distance. Hut the tno«t surprising feat 
of this kind 1 ever witnessed, was that of the 
poor Itinei'aiit so well known in Bengal, who 
w'as boMi without arms, having only a thumb 
at one shoulder ; but who, fixing the bow 
with his tvet, and drawing the string with 
his teeth, lying on his hack of coarse, can 
direct Ills anow with more certainty than 
most Kuropettiis.” It may be added that 
the tlgei , when basking and slorpiug in the 
sun, which is a ^eny colnnioii custom with 
this onimal, is often approached b^ the 
shecarne, and receives a fatal wound.*

1 have already translated some of their 
legends, wbieb preserve traaea of Drnidism: 
1 shall now relate a tradition ohvionely ori- 
ginated in tho Christian era, when the doo- 
trino of purgatory began to gain ground, and 
every invention tliat tended towards its pro- 
mulgation was resorted to.

Tble dhlld, they 
drclxre, neither cats, diinke, nor partakes of

Any nottrishmint, and that it eontinnei in a 
constant state of childhood. Mr. Dnnean 
rrpressed a strong desire to see tills extra- 
ordinary child; and daring the half-hour 
which was required to prepare it for the 
visit, the party was admitted into the fetish 
house, or temple, in the corner of which was 
seated in a chair a little clay figure of the 
god which they luToke or threaten, according 
to circumstances. In the same house, lean- 
ing against the wall, was the hollow trunk 
of a cocoa-nut tree, oMiUked over with white 
spots. This, tho party was informed, was 
sent down to the people of Cromantine from 
hearen, and was preserrod hero ad a proof 
that their “ fetish ” lives for thvm. 

** When I reproved their folly,*' says Mr. 
Duncan, "in believing sneh fraudulent tricks, 
^they seemed quite astonished and incensed, 
especially the old fetish- woman, a priestess, 
who at times extorts great sums for the pre- 
paration of certain charms, supposed to be very 
potent. When a man is slek, his relations 
send for a fetish man or woman, who, if the 
party is found to bevery anxious respecting the 
sick man, generally makes a heavy charge, 
in addition to a gallon of rum to drink suc- 
cess to the fetish; and he or she very fre- 
quently orders a few bottles of rum to be 
buried up to the neek in the ground in diffe- 
rent places, which the god is supposed to 
take as hii fee for his favours to the sick 
man. If he should die, the fetish man or 
woman assures the relatives that the favour 
of the god was not to be gained by so small 
a ^autlty of rum.” 

Tired of the delay, Mr. Dancan became 
impatient to see this " child of other days,” 
but was itUl desired to wait a little longer. 
However, as the party were anxious to pro- 
ceed on their journey, they set off. Fortu- 
nately, tho reiad onwards passed close teethe 
residence of this wondenul child, so that 
■they halted, In the hope of having a peep at 
him. Being again delayed, they lost all 
patience, and Mr. Duncan resolved to enter 
the dwelling. His African friends and the 
multitude assembled from all parts of the 
town warned him of the destruction that 
would certainly overuko him if he ventured 
to go in without leave.

there since the creation. Bbo certainly wak, 
ioeerdln g to Mr. Dancaa’e deeeriptlon, a most 
dlsgoetuig ohjoct. She had no covering on 
her peeeoa (Hke all the other aatlves or the 
place), with the exception of a small piece 


of dirty cloth round her loins. Her akin 
was deeply wrinkled and extremely dirty, 
with scarcely any fle&h on her bones. Her 
breasts liung half way down her body, and 
she had all the appearance of cxti^mo old 
age.'* This ancient woman wns tho sup- 
posed nurse of the everlasting child. 

On entering the yard, this fetish-woman 
Stepped before Mr. Duncan, making tho 
most hideous gestures ever witnessed, and 
endeavoured to drive him out, that he might 
be prevented from entering Into the god’s 
house ; but in spite of all her movements, 
he pushed her aside, and forced his way Into 
the house. Its outward appearaneo was 
that of a cone, or extingnlsher, standing In 
the centre of the enclosure. It was formed 
by long poles placed triangnlarly, and 
thatched with long grass. Inside of it was 
found a clay bench, in the form of a chair. 
Its tenant was absent, and tho old 'woman 
pretended that ahe had, by her magical 
power, censed him to disappear. 

On Mr. Dnnoan's return, be found his 
friends anxiously waiting for him, dreading 
lest sometbinu awful might have happened 
to him ; and the townspeople were quite In a 
fnry. They did not, however, dare to attack 
him, for ** they are great cowards when tho 
least determination or spirit of resistance is 
shown.”

The natives are so credulous, that a fetish 
roan or woman has no difiiculty in making 
them believe any thing, however extravagant 
and absurd. 


THE COURTS OF LOVE. 

Ws eertalnlv live la a very degenerate age. 
The Irregular feelings of tho days of ehivalry 
are nearly worn down to the level of com- 
mon sense. How different from the times 
when the spirit was left to its own guidance, 
and grew and ffonrished in all the Inxorianott 
of iti native wildness. Where shall we now 
look for the sentiments of ebivalrons faith 
and valour which animated the breasts of 
onr forefathers; and, more especially, for 
that devotion to lady-love, which conferred 
equal lustre and dignity on him who paid it, 
and on her to whom It was paid f Alas 1 in 
the middle of the nineteenth century a 
lover’s esres and fears hive "dwindled to 
the smelleet span." How different is the 
oonduet of a modem lover from that of an 
inamorato In the days of ehivalry, when It 
was the most supreme delight to bo allowed 

<*To kneel whole agM at a beaoiy^ fset;* 
and even. In spite of all her dledaln, "to 
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thln'n. inch Bttff^rlAga iwtotf?" But tu tlose 
ages the f.iu* tex 8too4 on a loftiisr eminunce, 
atid happy was he who was allowed to ap* 
proach them, OTon tbougli in the most 
respectful manner. Eron in the rnidcst 
of winter the true lover walked till 
Buiinse before Ills mistress's door — his sole 
r^^ward to be allowed to kiss the latch or 
the Lnoeker of the door. Sometimes, indeed, 
tliiough some cranny, or peiebanoe threngh 
the key-bale, he had tbo iaptisi‘o of behold«> 
ing her form ; and as she paased he would 
simg some tender love-song. Kay, at timea 
lie was admitted to the honour of kissing 
the hem ol her garment; at other times, 
gallantry required greater exortlona from 
ijiu, and, at the hazard of Ills neek,he would 
fewrlossl} scale the loftiest walls, and even 
dtsoend the longest chimolea, for one glance 
of his beloved. OoeasioRally, he stained bit 
face with curtain herbs, Uiat lie might ap- 
pear moie piilable in her eyes; and even 
deatli Ifecamo desirable to him for her sake. 
The gallant Troubadour, Pierre Vidal, fur- 
nishaa a fine example of chivalrous enthu* 
aiastiL Being pasaioiiately enamoured of a 
lady called Louve de Penautier, he called 
himself Liruf\ oi Wolf, in her boiioui', and 
siibnaitted, as such, to be hunted in a .wolf's 
skin. He was pursued by the sbepberds 
and thoU dogs into the mouti tains, whore, 
beluf overtaken, be waa« like Actsson, cruelly 
maugled by the houadt^and carried homo to 
his mistress as dead. He reooverod, how- 
ever, to felicitate himaeif on the perils he 
liad endured for Us lady’s sako. 

It was in aoatimeuts and feelings like 
these that the institution of the courts or 
parliaments of lOVe originated. It la sur- 
prising that such a jurisdictioR shooRl never 
brfoiV have been exercised, and that it 
should have passed uway wiili the age of 
chivalry. Even in our own country, and in 
the nineteenth century, the necessity for 
such a tribunal is tacitly CNmfessod, by aub- 
mituag many of tbo canaes which would 
pfopurTy fall within tiio jurladicUou of the 
ccKist of love, to the oognisanee of tho eecle- 
abstioal and eominon law oourts. 'Wlicro 
oottld M action for a Vreacb of prouvise of 
marriuM be so properly decided aa before 
ladyjtMireSTand aocerding to tbelaw amatory, 
with a jury lml£ ladi es and half geDtlcmen? 
MTeso Utia tbo cast, we might reasonably 
expect, not te baut sU our moat refined and 
deUcafec feellsM shaeked wkb tho oahlblUon 
of the judso, tW jury* the ueuusol, and the 
iiitiUaBmi>IndiiJfm in the moat boislenKis 
and unfeeling mlrt^ when a-OonrtspondoBce 
oi the most tender and osiifidoutlal kind is 
given in evidauoc. Thu aduanlsgsa- of these 
incUtutious weiuld net ctophese; they wuedd 
take eegulaanee of a thoueead essec,. vehieh 
our heavy lawe can never reach, and gra- 
dually nm amongst us that rsfiMmeut of 
feeling uihioh now seema lost for ever*. 

It will perhaps bo advisable to enter a 


lutlu xnoie in dotall lute the s:itnre and 
spiiit of tho ancient courts of love, that our 
ruadors may more readily pcroelvo tho truth 
aad justice of the few obaurvations vre have 
just made. The existonce of these r our is 
taay be traced almost os far back as the 
earliest periods of tho Tioubadour history, 
and they probably had thoir origin in the 
ooatontlous of rival poets, who bulnnitied 
their productions to tiio judgment of certum 
fair ladies, who undgltook to decide upon 
their merits. In all probability the origin 
of the courts of love may be dated about the 
twelfth century, at the time when the Oatf 
science was apps'Daching Its meridian. 

These tribunals soon became fiequeut in 
many parts of Fiance; but the minute par- 
tioulars of their eompositloH, their power, u 
and their mode of proeuodlng, are lost in the 
lapse ot time. It appear*!, bowevor, tliat 
even in the courts which recjived their ap- 
pellaiioo from the iadiviJnai name of some 
noble patroness, and from wiiicb we might 
suppose that she alone exeicised tlie judi- 
cial power, there was yet a bench of lady 
justices, which varlod in number, some- 
tlmos, as In tbo court of the Countess of 
Clminpagne, amounting to sixteen. Whether 
these lad lea possessed an anthoiity co-equxl 
with the countess, or whether they were 
only called in to aseisthor with tiioir advice, 
dove not seem very clesir. It la afill move 
difficult to dlaeover by wdiat sazrefions these 
illttstriotta tribunals enfocciHl obedieuee to 
their decrees. M. Eaynouaid couieeturee 
that DO jodidinl process issned on the judg- 
ment; but that public opinion was so 
strongly in favour of these iusiitulioni^ that 
even the most obstinate knight would noit 
have the hardihood to dieobey their isjune- 
tim. Indeed, when we conaider that the 
juagment of the court freqaectly inciudad a 
commaad either to love, or to abstain fron* 
loving, it Is not snrpx*iBiog that thcT'did not 
attem^ to enffiroe thek decrees upon the 
heart, where, in the Uhguago of our ffinglish 
lawyers, ihe proeees^ the caarts does not 
run. With regatd to the extent of thehr 
jui’iedittttou. It should seem that they took 
ooguiaaaoe of all affairs of love aed gallantry 
without any aseepiton, and that, occsston- 
ally, they even eondesuended to decide 
hypothetioal queSitonB.. With the deeiine 
of the epiih of cl^yalvy, tho Courts of Love 
also began to disqipaar ; it is prohshltt that 
fisw remained longer tbaa tbomiddle of the 
feurteeath oonAuey. 

Of the proceedings of these courts we bate 
bat few menmrlale trancBdttpd to ua, if wo 
except the work of Andrd,. ehsplahi to the 
Boyal Court of France.

In the breast of one in the defendant’s situa- 
tion, than tbo Information that her lover la 
acquiring feme In foreign realms, and attach- 
ing to himself the confidence of the valiant 
and the wisei With regard to bis negleet in 
writing, or despatching messeogerB, it may 
have aHaen from tho most prudential rea- 
sons, Ilf order that tbo secret of hli attach- 
ment might remain hidden. For though he 
had despatched letters to her, tho tenor of 
which i^ght bo unknown to tho messenger, 
yet non o smfa t that by the malfeasance of 
that zueasapM, or by his duatil on the 
journey, the lecrot of his passion might have 
been divulged.^' 

2.— This was an aetton, In the nature of 
trover, for a kiss. The defimdSat pleaded 
that he bad long loved the said plalnUfl; 
whereof She had notloo t but that not regard- 
ing him, lAe had wholly neglected and re- 
fused to entertafai his said suit. And be 
farther sidd, that ho had at lenfth so mnch 
prevailed uj^n hor, tho s^ pmhitiff, that 
the undertodk and lalthfnlly prornfaed the 
said defendant to give hfan the said Uss; 
yet that, not rogaidtaif her said promlM and 
undertaking, tho sidd plslattfl^ had al- 
ways, up to tho tiSM hf the isid supposed 
gri^an^ eseUiod hemoKf fimos so doing, 
idbiglug to the said defendant 
that she bad bM^fovoatbd thofullom, aad 
at other tfaufio oosotihig that It wao not a 
proper op|»orionliy*laUmtbehalt AUdtbe 
said defendsat firmed tbatlielilfid beeu for 
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the space of three months in pursuit of the 
said kiss, whieii was a great pity. And he 
further said that on a certain day, when 
Danger* was absent, he prayed the said 
plaintiff to perform and fulfil her said pro- 
mise and undertaking; but perceiving that 
the said plaintiff was not willing no to do. 
he then and there took the said kiss, as it 
was lawful for him so to do. And ho prayed 
his costs. 

** And the said plaintiff for replication said, 
tliat she did not undertake or promise in 
manner and form as the said defendant hud 
iUiove alleged, for that the said promise was 
a conditional promise only— to wit, at the 
will and pleasure of the said plaintiff, when 
and whore it should please lier, the shkl 
plaintiff, to fulfil the same. 

*'Aad the said defendant for rejoinder 
said, that tho said plaintiff did undertake 
and promiso, in manner and form aforesaid, 
without this, that tho said promiao was con- 
dltional. And he farther said, that Uiougb 
there bad been neither gift nor promise, that 
he reasonably deserved to have for his carq, 
diltgoriee,and attoodance given and bestowed 
by him, the said defendant, in the servioe of 
the sakl plaintiff, at least the reward of the 
said kiss ; and that it was therefero lawful 
for him, the said defendant, to take out exe- 
cution for the same, and to possess hbuself 
thereof as of his own proper goods aud chat- 
tels, which had come to his poaasssioii by 
finding. And he concluded as before. 

** And now the parties liavinjg been hoard, 
and inatnro deliberation being thereupen lii«l, 
the court gave judgment fer tbo defendant, 
and decrera the plaintiff to pay coats. And 
the conrt further directed tiie said plaintiff 
specifically to perform her said promlaCf at 
toe instance and request of the said defend- 
’ant, no account being taken of tho said 
former salute.** 

The great utility of these instUutioiis is 
very conspioaoas in the following ease. 
From that it appeSi’S, tlmt the jurisdicUou 
of tho Courts of Love extended even to the 
regulating of the minutest points of deco- 
rum in tlie Intercourse of polished society. 
The grievance complained of in the case we 
are about to cite, is one of considerable 
magnitude (we speak from expeiience) even 
'at the present day. Kor is tlierr. as wc 
apprehend, any mode of redress upon such 
VecasioDs. To expostulate with the lady 
is imposslblo. 

3.—** This was aa action brought by the 
plaiutlff, a lover, against the defendant^ to 
vrhom he was attached, for refusing to d a n co 
with him. The declaration stato*! that on, 
fee., at, ke., the plaintiff bad rsquesM tbo 
said defendant to dsaee, whan she, withont 
any rtasonable cause in that bshaU^Fsfhiofi 
to do sob alleging a certain felvdlo asoaMgc 

• BptMicapecMfvanauM, Sbehuibood efthO 
lady Is, In general, designated in tho xopvli 
toe eonrts ot lore. 
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That afterwards the said plaintiff did again, 
with great earnestness, humbly request the 
said defendant to danoe a few steps with 
him, to save him, the said plaintiff, from 
being laughed at, by certain persona then 
and there present, which she also refused to 
do. And he averred that he had on divers 
occasions moved to the said defendant, and 
taken off bis hat when he, the said plaintiff, 
met her. Yet, although the said defendant 
well knew that he was stricken with, and 
loved her, she nevertheloes whotly disdained 
and refused to speak to him, the said plain- 
tiff ; or, if at any time the aald defendant said 
* How d*yu do V to the said plaintiff, it was 
with a toss of tiiG head of her, the said da* 
fendant The declaration concluded In the 
usual manner. 

The defendant suffered Judgment to go 
by default, and now on this day the court > 
pronounced sentence. 

** The court decrees the defendant to danco 
with the plaintiff, whether she wisiies ft or 
not ; or, at all events, to dance a few steps 
with him, The court permits the plaintiff, 
when tlie defendant and another are seeking 
for a third to form a pau de trots, to step in, 
without asking permission, and to form the 
tliird; atid the court being Informed that 
the defendant has spoken contemptuous 
words of its prooes^ and said that the plain- 
tiff would lose his labour in suing her, per- 
mits the plaintiff to pasc her without mov- 
ing to her, or saying * How d'ye do V and de- 
clares him exempt from courtesying to her , 
during the dance, as others are used to do. | 
And too plaintiff is to have his costs.” I 

We have given the preceding cases at 
length, in order to afford some idea of the 
proceedings in these courts; shall now 
abridge a few of the most curious reports. 

4.— An setion was brought by the heirs of 
a lover, u> compel a lady to shew them the 
same politeness which their ancestor had 
always experienced from her. They alleged 
that they bad disoovored, amongst the pa- 
pers of the defunct, an agreement, by which 
the defendant had bound nerself to wish the 
deceased good day whenever she met him, 
and to make him a courtesy; and they said 
that, as heirs-at-law, they were entitled to 
the benefit of this agreement. 

The defendant inaiated that the contract 
was merely personal, and that It could not 
descend to the represontatives of her lovei* 
after hie death. 

The plalntlfiTs contended that If any thing 
had been due from their anoeetor to the de- 
fendant, they would have been aniwerable 
to her. 

To this the defendant replied, that there

fi. An action was brought by a young 
married lady against her husband, for not 
allowing ber to wear a gown and a bonnet 
made in the newest fashion. The pleadings 
ran to a considerable length, and the Court 
declared that the matter should be referred 
to two milliners, who should report thereon ; 
and if any thing objectionable were found in 
the fashion of the gown and bonnet, the 
Court directed that the referees should call 
ki the assiitanoc of two ladles, on tho part 
of the plaintiff, and two on the part of tho 
defendant, to assist them in their judg* 
ment. 

6. An action was brought by the plaintiff 
against the defendant, for having pricked 
him with a pin whilst she was giving him 
a kiss. The defendant denied ever having 
given tho plaintiff a kiss, but, on the con- 
trary, said that tho plaintiff had Uken it ; 
and she said that the wound, if any, bad 
happened only by mischance and accident. 

Certificates from several surgeons were 
produced of the nature and extent of tho 
wound, and the Court sentenced the de- 
fendant to kiu the wound at all reasonable 
times, until it was healed, and to find linen 
for plalstera. 

7. A lady imposed on her lover an express 
condition never to praise her in public. The 
knight in a large company heard some ob- 
servatiops made in disparagement of his 
ladv. Unable to contain himself, he re- 
pelled the aconsations, and lanoohed forth 
In her praise. The lady contended that he 
had broken the condition, and therefore for- 
feited all claims to her favour. The Countess 
of Champagne, however, before whom the 
cause was tried, decreed that the condition 
was illegal, and that tho knight was justified 
iu defending the ebaraoter of his lady.

USEFUL HECIPES. 

THE TOILETTE * 

Paste or Palermo.— (This paste for the 
hands, to use instead of soap, preserves them 
from chopping, smooths thdr surface, and 
rcodefs them BoftJ.--Tako a pound of soft 
soap, half a pint of salad oil, the same quau- 
tity of spirits of wine, tho juice of three 
lemons, a little sliver sand, and a sufficient 
quantity of what perfume pleases the sense. 
The oil and soap must be first boiled together 
in an oarthon pipkin. Tho other ingredients 
to be added after boiling; and, when cool, 
amalgamate into a paste with the bands. 

Faro.— (This usml pute is good for tak- 
ing off svnhumlngs, effects of weather on 
the face, and aoddoEHM eutiHOous erup- 
tions. It must bo applied at going to bed. 
First wash the foee with its usual ablution, 
and, whoa dry, mb this fard all over it, and 
go to rest with it on tho ekin. This is ox- 
cellent for almost oonttant uss).— Take two 
ounoesof oil of sweet almonds, ditto of spor- 
maeeti; melt i bom In a pipkin over a slow 
fire. When they arc dlssolTed and mixed,

take it off the fire, and stir Into it one I able- 
spoonful of fine honey. Continne Stirling 
till It is cold, and then It is fit for use. 

Lip Salve.— a quarter of a pound of 
bard marrow, from the marrow-bone^ Melt 
it over a slow fire. As it dissolves gradu- 
ally, pour the liquid marrow Into an earthen 
pipkin, then add to it an ounce of sperma- 
ceti, twenty raisins of the sun, stoned, and 
a small portion of Ikanet root, sufficient to 
colour it well. Simmer these ingredients 
over a slow fire for ton minutes, then strain 
the whole through muslin, and, while hot, 
stir into it one tca-spoonfnl of the balsam of 
Pern. Pour It into the boxes in which it is 
to remain ; it will there stiffen, and become 
fit for nso. 

Unction dis Maintenon. — fThe use of 
this ib to roinove freckles. Tlic roodo of 
application is this: Wash the face at night 
with elder-flower wator, then anoint it with 
the unction. In the morning cleanse your 
skin from its oily adhesion, by washing it 
copiously in rose-wator). — Tako of Venice 
soap an onnoe, dissolve it in half an ounoe 
of lemon-julco, to which add ol oil of bitter 
almonds and deliquatcd oil of tartar each a 
I quarter of an ounce. Let the mixture be 
placed in the sun till it acquires tho consis- 
tence of ointment. When in this state add 
three drops of the oil of rhodium, and keep 
it for use. 

Creme de l*Enclos.— (T ills is an excel- 
lent wash, to be used night and morning lor 
the removal of tanj.— TAho half a pint of 
milk, with tho juice of a lemon, and a spoon- 
I ful of pale brandy, boil the whole, and skim 
it clear from all scum. When cool, it is ready 
for use. 

Pommade\>e SkvILLic — (This simple ap- 
plication is much in requoi^t with the Spanish 
ladles, for taking off the effects of tho sun, 
and to render the complexion brlllianty— 
Take equal parts of lemon-juice and white 
of eggs. Beat the whole together In a var- 
nished •ai'then pipkin, and set on a slow fire. 
Stir the fluid with a wooden spoon till It lias 
acquired the coosisteuee of soft pomatum. 
Perfume it with some sweet essence, and 
before yon apply it, carefully wash the fuco 
with rice-water. 

Baumb a L*AiinaUB.— (This is a very fine 
cure for chopped lips). — Take four ounces ot 
the oil of roses, half an Ounoe of white wax, 
and half an ounce of spermaceti Melt 
them iu a glass vessel, and stir them with 
a wooden spoon. Pour It out into glass 
cups for use. 

WASH FOR THE Hair.— (This Is a cleanser 
and brightener of the bead and hair, and 
■bonld M applied In the morning).— Beat 
np the whites of six eggs into a froth, and 
with that anoint the bead close to the roots 
of the hair. Leave it to dry on ; then wash 
the hoad and hair thoronghly with a mix- 
ture of mm and rose-water in equal qnan- 
tiUes.

A 
feeling of apprehension as to the ultimate 
fate of the villago has always coatlsned to 
prevail; and we understand that a good 
many years ago the destmctlon of the man- 
solenm of the Wentworth family was threat- 
ened bj the approach of the nee, bat the 
oalaniity was averted by severing the bod of 
coal, forwhieh parpots a shaft was speoialiy 
sunk.

attempt to crlmlnato Von 1*7 ImpUeeHon 
failed, however, to point nay suspicipa 
against one whose unblemished Ilfs and 
ebaraoter were so well known in tlio nal- 
versity. Your gentle and retiring habits, 
your uversion from secnee of etrUe .and 
bloodshad, were recollected by many pre- 
sent : their indignation waa loudly uttered, 
and a /riend of yours expressed bis belief 
that you had quitted the city some days 
before the murder was committed, in 
abort, this base iniinuaiiou of Bartholdy 
created an Impreislou highly disadvan- 
tageous to him. 

" A few hours later, intelligence arrived 
that the diligence in whicb you had left 
D— - had been attacked by robbers, the day 
after your departure. Several of tbe pas- 
sengers had neen wounded, some killed; 
others had saved themselves by flight ; andU 
as you bed disappeared, it waa ooojectured 
that Bartholdy bad murdered you, and taken 
from your person the knife with which ho 
had afterwards stabbed the young man in 
the grove. This prosnmptive evidence was 
so mnoh strengtoened by other circum- 
stances, that he was tried and pronounced 
guilty. As the authorities were epprehen- 
live that DO prison would long hoia so ex- 
port and desperate a villain, an order wus 
obuined from Paris for his immediate exe- 
cution. Thus be, who had, from bis bay- 
hood, preyed upon sooiety with tbe ferocity 
of a tiger, met with a due reward for lUs 
manifold transgreMlons ; end you, my son, 
ought Doi to murmur at tbe decree whlcli 
made your early acquaintance with him the 
means of stopping bis savime career, and 
your hand the instrument or retribution.’* 

Tbe conolnding words of the priest fell 
like beakng balm upqp tbe wounded spirit 
of Florian, who returned boide an altered 
end a saddened, hut a sustained and a 
devoBt man.

On ihe 14th of October, Mr. ^lldmpiir of 
Plymouth, who had made itself .famouB 
tlfcoughout the Vest of England for.ki«UbBi- 
mand over bee% was sent for to malt on 
JUrd Spenser, at bis seat at WimNSitom lii 
8ixrrey,andhe attended iccordlagly. Thrsa 
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•tockt of bees had l»eoii provided. Tlie first 
f»f. hit pot^ormanesa was with one liivo of 
noee ualijftng ol his hat| which ho carried in 
hit hand« and iho hlfo they came out of in 
the other hand; this was done to shew that 
ho could take honey and wax without de^ 
stroying the bees. He then returned into 
the room, and came out again with them 
hanging on his chin, with a rery tencrable 
heard. 

He now took them out upon the grass 
walk facing the windows, whore a table and 
table-cloth being proTldod, he set the hire 
upon the table, and made the bees hire 
therein. Then he made them come out again, 
and swarm in the air, the ‘Tlsitors of his 
lordship standing amongst them, and no 
person stung by them. He made them go on 
she table, and took them up by handfuls, 
and tossed them up and down like so many 
peas ; he then made them go into their hire 
at the word of command. 

At fire o'clock in the afternoon be exhi- 
bited pgsin wltli the throe swarms of bees, 
one on his head, one on his breast, and the 
other on his arm, and waited on Lord Spen- 
cer In bis room, who had been too mnoh In- 
disposed to see^the former experiments; the 
hires which the bees had been taken from 
were carried by a serrant. After this exhi- 
bition he withdraw, but returned once more 
to the room, with the bees all orer his head, 
face, and eyes, and was led blind before bis 
lordship's window.

Corrigan proved an excellent husband, 
and what was most creditable to him, an 
exemplary stepfather, for he lodged all 
the money he got with the widow of 
Killian, about 200f., to. the credit of her 
children by her first husband, in the Bank 
of Longford, and it was natural to augur 
that many happy days were in store for 
him, had not the fairy-man crossed his 
path. On Saturday, the 17tb of dune, 
he indent to Mr. Rqrke's farm, beyond the 
town of Longford, for a load of hay, leaving 
one of bis step-daughters to transact busi- 
ness in Longford-market. *Oa bis return 
he heard with indignation that his step- 
daughter, hearing of the fame of the fsiry 
soldier fthen In the town of Longford), and 
impelled by a curiosity lunate to her sex, 
hsd given the fairy half-s-crown to know tho 
fats of her father.

Ob 
Monday, tho 10th, an effusion of the serum 
on the brain eansed his qplrit to 4eBMrt, 
and cm Wednesday he v as buried quietly 
without an* Inquest^ as the fairy-man staM 
if any operation should be performed op , 
him he could not return Mr. Killaln the 
original. The authorities eught to Interfsro 
wlfli this Impostor, as he Is obtaining money 
nnder falas pretences, and revlTing in the 
oofllniry an almost exploded superstition 
which for eenturies held possession of the 
mind of the lower orders of tho people of 
Ireland.”

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. USEFUL BECIPES. 


THU TOILETTE .♦ 

Madame Rboahxbr'b PoMMADE.-^Tbl8 
vas commiioleftted bj this lady as being used 
in Franca and Italy by those who profefsion* 
ally, or by choice, ere engaged In exercises 
which Require Ibng and great exertions of 
the limbs, as dancing, playing on Insbrn* 
inents, &c.)— Take any sniMbie quantity of 
ojRinpta cervt , i. s., the fat of a red stag or 
hart; add to ft the same quantity of oli?e 
oil (Florence oil is preferable to any of the 
kind), and half the quantity of virgin wax ; 
melt the whole in an earthen vessel, veil 
glazed, over a slow fire, and, when properly 
mlsed, leave it to cool. This ointment has 
been applied also with considerable efficacy 
in cases of riieumatlsm. 

A Pasts for the Skin.— B oll the whites 
of four eggs in rose-water ; add to it a suffi- 
cient qnanUty of alum ; beat the whole to- 
' gether till it takes the consbtenoe of a paste. 
This will give, when appUedi great firmness 
to the skin. ^ 

A Wash to gifs Lustre to the Face. 
•—Infuse wheat-bran, well sifted, for three 
or four hours in white wine vinegar; add to 
It five yolks of eggs and a grain or two of 
ambergris, and distil the whole. Wben the 
bottle is carefully corked, keep it for twelve 
or fifteen days before you make use of it. 

PlMFERNEL WATER.— Pimpernel is often 
used on tbe Continent for tne purpose of 
whitening tbe complexion. It is there in 
BO high reputation, that it is said generally 
that it ought to e continually oq the toilet 
of every lady who cares for the brightness of 
her skin. 

Eau de Veau.— B oil a calfs foot In four 
quarts of riverwater till it is reduced to half 
the quantity; add half a pound of rice, and 
boil it with crumb of white bread steeped in 
tnilk, a pound of fi'eeb batter, and the whites 
of five fVesb eggs; mix with them a small 
quantity of camphor and alum, and distil 
the whole. This receipt may be strongly 
recommended ; It is most beneficial to the 
skin, which It lubricates and softens to a 
very comfortable degree. Tbe best manner 
of distilling these ingredlenfii Is in the bof- 
nemn mortoi that is, in a bottle placed in 
boiling irater. 

SwBET-BCEHTSD W ATBR.— Put onc quart 
of rose-water, and tbe same onantlty of 
orango- water, Into a large and wido>moutbed 
glass ; strew upon It two handfdls of jessa- 
mine flowers; put the gtsw in the iMutm 
maria, or on a slow fir^ and whmi it it dis- 
tilled, add |to it a seruple of musk and the 
same quantity of ambergris.

Lavender Water.— T ake of rectified 
spirits of wtttf half a pint, essential oil of 
lavender two dracbms, otto of roses five 
drops. Mix all together In a bottle, and 
eork It for use. 

Ross Water.— PiU some roses into wa- 
ter; add to them a few drops of acid ; the 
vitriolic add seems to be preferable to any. 
Soon the water will assume both the coloui 
and perfnme of the roses. 

Another. — Take two pounds of rose- 
leaves, place them on a napkin tied round 
the edges of a basin filled with hot wati'i 
and put a dish of eold water upon tbe leaves ; 
keep the bottom water hot, and change the 
water at top as soon as it begins to grow 
warm. By this kind of distillation you will 
; extract a great quantity of tbe essential oil of 
the roses by a process which cannot be ex- 
pensive, and will prove very beneficial. 

How TO Make Lavender Water — 
Take four handfuls of dried lavender flowers, 
and sprinkle on them one quart of braudy, 
the same quantity of white wine and rose- 
water. Leave them to remain six days in a 
large bottle well corked w. Let the liquor 
be distilled and poured oflr. 

A Wash for the Face.— (This receipt 
is well known in France, and mneb extolled 
by the ladies of that conntry as efficacious 
and harmless^.— Take, equal parta of the 
seeds of tbe melon, pomplon, gourd, and 
cucumber, pounded and reduc^ to powder 
or meal ; add to it fresh cream sufficient to 
dilate the flour; beat all up together, adding 
a tttfficlent quantity of milk, as it may be 
required, to make an ointment, and then 
apply it to tbe face. Leave it there for bal f 
an hour, and then wash it off with warm 
soft water. 

Eau d'Anoe.— P ound in a mortar fifteen 
cloves and one pound of dnnamon, and put 
tbe whole into a quart of water, with four 
grains of aniseed; let It stend over a char- 
coal fire twenty-fonr hours; then strain off 
the liquor and pntit up for use. This per- 
fume is most excellent, and igiU do well for 
the bands, face, and hair, to which It com- 
mhnieates a very agreeable scent 

Eau DBS OARMEa— (This water has been 
of a very long standing in repute with nearly 
I every body on tbe Contlncot It was in- 
I ventM by a vnrmelite friar, as its name im- 
piiea. It is of great assistance in lowness of 
spirits, In rheumatic pains, and for the gout 
in the stomach).— Take onc quart of brandy, 
and infuse into it cinnamon, cloves, and an- 
.gelica root, of each half an onnea; eorlander 
seeds, nutmegs grated, one ounce of each ; 
a quarter of a pound of balm leavee, and two 
ounces of lemon peel ; put the whole Into a 
crucible^ and let It stand near tha-firo three 
daye; than mix with It one pint of bahn 
water, and distil .it over a slow fire; drsiit 
off tbe liquor, and let it be well corked up 
In bottles for the space of one month before 
you make use of it

<*statos It is found, so the wild horses in 
South America belong to tho«e propiletors 
on whose estancins they feed. The estancias 
are wide di«(tnct8, or feeding grounds, the 
estates of different landholders, and appro- 
priated to the feeding of thousands of wild 
cattle anil horses. In these animals thotr 
property consists, and stock-keepers are ap- 
pointed to take charge of the animals ; they 
are stationed at certain points to proYcut the 
herds from stratlng beyond certain hounds, 
an i to recover them if they wander. Horses 
fire a valuablo property ; for altliougli their 
individual price is trifling, yet from the 
numbers possessed, and the Httle outlay 
they I cquire, the amount of profit derivable 
Irom them Is considerable. Baron Humboldt 
states that near the Orinoco a thousand 
horses sell for two thousand two hundred 
piasties. It appears that In South America 
the marcs are never backed : they are, 
however, very commonly killed for food; 
f«»r the Indians, or h^f-bred natives, like the 
T irtar tribes of Asia and Eastern Europe, 
make use of the flesh of this animal ; and 
this .ippoars to be universally the case whersl 
the horse roams in a state of freedom. The

The lasso Is a plaited 
thong of equal thickness, half an inch In 
diameter, and forty feet long, corapoeed of 
several strips of hide Intertwlstei, and ren- 
dered supple by greise^ and prepay eared. 
At one end is an iron ring about an inch 
and a half ^ In diameter, through which the 
thong Is passed, so as to meko a running 
noose.

** The Gauolios are well known to be per- 
fset riders; the Idea of being thrown, let 
the horse do a bat it likes, neter enters their 
bead : their enterion of a good rider Is a 
roan who can manage an nritamed colt, or 
who, if his iiorae fails, alights on bis own 
feet, or can perform other snob exploits. I 
have beard of a man betting that he would 
throw his horse down twenty times, and 
that nineteen out of those be woul<tiiot fall 
himself, f reoolioot seeing a OausSio riding 
a very stubborn horse whioh three times 
reared so excessively high as to fall back- 
wards with great violence. The man judged 
with nnoommon coolness the proper moment 
for slipping otf, not an instant before or after 
the right time. Directly the horse rose the 
nan jumped on his back, and at last they 
started at a gallop. The Ganoho never ap- 
pear! to exert any muscular force. I was 
one day watching a good rider, as we were 
galloping along at a rapid pace, and thought 
to myself, surriy, if the horse starts, you ap- 
pear so careless on your seat, you must fail. 
At this moment a male ostrich sprung from 
hs nest right beneath the horso*s nose. The 
young ooU bounded on one side like a stag; 
hut as for the man, all that <;ould be said 
was, that be started and took fright as par# 
of bis horse. 

** In Chill and Peru more pains are taken 
with the mouth of the horse than in Da 
Plato, and this ia evidently in eonsequenee 
of the more intrieuto nature of the oonntry.

It will sometimes gallop round and round 
in a eirele, and the horse being alarmed at 
the great strain, if not well broken, will not 
readily turn Ilka the pivot of a wheel. In 
consequence, many men have been killed; 
fur if the lasso once makes a twist round a 
man's body, it will instantly, from the powei 
of the two opposed animals, almost cut him 
In twain. On the same principle the races 
are managed: the course is only two or 
three hundred yards long, the desideratum 
being to have horses that ran make a rapid 
dash. The i ace-horses are trained not only 
to stand with their hoofs Couching a line, 
but to draw all four feet together, so as at 
the first spring to bring into play the lull 
action of the hind quarters In Chiii I was 
told an anecdote which offers a good iilns- 
tration of the use of a well-broken animal. 

A rrspoctable man riding one day met two 
others, one of whom was mounted on a 
horse which he knew to have been stolon 
from jiimielf. He challenged them; they 
answered by drawing their sabres and giving 
chase. The man on hia good and fleet beast 
Just kept ahead; as ho passed a thick bush he 
wheeled round it and brought np his horse to 
a dead cheek. The purauers were obliged to 
ghiMit on one side and ahead. Then instantly 
dishing on right behind them, he buried bis 
|[uife in the back of one, wounded the other, 
.jmoovered his horse from the dying robber, 
and rode home. For these feats m horse- 
manship two things are necessary ; a most 
severe bit, the power of which, tbougli sel- 
dom used, the horse knows foil well; and 
large blunt spurs, that can be applied either 
as a mere touoh or as an instrument of ex- 
treme pain.** 

Captain Basil Hall gives a very similar 
account oT the mode In which horses are 
captui'ed while rushing with a herd over the 
Pampas. The mounted Ganoho gives chose, 
and marking his animal, throws the lasso 
round its two hind legs, and riding to onu 
side, with a jerk throws the entangled horse 
prostrate on Its side, without endangering 
the knees or face. Before the horse can 
recover the shock, the Gancho dismount*;, 
and snatobing his poncho, or cloak, from his I 
shoulders, vnraps it round the prostrate I 
animal's head.

REMARKABliF. CASES OF FRAUD

No. XL— Book Fifth. 

The art of counterfeiUng old deeds and 
roanuseripts has often been had recourse to 
for the purpfso ot fraud. Some carious 
evidence of such practices was given in the 
case of “ Moisam *. DamS Theodosia Jay. • 
This ladv was proved to have forged the 
title deeds of an estate to which she laid 
claim. Sergeant Stringer, m the oourw of 
the trial, inquired of Mrs. Daffet, one of the 
witnesses,—*' Pray what. did they do to the 
detnia to make them look like ancient true 
deeds?” The witness replied, “ For Mm 
making of the ontsidei look old and dirty, 
they used to rub them on the windows that 
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were very dusty, aod wear them In the 
pi»cket8, to crease them, for weeks together. 
\eeordinf as they intended to make nse of 
; hem, when they had heen mbhed and made 
to look dirty, and they were to pass for 
ieods of many years’ standing, it was used to 
lay them in a balcony, or any open pl^e, 
i<»r the rain to wet them, and the next clear

In the case of ^he Tracy Peerage," now

Witness went with Magennls to the oknroh**. 
yard to observe the catting of ihoaneieilt 
stones there, Magennls Informing wltneM 
that he was to carve tho stone In the 
old style. It was plscmd on a atrony 
table in the bed-room, with one end towards 
the window, and they ent or engraved it 
from an epitaph In a mannseript before 
them, written upon common paper, which 
Magennis said be got from one Grady. Ma* 
gennis carved the first line, and witness 
carved the aecood and third. The stone 
wal of brown colour, about an inoh and a 
half thick, and five or five and a half feet ! 
long, and qnlte rough on the surface, os when I 
brought from the quarry. They worked at 
the carving, one after another, for two nJghtn, I 
from nightfall till the mornlog; and after 
they finished the cutting, witness struck 
the stone by Magennis's order with a 
siedge-bammer of ISlbs. weight, and broke 
it Into five pieces, then put it to the fire to 
smoke it and give It an oldish colonr.

The in trod action of the Inquisition Into 
Portngal has been stated to have resulted 
from the admirable skill In eonnterfeltliig 
signatures wbioh was possessed by a monk 
na'med Saavedra. About the year 1640 thia 
monk forged apostolic bulls, royal decrees, 
and bllla of exchange, with so mneb ao- 
ouraey that they passed for gonnlno docu- 
ments. He also sneceeded so well ss to 
pass himself off for a knight commander of 
the military order of St Jago, the income of 
which amounted to three hundred dneati, 
which he reoelvod for a year and a half. 
In a short Umo ho acqnired«,by moans of 
the royal deeds wbleh be eonnterfelted, 
three hundred and slaty thousand dneata. 
He might bare remained undetected through 
life, had not his stweessea tempted him to 
undertake a atill more hasardons fraud, 
which led to a* knowledge of his inlqaltons 
proceedings; falling In with a Jesuit travel- 
ling to Portngal with an apostolical brief 
for the foundation of a Jesuits* College, be 
concerted apian for introdocing tlie liiqul* 
sition. Saavedra forged letters from Ohartse 
V. to tho King of Portngal, and a papal bull 
for establishing the Inquisition there. Tlile 
bnll appointed Saavedra legate. Foliowlng 
up bis deception, be assumed the obaracter 
of a Roman cardinal, and made a vUSt to 
Fdrtugil. The king dispatched a distin- 
guished nobleman to receive him. Saavedra 
spent three months at Lisbon, after which 
be travelled throngli the kingdom; but 
be was at last detected by tbo Inqkisitor 
General of Spain, and was sentenced to 
the galleys for ten years.

Fresh but tbIu effbru to nuke myself 
heard were reiterated us far as my strenfth 
would allow.

OINTMENTS. 

"We are iadebtod for tho following modea 
of preparing diflerent ointments to a very 
>iiluable wora by Mr. J. F. South, one of the 
piirgeons to St. Thomas’s Hospital, ontitled 
** Household Surgery. ** This book, besides 
containing numerous uteful hints us to the 
means which people have in their own 
power to employ when accioents happen, 
which require immediate attention, and no 
medieal man Is at^hand, gives directions for 
preparing poultices, fomentations, lotions, 
liniments, ointments, and plasters. It also 
Has taluable chapters on the ** Dress, Exer- 
cise, and Diet of Children,** on ** What muet 
be done in regard to Infectiona Ferera,** and 
home excellent ** ObserTationa on Ventila- 
tion.” 

pREUMlNSRTf REMARKS— The base of 
all ointments la grease, and they are used 
foi dressing wounds and eores, to prevent 
liie sticking of the lint or liiicti with which 
they ore covered, to pioteot them from the 
air and filth: the roost simple kinds serve 
this purpose beat. But sometimes medicine 
of various kinds is mixed up with the grease 
to toiiu ointment, through the means of 
whioli the medicine acts on tho Surface of 
the sore. It is necessary there should be 
(lifiTereiit modes of dreqping sores with medi- 
cine, as they are very capricious : one sore , 
wiirboar an ointment, but neither lotion 
nor poultice; another will be quiet only 
with a lotion ; and aomeiimes the same sore 
will do well with a medicine, at one time in 
an ointment, and at another in a lotion. 

Simple Ointment. — This is made by 
melting in a pipkin, by the side of tho fire, 
without boiling, one part of yellow or white 
wax, and two parts of hog's-lard or olive 
oil. 

Spermaceti Ointment.— This consists 
of a quarter of an ounce of white wax, three 
quarters of an ounce of spermaceti, and 
three onitces of olive oil, melted as before. 
This Is the common dressing for a blitter. 

Elder-flower Ointment.— This is tbe 
mildest, blandest, and most cooling ointment 
which can be used ; and is very snitoble for 
anointing the face or neck when sun-burnt. 
It is made of fresh elder-flowers stripped 
from the stalks, two pounds of which are 
simmered in an equal qaagtity of bog*s lard 
till they become crisp, after which, tbe oiot- 
luent, whilst fluid, la strained throogh a 
coarse sieve. 

Calamine Ointment, or Turner's 
Cerate.— This consists of half a pound of 
yellow wax and a pintof oUvemil, which are to 
be melted tofdther ; this being done, half a 
pound of eaMnflne powder la to be eif tod In, 
and atlirad tUI ibe wbblo bo oompitlely

Red Pbecipitatb Ointment.— T his la 
made by mixing thoroughly a drachm of 
finely-powdorod red precipitate of mercury, 
with an ounce of simple ointment, for ati- 
; mulating wounds or sores. 

Resin Ointment, or YxLtxiw Bajuli- 
CON.— This is composed of two ounces of yel- 
low wax, five ounces of white resin, and 
seven ounces of hog's-lard ; these must bo 
slowly melted together, and stirred con- 
stantly with a stick, till completely mixed. 
This ointment Is used in treating burns and 
scalds; also for dressing blisters, when it Is 
wished to keep np a discharge from them 
for a few days. 

Zinc Ointment.- This is made by rub- 
bing well together one ounce of oxide of 
xino, and aix ounces of hog’sclard. It is 
commonly used for dressing the sores re- 
maining after scalds and burns, to lap up 
the great discharge which generally followa. 
It is also a very good application to cracked 
skin, from whieh a watery fluid oozds and 
irritates tbe neighbouring skin. 

Iodide of Potash Ointment.— T his is 
an fzoelleni application for enlarged glands 
m dim neck, or elsewhere, so long as the 
skfn'pvor them be not red or Inflamed. It 
is better smeared on thickly at night, and 
covered with a piece of linen, than rubbed. 
It is made by dissolving a drsphin of the 
iodide of potash in a little water, and then 
rubbing it well together with a knife with 
an ounce of ho4*s*lard. 

Lead Ointment.— T his Is made by mix- 
ing one drachm of sugar of lead, 'which must 
first bo rubbed into fine powder qd|h a 
spatula, with one ounce of lard. 

Gall Ointmlnt — This consists cf a 
drachm of powdered galls, fifteen grains cf 
powdered opium, and an ounce of lard, mixed 
well together with a spatnls. 

Sulphur Ointment.— This is made by 
rubbing well together throe ouncos of 
flowers of sulphur and half a pound of 
liog’s-iard. This ointment, if properly ap- 
plied, is a certain cure for that nastiest of 
all nasty, and most easily-caught disease, 
the itch, which, although generally found 
among poor people, occasionally steals into 
the bouse of the wealthy. The proper mode 
of managing it is, for tbe infected to rnb 
blmseif well all oner with tbe ointment 
night and morning for three days, during 
which time bo roast wear, without change^ 
some old body linen, stockings, and gloves, 
and lie In a pair ot old sheets or blankets. 
Washing in the least degree is to be as oaro* 
fully avoided as the plague, for It will pr«H 
tract the cure. On the fourth day lot Ua 
go Into a warm bath, wash himself dcu, 
and he will then be found quite well. E?cry 
thing which bad been worn dorlng tho cm 
should be bnmt, sheets sad all; M tiki 
hlankots rosy be scoared.

THE CASTLE OF NEWCASTLE. 


Most historians are agre^ tliat tlis pre- 
sent castle of Newcastle was bui.U by Robert 
Curtbose, son of the Conqneror, from which 
the town is said to hare derieed its name. 

From all the evidences wliinh time has 
^ngbt to light, there Is no doubt that a i 
Roman sution occupied part of the hill on 
which the eastif now stands. From this 
circumstance alone might easily arise the 
name of the New Castle on the erection of 
the present Norman edifies; and when It is 
admitted, with some probability, that part of 
the outer walls of the castle were worked 


into those of the Roman station, we cannot 
be far from the troth when we say that this 
was the only old castle of Newcastle. In- 
deed, the etideiice of Boariio on this point 
sdums to be eonclnsive. He says ( History 
of Newcastle”^; — “In the yrar 1644, tho 
round tower, under the Moot Hall (the slto 
occupied by the Roman station^, towards 
the Sand-hill called the Half- moon, whieli 
was the M eoBtle of Monkohester (the Sauoo 
name of Newcastle), was by Sir John Maricy 
made uae of to secure the river and quay-side 
against the Scots, snd the other casUe he 
put in good repair, which was very ruinous.” 
Bailly, in his ** History of Newcastle/* IbOl, 
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Kites fhe following pussKe from the Mill- 
bank MS. This new euUe may be dis- 
tinguished from the old one, that is, the 
Touwr, since called the liaif-moon 
BatUry, wbiob is supposed to hare been a 
Roman station to command the pass of the 
bridge oter the ri^cr Tyne» built by the Em- 
peror Hadrian, and which gave its name to 
the Roman station, that is, iVm« (Elia/* 

The precise date of its orection is uncer- 
tain, different historians ascribing it to dif- 
ferent periods — some to 1079, others, 1080 
and 1082. It is probable that it was begun 
in the first and finished in the last men- 
tioned year. Certain it is that it was laid 
alcge to by the Red King In 1095, in conse- 
quence of Robert Mowbray, Earl of North- 
umberland, haring neglected to present 
himself at the court of that monarch at the 
Feast of Pentecost, for which he was out- 
lawed. Tho earl haring fled, and fortified 
himself la his castle of Bamborough, the 
fortress was giren up to tbe king. 1 1 appears 
to hare been an especial farourite with King' 
John, who often resided in it, and by hhmdl 
was much strengthened. In 1213 he 
m rast fosse or trench ronnd it, and rands 
some additional works to it. It was hiws> 
that that monarch held a confenence wiitik 
IVilliam, King of Scots. In 1298 John 
Baliul, King of Scotland, did honing#\fsr the 
erowii of that kingdom to Edwnsd I. of 
England! in the great hall of bis paisas 
witWteaastla. 

Sltnatsflas It was In olden times, when^ 
two rH»l nniions were almost ooosuntly at 
war esah other, it Is not wonderful 
thatU shonld bare been tbe scene of many 
stirring oasnrrencis. Many are the sieges It 
■toed owl Mainst the Sooa prerim to the 
union of t€c two crowns. Wsnace, the 
famous ehampion of SsotUsh indepsudsnee, 
In 1)1^ wftitod Northwmhsrlnnd- ss far as 
NewoasUs, whiah bs bstlsgsd la mhi, 
where, a few yearn afterwards, one ofi^tlMi 
quarters of his body might he seen froww'lhei’ 
battlements of tho oastM. 

During tho tlmaof the oMIiiwwighiMsmni' 
declared in faiour of Charles I,, nn4« Heent 
besieged by the Scotch army in the Interest 
of tho parliament. Sir John Marley, the mayor, 
amongst other meaaures, corvid the keep 
of the castle with planks, and placed cannon 
on the top for the defence of the town. The 
siege commenced on the 13th August, 
but tbe town held out until the l9th 
October, wh'jn the enemy entered by a breaob 
in the walls. After the* town was in the 
possession of tbe SeoU, Sir .lohn Marley, 
with many of bis brave associates, retreated 
to the castle, and held ont against the enemy 
for eight da) 8 with great gallantry. This 
was the last oceaslon on which the castle 
was used for warlike pnrooses. 

The castle stands on the brow of a steep 
hill, overlooking the river Tyne on the 
tottih. The principal entrance is st the 


sottth-east comer, by which admission is 
gained to tbe great hall. The room is a 
noble one, having an elevation of forty-one 
feet. The walls are of extreme thickness. 
The chapel of the castle Is on the ground 
floor, and displays some beantSful architec- 
ture. Near to this is what is usually termed 
the dungeon. In this room a stone pillar 
branches ont most beautifally on all sides. 
It Is hollow, and a pipe has conducted 
water through it from tho well-room in 
another part of tbe castle. Tbe window is 
of a somewhat remarkable kind, being made 
to droop gradually inwards, so that arrows 
or other missiles might fall harmless when 
thrown in. Tho walls of the keep measure 
seventeen feet in the lower parts, and four- 
teen in tbe higher. It was formerly sur- 
rounded by an inner and an outer wall, the 
latter having gates and towers, two of which 
still tnmaln. Tbe principal, called the 
Black date, (probably from its gloomy ap- 
pearawMj measures tlilrty six feet, and was 
defended by a portcullis and drawbridges 
within and without. 

Tbiavery strong fortrero was considered 
of agoh* impostsnee, that most of tbe 
neighboarifig baronies paid considerable 
snsas tewasds its rapport, in tbe articles of 
eastle-ward and eornage; besides which 
there werorents, bouses, closes, and gardens, 
ail the property of tbe castle. Its liberties 
and prlvUegcf extended northward to tbe 
river Tweed, and southward to the river 
Teea. After the accession of James 1. to 
tlie thsono of England it was allowed 
to gp to decay; and so far had it 
fallen fieora Its once important 8tat% that 
being no loiiger tenanted by thOi mail- 
clad warrior, (**to what hnsc uaes may 
we not retiirui'’) it was let to tbe Knights of 
the Bbtari, incorporated company of tailors, 
at the annual rent of one pound 1 It after- 
wards p a ss ed into the hands of several noble 
families, and was early in thO' present eon- 
tnry purcliascd by tbecorpocntfain, ^-whom 
it has beeop at various tisua impiiooed. On 
tho oomsMi u ocratMit of the level bridge 
ROW' buttiMni orev' the Tyne, and which 
comes close lo tho castle, the members of 
tbe Society of Antiquaries formed a com- 
mittee to watch the operations in connection 
with the bridge, and prevent any damage 
being done to its foundation. This has been 
a most happy cirrnmstance. It hat led the 
corporation to* make a gift of the ancient 
citadel to the society, who held their first 
meeting in that part called the King’s 
Chamber, and by whom the castle has been 
in great part restored. The floe Norman 
doorway of the great hall, and the beanti- 
fttl Gothic of the chape), have been restored 
to their pristine grandeur. A few wCcks 
ago, a dinner took place within tbe great 
hall, to celebrate Its restoration and the 
gift of the castle to the society, which was 
presided over by tbe Dnke of Northnmbcr- 
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land, gupportfld by seTeral men of title and 
talent. Tlie hall waa most beautifully deoo« 
rated with the insignia of chivalry ; the pen- 
nons and banners of the northern barons 
lining the walls Now that it is in the pos- 
sessidn of entlinsiastio men, we may indulge 
in the hope of its perfect restoration —

HEADS AND HATS. 

** Wherever,” esclaimod once a facetious 
personage, acting as a friendly cicerone to 
the amusements of an Irish fair, ** wherever 
you see a head, hit it" How far this prac- 
tical advice was followed, is lost In the ob- 
scurity of the age ; but In the same spirit 
might be denounced those weighty appen- 
dages denominated hats— under which man- 
hood is daily doomed to struggle, as though 
a penance had been thus Inflfeted for some 
imaginary crimes concocted by the head be- 
neath. The cruelties of fashion have been 
long deplored, but it is astonishing with 
what patient endurance we go on year after 
year, and century after century, suffering 
from the same evils, without making an 
effort to abate what is fast becoming a na- 
tional grievance. We sadly want some 
modern Peter the Hermit to undertake a 
crusade against hats, and arouse us to a 
sense of their monstrosity. If the ** noblest 
study of mankind ** be man, surely the man- 
ner in which man should be attired is a 
study very little inferior in importance, 
What is the **hard labour” magisterially 
inflicted on a delinquent, compared with 
that voluntarllvundergone'by a faa^wearer, 
who, with the heroism of a martyr, tolls on 
a summer's day beneath a burden which has 
not even the feasible excuse of ornament to 
recommend it. 

The aroliiteotural origin of The Acan- 
thus” is ascribed to the appearance of a 
flower growing under a tile : we firmly be- 
lieve that In like manner the hat was origi- 
nally designed from an inverted chimney- 
pot. 

When this dreadful monstrosity, the hat, 
was first Introduced into this country, is 
not so certain. About tbe middle of the 
twelfth century, ” a hatte of blevcg ” is said 
to have been worn by one of the nobles of 
the land; and Froissart^ that ingenious 
chronicler, to whom we owe tbe preserva- 
tion of so many quaint anecdotes of cos- 
tume, describes hats and plumes worn at 
the court of King Edward, In 1340, when 
the order of the Gayter was instituted. 
Even at this early period hats seem to have 
been of various shapes, both in the crown 
and brim, the tatter being chiefly broad, and 
narrowed at the back, or a little bent, and 
scooped np in front The capririonsnesa of 
fashion, and tbe protean shapes they as- 


sumed at this period, cannot be better 
eiiiplified than by a quotation from ” Stubb’s 
Anatomie oj|t Abases,** a work published 
about 15S8, ” Sometimes,” Bays tho philo- 
snphio Stubbs, **tbey use them sharpe on 
tho crown, pearkiog up like the spire or 
shaft of a steeple, standing a quarter of a 
yard above tbe crown of tlieir heads, some 
more, some less, as please tho fantasia of 
their inconstant minds ; others be flat and 
broade on the crowne, like tho battlements 
of a house. Another sort have round 
crownoB, sometimes with one kind of bande, 
sometimes with another, now black, now 
white, now red, now green; never content 
with one colonr or fashion to dales to an 
end.” 

A little further on he lugubriously la- 
ments that these which ” they call bever 
hats of twenty, thirty, or forty shillings 
price, are fetched from boyoudo the seas, 
from whence a great sorte of other vanities 
do come besides ; and so common a thing is 
it, that even the servyng mao, the country- 
man, and others, do wear of these hats in- 
differently.” It was about this period that 
the ingenious propositiou of a speculative 
flnancler for replenishing tho empty coffers 
of the State was first m£de public. In this 
curious doenmenta tax waa proposed, which, 
levied on a kind of ** sliding scale,” from 
sixpence upwards upon hats of every pos- 
sible size, shape, and value, was estimated 
to yield in ten years the sum of 200.003L, 
thus showing the Immense respect, at least, 
that ought to be paid to tbe ** heads of tbe 
people,” from wblch so considerable a re- 
venae was to be derived. This does not 
seem, however, sto have been favourably re- 
garded by tbose at tbe bead of the Govern- 
ment, and the project was popersedod by 
another law, flaring approj^ately In tbe 
parliamentary papers with the prefix ” Cap. 
X. see. 16” of James I., when a tax up<m 
leather was imposed instead. 

About the beglnnlug of 1700, tbe crowns 
of hats were mostly round, mneb lower than 
before, and bad very broad brims, tbe pro- 
trusive iuenmbranoe of which soon suggested 
tbe convenience of their being turned np in 
front; then another side was elevated, and 
lastly a third ; nntll, In fonr years after, it 
became tbe regnlar three-comer cocked hat. 
MTe can easily eonoeive bow inconveniently 
these appendages mnst have been found 
whon the wearer wss traversing the narrow 
tboronghfares of old London, with signs 
swinging above bis bead in every direction, 
and eontinnally infiietiiig a peripatetic chase 
after his hat, to which the breezy blows of a 
gusty dsy in March would be nothing by 
comparison. Some experiences of this kind 
led by degrees to tbe snceessive altera^ 
lions made in its shape, until it gradnally 
assumed something of tbe form in which we 
find it at tbe present period. Straw bidi'

Where are the 
quaint gardens of the olden time ?— *the days 
when they grew only hollyhocks and sun- 
flowers, that threw their lofty heads towards 
Heaven ! What maibclad old Norman cut- 
throat would stoop in his cumbrous hauberk 
to look at the beauty of a violet, or Inhale 
the perfume of a pink ? But then the bearded 
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barons bad IotoIj dang^hters ; boiiigs n^lth 
Bublime eyes that bent down, wiui their 
white tunics floatinff round them like wa- 
ter-lilies, as they tended their oddly-shaped 
flower-beds; and a few choice plants night 
hioom in their turret-windows, and a wnite 
hand now and then bo seen between the 
tnABsy iron bars holding a curious long- 
iicckod jug, not unlike the head and body of 
a crane, and wateiing the drooping flower- 
bells. Now all is neatness and regularity, 
and the parterres are fllled with the ilchest 
and rarest of the floral tiibe. Botany has 
become a natter-of-fact study of e?ery-day 
life, and instead ot the Norman ladye- 
loves” of yore, with their troubadours be- 
neath the casement singing a minstrel’s lay 
in piaise of lore and beauty, wc hare the 
less romantic accompaniment of the itinerant 
O' gainst, and see the fair daughters of our 
JiiMidon meichnnts tending theirfrail charges 
null the assiduity and skill of a practical 
liorticultiii ist.

The very sound hath a musical softness 
Hhont it, as if in this lyiic of loses wo had 
lictKied the innate melody of fragrance. 
But no must not loiter on our path: yonder 
IS tho approach to our Arcadia. Let us 
enti'i. 

What a magnificont temple to tho Deity 
IS a forest, with its broad masses of foliage 
looming out against the sky, and the 
mnwuy arms of the giant oaks and tower- 
ing elms rising in architectural magnifirence 
ai ou nd us ! The Druids might wel i worship 
in such a natural cathedral, for even now 
a sense of involuntary awe steals upon us 
as wo penetrate its leafy recesses. We can 
liAi'dl; wonder tljat tho credulous peasantry 


of former days were wont to populate these 
woodlands with fairy denixeni^ or that tho 
ancient raythologiste found dryads and 
nymphs and satyrs tn abiding place in tlioir 
depths. Thongh man no longer pictures to 
himself the dim dancing of the fays among 
the sorrel, though be hearkens no longer at 
twilight for the faint murmur of their music 
iu the grass, though the mushroom and the 
green circles are shorn of their mystic asso- 
ciations, and the shady brake and the sunny 
glade are abandoned to the lizard and the 
dappled deer, yet are there magic spells 
thrown around onr pathway by science, 
equally as fascinating and even more won- 
derful because more true. We can now 
bestow our attention on tliat vast chemical 
operation, ever going on, by which the world 
of vegotalion Is fed with carbonic gas, and 
the air purified by the oxygen they exhale in 
exchange. We can behold by the micro- 
scope how each shred and fibre is stored 
with innumerable lives, and learn by the 
revelations of its magic glass the secrets of 
an insect universe whoso tiny inhabitants 
are far more marvellously made than tlioso 
which the wildest fancies of our ancestors 
ever created. 

A few paces from us, thrusting its beau- 
tiful, white, trumpet-shaped flow'ers out 
among the brambles of the thicket, we seer 
one of the most charming of our wild 
(lowers, though looked upon by farmers as 
only A troublesome weed. It is now more 
generally known as the ** eonvolvuluf** oi 
** withy ’Wind " certainly not half so pretty 
or poetic an appellation as its older one of 
** hedge-belU” Gi owing too luxariantly, like 
an extravagant young spendthrift, to sup- 
port itself, it creeps along the ground and 
up tho stems of other plants, twining lodiid 
and round them till it will quite tie up a 
bed of them. These flowers expand only in 
the sunshine, or under a blight light, and 
close up at nightfall, or beiore a shower. 
Near it is tho *' gpotted palmate orcAiV* as it 
is called ; a pretty, but by no meaiia com- 
mon wild flower, shooting up in moist 
places, and inviting attention by its cu- 
riously dottod leaves. The fancied resem- 
blance borne by many species of this plant 
to iusects and reptiles has imparted to them 
tho distinguishing names of “ des-orcAM,” 
**hutterjly- 0 reh%i'* **frog->orehis,** and others 
aa far fstohod amd fanciful. The leaves, 
apparantly stained with blackish spots, are 
capable of diffusing a slight fragrance at 
the close of dav, and the tiiberoua roots 
abound in a glutinous matter, from which, 
in eastern countries, is formed the ‘’saZep'* 
of the Turks. This specimen seems to be a 
sort of “old Parr” among the oichis tribe^ 
for wo rarely And thorn in flower after July. 
**Oh, tho daisy it is sweet!*’ sang old Chan- 
cel, noarly 500 }cars ago, and lloweis were 
the only things that pretty bin,” which 
couhl allure the old bard from his books. 
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For our own portB, we hardly hnow which 
we lore best amid tlieac flowers of lore- 
liness. IVe bait in onr choice, amid heath, 
hollyhock, hyacinth, and holiotropo. and 
look at the gentle camellia, the lovely con- 
volt alna and cyclamen, and columbine, and 
knew not Bhich to choose. Fain would we 
weave a garland, enclosing all of tliem, but 
wo have sundry prickings of tonscience, 
when we \iould attempt to despoil the 
w'nodland of its fairest oruameuts. Let us 
still onward, where 

** Soft moisy lawns 

Beneath thepe eanopiue extend their swells, 
i'ragraiit with pernimed herbs, and c>c8 with 
blooms 

Minute >ct beautiful, one darkest glen 
bends from iis moods ot musk-rose twined with 
Jasmin*'. 

A soul-dirtpolvmg odour, to inrite 
'lo some iLioro lu\ cly mystery.'* 

We have now a very pretty illustration 
of the effect so happily doseiibud by Gilpin. 
** A strong sunshine,” he ohseircs, ** stt'ik- 
iiig a wood through some lurtunato chasm, 
and reposing on the tuftings of a dump just 
icmoved fiom the eye, and sti ongtbeiied by 
the deep shadows of the tiees behind, ap- 
pears to great advantage; especially if some 
noble tree standing on the foiegiound lu 
il«‘ep shadow flings athwart the sk) its dark 
branches, here and there illumined with a 
splendid touch of light ” We can see this ft c- 
quently realised In the dloramlc changes of 
sliadeand sunlight around us. Here, reclining 
like Tityrus, ot classical celebrity, under the 
shade of some “ wide- spread lug hecch-iree,” 
we will unpack our portable repast, and re- 
gale ourselves with a pic-nic in this sylvan 
spot, which has created the appetite we are 
now about so unceiemoniously to destroy. 
Here, as wo chew the cud of sweet and 
bitter fancier, we can proceed with our de- 
lineations of trees and their characteristics, 
and, hi that form which we hopefully trust 
will be found moat palatable, furnish some 
account of their nature, growth, and pecu- 
liarities.

REMARKABLE CABES OF FRAUD 
AND IMPOSTURE. 


No. XLT.— Book FB?th, 

In the volume devoted to the ** History of 
Poland,” in Dr. Lardnor'a ” Cabinet Cyclo- 
psedia,” there is the following account of a 
’.‘•ry singular stratagem to obtain a throne : 

*’ A horse-race was decreed, in which the 
rrowii was to be \he prize of victory. One 
• •f the candidates had recourse to artifice. 
The course, which lay along a vast plain on 
T»ie banks of the Pradnik, he planted with 
fhsrp iron points, and covered them with 
tand. In the centre, however, he left a 
space over which ho might pass without 


danger; but lest be should accidentally 
diverge from it, he caused bis horse to be 
shod with iron plates, against which the 
points would bo hannless. Every thing 
seemed to promise success to hit roguish 
ingenuity, when the secret wus discovered 
by two young men as they were one day 
smnsing themselves on the destined coarse. 
One of them was silent through fear, the 
other through sagacity. On the appointed 
day the candidates arrived, the rare was 
opened, and the innumerable spectators 
waited the result with iiiteoso aniioty. Tlio 
inventor of the stratagem left all the lest 
far behind him, except the youth last iiicn- 
tionod, who kept close to his horse’s heels, 
and who. Just as the victor was about to 
claim the prize, eaposed the unworthy tiick 
to the multitude. Tho former was immcdi. 
ately sacrificed to their fury ; and tho latter, 
as the reward of bis conduct, notwithstand- 
ing the meanness of his birth, was invested 
with the ensigns of sovereignty.” 

The following imposition was practised 
upon Mr. Waterton, during his wanderings 
in South America : — 

Some years ago, when I was in the 
Macoushl country (in Dutch Guiana), there 
w'as a capital tiick played upon me about 
Indian rubber, which shows that the wild, 
iiocultlvated Indian is not without abilities. 
Weary, and sick, and feeble, through loss of 
blood, I arrived at some Indian huts, which 
were about two hours distant from the place 
where the gum-elasuc trees giew. After a 
day and a night's rest, T went to them, and 
with my own bands made a firm ball of pure 
Indian rubber; it hardened immediately as 
It became (^posed to the aii, and its elasti- 
city W'as almost incredible. 

"While procuring lt» exposure to tho 
rain, which fell in torrents, brought ou a 
return of inflammation in the stomach, and 
I was obliged to have recourse again to tho 
lancet, and to use It with unsparing band. 
1 wanted another ball, but was not in a fit 
state to proceed to tho trees. A fino young 
Indian, observing my eagerness to have it, 
tendered his services, and asked two band- 
fnls of fish-books for bis trouble.. Off be 
went, and to my very groat surprise returned 
in a shoit time. Bearing in mind tho trou- 
ble and time it bad cost me to make a ball, 
I could account for this Indian’s expedition 
in no other way except that, being an inha- 
bitant of the forest, ho knew how to go 
about his work in a much shorter way than 
1 did. This ball, to be sure, had very little 
elasticity in It. 1 tried it repeatedly, but it 
never rebounded a yard high. The young 
Indian watchc4 me with great gravity, and, 
when 1 made him understand that 1 ex- 
pected tho ball would dance better, he 
called another Indian who knew a little 
English, to assuie mo that 1 might be quite 
easy on ih.s score. The young rogue, In 
order to render me a complete dupe, brought 
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the new moon to his aid ; and he pave me to 
understand that tho ball was like the little 
moon, which he pointed to, and iiT tho time 
it grew big and old the hull would bound 
beautifully. This eatisfifd me, and I gave 
him the fish hooks, which he recoited with- 
out tho least change of countenance. 

“I bounced the hull repontidly for two 
months after, but I found that It stili re- 
mained in Its infiiMcy. At lust 1 suspirtod 
that the savage had (to use a vulgar phtase) 
come Yorkshlro over me, and so I deter- 
mined to find out how he had nianagcd to 
take mo In. I cut the ball in two, and then 
saw what a tiick ho had played me. It 
seems he had chewed some leaves into a 
lump shout tho size of a walnut, and then 
dipped them in the gum-elastic. It imme- 
diately received a coat about as thick hh a 
sixpence. He then rolled some more leaves 
round it, and gave it another coat. He 
seems to have continued this process till 
ho made the ball considerably larger than 
tho one [ had procured ; and, In order to put 
his roguery out of all chance of detection, 
he made the last and outer coat thicker 
than a dollar.” 

Tho Rood IB a carved or sculptured gtonp, 
consisting of a crucifix, or image of Christ 
^n the cross, with, commonly, the Virgin 
Mary on one side, and John on the other. 
When tlm rooefs were taken dow'n through- 
out England, texts of Scripture were written 
on the walls of the churches instead. The 
rood at Boxley, In Kent, was called the 
**Rood of Grace;” Its image on tlie cross 
miracolously moved its eyes, lips, and bead, 
UTOTi the approach of its niarvolling votaries. 
Toe Bondey Rood was brought «.o London, 
and Hilsoy, bishop of Rochester, within 
whose diocese it had performed wonders 
•nndcr tho papacy, took it to pieces at Sc. 
I’aurs Cross, and showed the people the 
springs and wheels by which, at the will of 
the priests, it had been secretly put in mo- 
tion. The detection of this gross imposture 
greatly assisted the reformers. 

A company called tho Charitable Corpo- 
ration, erected in 1707, professed to lend 
money at legal Inti'rest to the poor upon 
small pledges; and to persons of higher 
rank upon the security of goods impawned. 
Their capiul, at first limited to 80,0001 , was, 
by licenses from the crown, increased to 
600, OOOt, though their charter was never con- 
firmed by act of parliament. In 1731 Goo. 
Robinson, Esq., member for Marlow, the 
cashier, and John Thompson, warebouse- 
keepe^'of the oorporatlon, disappeared in one 
day. The alarmed proprietors held several 
general courts, and appointed a committee 
to Inspect their affairs, who reported, that 
Ibr c capital of above 600,0001 no f^ulvalent 
ires found; loasmuch as their efiMts did 
aot amount to the islne of 80,000t« the re- 
Mlnder hating been embeszled 1 The pro- 
pflctonb ^ petition to the Hoise of Com- 


mons, represented that, by a notorious breach 
of trust, the corporation had been defrauded 
of the greatest part of their capital; and 
that many of the petitioners were reduced* to 
the utmost misery and distress ; they there- 
fore prayed pailiament to inquire into the 
state of the corporation, and tlie conduct of 
their managers, and exCeud relief to tho pe- 
titioners. On this petition a secret com- 
mittee was appointed, who soon discovered a 
most iniquitous scene of fraud, perpetrated 
by Robinson and Thompson, in concert with 
some of the dJieciors, lor embezzling tlio 
capital, and cheating the propi letors. Many 
persons of rank and quality were concerned 
in it. Sir Robert Sutton .uid liii Archibald 
Grant were expelled tho House of Com' 
inobs, as luMitig had a consideiablc share in 
those fiauduient practice*^; and a bill was 
brought 111 to lestrain them and other de- 
linquents fiom leaving tho kingdom, or 
alienating thinr efl'ects. 

In 1733, pailiament granted a lotteiy in 
behalf of the siiffererb. On the 1st of August 
in that year, books were opened at the Bank 
to receive, from these who had given in their 
names, the first payment of one pound per 
ticket in the ** Lottery for the Relief of the 
Charitable Corporation and in 1734, ** it 
was distiibuted among them, amounting to 
nine shillings and ninepence in the pound 
on their loss.” 


LIGHTHOUSES AND BEACONS. 

A SHORT time since a very inteiesting 
paper was read on this subject before the 
Society of Arts, London. Wo haye col- 
lected some curious facts from it for tho 
benefit uf our readers. 

No one can doubt the vast importance to 
a maritimo nation like England, of having a 
durable and efficient mode of constructing 
and illuminating lighthouses, llght-vpssols, 
4 ( 0 . The oldest structuro upon record is 
the celebrated Pharos of Alexandria, which 
served as a guide to “ ancient niarinera” 
during a peri^ of nearly one ihousand six 
hundred years. Pliny says ” it was square, 
of white stone, and consistin of many sto- 
ries, and diminished upwards till it attained 
the height 0^617 feet The most ancient 
structure known to exist in this country is 
the Roman Pharos at Dover Castle, and this 
would still HTi'«\ver its inteoded purpose, 
after a kipsi ut' eighteen centuries. The 
celebrated Cordovan Tower, in the Bay of 
Biscay, is another InsUnce of stability, hav- 
ing l^n built in 1611. The Eddystone 
Lighthouse has attracted more of Uie at- 
tention of the public than perhaps any other. 
The first of these edifices was of wood, built 
by Mr.Wlnstanley In the years 1G96-8; bu^ 
owing to the sea washing over the lantern, 
it was sfikseqaentlj raised to a kdght of 
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120 feot. In November, 1703, the entire 
Btraoiure was washed awav, and, in 1706, 
aanction was obtained for its boinfr rebnitt, 
which was accordinjjly done by Rudvord, 
but which Was d*'Stroyed by fire in 1755. 
The f,resent tower, one of the artificiai 
wonders of England, and built by Stneaion, 
Is 100 feet high, and has given good proof of 
its capability of resisting the force of the 
waves. The Bell Rock Lighthonso Is a si- 
Tiilar stiuc'.uie to the Eddystone; it was 
built by Stevenson, at a cost of 60,0001 
The most recent erection of this desoilp- 
Tion is on the Skerry vore Rock, which cost 
1»,700/. 

in order to ensuie stability in a light- 
house, it 18 necessary that the atmetare 
sliouM be capable of afTording reaistance to 
a pressure of not less than nx thousand 
pounds to each square foot of surface exposed 
to tlte action of the waves. This assertion is 
founded on experiments made by Mr. Alan 
Stevenson, who ascertained and registered 
the force of the waves at the SkerryTore 
Hook, on tho 25tb March, 1845, during a 
westerly gale, whan It was found to be 6,083 
pounds per square foot. 

When iron is used in the construction of 
lighthouses where the metal is immersed in 
the sea-water. It has the effect of reducing it 
to a body similar in its chemical properties 
to. black-lead; as was proved by the effects 
produced on a cannon-ball taken from the 
“Mary Rose*” after having been sunk off 
Spithcad for a period of 150 yeara ; the iron 
bhot, upon being exposed to the air, gradu- 
ally became red hot, and then fell Into a red 
powder, resembling burnt day. 

There is great difficulty in constructing 
permanent lighthouses in exposed situ- 
ations ; fioating hghts have therefore been 
had reconi se to. The Erst floating-light was 
the well-known Nore light-veSBel, moored 
in 1734. 

Several methods have been luggested for 
overcoming the difficulty of exposing large 
snrfaoca to the action of the force of the 
wavos, and also for obtaining a firmer foun- 
dation on a sand; we may instance Mr. 
Alexander Mitchell’s screw-pile lighthouse, 
erected on the Maplin Sand, and Br. Pott’s 
method of driving piles by atmospheric pres- 
flure, as applied at the South Calliper beacon 
OB the Goodwin laridssiii 1847, and several 
other bescons on various shoals at the mouth 
of the Thames, as on the Blytli Sandt and 
on the shingles in the Prince’s Channel. 
Another plan for the erection of lighthouses 
has been carried into effect at the Point of 
Ayr by Mr. Walker; it consists in con- 
atruetlng hbllow cylinders, which are filled 
with concrete and then sunk, and from tliem 
the piles rise. Captain Sir S. Brown has 
also proposed a plan for the erection of 
lil^toonses in deep water upon hnmjct stan- 
daraa ; and a modification of his plan was 
adopts by Captain Bullock. In Mr. Alex 
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under Gooden’s iron lighthouses at Jamaica 
and tho Bermudas, the eases are filled with 
a solid mass of concrete. Rennie proposed 
iron for this purpose as early as the year 
1805, for the Bell Rook. 

We shall now proceed to quote a few re- 
marks on the Tarious plans of illuminations 
which have been employed; of these, tho 
earliest was the ooal-fire, and the CordoTan 
billets of oak. In 1752, the South Foreland 
LighthouBe, previously illuminated with an 
open coal-fire, was covered with a lantern 
with large sash windows, and the fire was 
kepi bright by means of large bellows ; the 
lantern was subsequently removed, and after- 
wards, at the commencement of the present 
century, fifteen largo lenses with separate 
lamps were placed in it. In 1790, tho only 
exception to the eoal-flre was the Eddystono 
Lighthouse, which had a chandelier with 
twenty-four wax-candles, and the Liverpool 
lighthouses with oil-lamps and rude para- 
boilo reflectors. An Interesting fact may be 
here mentioned^namely, that parabolic re- 
flectors were used at the Liverpool light- 
hoBses (built ill 1763), as Mr. 11. Hutchinson, 
In his ’’Proeiioal Seamanship,” published 
that year, describes the apparatus then in 
use ; the larger reflectors of wood lined with 
small pieces of looking-glass, the smaller of 
poliahed tin. The parabolic reflectors are 
now constructed upon the formula of the 
eelabraied Captain Hnddart. 

After describing the present mode of light- 
ing, giving reasons why the Drummond 
light, the Toltaio light, &c., are iaappUcable, 
(whioh description is too technical ^or gene- 
ral readers), the author, Mr. G. A. Findlay, 
conffiuded his paper with some particulars 
respecting the power of light in penetrating 
mist. During fog% the attendants of li);i<t- 
vessels sound a bell at intervals, or, as 
now used by the Trinity Board, a Ohineao 
gong. Instead of this, Lion tenant Shoring- 
ham, R.N., proposed, in 1842, to use a whistle 
worked by bellows; and Mr, Gordon pro- 
posed to place the whistle in the focus of a 
parabolic reflector, to direct the sound. Mr. 
Findlay suggested the use of Mowbray’s ehe- 
micai whistle. 


A CURIOUS OLD BOOK. 

Pbrhaps there Is no work among those 
composed before the invention of printini;, 
of whieh the popularity has been so great 
and instory so obscure, as tho compilation 
known under the title of tho Gesta Ro- 
manor um.” In its original form this work 
Is a collection of fletitioos narratives in 
Latin, compiled from oriental apologues, 
monkish legends, elsMteal stories, Ules of 
chroniclers, popular traditions, and other 
sources, which it would be now difllenltaad 
perhaps impossible to discoter. Its ab}eeli 
was undoubtodly to famish a oerlss of 
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tertalning UIm to the preaeliert of the day 
or to monastio sooietiee, accompanied by 
aucli allegorical forma of exposition, as to 
convey, according to the taste of the age, 
information of a theological character, or 
moral tendency. 

This inode of instruction was not the in- 
Tsntlon of the compiler, hut had already 
been popular in Europe for a considerable 
period. It ie not, however, to the convents 
of the monks that wo must look for the 
birthplace of allegorical interpretation, but 
it came to them, with much of their litera- 
ture, from the East ; of whicli we aro able 
to point out a striking example conncoted 
with the present subject, which lias hitherto 
remained unnoticed. The celebrated work 
containing the fables of Bidpai was brought 
from India Into Persia about the year 510, 
and w'AS translated into Pehlvi by a physician 
named Barzouych. To this vcusion six pre- 
fatory chapters were added, in one of which, 
to illustrate soino moral reflections on the 
heedless pursuits of mankind, is intiodiiced 
the apologue of the man who, flying from a 
furious boast, descends into a pit, whore, 
suspended from the branch of a tree, and 
resting his feet on the heads of four ser- 
pents, he is so captivated by the sight of 
some honey as to disregard the operations of 
two rats, who gnaw the root of the tree, 
until be falls Into the abyss, only to be 
swallowed by the jawa of a dragon, already 
extended to receive him. Then follows the 
** Morality the pit is the world ; the four 
serpents are the humors which compose the 
human body; the rats are day and night, the 
sueoession of which consumes our life; the 
honey is the enjoyment of the sensesV and 
the dragon death. With very alight altera- 
tions this Morality is literally the same that 
occurs in the ** Gesta,” chap. 168, and it is 
only by the addition of the ladder, inters 
pretod penance, that we rec4>giii8e an addition 
of the monkish writer, to make the story 
applieable to the Christian system of the- 
ology. Hero then is a proof that those 
apologues, when they passed into Europe, 
became probably the original patteriis of a 
mode of exposition which subsequently was 
carried to such excess as to incur the sar- 
casm of Erasmus and the censure of Luther. 

But who was the author of the “Gestaf” 
and when was it composed ? To the latter 
of these questions an answer sufficiently 
satisfactory can be given, most writers 
having agreed in attributing it to the first 
half of the fourteenth century. It roust 
certainly have been written some years pre- 
vious to the composition of the** Decameron*’ 
(1648-13581, so as to allow of its having be- 
come sufficiently popular In Italy for Boc- 
cacio to have borrowed its stories; and In 
Hngland a more precise test Is furnished by 
the '* Moralitates” of Robert Holkot, a cele- 
brated theoiogical writer of the Doipinicsn 
ardor, who died In 1349. These consist of 
% 


forty-seven stories, with moralities much fa 
the style of the ** Gesta,” from which several 
of the stories are borrowed, with scarcely a 
verbal alteration. 

In regard to the author, there is greater 
difficulty. It 16 rendered highl) probable by 
Warton that the compiler was Pierre Ber- 
cheur, known bolter by his Latin name of 
Beiehorius, a native of Poitou,, who was 
prior of the Benedictine convent of 8c. Eloi 
at Pans, and died in 13G2. 

The influence of this work on English 
poetrv was very considerable during the 
reigns of Richard II. and his succcbsois. 
The poems of Gower, Chauct i, Occlere, and 
Lydg.itc, furnish many instances of their 
familial ity with the work, whilst we have 
even stronger proofs of its popularity in the 
numeious quotations from it in the*'Ser- 
mones Domnncales’* of John Pelton, vicar of 
Magdalen College, Oxford, who m 1431 com- 
piled this senes of discourses at the lequest 
of his associates. 

More modern authors, too, have been in- 
debted to the **Gebta.” It suggested to 
Shakspeare bis *' Merchant of Yeiiico;” to 
Pirnoll his “ Hermit;'* to Walpole liia 
** Mysterious Mother;** and to Schiller his 
tale of “ Fridolin !”• Antiquarv. 


USEFUL RECIPES. 


BRITISH WlNi:.M.\KINO. 

Wb are indebted to tho Thud Part of 
**The Housekeeper’s Manual* f the 
follow'ing directions for making British 
wines : — 

Wine from Unripe Graffs— As 
grapes seldom ripen well in the open air 
in this conntry, it is advantageous to know' 
that, even in an nnripe state, they can be 
used to make wine. The skin and stein of 
the grape contain no unpleasant flavour, 
therefore tlie grape can be used in any stage 
of its immaturity ; and should some of tho 
grapes be forwarder in the process of iipcu- 
Ing than others, they may all bo used toge- 
ther without mischief: grapes also of dit- 
feicnt sorts may be mixed together. It is 
best to wait till the fruit shows some ten- 
dency to ripen, or, at least, till the advance 
of cold weather renders any hope of their 
further ripening nugatoiy. AVhon the grapes 
are gathered, any unsound or bruised fruit 
must be carefully separated from the icst, 
and the whole plucked fiom the stalks: 
forty pounds of the grapes are tlien to be 
put into a tub which bos been carefully

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cleansed, and which will hold about fifteen 
or twenty p;aUon8 : in this the grapes are to 
be bruised by putting in a small quantity at 
a time, but they are not to be crushed to a 
coisploto pulp, so as to biuiso the seeds oi 
entirely compress tho skins; but it is rc- 
quibite that every grape should be buist. 
Four gallons of water are then to be poured 
on them, and the whole to be carefully 
stirred and squeezed by the hand till the 
entire juice and pulp are separated. The 
whole may then remain at rest from twelve 
to twenty-four hours, when they are to be 
strained through a coarse bag, applying as 
much force as may bo requisite to extract 
Ml the juice. One gallon of water may 
then be put to tho part which will not pass 
through the bag, and which is called, in the 
language of wine-makeis, the mare, for the 
purpose of procuring any more juice or 
sweetness that may still remain. Thirty 
pounds of white sugar must now be dis- 
solved in tho juice, and tho quantity may be 
made up to ten gallons and a half by tho 
addition of clear water. The liquor thus 
made is the equivalent for the genuine must, 
or pure juice of the ripe grape. It is to be 
put into a tub and covered with a blanket, 
over whioh a board Is to be placed. Jt must 
bn set in a place where the temperature is 
not much below 60 dog., and here it must 
rcifiatii for twenty-four hours, or for two 
days, as It may show symptoms of fermen- 
tation. When that well commences, it is 
to be put into a cask, in which It is to fer- 
ihent. The cask must be filled to the bung- 
hole, that the scum which arises may be 
thrown out As the fermentation proceeds, 
the bulk of the liquor will decrease la the 
cask, and it is to be repeatedly supplied by 
the must which you reserved for that pur- 
pose; keeping the cask always full nearly 
to the hung hole. When the fermentation be- 
comes a little languid, as may be known by 
a diminution of the hissing noise, the bung 
is to be driven in, and a bole bored by its 
side, into which fit a peg : after a few days, 
loosen this peg, to give Tent to the gss 
which may have been generated ; this must 
be repeated at several intervals, till there 
no longer appears any danger of over-ex- 
pansion, and then the spile may be well 
tightened. Tbia wine should be then kept 
in a cool cellar till December, when U may 
be as well to ascertain iS it bo too sweet, in 
which case it must be stirred up to renew 
the fermentation, and placed in a warmer 
sitnation ; and when at a future time it is 
decanted, it will be requisite to fine it with 
isinglass. Sometimes it is found expedient 
to decant it a seeond time into a fresh cask, 
again repeating the fining : all these opera- 
tions sbonid be Mrformed in clear, dry, and 
cold weather. Instead of thus examining 
the wine In December, it may be left till 
some dear cold day In Ftbmary or March, 
when It may, very prdbably, be found fiaot 


and may then be bottled without further 
tiouble. This wine is always to be bottled 
in March. 

W'lNB FROM THE LEAVES OP THE VlNK. 
—When little or no tniit is expected, wino 
may be made from the leaves, young shoots, 
.vnd tondiils. The leaves are best when 
young, and must be plucked with their 
Mems and tendrils, and no fruit is to bn ex- 
pected ' on the vine. Forty or fifty pounds 
of such leaves being introdneed Into 
a tub of sufficient size, seven or eight gal- 
lons of boiling water are to bo poured on 
them, in which they are to infuse for twenty- 
four hours. Tho liquor being poured off, 
the leaves must be plnced in a press of con- 
siderable power, and. being washed with an 
additional galloii ot boiling water, they are 
to be pressed a second time, the liquors are 
to be mixed, and sugar, varying iu quantity 
from twenty* five to thirty pounds, is to be 
added to the liquor, and water enough added 
to make the quantity ten gallons and a half; 
the remaining process being similar to wino 
from unripe grapes. 

Wine ikom Uniupe Goobbderries.— 
This is to be made by following exactly tho 
same method as pointed out in making wine 
from nnripe grapes, and the wine thus pro- 
duced will generally be brisk, and similar 
In its qualities to the wines of Champagne. 
The gooseberries to be used are those which 
when ripe do not possess a high flavour. 
The fruit should be gathered befote It begins 
to ripen, but when it has attained its com- 
plete growth. The smallest should be sepa- 
rated by a sieve adapted for that purpose, 
and the remains of the blossoms shonld be 
removed by rubbing with a coarse cloth or 
other hrise. The same preportioos of fruit, 
sugar, and vrator are to be used as in mak- 
ing wine from unripe grapes. Cironmstanoes 
Will sometimes occur which may cause it to 
be sweet and still, or sometimes to be dry. 
In the first case it may be re-man ufactnrod 
the next year; by mixing with it the juice 
of fresh fruit, ia the proportion which the 
judgment of the proprietor may point out: 
m this case the termeatation must bo re- 
newed, and the snbseqnent treatment be 
similar to that adopted in the first instance. 
When the wine Is found dry, its brisknesa 
eaa never be restored ; an- should it have % 
disagreeable taste, as is seroetimes the case 
with dry wines, It may nevertheless much 
improve by keeping three or four years, after 
deeautiug It Into a sulphured cask. Wine 
may be made in a similar manner from un- 
ripe currants, &c. ** If the whole marc bo 
allowed to remain in the juice during tho 
first fermentation, the process will be moro 
rapid, the wine stronger end less swset; but 
it will acquire more flavour. If the wino 
is intended to l>e very sweet as well as brisk, 
the quantity of sugar may be Inoreasod to 
forty pounds : if loss sweet and less strong^ 
tho sugar may bo reduced to tweatj-fivo 
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poundfl : it wiH then be briak, but lees durn*> 
Die, and ought to be consuined within a 
year. When the quantity of sugar is thirty 
pounds, It will, perhaps, be better to use 
fifty pounds of fruit rather than the forty 
generally recommended.*’ Makers o! domes- 
tic wines almost invariably add brandy to 
them when finished : but this is a bad prac- 
tice, as it is sure, sooner or later, to decom- 
pose the wine, aod, though this process may 
M slow, it is certain. The first and most 
conspicuous efit'Ot of the brandy Is tbe de-’ 
strucUon of Chat iudefioable brisk flarour 
wblch all those who possess accuracy of 
taste can discover in French, or in any na- 
tural wines.

FACTS AND SCRAPS. 

^VATEB-GBBSS — The grateful and salu- 
tary qualities of this vegetable are too well 
known to need description ; but, at certain 
periods of the year, when perha^ the cress 
is in its best state for the table, it is eom« 
mon for the under part of the leaves to have 
a white gummy substance adhering to them, 
which cannot be removed by washing; and 
small snails are also fixed on them. It may 
be useful to many to learn, that if theoresses 
are put into strong brine, made with eom> 
mon salt and water, and suffered to remain 
there ten minutes, every thing of the animal 
and insect kind will be detached from the 
leaves, and the cresses can afterwards be 
washed in pure water, and sent to the table. 
Small salads, cabbages, cauliflower, brocoli, 
celery, lettuces, and vegetables of all descrip- 
tions, by the same simple method, may be 
freed from slogs, worms, or insects. If a Jar 
of brine Is kept for the purpose, and strained 
at ter being used, it will last many weeks, 
.ind the expense, of eourse, be trifling.—

EXPEBIUBHTS WITR CRLOROFOKM.— Tn 
the Zemesl^ Mr. Nnnneley, of Leeds, sratoA 
that chloroform can, he believes, be applied 
locally to a part to produce local ins^'nsi- 
bUity to pain, — ^tbe brain being unnfficted, 
con^ousnesa being retained, and the llmbR 
and other parta not subjected to the act join 
of the anaathetie agent retaining theii' iimuiI 
anmsthetlc eondition. His opinions regud- 
lag this new mode of administering chloro- 
form has been formed by Mr. Nunnoloy on 
the rosnlta of experiments. By its local 
application to the limbs of frogs and toads, 
and the bind legs of rabbits, he rendered 
these parts anasthstls; and be ohtHined 
similar results in the human subject from 
keeping bis finger Immersed in annsthotic 
fluids for half an hour or an hour.

Hnw we involuntarily bring before 
us In sneh a scene tbe images of the sturdy 
outlaws of old, who were wont to enjoy 
their venison pasties and flasks of m^Uoir 
mahfouis under tbe spreading shades of the 
Blierwood elms! And do we not conjure 
np before our mental vision the forms of 
Robin Mood and bis “ merry men all,” and 
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picture them aneWy as the song describes 

" Under the wating greenwood tree 
We merir foreateri roam. 

Careleae and Jorlal, and ever free* 

We kail our natire bome ?" 

But, alas, in tlieso days of special constables 
and solemn mattei>of*faot, it does not behovu 
ns to got too enthusiastic in their ptalse, so 
let us e'en find another themo for culog^. 

How numerous, to an imaginative mind, 
are the assooiations of trees ! In the aspect 
of a pine tree there is something monumental 
and solemn; tho raolaneholy cypress has 
the solemnity of the grave it shadows ; in its 
silent spooch it tells of the dead below-— of 
the hand that found a mournful pleasure In 
planting it. The light acacia wares its 
Deautiful boughs, to let you know It Is a 
pleasant garden or a summer bower which 
its bright loaves decorate. The oak is ances- 
tral, heraldic, feudal from head to foot, and 
would talk old castle legends, and feats of 
noble banting, and moonlight rcrelry, by tho 
hour, if you wonld but stop and listen to 
them. The rooky elm is a rustic loreris 
stery-book, full of twilight meetings, honest 
TOWS, hand-graspiogs, and ** If you love me 
as 1 love you sort of poesy. The palm 
transports you to Georgian vales. In whose 
deep shades the royal prince of Khorassan 
wooed and won the fair— never mind her 
name, la it not all duly chronicled In those 
delightful Arabian niciits? The pear tree 
brings you btok to the cottage- wail ; the 
apple tree puts in its word with a long score 
of schoolboy lareenlei ; all apeak, from the 
stately royalties of the forest down to the 
humblest hawthorn, a language fnught i^ltb 
the most deliolous recollections. 

' Every body knows tbe beautiful bawiborn, 
with wbicdi our hedges and parks ape deco- 
rated, and which, from its blossoming in 
that mouth, has gained the name of ** May.”

Hero is a magnificent horse chestnut tree 
sending forth from its prickly shell the var- 
nished, mahogany-like colomcd nut, which 
is to reproduce its kind. Tbe ground be- 
neath tbe branches is strewed with tho fallen 
fruit. 

Although the horse chestnut and the 
Spanish cbestnnt bear the same name, it 
must not be forgotten that they belong to 
two very distinct genera, tho latter being 
much more nearly akin to the beech. The 
horse chestnut tree is stated to have been 
brought into Europe from Asia as early as 
the year 156l>. It 4s a tree of quick growth, 
but soon as it reaches maturity, it as soon 
decays, and its wood in consequence is of 
little valne. As a tree, nothing can be more 
majestic in its appearance, and in May tbe 
beauijtfal pyramidal form of its white blos- 
Boms^Sver renders it attractive. 1*1 an ted 
singly in lawns and parks, its overshadowing 
branches afford an excellent protection for 
cattle from the heat of the sun, whilst tbe 
fruit is ipry good for the deer, that exhibit 
a mat partiality for it. At Fortworth, in 
Ofoueettershirii, is a tree called the Great 
Obestaut of Fortworth.” It measures 
fifty- two feet round, and is said to be 1100 
years old. In many parts of Kent, the re- 
malnsof very old doeayed chestnut trees are 
frequently to be met with. Ot»bham Wood 
has some fine speehstens of the kind ; and in 

» Forest, he who shall wander from 
obureh at Ofaingford but a few short 
miles, shall see some noble samples of the 
same. Yonder Is a grove of limes, ”at,eve 
diffusing odours,” and really, in spring, 
emitting a very cboloe fragrance indeed. 

It is said that tho two first lime trees in 
England were planted in 1590 at Halstead, 
in Kent, and these are still shown to the 
curious. Tbe Undem tree, as this was 
anciently* called, tbe mytliologiats conse- 
erated as a symbol of eonjugal affectiun. It 
Is admirably adapted to 1^ planted in rows, 
and is thus frequently employed in gentle- 
men's parks and public walks and prome- 
nades. Its timber is much used by carvers, 
because It is a soft, light wood, and also by 
architects for forming tbe models of their 
buildings. At Cbbham Pork there is a lime 
ninety feet in height, but it does not contain 
so much wood as that last mentioned. The 
handsomest street in Berlin is called UhAir 
der JjMm, ftom the trees with which It 
is lined, and by one of these trees at Ham- 
burgh the poet Klopstock'f grave is over- 
shadowed* It does not atteta to any re- 
markable antiquity; but we may take for 
our conaoUUou that exquisite poettopMidlel 
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di AW’D by Ben Johnson, botwoen a tree End 
man It IS so little known, that it is worth 
quoting 

" Not mprely growing like h tree 
in bulk, dutli make man better be. 

Or rrmidinc long an oak, ibree buiidred year. 
To fall log at la»t, dry, bald, and sear. 

A Illy of a day is fairer far in M^y ;

The ash tree has been long a faronrite ob- 
ject til the landscape, and in ancient my- 
thology the ash famished the wood for 
CupidV arrow, until the roguish urchin, ao- 
coriling to the same authority, learned to 
adopt the more fatal cypress. The serpent 
w as said by Pliuy to hare an extraordinary 
ro<%pect for the ash, and, making a remark- 
able demand upon our credulity, he states 
that if that reptile was placed near a fire, 
and that both were surrounded by ashen 
twigs, that the serpent would rather run 
into the fire than pass the sacred boundary 
ot the ash twiga. Krclyn records fbatin 
some parts of England it is believed that if 
young ash trees are spilt, and afiioted 
childien made to pass through them, they 
will be cured. Even to tliis day in tbo 
remote districts of the Highlands, the 
nurse, or midwife, at the bhAh of a 
child, puts one end of a green stick of this 
tree into the fii*e, and while It is bnrnl&g, 
gathers in a spoon the juice which ooaes out 
at the othci* end, and administers this aa the 
first spoonful of food to the newly born 
infant Happily these old superstitions are 
fast disappearing before the radiant light 
of modern knowledge, and we are happy 
to knew that the ** Tracts** have done uo 
little service in oatirpating the lingerlog 
belief in omens and supernatural appear- 
ances that bad long been secretly cherished 
in varions villages of Great Britain. 

Akin to the tawny majesty of the ash 
tree is the mountaiu-ash or roioon tree, 
which grows wild in most of the mountain 
forests of Europe ; aud as its leaf very nearly 
resembles the shape of the ash, it takes its 
name from that circumstance.* it seldom 
attains a greater height than twenty-five | 
feet, but in spring its bunches of white and I 
fragrant blossoms, and in autumn its beanti- 
ful scarlet berries, combine to make it an i 
elegant addition to the foliage. Wordsworth i 
describes the mountain-ash in October os | 

— — (leeked with aatnmnal borriec, 

That outshine spring's richest blossoms.** 

The white beam tree, and other plants of a 
similar nature, are also covered at this sea- 
son with scarlet berries. It is, seldom, how- 
ever, thpt the ash becomes beautiful in 
autumn ; for the leaves generally fall With 
the first frost, or become shrivelled up as If 
scorched. The beech, on the eontrsry, ia» 
perhaps, one of the most beantlfnl of all 


trees in its autnmnal tints; for It then dip^ 
plays various shades of the richest yellows 
aud browns, and frequently retains its leayei 
till tho next spring. 

The sycamore, or great maple, by wbieb 
name it is equally well known, forms on 
impenetrable shade, and often receives well 
contrasted masses of light. If its bark has 
not the furrowed roughness of the oak, i| 
has a seamy, gnarled, and knotted bark M 
pteturesque. The largest koown is that at 
Bishopston, in Renfrewshire, w'hlch has 
grown to stety feet In height, aud twenty in 
girth. This tree is known to hiivo been 
planted before the Reformation, and is sup- 
posed to be not less than 300 years old, yet 
it has the appearance of being poifrctlv 
sound. An American geographer calls it 
the king of tho western forest, and states 
that It Is tho largest tree in tlielr woods, 
risiug in the most graceful form, with «ast 
spreading lateral branches covered with bark 
of a brilliant white. A hollow trunk, of 
still larger dimecBions was exhibited in 
New Yo» a few years ago. It was placed 
on its side, and the interior, when slocked 
with pianoforte, sofas, and the other furni- 
ture of a drawing-room, would still hold 
forty or fifty people. The homesteads in 
the north of England are overshadowed 
generally by this tree. Wordsworth, in giv- 
ing ns a prose sketch of a mountain cotUfo 
In the Lake district, does not forget ** too 
cluster of embowering sycamores for sum- 
mer shade,*' and Cowper happily desoribot 
It as 

* CaprIelouB In attire t 
Kow green, now tawny, and ere autumn yet 
Has ebanged the woods, in eearlet honours 
bright?* 

The weeping willow was only introduced 
into England during the last century, and 
tho first sneciiben was brought from tbo 
banks of the Euphrates, where the tree 
abounds. There is b story told, ij which 
even some credit bas been attached, that we 
are indebted to the poet Pope for the intro- 
dneiion. It is stated, that having received 
a present of figs from Turkey, he observed 
that one twig of tbo bosket whioh contained 
them was putting out a bud ; that he planted 
it ill bis garden at Twickenham, where it 
soon grew to a fine tree, and that fmm this 
tree all tbo weeping willows in England 
bare proceeded. Who does not call np, at 
the Tery mention of this tree, the figure of the 
erased Ophelia and ber fantastic garlands? 

** There U a willow growa aalant tbo brook. 

That shows his hoar loaves in the glassy 
stream.** 

Yonder gawky poplar forms a enrions con* 
trost with it; its chief beauty eonsifts in 
the graceful manner in which iu topmost 
branches wave to and fro in the wind, when 
shaken by tho slightest breeze. The poplar 
was originally brought from Lombardy, and 
in the sontb of France it is extensively enlil* 
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for avcnnci and approaches to old 
chateaax and baronial balls. Of the larch, 
wo can only praise its durability of timber. 
The acacia was one of the 6rst trees intro- 
duced into Europe from the new continent, 
liarinfr been brought from Canada and enlti- 
▼ated in France about the year 1601. i ts 
foliage is extremely light and elegant, and 
the flowers, whioh are in the form of pen- 
dent branches, are white, and sweetly scented. 
These blossoms, scattered oror a foliage of 
delicate green, render the acacia a moat 
elegant embellishineut to a garden. In 1720 
this tree was Tory scarMt in England, but a 
specimen is noticed growing In Old ]pi|laee 
Yard, Westminster, and another In fiont of 
Jluasoll Ilouse. Bloomsbury. The acacia 
makes an excellent natural barometer, for 
its leaTcs inrariably droop before rain. Bo 
we not now feel that 

** *TI« good to go forlft among scenes like these, 
*Mid music, and sunshine, and flowers, and 
trees.

REMARKABLE CASEB OF FRAUD 
AND IMPOSTURE. 

, Na XLIl?— Booit Fifth, 

It was believed for many years tliat Br. 
Paley's celebrated treatise on ** Natural 
Theology'* was entirely suggested by and 
oaryod out of the natural resonrees of his 
own mind; that be had eoUeoted all the 
materials, and arranged them aooording to 
his own ideas of metbo<l ; and that bp was. 
In the fullest sense of the worde, an original 
thinker and illnstrator of this department of 
• human knowledge. This, however, is not 
the ease. It has been recently shown that 
his work is a mere running commentaij on 
. another publication, to the author of whioh 
he has acted with great injustice. He has 
'{taken the leading arguments and lllustra- 
tlona of his ** Natural Theology" from a book 
'of the same nature, written by Dr. Nleu*' 
I wentyty of Holland, and publiabod at Am- 
aterdam, about the year 1700.* 

Tbe gentleman who first gave publieity to 
this literary fraud states that he haa looked 
carefully through the edition of the doctor’s 
work of 1803, thfongh that edited by Faxen, 
111 1826, and through tbe last by J^ord 
Brougham and Sir Charles Bell; and he 
finds that Palsy mentions Nieuwsnlyt*a 
name only ones,— thus: “Dr* Nieuwsnsyt, 
in his * Lelpslo Transactions,' reckons upon 
one hundred muscles that are employed 
every time we breathe.’* Hers the forslga

philosopher Is recognised, together with tlie 
nature of the subject on which he had writ- 
ten. Now, It so lisppens that the whole of 
the Dutchman's work first appeared in the 
** Loipsic Transactions so that Paley must 
at any rate have seen it in this detailed 
form. But tliore can be little doubt that ho 
was well acquainted with the translation of 
tbe complete wovk, executed by Mr. Cham- 
berlayng, and published by Messrs. Long- 
man and Co., in 1718*19. 

Donbtloss every one of our readers has 
either read or heard of the celebrated novel 
of **Oil Bias'* Until tbe year 1820 it was 
almost universally believed that this work 
was the original production of a well-known 
French writer, Monsieur Le Sage. But In 
that year Don Juan Antonio Llorento pnb- 
lished a book in which he maintained : 

1. That ** Gil Blaa" and the *' Bachetler de 
Salamanqne," were originally one and the 
same rpmanco. 

2. That the author of this romance was a 
Spaniard, 

3. That his name was Don Antonio do 
Soiii y Ribadeneira. 

4. That Le Sage tnmed the single ro- 
insnoe Into two ; repeating in both the same 
stories slightly modified, and mixing them 
up with other translations from Spaulsli 
novels. 

Tho steps by which the argument that 
‘^GilBlaa** Is taken from a Spanish MS. pro- 
ceeds are few and dlreet. It abounds in 
facts and allusions which none but a Spa- 
niard could know ; Ibis is the first step. It 
abounds In errors that no Spaniard could 
make; this is tho second step, and leads to 
the conclusion that tho true explanation of 
its origin must reconcile these apparent 
contradietions. 

A Spanish MB. icoonnts for this inconsis- 
tency, as It wonld famish the transcriber 
with the most intimate knowledge of local 
habits, names, and usages; while, at tho 
tame time, it would not guard him against 
mistakes which negligence or baste, or the 
diffieulty of deciphering a MB. In a langnago 
with which the transcriber was by no means 
ioritleally acquainted, must oecasion. Still 
Joss would it guaid him against errors 
which would ahnost inevitably arise from 
the Insertion of other Spanish novels, or tho 
endeavour to give the work a false claim to 
orIginaUiy, by allnding to topics fashionable 
In Uie city and age when the work was 
eopied. " 

The ehief points of resemblanoe between 
Oil Bias and the Baclieller de Salaman- 
qne are the following 

L Tho Bachelier de Salamanque is re- 
markable for bis logical subtlUy — bo is 
CMl Bias. 

% The doctor of Salamanque, by whom 
tbe baehelor is supported after his father's 
death. It avaricious— so Is Gil Bias's iuiele» 
the canoo of Oviedo (HI Perea. 
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3. The doctor recoiomcndf tbc bocbdor 
of Munuiqae to obtain a aitnatioa ai tutor 
—the canon glfei oimiiar adricc to Oil 
Bias. 

4. The bachelor is dissnaded from becoin* 
ing a tutor — Fabrloio dissuades GU Bias 
from taking the same sitnation. 

■*>. A friar of Madiid makes it his business 
to find Tscant places for tutors— a friar of 
Cordova, in ** Gil Bias,** does the same. 

6. The bachelor Is obliged to leave Madrid 
because be is the favoured lover of Donna 
Lucia de Padilla— Gil Bias Is obliged to 
leave the Marquise de Chaves for the same 
reason. 

7. Bartolome, the comedian, encourages 
his wife’s intrigues— Melchier Zapata does 
the same. 

8. The lover of Donna Francisca, in Gra- 
nada, is a foreign nobleman kept there bj 
important business — the situation of the 
Marquis de Harialva Is the same. 

9. The comedian abandons an old and 
liberal lover for Fonseca, who is young and 
poor — Laura prefers Louis de Alaga to his 
rival for the same reason. 

10. Bartolome, to deceive Francisca, as- 
sumes the name of Don Pompeio de la Cneva 
—to deceive Laura, Gil Bias protends to be 
Don Fernando de Ribera. 

11. ** Le Baolielior” contains repeated allii- 
sioiis to Dominican friars, and particniarly to 
Ciiilo Carambola— similar allusions abonnd 
in ** Oil Bias,** where Louis de Aliaga, eon- 
fessor of Philip IIL, Is partlcnlnrly men- 
iioned- 

12. The character of Diem Clntillo, In the 
** Bacbelier de Salamanque, is IdenticM with 
that of Manuel Ordones in **Gil Bias.” 

' 13. An annt of the Duke of Uzeda obtains 

for the bachelor the place of secretary in the 
minister*s office— GU Bias obtains the same 
post tfy means of an uncle of the Count of 
Olivarez. 

14. The bachelor, whilst secretary of 
Uzeda, assists in bringing about his patnm’s 
daughter’s marriage-^il Bios does the same 
whilst secretary of the Duke of Olivarez. 

15. Francisca, the actrew, is shut up in a 
convent at Carthagena, because the cor- 
regidor's son falls in love with her— Laura, 
in " Oil Bias,” Is shut up in a convent, be- 
cause the corregidor’s only son falls in love 
with her. 

16. The ad ventures of Frsaciiea and Laura 
resemble eaoh other. 

17. So do those of Toston dbd Sclpio. 

18. Toston and Sclpio both lose their 
wives; and both disbelieve In reality, tboogh 
they think proper to accept, the excosee 
they make on their return. 

19. Finally, In ** GU Bias*’ wo find a vtdii. 
description of the habits and manners pre- 
valent in the Bnrdpean dominions of Spain 
during the reigns of Philip HI. and Philip 
IV. But iu no part of ** Gil Bias” do we 
find nny sllnslon to the hsbits and manners 


of the vieeroy’s canons, nuns, and monks of 
America ; and yet Sclpio is dispatched with 
a Incrative commission to New Spain. It 
may fairly be inferred, therefore, that so 
vast a portion of the Spanish monarchy did 
not escape the notice of tho attentive crlUo 
who wrote ”GI1 Bias;** and the silence can 
only be accounted for by the fact, that the 
principal anecdotes relating to America 
were reserved to make out the ** Baehelier de 
Salamanque,’* from the remainder of which 
” GU Bias” was taken. 

All bis critics agree, that, though well 
qnalifted to embellish the ideas of others, 
and msstpr of a flowing and agreeable style, 
Le Sage wae not an inventive or original 
writer. Buoli le the langniwe of Voltaire, 
M. de la Manlulbre, and of Chardin, and M. 
Nenfehateau ; and yet It is to a person of 
this description that the authorship of ** Gil 
Bias,” second only to **Don Quixote*’ in 
prose works of Action, has been attrlbulod. i 

The story of ”Gil Bias” contains the 
names of no less than one hundred and* 
three Spanish villages and towns of Inferior 
Importance t many of them are unknown out 
of Spain. There are also cited the names of 
thirteen dnkes, of which four only are fle* 
titious. It IS remarkable also, that one title 
cited In ”GU Bias” (that of Admirante do 
Castilia) did not exist when Le Sage pnb- 
lisbed his romance. There are the names of 
not only thlrty-^nc famlllestpl the highest 
class In Spain, bnt twenty*flve names be- 
longing to less lUnstrlous, bnt still dfstln- 
gnlsbcd families; and twenty-nine names 
really Spanish, but applied to imaglnery 
characters. This makes a list of eighty-five 
names, which it seems impossible for any 
writer acqnalnted only with thelighterparte 
of Spaniel^ llteratnro to have acenmufated. 
Nor most we forget to say that there are 
forty-five names. Intended to explain tho 
ebaraoter of those to whom they are given 
(like Mrs. Sl^slop and Parson Trnlliber), 
retained by ”(4il Bias,” notwithstanding tho 
loss of their original signification. 

Were there no othw argument, the case 
for Spain might almost safely be rested on 
tMt iHue. But this Is not all, since the 
lutitukei, orthographleul and geographical, 
which ateund in the French edition of 
** GU Blas,”cerry the argument still further, 
and place It beyond the reach of reasonable 
contiidietloo. The reader will observe, 
that mueb of tho question depends upon 
the foot, admitled on all sides, that Lo 
Sago did not transcribo his version from 
any printed work, bnt from a maouseript. 

La Safe merely Inserted stories here 
and there taken from Spanish romances, 
hto cleteMi as an original writer would 
Ipdly ku much shaken by their discovery, 
supposlug the plot, with which they were 
skilfully interwoven, and the main bulk 
Bad stamina of tho story, to be bis own. But 
where the errors are such as can only bo 
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aAAount«d for by miatakeB, not of tli« proM, 
bot ot tho copies of n nwimsoript, end are 
fully accounted for in that manner — wbeie 
they aie bo thickly Bown» as to shonr that 
they were not orrori made by a poraon with 
uprinriMl Tolume before Mb «yi>a, but by a 
perBon di^ciplierlng a manuacript written In 
u laiiguafte of wbicb ho bad only a Bnper* 
ficlul ncquiiintance, no cindid inquirer will 
hesilate as to the inference to which Bucli 
facts lead, and by which atone they can he 
reconciled with the profound and intimate 
knowledge of Spanish literature, habits, and 
manners, to which we have before adverted. 
The reader must also remomber that Le 
Sage never wne »n Spatn, For these reaions 
then, which depend on tho nature of the 
thing, and which no testimony ean alters 
reasons which we cannot reject without 
abandoning all those principles which carry 
with them the most certain instruction, and 
are the surest guides of human life-^we 
think the main fact contended for by M. 
lilorente, that Is, the Spanish origin of **Qil 
Bias,*' undeniable; and the subordinate and 
collateral points of his system invested with 
a high degi*qp of probability ; the falsehood 
of a oonclusion fairly drawn from stidh pr*> 
mlses as we have pointed out would he 
nearer akin to a mataphysleal impossibility; 
aad BO long as the light of every other gem 
that glitters In a nation's diadem is faint and 
feeble when ceiipared with tbs splendour of 
Intellectual glory, Spain wilfowsja debt of 
gratitude to him among her aoas who has 
maced upon her brow the jewel which 
France has kept so loug, and worn so oaten- 
tatiously.*

has held a life policy, In a good office for 
oome years, wilt have no diffloulty in meeting 
any teroporury and unforeseen pressure. A 
life policy is superior to the advantages held 
out Dj burial soeleties, ttdk olubs» savings* 
banks, eta A person may oo^bute to a 
burial society for years, and iW'wwer re- 
ceive any benefit A simple ease will show 
the superiority of this kind of investment 
ever every other. Suppose one parly. A, 
aged thirty-five^ pays ol into the eavlngll* 
bank, and another party, B, aged thirty-five, 
pays 6L Into this office. What are now 
their relative Mttlonsf If A dies during 
the first year, hu representstIveB, of oeuree, 
will be entitled to the 6L whiob he placed 
in tho savings' hank, Md the Interest for 
the time; but if B die s, hli representativti

will be entitled to tho handsome snm of 
ISO/. B, by his prudence and disorimiuatioc, 
has sconred at once as much as A oonld 
accumulate by placing his 5/, in the savings* 
bank, and allowing the interest to acenmu- 
Ititc for twenty-five years at least Now, if 
any thing happens to A and B, which is most 
likely to got out of Ins difficnltyf Or sup- 
pose that they aro taken ill, which Is most 
likely to recover, if it is true that the mind 
alTects the body; would it not bo the one 
whose mind is at rest as to a provision for 
his nearest aii'l dearest 
Several objections iiave been urged against 
life assurance, but whether they will bear 
a close investigation is another question. 
One party says, I acknowledge the duty, 
importance, and advantaro of life assurance, 
and should very much like to have a policy, 
but I cannot at present spare the money. 
This may be answered by one or two plain 
questions. Yon know that life is uncer- 
tain to every one ; suppose then any thing 
happens to you, what would be the posi- 
tion of your wife and family? Many 
parties with as large families as years 
'make as good an appofvance as yon do, and 
yet they nave 20iL a year less than yon have : 
could you not mana^ as they do, and invest 
this 201 for your family ? Do you suppose 
that for the sake of keeping up appearances 
you are justified in neglecting to make a 
provision for your family? Are you not by 
your proeraetination exposing the com- 
muBtly in which you reside to a serloos 
risk^ and it may be your parish to much ex- 
pense, and ^^our widow and orplians to 
much insult and suffering ? Another party 
says, I do not see why I sbonld deny myself 
the **'iiomfort8’* of life for the sake of those 
who are to live after me— the world Is be- 
fore my children as it was before rae^ and 
they have had a mnob better ednoatlon than 
1 ever had, and have bad more indulgences. 
In reply to this It may be stated, that you 
have only to deny yourself the **lnanrlc8*' 
of life, not ite **eomforte,*' to gain what is 
wished. The argument which you have 
stated for not making a provision for your 
family, is the strongest possible for doing 
it. w hat right hsrve you to place your ehll- 
I dren In a position in which yon cannot re- 
tain them ; and to give them high notions, 
which, so far as yon are concerned, you havo 
neither the power nor the Intention to 
realise for them. Analyse your feellogfo 
nnd you will fidd that your reason Is dosoly 
allied to the strongest solfishaest. Selfish- 
.tssis, next to ignorance, is the grealsst 
liarrler to the general adoption of life assnr* 
anea It has also been urged against Ufe 
assurance, that a yonng man engaged in 
busittess oonld make more of hb money by 
employing it in bis trade than by looking It 
up in a life office. To tbb it may bo an- 
ewered, that if the yonng man were cer- 
tain of living to bo an old man, and of

being successful in bis undertakings, tlien 
the argument would bo good ; but as long 
as the life of eron a young man is uncertain, 
and tbe success of the best conducted btisi* 
ness unoortaiu, so long will tbo investment 
of a certain portion of every one’s earnings 
lu a life office be prudent and safe.

THE FIRST PIGS IN SCOTLAND. 

About the year 1720, a person in tbe 
parish of Rulhwell, In Dumfriesshire, celled 
the **Ottdeman tbe Brow,*’ reemved^a 
young swine ss a present from some distant 
part, which seems to have been tbe first ever 
seen in ^at part of the country. This pig 
having strayed across the Lochar into the 
adjoining parish of Carlarroe, a woman who 
was herding cattle on tbe marsh, by the leo- 
Bide, was very much alarmed at the sight of 
a living creature that she had never seen or 
heard of before, approaching her straight 
from tbe shore os n It hoifcorae out of the 
sea, and ran towards home, at tbe village of 
Blaekshaw, screaming. As she ran, thom^ 
ran snorting and granting after her, seenng 
glad that It nad met with a eompanloo. She 
arrived at the village so exhansted and ter- 
rified, that before the eonld get her ilaty 
told she fainted away By the time she CBMie 
to herself, a crowd of pMple had collected 
to see what wot the matter, when she told 
4hem that^ there wag a doU oomeout of the 


sea with two horns In his head, and eliBSed 
her, roaring and gaping all the way at her 
heels, and she was sure it was not far off.” 
A man called Wills Tom, an old sobool- 
master, said If he could see it he would 
“cunger the diel," and got a Bible and an 
old sword. The pig immediately started be- 
hind bis back with a loud grumpb, which 
put him into such a fright that ins hair 
stood upilght on his head, and ho was 
obliged to be carried home, half dead. 

The whole crowd run. 5omo one way and 
some another; some readied the house-tops, 
and others slut themselves In barns and 
byres. At last one on the house-top ciIUhI 
out it was **the Gudemaii o’ tbo Brow’s 
grnmpby,’* he having seen it before. Thus 
the affair was settled, and the people rooon- 
01 led. 

Next day, the pig was conveyed over tbe 
Loebar ; and on its way home, near tbe dusk 
of ovening, it came granting up to two men 
who were palling thistles on the farm of 
Cockpool. Alarmed at the sight, they 
mounted two old horses they had tethered 
beside them, intending to make their way 
home; bnt the pig getting betwun them and 
tbe hofses, eansed them to acamProntof the 
way ai^d land in Lochar Moss, wliere one of 
the horses was drowned, and tlm other with 
difficnlty relieved. The niglit being dark, 
they were afraid to part from one another 
to call for assistance, lost ih^monstcr should 
find them out and attack them singly; nor 
did they dare to speak above tbeir breath for 
fear of being devoured. 

At daybreak, next morning, they took a 
differeut cours^ by Oumlogan Castle, and 
made tbeir way borne, where they found 
tbeir famalies mncli alarmed on aecount of 
tbeir abagnee. They said that they bad sesn 
a creature about tbe sise of a dog, with two 
horns on its head, aod oloven feet, roaring 
out like a lion, and if they had not galloped 
away it would have torn them to pieces. 

The pig happened to lay all night among 
the corn where the men were pulling 
thistles, and about daybreak set forward on 
bis journey for the Beow. One Gabriel Ou- 
Bion, mounted oa a tong-tsiled grey colt, 
with a lo|A of white fish ^ a pair of creole 
swung o^dbe beostf encountered the pig, 
which went nigh among the horse’s feet and 
gave a snork. The colt, being as much 
frightened ae Gabriel, wheeled about and 
aoamperedeff sneering, with ills tail on bin 
**rigg«av’’ at full gallop. Gabriel cut the 
tlingi and dropped the creels, tbe colt soon 
dismounted bis rider, and, going like tbo 
wind, with his tail up, never stopped till he 
eome te Bsmkirk Point, where be took the 
Solway Frith and landed at Bowness, on the 
Onmberland side. Gabriel, by the time ha 
got up, saw tbe pig within right, took to his 
beeis, os the oolt was quite gone, and reoehed 
Cnmlogna wood in time to bide blmself. 
wbers Be sUyed all that day nikl night, mt 
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next morninf got bone nlmoit exhivited. 
He told ft dreadful story. The fright caused 
him to Imagine the pig as big as a calf, hav- 
ing long horns, eyes like trenchers, and a 
back tike a hedgehog I He lost his fish ; the 
colt, however, was got back, but never did 
more good. Gabrim himself fell into a con- 
Bumpuon and died about a year afterwards. 

About the same time a vessel came to 
Glencaple quay, a little below Dumfries, 
that had some swine aboard ; one of them 
having got out of the vessel In the night, 
was seen on the farm of Newmalus next 
morning. The alarm was spread, and a 
number of people collected. The animal 
got many different names, and at last was 
concluded to bo a ** brock” fa badger). Some 
got pitchforks, some clubs, and others old 
swords, and a hqt pursuit ensued ; the chase 
lasted a considerable time, owing to the 
pursuers losing heart when near their prey, 
and reti eating. One Robs Oeordy, having a 
little more courage than the rest, ran *^neck 
or nothing” forcibly upon the animal and 
run it through with a pitchfork, for which 
he got the name of ** stout-hearted Geordy** 
all his life after. 

Such werdithe mishaps which ooeurred 
on the first Introduction of pigs into Scot* 
land; at least so says our authority, Mr. 
J. Henderson, In a work (” On the Breeding 
of Swine*'} which was pnblished in 1814. 


USEFUL RECIPES. 


BRITISH WINE-MAKING* 

Wine from Rifb Gooseberries.— This 
is made much after the method pursued in 
using unripe grapes. If red ber^ries are 
used, not more than a tint of flesh colour 
will be communicated to the wine, the oo» 
louring matter being precipitated during the 
roocss. Braise ten gsllons of ripe goose- 
erries in. a tnb, and leave them in that state 
for twenty- fonr hours, at the end of which 
time the pulp must he placed either In a 
haircloth or eanvasa bag and pressed ; return 
the remaining pulp into the tub, and pour 
on it four gallons of hot water, mixing It 
well up, leaving It In the tub about twelve 
hours, and then pressing out the liquor nt 
before. Mix the first and second liquors 
together, and throw away the exhausted 
pmp. To every fivo gtUons of the mixed 
liquor add fourteen and a half pounds of 
white sugar, or fifteen of moist ; white sugsr 
contains more sweetness, and best preserves 
the flavour of wines. The sugar must be 
completely dissolved and mixed with the 
liquor: and if it is then left to itself, after 
some boors it will begin to ferment Shoiild 
the weather bo very cool; the liquor should

be placed near a fire. As the fermentation 
proceeds, the liquor becomes less and less 
sweet, till, at the completion of the fermen- 
tation, the sweetness will have entirely dis- 
appeared, and consequently the progress of 
the fermentation may be readily watched by 
tasting the liquor from time to time. The 
less ripeness the fruit possesses, the sooner, 
and at lower temperature, will the fermen- 
tation take place. When the fruit Is over 
ripe, or when the weather is very cool, the 
last part of the sugar will sometimes remain 
a long time unaltered, and the fermentation 
be suspended. In this case, placing the ves- 
sel near the fire will always renew the fer- 
mentation: but should the weather be 
warm, and the fermeiitation so rapid as to 
endanger the wine souring, which, however, 
will never happen with a quantity under 
ten or twenty gallons in each tub, the dan- 
ger may be avoided by skimming off the 
yeast, and racking off the wine from the 
lees. When the fermentation is over, the 
wine is to be racked off as clear as possible, 
and put in a cask which it exactly fills; It 
must then be closely banged, and set by in 
"a cool cellar for a great length of time. 
Five years in the wood Will not be a day too 
long ; at the end of this period it may be 
bottled, and will be In high perfeetion : in a 
shorter period it may be tolerable. The 
impatlenoe and curiosity of domestic wine- 
muicrs It Is that cause such frequent failure 
in the manufacture of British wine : it is 
seldom or never kept long enongh to get 
sufflelently mellow. 

Elderberry Wine— To six gallons of 
berries add seven of water, a quarter of a 
pound of allspice, two ounces of ginger, 
with a few cloves. Boil this mare about 
half an hour, — ^It will theu perhaps have 
wasted to seven or eight gallons. Squeeze 
the berries well through o sieve, adding to 
every gallon three pounds and a half of 
moist sugar ; the quantity, then, will be snlR- 
eient for a nine gallon cask. The sugar 
bdhig added, boll till the liquor beeomea 
clear, taking the scum off clean as It rises. 
Remove it to a cool place, and put It in the 
eaek when lukewarm, pntUnglnto it a piece 
of toasted bread dipped in thick yeast. 
Should fermentation not have taken place 
on the neat day, a small quantity of wine 
being taken out and made to boil, and then, 
replaced In the cask, will meet probably 
exoite It; if not, another piece of bread dip- 
ped in yeast, as ^before, must be added: let 
It remain about a week. When the fermen- 
tation has subsided, fill up the cssk, snd 
kung it down closely. One bushel end a 
half of berrlei will generally yield six gal- 
loiii of Julee. 

Made without Water. — Take ripe 
eldBrberriee, and scald them In a stew-pan 
or other convenient vessel; braise them 
completely, and press out the Jolce by strain- 
ing through a flsnnel or eanvass hag, if you 
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hsfo not A proBi. To OTory quart of jaice 
put a pound of moist sugar, vrhich, ivh«n 
dissolTod in the Joice. must be boiled, and 
the scum taken off. M^heu It is neai*ly cold, 
put to it a toast of bread well soaked In 
yeast ; let it ferment two or three days, then 
ut it into the cask in which you design to 
eep it. If you add water to the juice, you 
must increase the quantity of angar in pro- 
portion ; and it will require longer keeping 
to complete the fermentation. Some add 
spices ; this is a mere matter of taste. If no 
water is used, and it is kept In a tolerably 
warm temperature, it will most probably be 
fit for bottling in six months. 

llED Currant Wine.— T ake three gal- 
lons of perfectly ripe cuiTants, picked clean 
from the stalks or other impurities ; press 
out the jnice, pour four and a half gallons 
of cold water on the remaining cake of fruit, 
well breaking it up in the water, and fre- 
quently stirring it, that it may all be equally 
infused. Press out the liquor, and mix it 
with the juice of the fruit; add fourteen 
pounds of loaf sugar, and an ounce of pow- 
dered red tartar fseo that the sugar is all 
dissolred) ; then put the whole into a cask 
which the liquor does not entirely fill ; put 
in a bung with a hole made by a gimlet 
through it, and keep the cask a month m a 
warm kitchen or room where the tempera- 
ture nerer falls low. At the end of the 
month the fermentation will hare greatly 
abated. Then add throe pounds of sugar 
disaoWed In two quarts of warm water, 
shake snd roll the cask well, and put the 
same bung in again. The fermentation will 
then go on again for another month, or per- 
haps nearly two. During the whole time of 
tormentation, the temperature must be kept 
up to seventy degrees, placing the cask be- 
side the fire at night, or when it may be ne- 
cessary. When it has totally ceased, which 
may be known by listening at the hu||u- | 
hole, the clear liquor most be drawn off cm* 
fully from the aliment, and two qnarm of 
the best French brandv be added to It. Put 
It into a cask in a cellar for two months ; 
the liquor Is then to be again racked off clear, 
and put in a clean but not a new cask, which 
it must exactly fill. It will make about six 
gallons. Bong it tightly down, and leare It 
ID a cool cellar for tnree years at the least ; 
but If it Is left for fire yesr|, It will be much 

Raisin ’Wine.-— A llow for every gallon 
of clear soft water seven pounds of good 
raisins. Remember, the better the rsUns 
the better the wine ; chop the raisins, and 
pour on them the water, tolerablv hotf let 
them stand for twelve hours; then prm 
out the juice, and on the more pour one or 
two galioiis more of hot water. The whole 
water employed must preserve the propose 
tioa of seven |mnds of fruit to the gauon. 
After twelve honn^ again press out the 
liquor. tfiRth«twoliqaon«uiidid^ nlto 


loss than a pound of whits sngar to each 
gallon. When it is perfectly Assolved, a 
fermentation will soon begin : when thia is 
over the liquor is to be racked into a clean 
cask, left banged up for three months, after 
w hioh it is to be again racked ; a little Isin- 
glass may be added to fine it, and the whole 
to be returned to the cask, which, being full, 
must bo closely banged. It is to remain 
twelve months, when it may bo bottled. 

Mead.— Old bottled mead, ns a wine, 
bears a eery high charnoter. There Is an 
anecdote extant of a gentleman in Spain 
treating his friends with a bottle of tins 
liqnor, When they eagerly inquired what 
wine it was, being in tlieir opinion the 
noheat and finest they had over tasted. To 
make good mead, the honey-comb Bbo.ild bo 
employed, out of which the honey has been 
just drained; pour on the comb boiling 
water enough to cover it ; wlieti the honey 
has all been extracted, remove the comb, and 
add as much hooey as may bo requisite to 

f :tve it Bufilicicbt sweetness ; after boiling, 
et it cool, and then sotittowoik with a 
toast dipMd in yeast. Mead should remain 
a year at least in cask before bottling. It 
may be made by those who do not keep bees, 
and, conseqnontly, cannot have tbo bonoy- 
comb to use. In this case three pounds of 
honey are generally used for every gallon of 
water: various condiments ai'o somutlmos 
added, such as scraped ginger, emnumou, 
cloves, rosemary, go. The simplest, and 
perhaps tbo best addition, is a little lemon 
peel. Those who desire a very strong mead 
put four pounds of honey to a gallon of 
water. It is fermented and managed like 
other wipes, but always requires to be kept 
I long.

THE ROMAN GLADTATORS. 

** And here tbe bass of enger nations ran,

The combats of gladiators were origi- 
nally exhibited at the tombs of deceased 
persons at Rome. They were first intro* 
dnoed by two brothers* called Brnti, at the 
fnneral of their father, A. U. C. 488. It a as 
supposed that the mane» of the dead were 
rendered propitions by bnman blood ; there- 
fore, at funerals, it was usual to murder 
flares In cold blood. In succeeding ages, it 
was considered less cruel to compel them to 
kill one another, than to slaughter them, 
and then the barbarity waa corered by tbe 
specious show of pleasure and voluntary 
combat. For some time the oombata only 
took place os just related ; biit,i||terwards 
they were also eabibited by the msgistrates, 
to entertain tbe people, chiefly at the Sottas 
ttaUa and feasts of Ifinerva. 

Originally captives, condemned criminals, 
or disobedient slsres, were trained up for 
these combats; bntwben tbe dlrerslon be- 
came frequent, and waa exhibited on the 
most insignificant occasion, to procure popu- 
larity, many of tbe Roman citisoos enllscod 
thftmselres among tbe gladiators, Nero, at 
one show, exhibited no fewer than four hun- 
dred senators and six hundred knights. The 
people were treated with these oomlHite not 
only by the great and opulent, but the priests 
had their pontifioal and sacerdotal sbowi ! 

It is supposed tliat there were no more 
than three pairs of gladiators exhibited by 
the BrntL Their numbers, howerer, in- 
creased with the luxury snd power of the 
oity. After the triumph of Trajan Ofer tbe 
Dacians, spectacles were exhibited for 123 
days, iu which elevan thouoand animals of 
different kinds were killed, and ten thomand 
gladiators fought. At Isst Che number of gla- 
diators became so formidable, that Spartacus, 
one of their body, bad courage so take up onus, 
and the sneeess to defeat the Roman armies, 
only with a train of his fellow-suffcreris 
The more prudent of the Romans were sen- 
sible of the dangers which threatened the 
state, by keepidg each a number of despe- 
rate men In arms, and therefore many laws 
were proposed to limit their number, as well 
fis to settle the time in which the show eonld 
he exhibited with safety and eonvenienee. 

At one time wemen were not allowed to 


see the gladiators, witlrmt the permission 
of those in whose powvr they were, but 
afterwards this restriction was removed, and 
Augustus assigned thoiii a pai tioulor plaoe 
in the liigbeat seats of the amphithaatre. 
Under tbe later emperors, Tacitus interms 
ns that women sometimes engaged among 
tbe gladiators. This enormity, bowever, 
was prohibited by Severus. 

When there were to be any ipectaelee, 
hand-bills were circulated to giro notice to 
tlie people, and to mention the place, uum* 
ber, time — ^In every droumstance re-/ 

qnisito to be known. Sometimes these thingg 
seem to have been ropresonted in a plctura. 

When the gladiators were first bronghtc 
npon tho arena, they walkc'd round the plaeoF 
with great pomp and solemnity, and afterl 
that, they were matched in equal pairs with!, 
great nicety. They first had a skirmish with' 
wooden weapons; afterwards tlte effoetivo 
arms, such as swords, daggers, Ao., were 
given them, and the signal for tbe engage* 
ment was made* by sound of trumpet. An 
they had all previously sworn to fight till 
death, or anffor death in the mostexonte 
dating torments, tho fight was bloody and 
dbstinata; and when one signified hit sub* 
Bsiasion by surrendering his arms, the vleior 
was not permitted to grant him bia Ufa 
without the permission of the speotatorsit 
This was done by olenobing tbe fingers of 
both bands between each other, and holding 
the thumbs upright close together. If the 
people required the death of the miserable 
wretob, they bent back their thumbs. The 
victor was generally rewaidcd with a palm, 
and other expressive marks of the people’s 
favour^ When on# of the combatants re- 
ceived a remarkabfli wound, the people ex- 
pressed their exultation by shouts. Some-* 
times a gladiator wwVesoued by the enteanee 
of tbe emperor. Tlte people were oceaeion* 
ally so savage, that Uiey were impatient if a 
combat lasted longeF than ordinary wltlurat' 
wounds or dea^. 

The gladiatortweregenerally distingu ished 
into different orders, according to the dresses 
in which they were clothed, or to the arms 
With whieb they fought. 

Until tbe year 6d8, tho people used to re* 
malB ell dayatun exhibition of gladiators^ 
wUbhWi intermission, till it was finished; 
bna llien, for Ibe first time, they were dis*' 
miiled le tphe dinner ; which enstom was 
iiterwardi hhssrved at all the apeetnsies 
mfaibited by the emperors. 

After these' cruel exhibitions had beeiij 
oonlinutd for the amusement of the Roman 
pepmee for nearly six hundred years, laws 
were passed by Oonstantiae the Great for 
their sholitlon ; bnt, in spite of these law%' 
gladiatorial shows survived the old-esiah- 
NBlied religion more than aeventy yenes, 
Aiey owed their final esUnetlon to a Chris* 
mo. In the year 4134, on the Kalends of 
Jannsry, they were exbihitiDg the sfaowi If 
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tbe FIatIaii amphitboAtre before the usual 
immense eonoourse of people. Almachius, 
or Telemacbus, an eastern monk, who had 
uarclled to Rome intent on his holy pur- 
pose, rushed into the midst of the area, and 
endearonred^to separate the combatants. 
Tbe prmtoi^ Aiypius, a person greatly at- 
tached to these games, gare Instant orders 
to the gladiators to slay him; andTolemaehns 
gained the crown of marcyrdomt and the title 
of saint, which suroly bss nerer either before 
or sinoo been awarded for a more noble ex- 
ploit. lloDorius, the emperor, immediately 
abolished the shows, which were neTer af- 
terwards rovifod. 

Besides tbe torrents of blood which flowed 
at the funerals, in the amphitheatres, the 
circus, the forums, and other public places, 
gladiators were introduced at feasts, and 
tore each other to pieces amidst the supper 
tables, to tlie irreat delight and applause of 
the guests! Yet Llpsius permits himself to 
aoppose the loss of courage, and the erident 
degeneracy of mankind, to be nearly eon- 
aeoted with the abolition of these bloody 
spectacles. 

Byron has introduced the following beau- 
tiful piece of word-painting on our preeent 
subject into the fourth eanio of Childe 
Harold ;**— 

I see before me the gladiator He: 

He leans u(>on hit hand— bis manly brow 
onsenU to dimtb, but conquers agony.

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REMARKATWiE CASES OF FRAUD 
AND IMPOSTURE. 

No. XLUI.— Book Fifth. 

On the death of Herod tlie Gn>at, Augus- 
tua, tho Roman emperor, bo^towud one-half 
of the kingdom of Judoa upon Archelaus, 
qndor the Utle of tctrareli, or govei nor of a 
nation; with an assiiranne that he would 
Inre&t lilm with the iiilea of royalty as soon 
as be rendered himself worthy of such dis- 
tinction; and thu remainder was divided 
between Jleiod'a other aona, Philip and 
Antipas. 

This division of the Jewish kingdom was 
scarcely settled, when an impostor started 
vp, who quickly drew a numerous body of 
followers to him, by assuming the name and 
rharsster of Alexander, Herod’s son by 
Mnrismne, who had been, some time before, 
strangled by order of Ills unnatural father, 
08 being implicated in a conspirucy against 
him. The striking resomblanco between 
the impostor and that unfortunate piince 
effectually deceived the goncrality of the 
people, who spared no pains to render liis 
entry into Rome as splendid as possible. 
‘When he ariivcd at that metropolis, with 
crowds of Jews who had flocked from all 
parts to pay him homage as a surviving 
branch of tho Asmonean race, the empei'or 
cent Coladus, one of bis freed men, and for- 
merly a companion of the young prince’s, to 
bring this newly-risen Alexander to his pro- 
eonce. Oeladus was as easily deceived as 
the populace, but Augustus soon discovered 
a manifest deficiency In tho port and majesty 
of this pretender, from what ho bad observed 
in tho true Alexander, which, together with 
a certain c.'ilosity in his bands, fully con- 
vinced him of his imposture. An Explana- 
tion consequently enaued, which terimnated 
in a full confession of the cheat, when the 
mock prince was sent to the galleys; an 
artful adventurer who contrived the plot 
was senteucod to be lianfcd ; and the Jews 
wore permitted to relM to their respeetlve 
homes, Bufhclently punlsbiM for their credu- 
lity by so melanohoV a diaappointment 

Id Portugal, the doubts rcspeotiiig Sebas- 
tian having been really slain at the battle of 
Alcazar, gave rise to several attempts to 
personate that chivalrous but rash monarch. 
Fivo or six Impostors succeeded each other; 
of one claimant to the name and title of tho 
Portuguese sovereign, however, the preten- 
elons were so plaasiMj or so truly supported, 
that serious doubts We been entertained 
whether be was not ** the true prince,” and 
no false thief.” 

Of the most conspScuous of these pre- 
tenders, the first is said to have been a 
pastry-cook of Madrigal, Gabriel de SpiSosa 
by name. He was tutored to act bb part 
by Father Hiehael de los Santos, an Augus- 
tUte friar, who bad been chaplain to Pon 


.Sebastian. The friar had spoken so freely 
ill Portugal against the Spanish usutpation, 
that Philip of Spain removed him out of the 
country, aud made him confessor to a con- 
vent of nuns at Madrigal. Donna Anna of 
Austria, Philip's niece, was one of the in- 
mates of this convent. To this princess the 
friar introduced the pretended Schasti^iii 
w'ho played bis assumed character so wel!, 
that she gave him some rich jewels to 
money. While he was endeavouimg to 
dlsposeof these valuables privately at Madrid, 
he was apprehended as a thief. He decUn d 
his real profession, and that tho jewels be- 
longed to Donna Anna, and he would pei- 
haps have been released, had not his plot 
been betrayed by the intercepting of a Icttei, 
111 which ho was addressed with the title of 
** majesty.” The result was, that he and 
tho fiiar were hanged, and the princess was 
removed to another camvent, and rigorously 
confined foi the rest of her life. 

The pel tinaclons belief of the Portuguese 
that Sebastian would yet return, and tin n 
hatred of tho Spanish domination, soon en- 
couraged others to follow the example of 
Spinosa. The son of a tiler at Alcoba^ s 
who, after leading a loose life, had turned 
hermit, next came forward to personate the 
much dosiied monarch. Ho was accom- 
panied by two companions, one of whom 
assumed the name (»f Don Cbrlsiopbor do 
Tavora, and the other took tho tillo of the 
Bishop of Guards. They began to raise 
money, and to collect partisans around them. 
Their career was, however, cut short by the 
Archduke, who caused them to bo appre- 
hended. The pteudo Sebastian was Ignoini- 
niously paraded through tho streets of Lif- 
bon, and then sent to tho galleys for life ; 
the self-appointed bishop was sentenced to 
bo hanged. 

Undeterred by this failure, no long time 
elapsed before another pretender started up 
to supply the place of the tiler’a son. This 
was Goo^alo Alvarex, tho son of a mason. 

I His first act of royal power was to give the 
title of Earl of Torres Novas to Pedro Alonso, 
a rich yeoman, whoso daughter he intendeij 
to marry. Ho succeeded id raising a body 
of eight hundred men; and it was not until 
some blood had been abed that he could be 
put down. He was hanged and quartered at 
Lisbon, with his newly-created earl. 

In spite of those examples, several new 
SobaiUans arose. Only one of them, how- 
ever, deserves nStlce; but this one, if an 
impostor, was at least an extraordinary cha- 
racter. It waS at Venice that he made his 
first appearance, about twenty years after 
the battle of Aleacar. Of the manner io 
which be escaped from the slaughter, and 
of all his subsequent wanderings, be gave a 
minute and seemingly well-oonneeteu ac- 
count. The Venetian senate, on complaint 
bring made to it, ordered him to depart. 
' Ho sotrght a refuge at Padua; but, being 
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i^xpelled by the goternor, he returned to 
Venice. The SpenUh ambsMsdor now celled 
loudly for the arrest of the supposed Sebas« 
tian. He accused him not only of Imposture, 
but also of many atrocioi^s crimes. The wan« 
derer was in consequence seised and thrown 
into prison. The ordeal to which he was 
subjected was no slight one. Ho underwent 
2u;eu((/-eipAt oxaminalions before a committee 
of nobles; and he is said to hate fully cleared 
himself of all the crimes attributed to him, 
and even to have given so accurate a state- 
ment of the former transactions between 
himsolf and the republic, as to excite the 
wonder of his hearers. His apparent firm- 
ness, piety, and patience, also gained him 
many h'lends. 

The senate refused to examine the charge 
of imposture, unless some allied prince or 
state would lequost such an investigation. 
The request was made, end a solemn inquiry 
was instituted. No destsion, however, fol- 
lowed ; all that was done was to order the 
asserted Sebastian to quit the Venetian ter- 
ritories in throe davs. Ho bent his course 
to Florence, where he was arrested by order 
of the grand duke who delivered him np to 
the Count of Lemos, the Vicoroy of Naples. 
The count died some time after; and his 
successor appears to have forgotten the 
claimant to the Portuguese throne, who, 
for several years, suffered the severest hard- 
ships, as a prisoner In the castle Del Ovo. 
It is probable that attention was at length 
called to him by attempts to excite, at Lis* 
bon, an insurrection iii his behalf. Be this 
as it may, he was brought out of his dun- 
geon, led Ignominionsly through the streets, 
and proclahned to be an impostor. On this 
occasion he did not belie nis pretensions, 
nor display any want of courage. Whenever 
tlio public officer exclkimed, ** This is the 
man who calls himself Sebastian,’' he 
calmly said, And Sebastian I am.” When 
the same individual declared him to bo a Ca- 
labrian, he exclaimed, ** It Is false.” When 
the exposure of him was over, he was shipped 
as a galley-slave; he was next imprisoned at 
St. Lucar; and was subsequently removed 
to a cAStlo in Castile. From that moment 
his fate is buried in oblivion.

who has not, once in bis life at least, felt the 
indescribable charm of sunlight thua poured 
upon the vision after the glooroy shadows of 
the previous night ? We find sympathy la a 
thousand things animate and inanimate— the 
joyonsness of nature is reflected back upon 
our hearts, and we yearn for the kindred 
companionship of trees and flowers. Flowem 
are at once the playthings of childhood and 
the ornaments of the grave. What a deso- 
late world would this be without flowers ! It 
would be the feast without a welcome — ^a 
face without a smile. One cannot look 
closely at the structure of a flower without 
loving it. Emblems and manifesutlons of 
God’s loro to the creation, they are the min- 
isirantB of man’s love to hU fellow creatures, 
for they first awaken In his mind a sense of 
the beautiful and good. 

** It we read Natnre*> book with a serious eye, 
l<iot a leaf bat some preoioos thought on it 
doth lio.” 

Flowers and trees are the embellishments of 
creation, and, in sooth, a dreary world would 
this be without them. But as this must be 
the sequel to our ramble among the forest 
trees, we must leave the general view of the 
subject and descend to the particular. 

It may hero bo mentioned as a remarkable 
fact, that there is no tree In any part of the 
world which is truly aauatic; that is, which 
will spring np from the bottom of a pood 
or river. Jiad indeed suchitrees been created, 
there could have been neither lakes nor 
rivers, and the whole of the terrestrial globe 
must necessarily have been either in a state 
of marsh or mountain. Tlie curious effect 
of climate upon trees may bo traced even 
within our own country. Thus the English 
or narrow-leaved elm, which Is popularly 
8upp'>Beil to be a native of Asia Minor, at- 
tains a largo size In, the neiglibfiurhood Of 
London, and produces a great bulk of tim- 
ber in a short period, white north of York it 
does not thrive, and in Scotland is considered 
only as an ornamental tree. The Lombardy 
poplar, which is well-known to attain tbo 
iioight of one hundred feet in forty years 
amid the central counties of England, has 
no elevation in tbe Highlands ; and the swoot 
cliostn ut and walnut, grown both for fruit and 
timber in the south of England, produce 
neither north of Newcastle. r 

The oak, long and justly known as tho 
monarch of tho woods, was profoundly 
venerated by the ancient Druids, who per- 
formed no rites without oak leaves, and bold 
nothing so saored os the mistletoe and tbe 
tree on which it grew. The Druids pro- 
fessed to maintain perpetnal fire; and once 
every year all the fires bolonring to the 
people were extingnisbed, and ro-Iigbted 
Rom the sacred fires of the priesthood. This 
was the origin of the yole log, and it was 
invariably from the oak the Christmas spark 
waa kindled.

evergreen forest which Boccacio's loro and 
Dryden's lay had made haunted giouinl for 
iiimV How silently docs the nuhil foiin of 
Mont Blanc, in that exquisite hymn ot CoK • 
ridge's, ^‘written iu the valley of Cliamoiini.” 
rise from its silent sea of pines, until it 
grows into a real visible majesty. The cones 
of the pine, like those of tho iir tiibe, are 
now very ornamental, and vary considi rab'y 
both in their form and colour. Those of the 
spruce fir are of a deep purple, small and 
erect, whilst those of the Uebauon cedar are 
more of a dingy yellow. Some look reddish 
and some green, whilst others are short and 
pointed, or, in a few cases, long and droop- 
ing. 

The plane trees look remarkably well at 
this season, with their bald-like sced-ressels 
hanging on long stalks. The plane ti eo, in- 
deed, with its spreading branches and pendu- 
lous seed- vessels, forms always a very pretty 
object in landscape scenery, and though 
never attaining the size It reaches in its na- 
tive climes of the east, occasionally inanifests 
with us some magnificent proportions, of 
which a fair sample may bo seen in Good- 
wood Park. Sir Nlebolos Bacon, father of 
the famous Lord Bacon, has the honour of 
li iving first planted this tree in England, in 
his gardens at St. Alban's, towards the 
middle of tho slzteenth century. Pliny 
speaks of a prodigious plane tree in Lyda, 
which, when It began to decay and necame 
hollow, was lined with moss, and called the 
** Vegetable Grotto.'' An entertainment was 
given therein to eighteen persons by Liciuiue 
Miicianus, the governor of the province. To 
have properly carried out the idea, tho ban- 
quet ongiit to havejBonslsted entirelv of ve- 
getable food. 

Most of our readers must have noticed the 
cedars growing in Chelsea Gardens, the bo- 
tanio dumsiaa of the Apotheoaries' Company. 
They were originally planted in at 

Stowe— alas, poor Stowe!— ^nd at Blenheim 
are also some fine specimens. 

The ancients believed the wood of the 
•edar to be proof against corruption ; and it 
was by them considered emblematical of 
purity. For this reason the Jews made 
their nuptial bedstead of iL It was also a 
oustom among them to pUnt a cedar on tho 
birth of a male child, and a pine on tlie 
birth of a female; a practice wbidi still 
pravails In some of the Ruaaiaa provinces. 
The Lebanon cedar has not been cultivated 
in Great Britain for more than a century 
and a half. Yet many good exaaplea of it 
growing in perfeethm may be seen hi Tarious 
parts of the conntry. Xhutag the first few 
yeara U la not of quick growth, bat it soon 
becomes an ornameDt to the spot wheroon it 
waa planted, EvAyn, entbnsiaafically sam- 
mlng up In hisfilpIsfftlieTirtaee of hladavoa- 
rtte tree^ layi that "it ooiitniufa a ihoBsnnd 
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or two Tears sonnd, yields »n oil famous for 
presprTiiig' books and writings, parities tho 
air by its cfHuTia, and inspires worshippers 
with a solemn awe when used in wainscoting 
churches.” The qualities With liirhicli the 
tree haH been thus endowed by its panegyrists 
are now, howeror, found not to bo altogethi r 
re I ted upon. 

You see yon eminence before ns, crowned 
with noble cloud of trees,*' to use old 
Aubrey's phrase ! Those are beeches ; a tree 
that figures in the tones of tho old Romans. 
The commencing lino of a little book that 
trembling little Latinists open — and perhaps 
the last they ever forgot — is an invocation 
addressed to a swain reposing sub tegtnloe 
patulie /a^t." In the sooth of England the 
beecli glows with great luxuriance, and at- 
tains a respectable longevity. Some of tho 
beeches yet standing at I'ensburst might 
have hoard Waller passionately deploring 
the obduracy of his Baeharissa. But the 
beeches at Boruham, in Berkshire, are eeJe- 
brated the country round. Gray tells Wal- 
pole how he used to seat himself at the foot 
cf one of ttiese trees, and there grow to the 
trunk for a whole morning, reading Horace 
and Virgil. Tboao who like to try a similar 
exporimeiit hy getting to Slough via the 
Great Western l^Uway, and strolling three 
miles to tho north-wsat, will soon find them- 
selves labouring under the same difficulty 
of getting sway. 

The yew and the cypress are frequently 
seen shading the noon-day sun from our 
ohurcliyards, and the sexton of each parish in 
the two kingdoms generally points out one of 
these trees to the i^niiration and enty of the 
other. The yew is a tree of tery slow 
growth, and naturalista bare attributed 
tq some specimoiis a wondrous length of 
years, making us shudder to think of the 
wickedness they must hate lived through. 
The age Of the yews at Fountain's Abbey 
has been estimated at upwards of twelve 
hundred years. Before the use of gunpowder 
the yew was in martellous request for bows, 
and statutes were passed to protect the tree 
from wasteful expenditure. It seems, bow- 
ever, that the more valuable wood for that 
purpose was brought from abroad ; and in 
the Bowyer*s Act it is called ** oatlaadish 
yew.** How it happened that tbs yew has 
arept into tbe coBil^tycf charehcc and the 
•oclety of grates, and why It was made a 
fanmal plant and an oniblani of death, no- 
body aeourately knewt. 

At Haclinglm, a UtUc Tillage four mllei 
from Honnsiow, iberu ia n onrioua old 
chureli with a fine Norman porch, trell 
worth aeelng'for Ita own aalw; hut ia tha 
ebnitliyard is a still grmiter aUracthNH-a 
Tcnerahle tree, aaid to boro been growing 
In tbe year 1729, with a tmiA ersn then 
mesiBring twenty feet In efereamfereace. It 
was no Isea than alaky iaet high, anil ae- 
curding to a local po^ one John Sexy, 


who perpetuated its fame in terse, eould 
hare sheltered beneath its branches a troop 
of borse-gnards. It has been ruthlenaly 
lopped within tho last three years, hut 
there is still enough to he seen to make it a 
marvel among the arborologists. 

The elm has two different species with 
us, the fine-leaved elm of England and the 
wyoh elm of Scotland. Tbe elm i« the first 
tres that salutes the early spring with its 
light and cheerful green, a tint which con- 
trasts agreeably with tbe oak, whose early 
leaf has more of an olive cast. Tho Chip- 
stead elm, standing on rising ground in tne 
pleasure grounds of Oliipstoad- place, is 60 
feet in height, and 20 in eircumference, and 
contains no less than 268 feet of timber. 

Tho birch, and its dolleately-pencilled 
branehoB, and its pinky silver bark and 
aromatic odour, are always Bssociqted in 
our mind with blooming heather, clear 
streams, and mountain breezes. It thus 
dorivos its chief value from tho asso- 
ciations that cling to it, bnt its leafy Inx- 
urisnee In tbe underwood is not by any 
means to be despised for its plctuiesaae 
effect. 

And now, terminating our own rambling 
^rambles** for the present, let us bid onr 
readers wander forth for tbemsclvoa throngh 

**Bi»landV soft and slambering valleys, 

Each by hoinescoadn soatterud o*ur, 

Where the boneysnokle dallies

USEFUL RECIPES. 


TARTS AND FRUIT PIES. 

Mr. George Read's '* Confectioner’s 
and Pastry-Cook's Guide" will be found a 
Tory valuable aid to the cook, domestics 
generally, and those of the business unac- 
quainted with the London practice, as it 
gives the most approved manner in which 
articles are manufactured by the generality 
of the trade. It contains receipts for mak- 
ing all kind! of pastry, patties, tarts, pies, 
puddiugi, Jellies, hlanc-monges, Ice and 
other creams ; directions for making nume* 
rons kinds of cakes ; methods of preserving 
fruits; tlie art of sugar-boiling; making 
lozenges, &c«, lie. We shall take the liberty 
of extracting some of the receipts for mak- 
ing “ Tarts and Fruit Plee.** 

Tartlets.— P ut a layer of puff paete, 
about half an Inch thick, in your pane; let 
It he thinner in the middle than at the 
edges, which is done by pressing your tbnmb 
round the centre, or, with a smalt piece of 
putcj dipped in the flour, to proTenf^ts 


etii'king, press the paste in the centre of the 
psn, and trim it off close to the edge of the 
pan with a knife. Fill them either with 
preserved, bottled, or ripe fmlt; let them be 
uicly strung : and bake them in a moderate 
oven. If the stringing does not adhere to 
the edge very readily, damp it with a moist 
brush. 

Stringing.— T ake a piece of tart paste, 
large enough for your purpose, mb it with 
your band on the board, until you can pull 
it into long strings ; if the paste should be 
rather too tight, you cannot pull it into 
strings BO freely as if it were of a proper con- 
sistence. In this ease, use a little cold 
water in rubbing it down, and also after- 
wards to moisten it when it becomes sboit 
with using. 

To Prepare Apples or Pears for 
Tartlets. — If apples or pears are used to 
fill the tartlets, let them be peeled, cored, 

! and cut la quarters ; then boil them in 
water, till tender. Drain off nearly the 
whole of the water in which they were 
boiled, and reduce the fruit to a pulp, 
either by squeezing, or by passing it ihrougb 
a sieve or colander. Rub off the yellow 
rind of a lemon with some loaf sugar; scrape 
this off and mix with the pulp; add more 
sugar, if necessary, an 4 a Httle lemon juice, 
to your palate. Put it Cn the fire in a well- 
tinned sauoSpan, let it simmer a few roinutos, 
stirring it occasionally. When cold, it is 
ready for use. Apricots may be served in 
the same manner, leaving out the lemon 
juice. 

To Make Tartlets with Fruits 

WHICH HAVE BEEN PRESERVED W'lTU- 
ouT Sugar, OR W ITH Fresh Ripe Fruits. 
— If bottled, or ripe fruits without being 
preserved, are used, add sugar with the 
fruit; and dust them with finely powdered 
loaf sugar, before baking. 

True Lovers* Knots,— R oll out a piece 
of puff paste into a thin sheet, cut it into 
pieces three or four inches square, fold each 
corner over Into the centre, and cut a piece 
out from each side, leaving it in the form of 
a true lovers* knot; put them on a tin, and 
bake them in a moderate oven ; when they 
are done, place some jam or preserve on each 
point, and some in the centre. 

Short Paste, or Taut-faste.— O ne 
pound of flour, eight ounces of batter. Rub 
the butter and flour together with your 
bands, till the \inttor is crumbled into 
pieces, mix it into a moderate stiff psste 
with cold water, and continue rubbing it 
with yoor hand on the board or slab until 
you have a smooth and supple piece of 
paste, having no degree of toughness, and 
shmes on ^e surmoe. This paste will 
tito considerably lesi wateh to mix it In 
summer than in winter. It is nsed for 
making raspberry tarts, and all covered 
tana, and ceoastmlly for large fruit and 
other pies.

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SAND^vICH Pastry.— R oll oat lome putf 

aste intoatbio sheet, spread some rasp- 

errj or any other jam orer it. Roll out 
another piece the same size and thickness as 
the former, and put over it; cut it out 
Avith cutters into rings, crescents, or other 
forms, or with a knife into diamonds, 
squaics, triangles, or fingers; ice the tops 
as directed for CorentryE, or sift loaf sugar 
over them ; bake them in a moderately warm 
oven, on a clean tin ; keep the door shut, 
that the sugar may melt on the top and 
appear shining, which is called l^Vench 
glazing. 

Turn-over Puffs.— Roll out some puff 
paste into a sheet a quarter of an inch thick, 
cut it out into pieces with a round scol- 
loped cutter, or into square pieces with a 
knife; put a little jam in the centre of 
each, and fold or double them over, press 
down the thumbs a little on each side of the 
jam to close them, ice them, and bake them 
in A moderate oven, on a clean tin. 

Raspberry Tarts.- Make a long roll of 
tart paste, cut it off in small pieces, and roll 
them out in an oval form, about a quarter or 
the eighth of an inch in thickness, and let 
them be large enough to cover your pans ; 
lay them in, and prese the paste a little in 
the centre, with your^ thumb. Trim it off 
close to the edges, with the edge or hack of a 
thin knife; notch them round. Thin some 
raspberry jam with a little water; fill the 
tarts shone three parts full with it, and 
bake them in a quick oven. 

Covered Tarts.- Roll out some paste 
into a long roll, and cut it Into pieces; lay 
the bottom paste in the pans ; place in the 
centre either some ripe or bottled fruit; let 
the fruit be set up as high as you can in the 
middle, so as not to spread over the pan ; add 
a little sugar, and sprinkle them with water. 
Put on another piece of paste for a cover; 
thumb it round the edges, as far as the fruit, 
let the centre be high and round. Reel 
round the edge of the tart with a tart-reel ; 
make two or three boles round the fruit, 
near the bottom. loe them, then flatten 
with your band; sprinkle tbiAu well with 
clean water, but not too mneb, so as to 
canse the sugar to run off. Nearly fill the 
bottom, or groove round tbo^rnlt, with clean 
water, and bake in a cool oven. If tbc oven 
Is rather warm, leave open the door. 

Large Fruit Pisg.— Fill a dish abont 
three paru full, or rathcF more, of fruit; , 
add sugar to yonr palate, or nae about six 
ounees to a quart. Take the fruit from the 
tides, and place it In the eentre^ so as to 
make It high and round In the middle. Roll 
rat the psato suilleleiitly large to cover the 
Lsh i Irt It on, and with yonr thumbs prsM 
down the puHh between the sMe of the 
dish and the fruit. Let tbs centre of yonr nle 
tppeur nice and ronnd. Make fonr cuts with 
t knife round the fruit; trim the pasts from 
thccdgeofthcdisb,nadnot^Ureniid. Ton 


may ornament the centre of the pio, either 
by cutting any device your fancy may direct, 
with a knife or scissors, on the top, or by 
iceiug it when it is nearly done. Or, instead 
of thto, whisk up the while of an egg Ip a 
very strong froth, and lay it over the eeutra 
of yonr pie, os high as you can ; dust It with 
a little loaf sngar dust, and let it remain In 
tlie oven till sot. If the fruit used Is not 
very juicy, a little water may be put in the 
pie. A thin edging of paste may be put 
round the edge of the dish, if you think 
proper. The thickness of your crust for 
pies, of any descrip'tlon, you will regulate 
according to the size of the dish. 

Creamed Apple Pie.— P are, cut in 
quarters, and core, as many baking apples 
as your dish will hold; mix in sufficient 
sugar to sweeten them ; grate iii some lemon 
peel, put iu four or five cloves, and a little, 
but not more than a teaoupful, of water; put 
an edging of puff paste round a pie dish, and 
cover the apples with a thin crust of paste, 
to keep them moist. Put it into the oven 
till the apples are baked. While yon are 
making the puff paste Cor the edge of tbc 
dish, make some extra, and ent Into stars, 
leaves, or other ornaments ; touch the tops 
of them with white of egg, and sift sngar on 
that, and then sprinkle them with a very 
little water ; put them on a plate and hake 
them. Make some boiled custard, and when 
your imples are baked, and have got cold, 
take oil the crust from them, and cover them 
well over with custard, which must also be 
cold. Ornament the top with the leaves 
and stars. 

A CllART/lTTF. OF Al'PLRS.— Cat Mmc 
thin slices of bread us long os a quart mould 
is deep, into strips about two inches wide, 
oriotorbund pieces with a cutter: butter 
the mould ; cut one thin slice of bread as 
large as the bottom iff yonr mould, dip It 
into clarified butter, and lay it at tbe bottom 
of the mould ; dip yonr pieces of bread in 
the butter, one at a time, and at yon have 
done them, put them ronnd the sides of the 
mould, so that they half overlap one another, 
nntil they cover tbe whole of the inside; 
brush them over with egg, which will stick 
them together. Pare, cut in quarters, and 
core, some baking apples; put them Into a 
stewpan, with a little water, some grated 
lemon iKMl, a piece of cinnamom and a few 
clovcc ; ctew raem over a slow fire till cofr, 
and of thd consistence of a marmalade; rub 
them through a hair sieve; tbsn put tbem 
again Into the stew-pan, with sngar enongh 
to aweeten them, and boil for five minutesu 
If they teateflat, mix in the juioaof a lemon; 
leO* tbem cool, and then fill tbe mould. 
Cover it with Urt paste, and hake for aa 
hour and a half in a moderate oven.

The bad of the river is one-four tli 
of a milo in direct breadth ; but thu edge oC 
the fall is elliptical, with a sweep of li.nlf a 
mile. This body of water rushes at first,, 
for 300 feet, over a slope at au angle uf 
45 degrees, in a sheet of white foam, and is 
then precipitated to tlie depth of 850 more 
into a black abyss, with a thuudiM liiir noise. 
It has. therefore, the depth of 1,150 feetl 
In the rainy season the river appears to be 
about thirty feet In depth at the full ; In tbe^ 
dry season it Is lower, and is divided into 
three cascados of varied beauty sud as- 
tonishiiig giandeur. Join our fall of Genesee 
io that of the St. Lawrence, and then tieblc 
the two united, and wo have the distanea 
ot the ^hirawall cataract. While wo allow 
to Niairaia a vast superiority in bulk, yet 
111 respect to distance of descent it is but 
a mountain nil compared with its Indian 
rival . — RoehetUr Democrat,

The 
father of this man had been in a respectable 
way of life, but bis son wanted eteadineieer 
I ebsraeter, and indeed goodeondnet; and had 
, it not been for the kindness of his late hU* 
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Jesty, King Willinm Ibo Ft.uiili, lie mould 
iiave boon reduced topofcrty tong before In 

WM, T 7 , tliroueh tbe interest of tlie 

bing, then Duke of Clarenre, was tiied in 
ftOYeral situations, but failed in tliein all 
At last be was made a postman, but wae 
found drunk one efcoing, mith all his let- 
ters Bssttered about him, and of course lost 
Ills situation, lie then took up the employ- 
suent of ral-oatcber, for wliicb, perhaps, he 
was better qualified than any other. Ills 
stock in trade consisted of some ferrets, and 
an old terrier dog— and a more eitraordinar; 
dog was seldom seen. He was rough, rather 
strongly made, and of a soi t of cinnamon 
colour, having only one eye ; his appearance 
being in direct contrast to what Bcwiok de- 
signates the genteel terrier. The other eye 
bad a fluid cniibtaiitly exuding from it, 
which made a sort of furrow down tbe side 
of bis cheek. He always kepi close to tbe 
heels of his master, hanging down his liead, 
and appearing the personification of misery 
and wretchedness.

This 
man was an habitual drunkard,* at least 
whenerer bo could pi’ccure the means of 
becoming one. It was a cold, frosty night 
in Norember, when T— y was returning 
from a farourite a1e->boilse, along one of tbe 
Thames Diiton lanes, some of which, owing 
to the flatness of the country, hare deep 
ditches by their sides. Into one of these the 
ttofortunate man staggered, in a fit of brutal i 
Intoxloatlon, and was drowned. When the 
body was dIsooTered tho neat morning, tiie i 
dog was seen using his best endearours to 
drag itont of the ditch. He bad probably 
been employed all night in this attempt, and 
in hla efforts, had torn the coat from the 
shoulders of his master. It should be men- 
tioned that this faithful animal had saved 
his master's life on two former occasions, 
When be was nearly similarly circum- 
stanced. 

Terriers appear to hate a strong instinct- 
Ite faculty of finding their way back to their 
homes, when removed from them to lorg 
distances, and even when they bate seas to 
laross. There are Insiances of their having 
done this from France, Ireland, and even 
Germany. • Their powers of endurance, 
therefore, must be very great, and their

They have also an invincible ptisevi ranee 
III all they do, to which every fox-hunter 
mil beai his testimony. When following the 
hounds, I have been delighted in witnessini; 
the energy of a bmee of teriiers, whon«ii‘ 
sure to make their appearance at the sli^iit- 
est check, running with an ardour qiiito 
extiaordinary, and iacessaut in their ex*i- 
tions to be with tbe busiest of the pack in 
their endeavours to find. If the fox takes 
to earth, the little brave terrier eagerly fol- 
lows, and shows by his baying whether the 
foi lays deep or not, so that those who aie 
employed in digging it out can act aocord- 
ingly. In rabbit-shootine in thick furze or 
breaks, the terrier will take covert with the 
eagerness and impetuosity of a fox-hound. 
On one of these occasions, I saw sn enor- 
mous wild qal started, which a small terrier 
pursued, ||^{Umffr quitted, notwithstanding 
the till it waa shot by a 

keeper, j|j||[ii«iln-klller8, they are superior 
to all otner'dogs. The celebrated teriier, 
Billy, was known to have killed one hnndred 
rats in seven minutes. 

** Nor Mil their affections less strong than 
their codlige. A gentleman In the neigh- 
bt'urbood of Bith had a terrier which pio- 
dueed a litter of four puppies, lie ordered 
one of them to be drowued, which was done 
by throwing It Into a pail of water, in which 
it waa kept down by a mop till It appeared 
to bodead.

Tho ascent of Cniig*na- 
sflionk it#ir he destined for tho last of bis 
a^iereniopts, Pud, hitherto deterred by tho 
tMbeateninjt of its clouded brow, the

At the time which this larratlf e ti'outl of, 
tho frauds practised upon government in the 
shape of illlelt distillation, existed id Ireloid 
to an almoat incredible extent ; and ibeugh 
carried on to tbe very height of audaelty, no 
effectual measnres bad aa jet been taken to 
check the increase of tho otIU The roTonho 
police had not then been organised ; and it 
was consequently the disagreeable duty of 
the military to protect the gauger in his 
efforta to diaooTor and apprehend auoh of- 
fenders.

I A TALE OF MODERN GREECE. 

Michael KALLiritouRNAS was left an 
orphan the year the Qreek revolution broke 
out. lie was hardly fourteen years old, and 
yet he had to act as the guardian and pro- 
tector of a Bister four years younger than 
liimBolf. The storin of war soon compelled 
liim to fly to .l^^gina with the little Euphrom 
syne. The tnukots and gold which his re' 
latlons had taught him to conceal, enabled 
him to plHro his sister in a Catholic monas- 
tery at Naxos, where she received theeduea- 
tion of a Euiopoan lady. Michael himself 
served uiuiei Colonel Gordon and General 
Fabvicr with great distinction. In 1831, 
when the Turks were about to code Attica 
to Greece, Michael and Euphrosytie returned 
to Athens, to take possession of their family 
property, which promised to becomo of very 
great value. At that time I had very often 
Hoen Phrossa, as she was generally called ; in- 
deed, from my intimacy with her brother, 1 
was a constant visitor in the house, ller 
appearance is deeply impressed on my me- 
mory. I have rarely beheld greater beauty, 
never a more elegant figure, nor a more 
graceful and dignined manner. She was n** 
garded as a fortune, and began to be sought 
in marriage by all the young aristocracy of 
Greece. It was at last conjectured that a 
young Athenian, named Nerio, the last de- 
scendant of the Frank dukes of Athens, 
had made some impression on her heart, 
lie was a gay and spirited young man, who 
had behaved very bravely when shut up with 
the troops in the Acropolis during tjio last 
siege of ACbens, and be was an intimate 
friend of her brother. I had left Athens 
about this time, and my travels in the East 
had prevented my hearing any thing of my 
friends in Greece for years. 

There is a good deal of socioty among the 
Greek families at Athens for a few weeks 
before the carnival. They meet together in 
the evenings, and amuse themselves in a 
very agreeable way. At one of these parties 
the discourse fell on the exlstonoe of ghosts 
and spirits; Michael, who was present, de- 
clared that he had no faith in their cxistenoe. 
All the party present exclaimed against what 
they called bis freemasonry; and even bis 
sister, who was not given to superstition, 
begged him to be silent lest he should offend 
the neraitdhts, who might pnnish him when 
he least expected it, fie laughed and ridi- 
culed Phrossa, offering to do any thing to 
dare those redoubted spirits which the com- 
fiiiy could suggest, Nerio, a far greater 
sceptic than Michael, anddeoly affected 
great respect for the invisible world, and, by 
exciting Michael, gradually engaged him, 
amidst the laughing of his companions, to 
uuderlake to fry a dosen of eggs on the tomb 
€tk Turkish sanfeny a short distance beyond 


the Patissla gate — to leave a pot of charcoal, 
to be seen next morning, as a proof of his 
Talour, and return to the party with the dish 
of eggs. 

The expedition wss arranged, in spite of 
the opposition of the ladies ; four or five of 
the young men promised to follow at a little 
distance, unknown to Michael, to be ready^ 
lest anything should happen. Michael him- 
self, with a gtmbit containing a pot of char- 
coal, a few eggs and a flask of oil in one 
hand, and a fiying-pan and small lantern ii> 
the other, closely enveloped in his dnsk^ 
capote, proceeded smiling to his task. TIm 
tomb of the Turk consisted of a marb'«‘ 
cover taken from some ancient sarcophagus, 
and sustained at the corners by four small 
pillars of masonry ; the top was not higher 
than an ordinary table, and below the marble 
slab there was an empty space between the 
columns. 

The night was extremely dark and cold, 
so that the friends of Michael, familiar as 
they were with their native city, found some 
diilieulty in following him without a lantern 
through the mass of ruins Athens then pre- 
sented. As they approached the tomb they 
perceived that he had already lighted his 
charcoal, and was engaged in blowing it 
vigorously, as mueh to warm his hands as t(N 
prepare for his cooking operations. Creep- 
ing ns near to him as possible without risk- 
ing a discovery, they heard, to their amaze- 
ment, a deep voice apparently proceeding 
from the tomb, which exclaimed: ** It must 
be a cold night for mankind.*’— ** To plsevo 
effendi,’* said Michael, in a careless tone, but 
nervously proceeded to pour a whole botth* 
of oil into the frying-pan. As soon as tin* 
oil was boiling and babbling, the roioe frooi 
the tomb again exclaimed: ** Infidel, whur 
are you doing here? Yon appear to hi- 
cookiiig. Fly hence, or I will eat my sappn 
of thy carrion.*’ And at the instant, a head,, 
covered by an enormous white turban, pro- 
trnded itself from under the tombstone witii 
open mouth. Michael, either alarmed at the 
words and the apparition, or angry at the 
suspicion of a premeditated trick on the part 
of Ins companions, seized the panful of 
hoiling oil, and poured the whole contents 
into the gaping month of the spectra ex- 
claiming: ** if yon are so hungry, take the 
oil, son of Satan I” A shriek, which might 
have awakened tbe’dead, proceeded from the 
fignre, followed by a succession of hideont 
groans. The friends of Michael rnshed for- 
ward, but the lamp bad fallen to the ground 
and was extinguished in theconfneion. Some 
time elapsed ere it was fonnd and lighted.. 
The unfortunate figure was 4nigged from 
the tomb, enffocated by the oil, and evidently 
In a dying state, if indeed life was not already 
extinct. Slowly the horrible truth became 
apparent Nerio had separated himself from 
the rest of the party nnpereeived, disgniaed 
himself, and gained the tomb before m ar- 
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rival of Mleliaol, who thus beeame tbe mur- 
derer of his sister's lover. 

Tbe aflair never made much noise. The 
Turks did not consider themselves autho- 
rised to meddle in the affairs of the Oreeks. 
Indeed, the Infamous murder of tlie Greek 
itakalbaiihi, a short time before, bv J tissuf bev, 
with hiBOWii hand, had so compromised their 
authority, that they were In fear of a revo- 
lution. Tbe truth was slowly communicated 
to Euphrosyne by Michael himself ; she bore 
it better than he had anticipated. She con- 
soled her brother and herself by devoting her 
life to religions and charitable exercises; 
but she never entered a monastery nor pub- 
licly took the veil. She still lives at Athens, 
where her charity is eaperioncrd by many, 
though few ever see her. When 1 leh 
Greece on a visit to Mount Athos, my friend 
Michael insisted on accompanying me; and, 
after our arrival on the lioly mountain, he 
exacted from mo a promise that I would 
never discover to any one tlio monastery into 
which he had retired, nor even, should we by 
chance meet again, address him as an ac- 
quaintance, unless ho should speak to me. 
His sister alone la entrusted with his secret.

AN ESSAY ON THE PLEASURABLE 
PASSIONS. 

The passions founded on pleasure cause 
a universal expansion — if so it may be ex- 
pressed— -of vital acuoD. The blood, under 
their animating influence, flows more libe- 
rally to the superficies, and, playing freely 
through Its capillary vessels, the countenance 
bemmes expanded, its expression brightens, 
ana tbe whole surface acquires tbe ruddy 
tint and genial warmth of health. Tbe 
body also ^Is buoyant and lively, and there 
IS a consequent disposition to quick and 
cheerful muscular motions ; to run, to jump, 
to dance, to laugh, to sing ; iii short, evei y 
funotion would seem to be gladdened by 
the happy moral condition. The common 
expressions, therefore, as ** the heaart u light” 
or ** lemps with joy” '* to iwtU with pnde,” 
" to be puffed up with vanity” are not alto- 
gether figurative; for the heart does bound 
more lightly, and the body appears literally 
to dilate, under the pleasurable affectioas 
of the mind. • 

But en excess of feeling, whatever may be' 
its character, Is always prejndleial; this 
riass of passions, therefore, when likely to 
heeone violent, should be subdued, lest 
they lead to danger of tbe health and life. | 
Even felicity itself, if it surpass the bounds ' 
ef moderation, will oppress and overwhelm 
ua Extravagant and unexpected Joy uodniy 
excites the nervous system. Increases unna- 
turally and unequally tbe elreulatlon, and 
opcasioua a painful ntricture of tbelieart and 
Mompaiiied with aigUsg^ sobbiDg, i 
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, and panting, as In Severe grief. Under Its 
' influence, too, the visage will often tom 
pale, tbe limbs tremble and refnso their 
support to the body, and in extreme cases,, 
fainting, convulsions, hysterics, madness, 
temporary ecstasy, or catalepsy, and even 
instant death, may ensue. If the subject bo 
of a delicate and sensitive constitution, and 
more especially If belabours under any com-^ 

, plaint of the heart, the consequences of the 
shock to the nervous system, of sudden end 
immoderate joy, will always be sttondud 
■ with the utmost hazard. 

Diagorss, a distinguished athlete of 
Rhodes, and whose merit was celebrated in 
a beautiful ode by Pindar, inscribed in golden 
letters on a temple of Minerva, died sud- 
denly from an ozcesi of joy on seeing his 
three sons return crowned as conquerorU' 

, from the Olympic games. 

Dionysius, tlie second tyrant of that name, 

I is recorded to have died of joy on leainiiig 
I the award of a poetical prize to his own 
tragedy. The death of Sophocles is ascribed 
to the same cause. 

\ Chilo, a Spartan philosopher, one of the 
; ** seven wise men of Greece,” on seeing hfs 
I son obtain a victory at Olympia, fell over- 
joyed into his arms and immediately edited. 

• It is related that Pope Leo the Tenth, 
under the Irifluenoe of extravagant joy at tba 
. triumph of his party against tbe French, and 
for the much coveted acquisition of Parma 
' and Placentia, suddenly fell sick and died. 

I Dr. Good tells us of a clergyman, an Inti- 
mate friend of bis own, 'who, at a time when 
. his income was very limited, received the uu- 
, expected tidings that a property had been 
bequeathed to him, amounting to three 
thousand pounds a-year. ** He arrived in ' 
London in great agitat^pn, and entering his 
own door, dropped down In a fit of apo- 
plexy, from which be never entirely reco- 
vered.” 

If tbe extreme of joy follow unexpectedly 
, an emotion of an opposite character, tbe 
danger from it will be materially Increased. 
A story Is told of two Roman matrooi, who, 
on seeing their sons, whom they had believed 
to be dead, return from the famous battle 
fought between Hannibal and the Romtna 
near tbe lake of Thrasymene, and in which 
' the Roman army was cut to pieces, passing 
suddenly from the deepeet grief to the roost 
I vehement joy, instantly expired. 

Examples have likewise happened where 
culprits just at tbe point of exeeutlon have 
' immediately perished on tbe unexpected an- ^ 

’ nouncement of a pardon. We may draw, 
then, the importent practical lesson, that 
tbe cure of one strong passion Is not to be ' 
sttempted by tbe sudden ezoltemefit of ano- 
ther of an opposite character. To endeavour 
at once to eradicate deep grief by excessive 
joy Is SB IrrstionsI as It would bo to expect 
tbe restoration of a frozen limb from pour* 
lag upon it hot water. 
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*fb« liviBM eootMtvtioA was manifestlr 
Hater designed for aenfo excitempntf, whe- 
ther of a pleasnrable or painful eliaracter ; 
beneaitt energies soon waste under their 
too constant operation. Even onr eood de- 
sires, then, may be too Impetuons, and oor 
Tirtnons seal outran the limits of healthful 
moderation. !t is an apt saying, that ** the 
archer who shoots beyond the mark, misses 
it as mtteb as he that comes short of it.’* 
There is nothing more conduciTe to health, 
longetity, and true enjoyment, than a just 
equanimity of mind, a quiet hannony among 
the Tarlous passions; wherefore it is that 
most phllosopliers bare made onr soTereign 
good to consist in the tranquillity of eoul 
and body, learlng ecstatic pleasure and rap- 
turous feelings to beings of a different nature 
from our own. Omboa.

AIlOniOlNAL CARA’^iNG.S , UPON 
ROCKS AND HEADLANDS IN TIIK 
VICINITY OF FORT JACKSON, 
NEW SOUTH WALES. 

Mr. O. F. Anoas, in liis "Savage Life and 
Semes in Austrnlia and New Zealand," gives 
some cutiuus no*ice 8 of these aborr/inal 
carvtngk, or outline tracings. Thi-y are 
found on North Head, on South Ro< f Pro- 
montory, on Middle Head, at Camp Cove, at 
Point Piper, at Mossmaii'a Bay, and at Lane 
Cove. The kubjects represented are, the 
human figure, the AiV/sman, or shield, kan- 
gaioos, birds, flying squirrels, black swans^ 
and various sorts of ftsb, some of them 
tuenty-seven feet In length. In Lane Cove, 
in Middle Harbour, at George's Head, and 
at Port Aiken, are carved heads ; and at the 
latter place, parts of the human body cut In 
tntafflio. At Port Aiken and In Middle 
Harbour they ar,e found in caves, formed by 
projoetiiig masses of rock. There can be ilo 
doubt that they were exeented by the ori- 
ginal inliabitants, but at what period is quite 
uncertain. From the half-obliterated state 
ot many of them (althongh the lines are cot 
nearly an inch deep into the hard rock^ and 
the fact that from several of them Mr. An gas 
and his party wore compelled to cleai away 
soil and shrubs of long-continued growth, 
it is evident that they hare been exeented m 
very long time. At first it was believed 
that these CArvings were not the work of 
savages; but when, pursuing the research 
further, It was fonnd that all the most oot- 
of-tbe-way and lekst accessible headlands 
were adorned with similar earrings, and alio 
that the whole of the subjects represented 
inef^eiiOfM objects, such os kangaroos, opos- 
sum’s, shaiks, the hielfman, or shield, tho 
bomerang, and, above all, the human figure 
in the attitudes of the corobboi^ dances— n<^ 
other conclusion could he arrived at but 
that they were of native origin. Eoropeans 
would have drawn ships, and horses, and 
men with haU upoa their heads, hod they- 
attempted such a laborious and tedious ope- 
ration.

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CapUui Grey disooToreil nnmerous nstlTc | 
^tflinoiitions iii eaves upou the north-west ^ 
noast of Australia, durinjr his expedition in ' 
1838. The figures were piincipallv men and 
haiigaioos; the human figuies, like those 
earvod on the rocks at Point Piper, being all 
destitute of mouths. ** Auothei voi y striking 
piece of art was exhibited in the little gloomy 
cavities situated at the back of the mam 
H'avern. In these instaiiceM, some rork at 
the sides ot the cavity had been selected, and 
the stamp of a hand and arm by some iiieaiiH 
transferred to it, — this oulliiie of the hand 
and arm was then painted black, aud the 
lock aiound it white, so that on enteiiiig 
that part of the cave, it appeared os it a 
huiiiaii hand aud arm were pi ejecting 
through some crevice admitting light.** — 
Gre^, vol. 1 ., p. 204. 

The iialives call the places where these 
c.irMiigs occiii, horadyee ground, or “piu^su* 
giouiid." The carvings may, probably, have 
iiad borne cuiiuection with water wgibhip. 


USEFUL llECIPES. 

To Colour Ural Floors ho as to 
K hshMlim Oak. — If thu hoatds ate old, 
they should bo scoured at |t>ast twice with 
bran and hot water to get all the bo.*ip oil. 
UiS'tol VC sulphate of ii on, two ounces, in boil- 
ing water, ooe gallon ; while hot, wash the 
lliior over with it, and let it dry. With old 
boaids a second coating is dosiiable; when 
this 18 peifectly dry, put on the following 
mixluiu:— 'Boil for half an hour two pouiidH 
and a half of fustic In two gallons ot watt i, 
nd use it liot; care must be taken, when 
oiiee the floor is covered with the fiist'c, not 
to step upon it till it is quiie dry; the wooii 
will now appear of a greenish hue. This 
coat should remain on twenty four hours 
before the next liquid js used ; then dissolve 
in one gallon of boiling water one pound of 
salts of tartar (siibcarbonate of potasb). 
This mixture is to be cold when it Is washed 
over the boards; it will change them to fine 
lirown, resembling old oak. When the floor 
IS perfectly dry. It Is to bo polished by dry- 
robbing with equal parts of turpentine and 
bees-wox. Three of the oomrnonest sorte 
of wbltewoebers* bmshee will be necessary, 
one for each liquid. This colouring is very 
ohemp nod durable, and can only be remoTed 
by planing tbe boards, bat acids will leare 
a aligbt mark upon it— Expense:— Hulpbate 
Is almnt Id. per ounce ; fnstic, 4d. a pound ; 
aubearbonate cf potaeb, 8d. a pound : and 
tbe brusbee, % fid. each. 

To Staiw deal to Imitate.Ebony. — 
Wben yonr work is eat out and fitted, be- 
fore nailing it together brush it over wiih 
aquafortis, in which a small piece of iron 
bag been eteeped for a few minutes and then 
nmofed; Instoad of tbe uiuil brows eolour 


produced by aquafortis, it will be black ; but 
care must be taken that no metals approach 
it until perfectly dry, when it may be nailed 
together and pollshi^. Pino deal is prefer- 
able to the common kind. 

West Indian Swkktmkat.s Imitated. 
— Take some small and woll-sliaped ououm- 
hers, as green and free from so^s as pos- 
sible, pul them into a uatiow-mouthod Jar 
III strong salt and water, with a Oibbage-luaf 
to keep them down ; tie a paper over tho 
jar, and set them In a warm place till they 
look yellow ; then wash them, and pot them 
over the fire in a preserviiig-pan, with freeh 
water, a little salt, and a cabbage-leaf over 
them; cover the pan very close, bat they 
must not boll ; if they do not Soon tarn to a 
fine greiMi, change the water and loaf, which 
will help them , make them hot, cover close 
as b«*fore ; w lien of a good green, take them 
oflf the fire to stand till cold, then cut them 
111 halves longwise, and take out the seodN. 
Put the cucumbers into cold water, and let 
them stand two days, changing the water 
night and morning to take out tho salt. 
Make a syrnp of one pound of lump sugar 
to a pint of water; boil in It, to every pint, 
the rind of two lemons, cut thin, and stomped 
in patterns, and two oiinc«*8 of ginger, with 
the II nd scraped off. Tho syrup should ho 
rather thick. Wlien cold, pour it over tho 
cucumhera, having previously wip«>d them 
dry. The syi up will lequiie ro-boiling every 
thioo days for a week or two, adding rooro 
sugar If n quired. Serve ii up in the syrup, 
garnished with the lemon-peel. It will bo 
equal to tho fiiieit West Indian preserve, if 
the syiup is lo-boiled nntil it remains 
thick. 

Milk.— Put the yolk of a fresh 
eeg in a tumblfr, and with a fork beat it 
to a fiiM) Irotb, then fill the glass three 
<|u.iiiorH full of boiling water etirring all 
the tiino , add one or two lumps of sugar, to 
be taken on going to bed. To those who 
dislike gruel it will be found eu equally 
efficacious remedy fur a cold, and perspira- 
tion may he increased by adding a teaspoonful 
of sweet spirits of nitre.

Coursing, howerer, nearly in its present 
form, has been a farourlte dlfortion in 
Great Britain for some oentnHes; it has fre- 
quently afforded a reereative pastime for 
royalty: It was much admired by Qusesi 
Elizabeth. In 1591, this queen vfsltod Cow« 
drey-park, in Sussez, the seat of Lord Moa« 
teeute; and saw, from a turret, *«o«e day 
after dinner, sizteen bucks, all bsTtim ftkt 
law, palled down by greyhounds.’* It was 
in the days of ibis queen that coursing wm 
systematised, and the Luke of Norfolk drew 
up that code which still farms the funda- 
mental law on the subject, known by the ap- 
pellation of the kma o/ the Uash, or eswrtte 
Wohres, foaes, and deer, were ihoattlmaia 
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chiefly lelected in former times for ooarsing, 
and wore parsuod by a stronger and raoie 
hardy unimal than the modern greyhound, 
known by the name of the gazehound A*, 
howeter, ferocious animals became extinct, 
as oivilisatiou advanced, so cuursing gradu- 
ally assumed a diflTerent form, and kept pace, 
as it were, with the progress of other im- 
provements. 

Whatever may be the pleasures of cours- 
ing, (and, in common with every other fleid 
■port, it has its attractions, and its propor- 
tion of admirers,) where hares are scaice, it 
becomes a very tedious employment, and Is 
destitute of that interesting variety which is 
ever attendant upon shooting; neitiier does 
the pursuit of the timid hare fuinssb any 
pleasures which at all approach the im- 
petuous and maddening enjoyments pro- 
duced by tbe bustle aud muaic of a fox- 
chase. 

Some of the beat courting ia England 
takes place on the Wiluhire Downs, where 
it is no uncommon sight to see a hare run 
away from two good dogt witbont a single 
turn. Nearly three bandied years ago, wr 
Philip Sidney reffirred to this sport on- the 
Wiltshire Downs in one of his poems, in 
which herensrki; 



Tbe modern hlghly-lmproTcd greybeund 
Is purhaps the most elegant of the canine 
race ; it owes much of its superior beamy, 
swiftness, end courage to the sagacity and 
perseverance of tbe Init Bari of Orfoixl, of 
ilottghton, in Norfolk. Major Topbam, of 
Wold’s College, Yorkshire, also did much to 
improve the breed, as well as Colonel Thorn- 
ton, of Thorn vllle R »yal, Yorkshire. 

Snowball, perhaps one of the best grey- 
hounds that ever ran, won four cops, 
couples, and upwaids of thirty matches, at 
Mai ton, and upon the Wolds of Yorkshire. 
Another dog, which belonged to Sir Henry 
Bate Dudley, won seventy four sucoossive 
matches, wltliout having been once beaten. 

The courage and spirit of these dogs is 
tery great. A greyhound ran a hare single- 
handed, and raced her so haid, that, not hav- 
ing time to run Uirough an openiug at the 
bottom of some pcliog, she and the grey- 
hound made a spring at the aaiue moment 
at the top of tlie palesL The dog seized her 
at the instant she reached it, end In the 
momeotery struggle be slipped between two 
broken pales, each of which ran into the 
top of his thigha In this situation be hung 
till tbe horsemen came up, when, to their 
, great surprise, he had tbe hare fast in bis 
! month, which wu taken from him befors be 
[ could be Mleased. 

On one occasion, two dost ran a hart for 
1 CeTeral 'inUes, and with sad speed as 'to be 
, very sogn ont of sight of the ooarsing party 
^ Jl-fter ^considerable scarcU, both me dogs 


and the hare were found dead within a few 
yards of each other, nor did it appear that 
the former liad touched the hare. 

Mr. Daniel, in his Rural Sports,*' states 
that a bi ace of greyliouiida in L ncolnsbiro 
ran a hare from her seat to where she was; 
killed, a diatauce, measuring straight, up- 
wards of four miles, in twelve niinut*'S. 
Dming the coiiri»e there was a good number 
of turns, which must have very considerably 
increased tho space gone over. The hare 
I an till she died before tbe greyhounds 
touched her. 

Mr. Jesse, In his ** Anecdotes of Dogs," 
relates tho following anecdote: As a 
gamekeeper of Lord Egremont's was leading 
a liraco of greyhounds in couples, a li&ro 
iiceidi-ntally crossed tlio road in view. Tins 
temptation proved so irresistible, tliat tho 
dogs, by a Joint effort, broke suddenly from 
their conductor, and gaveebaso, shacklid as 
they were together. Wium they got up and 
gave the bare tbe first turn. It was evidently 
much to her advantage, as tiie greyhounds 
wore so embarrassed, that It was wiih great 
dlfllculty they could change the direction. 
Notwithstanding this temporary dclav, tln'v 
sustained no diminution of natural energv, 
butcoDtlnnad tbo coarse through and o>or 
variona obatrncUons, till tbe object of tiieir 
pnrsttit fell a victim to their ini incible pei- 
■everance, after a run of between three and 
four miles."

Thk Dmidital Biones are still objects of

THE ABBE LACORDAIRE. 

Ttik career this man has been moat 
extraordinary. Bred to the stage, he wa<* 
one of the most able and promising pupils 
of Talma, whom he Btnkingl y resembles both 
in gestnre and intonation; ho afterwards 
studied for the bar, and was a fellow pupil 
with Baroebe and Chaix d’Est Aiige, bidding 
fair to ri vl them both in talent and popu- 
larity. The very first cause of importance 
which he was called upon to plead led him 
to Carpentras, and ho accepted it most 
eagerly, little dreaming that ho was hurry- 
ing to the death of all his happiness, to the 
destruction of the ambitious dreams of glory 
in which it was his delight to indulge. Tlio 
particulars of the cause have never publicly 
transpired. I am told, however, that they 
can be guessed at from the result. The pro- 
secutor in the c.a5e was au aged nobleman 
pleading for his daughter, a minor, and tlio 
defendants were the officers of a regiment 
quartered in the nelghbonrliood, reckoning 
among their number'one or two members of 
the first farolllei in France: one, indeed, 
amongst them Is at this very moment hold- 
ing a ooDspieuons ppsitlon in the present 
government. The drama was a dark and 
melancholy one which the young lawyer was 
called upon to unravel, and be entered into 
It with all tbeardour of hlBcharaeter, resolute 
inhlslDtqntlon. Time passed on, however, and 
Lacordaire returned not to Paris. The eause 
had been pat off to the ensning assises at Car- 
pentras, and the annonnoement waa followed 
by varions summonses, eontaining promises 
of profit and glory in the capital, bnt Laeor- 
daire came not; be was tending the sick bed 
of one who in the meanwhile waa dying of 
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j];ricf and sliamo; lie was drinkiii|!' from her 
flying lips, not words of hope and lore, but 
tho86 of despair and in ror, and of the yearn- 
ing wish to die. During the whole of the 
winter he never left her side, and resisted 
4‘Ter7 which was made to him to come 
hack and shine in Paris. It was only when 
the poor girl was borne to her grave, and 
needed no longer either consolatioii or de- 
tence, that Lacorduno left her fathor*8 
e bateau and hurried away to solitude, to 
bury beneath the cowl and frock of the 
Dominican his own hioken heart, and dls- 
;;ust at the vices and injustice of inunkind. 
it has often been remarked that there reigns 
in the whole person of Laoordaire a curtain 
savour of the different social estates thi*ough 
which he hiis passed, and which follows him 
into the very pulpit, the graceful and im- 
passioned gestuie of the actor often accom- 
panying the subtle argument and brilliant 
logic of the lawyer. The public eye has ever 
been upon him, fur the restless ambition 
with which he began his career has outlived 
Ins hopeless love, and he has kept both the 
political and religious world in a state of 
emoi for many years. 


CHIUSTOPHER TIIOMPfiSON. 

In the village of Edwinstowe, on the very 
verge of the beautiful old Btrkland, there 
stands a painter’s house. In his little par- 
lour you find books, and water-colonc land- 
scapes on the wails, that show ihgt the 
painter has road, and has looked about him 
in the woi Id. And yet ho is but a house- 

ainter, who owes his establishment here to 

is love of nature rather than to his love of 
art. Ill the neighbouring Dukory — some 
one of tbo wealthy wanted a piece of oak- 
painting doing, but he was dissatisfied with 
the style in which painters now paint oak — 
a style very splendid, but as much resem- 
bling genuine oak aa a frying-pan resembles 
the moon. Christopher Thompson deter- 
mined to try Ait hand ; and for this purpose 
lie did not put himself to school to some great 
master of the art, who had copied the copy 
•of a hundred saocessive copies of a piece 
of oak, till the thing produced was very 
ilao-— but like no wood that ever grew or 
ever will grow, — Christopher Thompson 
went to Nature* He got a piece of well- 
figured oak, well plan^, and copied it pre- 
cisely. When the different speoimens of the 
diffemnt painters were presented to the 
aforesaid party, bo found only one specimen 
at all like oak, and that was Thompson’s. 
The whole crowd of matter house-painters 
were amased and exasperated— such a fellow 
preferred to them 1 If o» they were wrong ; 
it was Nature that was preferred. 

Christopher Thompson was a self taught 
painter. He had Imn towed about the 


world in a variety of characters— ei rand- 
bov, brick-maker’s boy, putter, shipwright, 
sailor, sawyer, strolling-player, and hero he 
finally settled down as a painter ; and having 
achieved a trade, he turned author and wrote 
his life. Tliat life, ** The Autobiography of 
an Artisan, ” is one of the best written and 
most interesting books of its class we ever 
read. It is full of the difficnlties of a poor 
man’s life, and of the resolute h\m it that con- 
quers them. It is, moreover, full of a desire 
to enlighten, elevate, and in eveiy way better 
the condition of bis fellow men. Christopher 
Thompson is not satisfied to have made Ills 
own way ; he is anzions to pave the way for 
the whole struggling population. Ho is a 
zealous politician, and advocate of the Odd 
Fellow system, as calculated to link men 
together and give them power, while it gives 
them a stimulus to social improveincht. Ho 
has laboured to diffuse a love of reading, and 
to establish meclmnics* libraries. 

Time, ill eight-aiid-forty years, has whitened 
his hair, tliougli ithas left thccolour of heal th 
on his cheek, and tlie fire of ininlligenco In 
his eye. With a wcll-huiU frame and figure, 
and a comely countenance, there is a buoy- 
ancy of step and an eiiei'gy of manner about 
iiim that agree with what he lias written of 
hiR lite and aspirations. 8ucli are the men 
that England is now, ever and anon, and in 
eiery nook of the ihlaiid, producing. iSbe 
nrodnctfs them because they are needed. 
They are the awakeners w'ho are to atir op 
the sluggish mass to what the time demands 
of them.

USEFUL •RLCEH’TS. 

Eli 'K in' FOR Makim. (jinokr Wink — 
Boil nine quarts of water with six pounds of 
lump sugar, the rinds of two or three lemons 
very thinly pared, with two ounces of bruised 
white ginger, half an hour, skim. Tut three 
quarters of a pound of raisins into the cask ; 
when the liquor is lukewarm, tun it with the 
juice of two lemons strained, and a spoonful 
and a-ba1f of yeast. Stir it dsitv. then put in 
half a pint of brandy, and half an ounce of 
isinglass shavings * stop it up and bottle it six 
or seven weeks. 1->o not put the lemon peel in 
the barrel. 

Eldeb Wine —To every qnart of bemea 
put two quarts of water ; boil half an boor ; 
run the liquor, and break the fruit throng a 
hair sieve; then to every quart of juica put 
three quarters of a pound of Lisbon sugar, 
coarse, but not the very coarsest. Boil the 
wliole a quarter of an hour with some Jamaica 
pe,'>perB, ginger, and a few cloves. When of a 
profjer warmth put into the barrd, with toast 
and yeast to work. W'heo it ceases to bias, 
put a quart of brandy to eight gallons, and 
stop up.

It is unnecessary to say that, 
Horn the unceasing care of Wentworth and 
the surgeon of the ship, J uaona entirely re- 
covered her health before her arrival in 
England. It was impossible for visions of 
happiness to have been more folly realiaea 
than Wentworth's: It was delightful to 
see him In the bmtom of his family, sur- 
rounded by his wife and children; and I 
left Woodlands, persuaded that no snob 
happiness exists in the world as is found in 
the domesUo oircle of a married hornet. 


CATHARTNA, COUNTESS DOWAGER 
OF SCHWARTZBURG. 

CatHABINA, born Priueeasof Henneburg, 
was descended of a family ronowned for 
valiant feats of arms, and which bad already 
given an emperor to Germany. This lady, 

S ou a partieular ooeaston, made the for> 
dablO Duke of Alva tremble by her bold 
and resolute couduoL As tho Emperor 
Ohurlos V., In tho year 1547, passed through 
TbuiHi|la, CstharJna obulued of him a 
j^tlitcl safeguard, that her subjects might 


have nothing to suffer from the Spanish 
army on its march through her territories, 
binding herself in return to allow the 
Spanish troops to supply themselves with 
provisions at a reasonable price. Meantime 
the Spanish general, attended by Prince 
Henry of Brunswick and bis sons, passing 
near her castle of Rudolstadt, invited them- 
selves to take their morning repast with 
the Cottutess of Schwartsburg. Catharina 
assured them of a welcome reception ; se- 
mltiding them, however, of the safeguard, 
and urging a conscientious observance of it. 
But scarcely bad they taken tbeir seiUs, 
when a messenger out of breath called the 
countess from the hall. He informed her 
that the Spanish soldiers had used vlo1euc.e 
in some villages on the way, and had driven 
off* the cattle belonging to the peasants. 
Full of indignation at this breach of faith, 
yet not forsaken by her presence of mind, 
she ordered her whole retinue to arm them- 
selves immediately in private, and to bolt 
and bar all the gates of the castle ; which 
done, she returned to the hall and rejoined 
the princes, who were still at table. Hero 
•he complained to them, in the most moving 
terms, of the usage she had met with, aaid 
how badly the imperial word was kept. They 
told her, laughing, that this was the custom 
In war, and that such trifling disorders of 
soldiers In marching through a place wero 
not to be minded. 

" That we sball presently see," replied sho 
stoutly I *my poor subjects must have their 
own again, or, by God I" raising her voice in 
a threatening tone—'* princes* blood for 
oxen’s blood r* 

With this empbatieal declaration sbw 
quitted the room, which In • few minutes 
was filled with armed men, who, sword in 
hand, yet with great reverence, planting’ 
themselves behind the chairs of the princes, 
took pisee of the waiters. On the entrance 
of these fleree-looking fellows, the Duke of 
Alva changed colour, and they all gazed at 
one another in silence and affright. Cut off' 
from the army, and surrounded by a body of 
resolute men, they were eompelled to ap- 
peaso the offended lady on the best terme 
they eould. Henry of Brunswick was tho 
first that collected his spirits, and smothered 
his feellngt by bursting Into a loud fit of 
laughter; thus Rising the most r^onablo 
way of coming off, by turning all that had 
passed into a subject of mirth ; eoficludlng 
with a pompons panegyric on the patriotic 
concern and determined intrepidiiy she had 
shown. He entreated her to IgMiJte herself 
ca«v, and took it upon htmgdif fe'bi!ing the 
Duke of Alva to consent to ifihjWyer should 
be found reasonable, which rt 'huttiediately 
effected by inducing the latter to ilispatch, 
on the spot, an order to she army to restore 
the cattle without delay to the persons from 
whom they had been stolen. On tlie return

Elliston. — The popularity of Elliston, 
by 1804, bad increased so mneh, that on the 
aiinonnoement of his benefit, the dimensions 
of the Hajmarket Theatre were found un- 
equal to the accommodation of his "troop of 
friends.” It was, therefore, decided that it 
ahould be held at the King’s Theatre. The 
performaneea were Fizarro, and Love Laughz 
at Loeksmithe, At an early hoar a erowd 
assembled about the theatre, which, by the 
time the doors were abont owning, bad so 
thickened, that lAlthereonstaUes nor guards- 
could prevent a pressure which threatened 
eonsequenees u fatal u those at the Ilay^ 
market in 1794.* As the clock wu striking 
five, the doors were fairly, or rather unfairly, 
carried off their binges. To the very letter.

country, and Godfrey set out on lus tiavels 
abroad to exhibit and vend the article ; so

j having generally introduced the first cbe- 
) niical method of getting a light 
I A substance called pyrophorw (or fire- 
I bearer) next came in vogue. It was a black 
, powder, prodoced by the calcination of flour, 

• sugar, and alum, and having the singular pro- 
' pertyof taking fire upon in ere exposure to air. 

A small bottle of pyropAoruv, well piepared, 

I lasted a considerable time, and was a very 
' fair way of getting a light. Tho theory of 
its action was long a iiiystery, but wo now 

• know that the flame resulted from tho at- 
I traction of oxygen for potasnum, which 
I highly inflamniaole metal is elicited from 

the potash of the alum by tbo action of the 
I charcoal, of tho flour, and the sugar. The 
next invention bore the name of “ Instanta- 
neons Light Machine,” or ** Inflammable Air 
Lamp of Volta.” This was an extremely 
elegant and scientific apparatus, consisting 
of a glass reservoir^ filled with hydrogen gas, 
which oonld be subjected to the prossuie of 
a column of water, upon turning a stop^cock. 
The pedestal upon which the reservoir was 
placed oontsined an elec trophorus, (a variety 
of the electrical machine^, and the apparatus 
was so adjusted by oonnociiog wires, that, 
upon turning the cock, a small stream of 
hydrogen rushed out and met with a spaik 
of electric fire, which caused its combustion, 
and this flame kindled a wax-taper placed 
directly against It. 

One faul objection to its general intro- 
duction was Its tendency to explode; and a 
most disagreeable tendency, we must admit, 
this was. Such an accident, indeed, often 
happened ; and this light inschine was, at 
last, very properly denounced as an '* Infers 
ual Machine.” 

The next ingenious invention of this kind, 
was a small stout brass tube, about six 
inches long, and half an Inch in diameter, 
closed at one end and fitted with a hollow 
air-tight platon, containing in its cavity a 
scrap of amadout or German tinder. This 
constitnted an apparatus which was called 
Pneumatte Sktider Box, or Light 
ringe” The piston was suddenly driven into 
the tube by a strong jerk of the hands ; the 
air Id tlie tube thus compressed bad its 
capacity for beat diininisbed, and therefore 
parted with It in sufficient quantity to cause 
the ignition of the tinder. 

This *' Light Syringe” even now may be 
met with on the continent, but It is very 
rarely used. Considerable praotiee was re- 
quired to learn the rigbtmethod of using it; 
and a novice bad to undergo uumerous 
abrasions of the knuckles and blows across 
tho fingers before he eould acquire Ike pro* 
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per knack of anddenly and aurcessfully 
compressing tbe air. There was thus a kind 
of apprenticeship necessary before one could 
eren obtain a light; and, therefore, as a 
purchaser, after many porsetering trials, 
generally gaTe up tbe business and retired, 
the fashion, like the light Itself, soon went 
out. 

But all tbe contrivances which have been 
before spoken of vanished into oblivion 
before tbe sudden blaze of tbe oxy muriate 
matches. It was discovered that the sin- 
gular salt called oxyinuriate, or chlorate 
of potsab, when mixed with sugar and 
other inflammable matters, caused a sudden 
combustion when brought into contact with 
a drop of vitiiol. Small portions of such 
mixture in powder were first employed , 
but it was soon mixed with gum- water 
into a paste, together with a little vermil- 
lion for the sake of colour; and with this 
thin slips of deal were tipped. These were 
put into a neat little case with a bottle, 
containing a bit of asbestos soaked in strong 
oil of vitriol ; and the cases thus fitted up 
wore improperly, but universally, called 
phoiphorut'boxet. Soon after tbe addition 
of a wax- taper was made, and the matches, 
bottles, and boxes appeared in swarms, of 
all colours and dimensions. Competition, 
at last, became so great, that from fifteen, 
ten, and five shillings, the price fell to 
bal^a-crown for a small box; and this con- 
tinued steady for some years. People began 
to eye tbem enriously In the shop windows 
of the chemists ; and tbe casual finding of 
one in the possession of a country gentle- 
man was sufficient to render him suspected 
of similar dark designs*' to those cherished 
by tbe renowned Guido Fawkes. 

The theory of tbe action of these instan- 
taneous light-boxes consisted in tbe sudden 
decomposition of tbe chlorate paste by tbe 
oil of vitriol, and the evolution of oxygen, 
which, entering into energetic combination 
with tbe inflammable elements of the sugar, 
produced flame. It was a very complex 
action, and understood by none but che- 
mists; but its practical application was 
universally appreciated, and there was no- 
thing more wanted. 

There were, however, still many faults to 
be remedied. Tbe produotiou of Are some- 
times took place so instantaneously, that the 
wood of the match had not sufficient notice 
to light Occasionally, also, from the weak- 
ness of the add, or the badness of tbe com- 
position, not a spark of Are was evolved at 
«11, but the red tip merely flzzed and aplnt- 
tei^ tbe vitriol over ladies’ dresses, to tbeir 
utter destruction. It was no unusual oc- 
currence either, In these ** dark ages*’ of 
domestic Illumination, for the lady who 
could not get the match to light at once, 
to Innocently return it to the case amidst 
ibo odiors und seloei a fresh one. Tbe 
rejeeted mateb, still retaining a spot of 


vitriol, imparted it to the tip of its next 
neighltour. This being, percliance, a good 
one, CMiieiod into rapid combustion, wbioh 
iii»tanlly spread ilirough the whole legton 
of hery spiiits, and out they all shot from 
the box, like a small girandole flight of aky- 
lOckctB to the indescribable terror and die- 
roinfituro of tlie female experimuntaliflt. 
This fiiowoik happened when the tipa of 
the matches were placed downwards; and 
eomplaints of the danger being made to the 
maU'^h- maker, lie, to avert it, placed tho 
tips upwards ; but this plan was even worse 
than tlio oilier : for if the greatest care were 
not taken, especially in the dark, a generiil 
illumination would be unwiitinjgly prodnesd 
to a certainty, and a pyroteclinio display 
would follow, which would probably con- 
vert a bachelor's bedroom into a sort of 
mlniatuie Vauxhall. All these domsstio 
disasters made old folks of stubborn pre- 
judices triumphantly point out tbe supe- 
riority of tho ancient tinder* box, and they 
were firmer than ever in tlieir reaolvo to 
have nothing to do with these "uew-fanglsd 
girncraeks,** as they chose, somewhat uniu- 
telligibiy, to style them. At this eventful 
rrlsis an operative chemist In the Strand 
came to the rescue, and brought out Pf9- 
metheans.'* 

Promethoans were a clever refinement 
upon the oxyinuriate matclies, consisting of 
a small roll of waxed paper, in one end of 
which was a minute portion of vitriol in n 
glass bulb, hermetically scaled, and sns- 
roundod with chlorate paste. When thio 
end thus prepared was pressed so 00 to 
break tlie bnib, the vitriol came in eoiitaet 
with the composition, first reversing tbe old 
operation of putting the match into the 
bottle; for we. In this instance, had to pnt 
tbe bottle (tbe bulb) into the match. From 
this time the fate of tbe ancient tinder re- 
ceptacle was sealed, and the doom of flint 
and steel proclaimed. Rapid iroprovemonti 
came out in quick succession, and mannfno- 
tories were erected on the largest scale in 
varioua parts of London, to supply tbe snd!- 
den and nnoxpectedly extensive demaodL 
Most of those that still exist employ tn 
various departments about flOO bandj^nnA 
50 of these are children v ho sort and connt 
tho matches into boxes. So great Is the 
competition, that the wholesale priceis rarely 
more than 2d. per dozen boxes. 

Lnelfera consisted of chlorate of potash 
mixed with sulpbnret of antimony into n 
paste with staich. The pieces of wood 
tipped with this composition inflamod upon 
the friction of glass paper, and general^ 
snoceeded in setting every body’s teeth 0!B 
edge who saw or pmormed the operatiolb 
The *' Congreves” are made in a similar 
ner, each manufacturer varying the IngradS- 
eota to Buit his own fancy or bis eustomsep* 
predileeUoBB, and seem to have attained dba 
Tery pinnacle of perfection both aa regaldl 
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eennoniy .ind oxc^. Hence. The bubicst of 
these nMniifactureis ib now «nga{(od upon 
the produc'ioii of a mutch which, when 
kindled, will exhulu a beautiful aiomatiL 
fragrance. This will, then, bo the pluf 
ultra** of routch-in. iking.

AMKRIOAN LITERARY LIONS. 

HY A COSMoroLITAN. 

In these daypof light gossiping litcratuie, 
a vast deal has bejii wiitteii about the per- 
sonal appearances and every-day manners of 
the llteraiy lions and lionesses of Oieat 
Britain. Tina sort of hero-olatry (to coin a 
term) has bocMi aiunxlngly prevalent; and 
no wuiiJer; for ail of us, more or less, aio 
anxious to know 8otn<‘tliing of the look and 
manners of those whose works harodelighted 
or insti ucted ub. To gi atify the public taste, 
sketohes innuineiable of English literati 
ha?e been written ; so that the race ot 
authors ha^o grown, as it were, to be such 
Intimate friends, that wo are ns well ac- 
quainted with the size of their boots as tiie 
titles of their books. The more popular the 
Urrlter, the greater the anxiety manifested 
hy the public to be informed as to all the 
particulars of his pernmelk and habits ; simI 
80, from Byron to Bob Montgomei y, poets, 
politicians, and preachers, have been forced 
to sit for their pen-and-ink portiaiis. It 
Is strange, somewhat, now tliat such an 
immense amount of literature is imported 
from the Now World, tli.it, as yet, no one 
has attempted to sketch tlie flesli and blood 
appearances of celvbraied Anieiiouii writers 
whose names are as familiar to our oars as 
household words. To bupply, in some de- 
gree, this deficiency, is tlie object of the pr«- 
aent article; and the writer having had 
ample opportunities of obseiving those 
whom he attempts to describe, the reader 
may rely on the faithfulness of the portraits. 

The city of Boston, Massachusetts, or 
the ''Athens of Amerieu,** as Ifdmund Kean 
called lt» with its suburban Tillage of Gam- 
hridge, in which is situatod Harvard Colloge, 
Is the bead-quarters of literature in the 
United States. About three years since, 
whilst sojourning in that city, 1 was invited 
by Mr. Goodrieh (tlie original " Peter 
Parley”) to accompany him to Harvard 
College on the occasion of the sessional 
oommencemeiu. " You will there,” said 
my friend, ** Itave a chance of seeing some of 
our principal literary men.” 1 gladly em- 
braced the opportunity, and one broiling 
August morning I found myself bowling 
over the mile- long wooden bridge which 
separates the city from its aubmb on my 
way to the latter. 

My eoinpanion himself was, and is, no 
mnlinary man. Wjio has not heard of Peter 
Ariey— the beloved of loys and the adored 


of gills ? Many imagine him to be a bene- 
volent, gosaipiiig old gentloman, witli an 
uiidimiiiisliable stock of information on all 
subjects, but few comparatively are awaio 
that he is a thriving publisher, as well as an 
indefatigablH author, and that his oiHces are 
ill iSchiiol-strect, Boston. It was in this place 
that 1 fiist met him, having been furnished 
with a letter of inti eduction to Peter,” l>y 
the editor of the well-kuown JTnicAcrfcocitr 
Magazint. When 1 ascended the stairs 1 
saw a little door, with “Goodrich” pitin ted 
on a pane of ground-glass; on openiiie 
which, Bill rounded by bonks piled shelf ove.r 
shelf, bcioic a little desk, sat a tail, veiy 
gentlemanly lo(»king man of about fifty yeais 
ot age — his hair was black and cuil> — 
smokud-gUbs spectacles protected liis inuclv- 
usid eves fioin the strong light, and a long 
diessing-goan enveloped his well-shaped 
figure. 

lie received me very courteously, and from 
that moment commenced an intimacy, and 
on his part a senes of kindnesses, which will 
ever tender the namu of Peter Parley a 
welcome and a pleasant one to mo. 

ill the coin se of conversation, Mr. Good- 
rich informed me that he adopted tho name of 
Parley from a wish to beconsidured fautiio- 
rially^ to be a talker to, and a parliycr with, 
young people. The name, as all my rcadci 
are aware, 16 now a pretty popular otic, and ot 
course has been adopted by many w ho have 
no title to it. But 1 must now jog on to- 
Harvard, and here, reader, I stand In the 
square of Ameiica’s oldest university, watch- 
ing tho gay scone around me. Every one 
of tho youths educated there seem to have 
sisters and female friends innumei able, who- 
rush to tho theatre for the purpose of wit- 
nessing the ti iuiiipba of their favourite — and 
as tho Yankee girls are remarkably pietty,. 
and dress extreinuly well, the scene is one of 
great liveliness and interest 
Pretty girls, thank Heaven I are plenty 
every where, but poets and profcssuis 
learning are rather scarce articles. So ac- 
company me, reader, into the parlonr of the 
head of the college. Professor Quincy, and 
there, doubtless, we shall find some men of 
mark. 

Whilst I was, from a snug corner, observ- 
ing the crowd of professors, Ac., my com* 
panioii said : 

'' Do yon see that gentleman, standing 
near the fire-place with a little knot of re- 
spectful listeners around him? ’ 

I looked in tho direction Indicated. The 
person referred to was an individual of & 
striklug appearance. He was beneath the 
middle height, short-necked, and thickly 
built With the exception of Jhis temples,, 
which were covered with grey locks, bis 
well-shaped bead was bald, and shin- 
ing; light grey piercing efeB» weak from 
ago— (he could not have been less than 
eighty years old), gleamed with consider- 
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«ble TWacitT. The nose was slioit, the 
mouth iuiiiratod firinm ss, aniounttu|; al- 
most to obstlnacT. Tliu as 1 lia\o 

liinttid, was stout, ami the slirunk legs 
those belonging to the seventh stage of 
«al8tonce. Thu old boy, however, was ac- 
Tire, though hib hand shook tiom, it sueitied, 
former attacks of puiulysis, and ho con- 
versed with considerable lluency and ani- 
mation. Veiy gicat lospect appeared to he 
paid to him by nil present— ho was oviJeiitly 
a iioticeahle man.*’ “ Who is ho?” 1 in- 
quired. 

** One of the inoHt remaikable men in our 
country,” replied I'eter Tarlo). “That little 
man is John Quincy Ad«inis, who has twice 
been President of the United States, and 
whose father was also a presidcMit, and a 
signer of the declaration of independence. 
Shall T iiitioduco you to him?” 

Of course I acceded, and was duly pre- 
sented to the ez-president, W'iio shook my 
hand, and chatted pleasantly. 1 afterwards 
met him at Professor <^uin«>’8 table, and 
was much struck with his remaikable 
memory. It was rather strange and sink- 
ing to set vi$ d VIS with one who had been 
a proteg^ of Washington, and who prefaced 
one of his observations witii the loiiiaik: 

** When I was minister at the Hague, 
sixty years ago,” and who had been the head < 
of a mighty nation. The old gentleman 
was quite a character, and very loquacious 
— be talked well too. His voice, however, 
is now hushed for ever, for a few months 
since ho was seised with a fit whilst sitting 
in the Senate-honso at Washingtou, which 
pioved fatal in a few hours. 

As I was yet gazing at Mr. Adams, ray 
attention was drawn by my fiiend to a gen- 
tleman who, in point of personal appearance, 
was in every respect his opposite. “ There 
Is one of our most popular poets,” said Mr. 
floodricb. The individual he spoke of was 
slightly, yet gracefully built, of about the 
middle height, and apparently of active 
habits; for he was perpetually on the move, 
bowing and smiling as he glided hither and 
thither, bis handsome and intellectual face 
radiant with genius and good-liuinour. 1 
think I never saw such beautifully clear and 
deep blue eyes as those which flashed from 
beneath the gracefully arched brows of the 
party 1 am alluding to. The whole conn- 
tenanoe was pleasing *1 might say hand- 
some; and the expression of the combined 
features very striking. This was Henry 
lYadswortli Longfellow, Professor of Poetry 
at Harvard, who Is as well known in this 
country by bis ” Hyperion,” and bis nnmo- 
ront poems, as in his own. Longfellow 
stands high in the ranks of American writers; 
and there {8%careely an English selection of 
poetry in which extracts from his works are 
not to be found. He resides near Cambridge, 
in a house once occupied by Washington, 
blessed with fhme and fortnne; and with 


him, in this (for America) ancient honse, £ 
spent, just before 1 quitti'd America, one of 
the most charming ot evenings. Longfollow, 
to oonriiide my notice of him, is about the 
best dressed man in America, lie frequently 
visits England, uheii he is invariably the 
guest uf (.' hallos Dickens, to whom ho is 
greatly attached. 

Bowing gracefully, with something of a 
foppish all in dress and manners, I no- 
ticed the lively form and face of tho ” J*en- 
cillev hy tho Way,” N. P. Willis. Nat— 
who, whatever Lockhart may say about 
him, IS a dashing pioso-wiitei and a true 
poet — &eemed to be quite in his ulumetvt 
amongst tho ladies, by whom he was sur- 
lounded, and with whom ho appeared to bo 
a no small favourite. Willis was educated 
atHmvaid; and his tine uyo sparkled with 
plejisuio as he now and then recognised an 
old * chum.” Tho author of” Melanie's Am- 
brosial Cuilb” seemed, however, tube show- 
ing stiver signs of tiie piogioss of time, and 
his toiind face was not quite so boyish-look- 
ing as uf yore. Alas 1 poets, like grosser 
moitals, cannot escape fiom the touch of 
thu uuivoisal dustioyor, who, 

** In tho dark and silonfc grave. 

When they have vtarblrU all thnr lay*, 
StiuU up tho story of their dayH.” 

But a truco to moralising; and having' 
boon invited to take tea in Mrs. Quincy’e 
pretty parlour, let us repair thither, where, 
we are given to understand, blue stockings 
abound. 

And there— sipping the cup which cbopra 
hut not iiiebnateH”— sit a bevy of fair ooeo 
whose names are not unknown to fame. 
First, let roe introduce you, fair reader, to a 
sweet singer of your own bcwiicliing sex. 
Doubtless you have read many of her beau- 
tiful productions, and have beard her styled 
” Tho Felicia Homans of America.” l*an& 
alluding to Mrs. Lydia H. Sigoornoy, Ame- 
rica's first lady-poetess. Some months sub- 
sequent to tho period to which I am refer- 
ring, 1 visited Mrs. Sigourney at her dharra- 
ing residence In Hartford, Gonnectleui. Tho 
poetess Is a little woman, by no meana 
handsome, but her countenance Is very 
pleasing in its espression, and her foreheM 
well developed. Her conversation is lively, 
her voice low and sweet, and her manners 
perfectly free from affeetaiion. It will bo 
remembered that Mrs. Sigourney and oav 
own Mrs. Southey had a sharp literary quar- 
rel some years since, respecting the pnbllca- 
Uott by the former of some letters relating 
to the laureate. I mast say, that 1 think 
Mrs. Southey exhibited a little too mneli 
sensitiveness on' tbe occasion. I heard the 
true history of this quarrel from Mrs. Si- 
gonrnej's lips; but this is not the place fot 
entering into each particulars. 

Near Mrs. Slgonrnej sat the delicate and 
pretty-looking poetess, Fanny Osgood ; and 
close beside me was Mrs. Child, whose 
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tort must be familiar to most of my lady 
readers. Mrs. Child had, it seemed, reoeotly 
beard OleBoll’s new composition, **Is^iBgara,*’ 
ftod w»B profuse in its praises. Besides 
these professed literary ladies, there were 
resent a number of female aspirants to the 
onours of piint; and I must say that these 
fledglings of literature, whose most import- 
ant productions weie perhaps milk and 
water rerses in some magazine or a tale in 
a newspaper, were the only persons in the 
party who did not sufTei tiieir petticoats to 
conceal the blueness of their hose. 

The evening w'ore pleasantly on, and the 
proceedings of the '‘commencement** ter- 
minated by a promenade in the college 
square. 'Xhero was to be seen the tall and 
burly form of Jared Sparks, author of 
" Washington's Life;** tlie ungraceful figure 
of PereiTal, the poet, and about the most 
learned man in the States ; Moses Stuart, 
the celebrated Scripture commentator, arm 
In arm with Bethune, the preacher poet — 
the former long, lean, and study-dried, the 
latter ponderous and prosperous; George 
Bancroft, who wrote the ** History of Ame- 
rica,*’ stalked sutelily along ; and the best 
aong-writer of America, General George 1\ 
Morris (who does not know hia ** Woodman, 
apare that tree ?**), flitted about, his diminu- 
tive form and good-humoured face rendering 
him a striking object. But 1 must hasten 
to a conclusion. Over the Gothic turrets of 
Harvard College library the skies are darken- 
ing, thinner and more deserted grow the 
Ifrounds, lamps begin to twinkle in the 
Btudents* rooms, and we, too, roust depart. 
A hasty good-night follows a warm invita- 
tion to wander to Cambridge again; and 
now seated on one of the huge Yankee 
-omnibuses, we bid, for a time, adieu to Yan- 
kee poets, professors, historians, and the 
ladies of the pen. 


A MODERN WHITTINGTON. 

Sir Richard PHXLLirs relates in his 
^ Personal Tour through the United King- 
dom,” published twenty years ago, that when 
bo was In Nottingham, he fell in with a 
plain, elderly gentleman, an ancient reader 
uf the Lcice»Wt Hwedd — a paper printed by 
the garrulous knight ** in the halcyon days 
•of his youtli,” and which he abandoned in 
1705, on exchanging Leicester for London. 
The old man, hearing that Sir Richard was 
in Nottingham, came to him with a certain 
number of the H«rM in his hand, to le- 
oeite the solution of a mystery therein con- 
tained, which had perplexed the ** constant 
reader*' and his neiglibonra, at intervals, for 
the greater part of half a century. Casting 
his eye in the direction Indicated by the 
kiqnirer’s Anger, the tourist saw a column 
of type beaded ** Dutch Mall,” and pro- 
fqsiiQf to be printed ioj" origiiial Dutob.’* 


Very ** original** Dutch it undoubtedly was. 
Tbo sight of It brought to Sir Ricbard'a 
mind a long-forgotton passage in bis Lei- 
cester expiMionces. On the eve of one of 
ills publication days,' when all was hurry* 
akurr j ** to catch the mail,** that Mercurial 
spirit, the ** F I).,*’ made choice of the in- 
auspicious moment for a frolic with the 
men, and a column of types fell a sacrifiae 
to the sport. The mail would be gone be- 
fore the mischief could be repaired ; but It 
BO chanced that another column of types, 
picked up from the office-floor and arranged 
at random — technically called “ pie** — some 
letters topsy-turvy, often ten or twelve 
consouautB in succession, as many vowels 
neat, and then half a dozen commas and 
other stops in close company — stood tempt- 
ingly at hand ; so the distraotod editor, glad 
of any refuge from the anger of his country 
readers, gave orders that the " pie** should 
be served up to them, with the following 
explanatory introduction: — **Just as our 
paper was going to press the Dutch mail 
arrived ; and as we bad no time to make a 
translation, we have inserted ita intclllgeaca 
ill tlie original.** Off went the pie, as origi- 
nal Dutch, into Derbyshire and Nottinghara- 
shirol In a few hours, other matter, in 

f iialn English fsays Sir Richard) supplied 
ts place for our local publioatlon. Of course 
all the linguists, schoolmasters, high-bred 
village politicians and correspondents of the 
Ladiea* Diary set their wits to work to trans- 
late my Dutch; and I once had a collection 
of letters containing speculations on the 
subject, or demanding a literal translation 
of that which appeared to be so intricate.

He forsook it early— perhaps when 
fand because) bis master forsook Leicester;

the manufaoturoB of his native place. In- 
dustrious, persevering, and sagacious, the 
small shop which he first occupied as an 
employer gradually grew into a manufac- 
tory, and warehouses were added, of vast 
extent and aiugular convenience, so as to 
become one of the wonders of the borough. 
The shallow and the thoughtless called him 
a fortunate, a lucky man: others, with more 
justice, regarded him as a wise and prudent 
man— -one who, to superior skill and intel- 
ligence, united those moral and religious 
qualities which minister largely to suceoss 
in an honourable career.

PREPARATIONS FOR THE WINTER. 

Under this head we purpose giving a 
few hints respecting tbe prevention and 
treatment of colds, chilblains, Ao., taken 
chiefly from tbe last edition of Dr. Thomas 
Graham’s very valuable work, ** Modem 
Doinestic Medicine.*' 

In the common cold, a litUe domestic 
repose in a very moderately warm atmo- 
sphere, diluting drinks, of a temperature 
not higher than lukewarm, and absU- 
nenoe from animal food and fermented 
liquors, with a sudorific posset of treiolo 
and milk, or some warm wuel at night, is 
usually sufficient to carry off the complaint. 
If tbe cold be rather severe, four gridns of 
James’s powder alone, or combined with 
half a grain of calomel, taken at bed-timo, 
is a ttsefal remedy. If tbe cough be trouble- 
some at night, four grains of compound 
powder of Ipeeseuanhs, token on goiM to 
bed, will be found of great service. Four 
other recipes for coughs will be found in 
this work, vol. L, p. 156; voL U., p. 46, 77, 
and 14L 

Tbe following rules for avoiding eoldn 
may be adopted with great advantage:— 
When you come out of a very cold atmo- 
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Sphere, you should not at first ((o into a 
room that has a fire in it; or, if you can- 
not avoid that, you should keep for a con- I 
siderablo time at as ^rrat a distance as I 
possible ; and. above all, refiain from lakin;; '

HOCKS FORMED BY ANIMALCULES. 

The chalk-hods of England are many 
liundiod feet thick, and many miles in ex- 
tent. Who laisod tins wall of white aioiind 
our coast? Who piled up those masses, from 
which all the labour and skill of man can 
only detach a few comparatively insigniiioant 
morsels? "We did!" iiticr a myriad-million 
animalcules, whose dead bodies we thus be- 
hold. Tho iniseroBonpe assures us of the 
fact. These vast beds are composed of the 
shells of infusory animalcules. A " line" if 
the 12tli part of an inch. Now these crea- 
tures vary from the 12ih to the 280th part of 
a line in tliicktiess ! It has been calculated 
that ten millions of their dead bodies Ue in a 
cubic inch ! '* Singly," says a popular writer, 
** they are the most unimportant of all ani- 
mals* in the mass, forming as they do such 
enormous strata over a Urge part of tho 
eai til's hutface, they have an importance 
gieatly exceeding that of the largest and 
noblest of the beasts of the field." The 
polishing-slate, or tripoli of BiUn, presents 
us with another instance. The investiga- 
tions of that greatest of microseopioal ob- 
servers, Professor Ehrenberg, have shown 
that this substance cousista almost entirely 
of an aggregation of Ihfusoria in layers, 
without any eon neciing medium. These are 
much more minute than the chalk animal- 
cules. A cubic line eon talus about twenty- 
three millions of them, aud a cubic loch has 
been calculated to be the cenotaph of forty 
thousand millions of these beings t The 
weight of a cubic inch is about 220 grains, 
and that of the siliceous shield of a tingle 
animalcule is estimated at the 187,000/)00th 
part of a grain! The infusorial rock at 
Bilin forms a bed fourteen feet la thick- 
ness, and about fifty hundredweight Is au- 
Dually eoDSumed of it at Berlin for difTerenl 
I purposes.
